In  the  year  1938,  there  will  be  four  eclipses,  two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of 
the  Moon. 

1.  Total  eclipse  of  the  Moon  on  May  14th  ;  invisible  at  Trivandrum. 

2.  Total  eclipse  of  the  Sun  on  May  29th;  invisible  at  Trivandrum. 

3.  Total  eclipse  of  the  Moon  on  November  8th;  visible  at  Trivandrum.

As  it  would  be  extremely  ineonvouient  if  local  moan  times 
were  adopted  at  all  places  on  the  surface  of  the  earth,  the  time 
over  a  large  area  is  reckoned  from  some  convenient  moridian  pas¬ 
sing  through  that  area,  and  the  local  mean  time  corresponding  to 
that  meridian  is  called  the  standard  time  for  that  area.  Usually 
the  standard  time  for  a  place  differs  from  the  Qroenwich  timohy  an 
integral  number  of  hours  and  the  following  list  givOB  tho  principal 
countries  adopting  the  standard  times  givon  against  them .  In  some 
countries,  the  legal  time  during  tho  summer  months  is  in  mlvmicoof 
the  standard  time,  and  is  then  designated  “Summer  time”.

The  Calendar. 

A  calendar  is  a  method  of  combining  days  into  periods  like 
weeks,  months  and  years  adapted  to  civil,  religious  or  scientific 
purposes.  The  periods  such  as  year,  month  and  day  arc  depending 
upon  astronomical  phenomena  though  their  exact  lengths  are  fixed 
by  other  considerations  as  well  :  but,  the  weeks  and  'Sub-divisions  of 
a  day  are  entirely  artificial.  The  incommensurability  of  these  as¬ 
tronomical  periods  referred  to  have  oauBod  some  complexity  in  the 
framing  of  a  proper  calendar  to  suit  all  purposes.  The  solar  day 
and  the  lunar  month  are  two  periods  governing  the  supply  of  light 
to  us  from  the  sun  and  the  moon,  while  the  tropical  year  Is  a  period 
marking  the  occurrence  of  the  Seasons  at  the  same  parts  of  the  year. 
The  synodic  month  and  the  tropical  year  are  slowly  decreasing  in 
length,  but  they  are  not  affecting  the  framing  of  calendars.  Among 
the  calendars  that  were  in  use  in  the  ancient  world  may  be  mentioned 
the  Egyptian,  the  Babylonian,  the  Greek,  the  Hindu,  the  Jewish, 
the  Roman,  the  Ecclesiastical,  the  Gregorian  and  the  Mohammadan 
calendars. 

What  is  used  In  this  Ephemeris  is  the  Gregorian  Calen¬ 
dar  which  is  itseh  a  modification  of  the  Boman  or  the  Julian  calen¬ 
dar.  Though  the  Roman  months.,  wore  originally  lunar,  Julius  Caesar 
introduced  the  system  of  the  Present  12  months  of  a  year  and  8  ordi¬ 
nary  years  of  365  days  each  and  a  fourth  year  of  866  days  called  the 
leap  year,  so  that  eaeh  year  may  have  a  whole  number  of  days,  and 
at  the  same  time  four  such  years  may  be  as  near  to  4  tropical  years 
as  possible.  This  systom  of  reckoning  was  later  modified  by  Pope 
Gregory  XIII  in  A.  D,  1582,  as  400  Julian  years  were  In  excess  of 
400  tropical  years  by  about  8  days.  To  make  up  this  excess,  omie- 
sioo  of  on®  day  in  each  of  the  years  100,  2u0,  300,  in  a  cycle,  of  *00 
years  was  suggested  by  Pope  Gregory,  he  also  fixed  21st  March  as 
the  date  when  the  Vernal  Equinox  should  fall,  that  being  the  date

length  of  the  tropical  your’;  and  therefore  this  mode  of  reckoning 
time  makes  the  seasons  fall  on  the  same  dates  as  if  tho  Tropical 
years  are  reckoned,  and  at  the  same  tiiuo  it  is  fi-0o  from  tho  incon¬ 
venience  of  using  an  incommensurable  number  of  days  for  a  yoar. 

From  the  beginning  of  192.5  tho  principal  ophiunondos  lmvo 
l-ookonod  the  day  from  moan  midnight  to  moan  midnight  instead  of 

Mohcmimodcm  Calendar.  In  thin  tho  ora  of  tho  Hegira  begun 
with  the  year  of  Mohammad’s  ilight  in  A.  11.  022.  1m  thin  calendar 
each  year  has  12  months  so  that  oach  month  goes  tho  round  of  tiie 
seasons  in  33  years.  For  ojigioim  purPosos,  tho  beginning  of  tho 
month  is  lixed  tho  by  observation  of  tho  lunar  crescent ;  for  purposes 
of  oiviJ  life,  different  beginnings  of  tiro  month  havo  boon  usod  by 
different  people  of  the  same  town.  Soto  fix  a  dato  which  is  re¬ 
ckoned  from  .sunset  to  sunsot,  it  is  aiBo  necessary  in  this  calendar 
to  give  the  day  of  the  week. 

Hindu  Calendar.- ■ -There  aro  various  calendar  systems  in  use  hi 
India,  somo  using  tho  solar  reckoning  such  as  the  Tamil,  Malnyalam 
or  Bengal  school,  and  others  using  the  lunarreckoning  auch  as  tho 
Mobammadan  cr  the  Jewish  calendar. 

The  solar  months  are  generally  named  alter  tho  KaBis  or  the 
signs  of  tho  zodiac  in  whicii  tho  sUn  is  situated  in  any  month,  and 
commence  with -the  time  of  the  sun’s  Ontry  into  any  of  tlioHo  signs 
uanki-anti).  But  in  1  nn’il  they  aro  also  known  by  another  sol.  of 
names  modified  from  the  nanas  of  nakglmtrws  -when  thofull  moc.n- 
invarlably  occurs  ft  r  the  diilorent  months.  The  Hir  du  nstrcmoinioal 
year  i- anomalist  H-,  thoi-gh  it  ought  to  l  e  Bideioal,  aH  Hh  length  is 
definod  to  lie  tho  Interval  bol-weon  tho  sun’s  passing  consecutively  n 
fixed  point  of  the  ecliptic  (Masha  Sankranti).

Definition  anti  explanation  of  the  Astronomical  terms 
in  the  Almanac, 


Aberration  is  the  term  applied  generally  to  the  deviation  nil  the 
course  of  a  my  of  light  from  any  source  due  to  the  relative  velocity 
betweon  the  observer  and  the  source.  The  volodty  of  light  and  the 
annual  orbital  motion  of  the  earth  or  its  daily  rotation  make  the  ap¬ 
parent  place  of  a  star  different  from  its  trvie  or  moan  phuw .  This 
shift  from  the  true  place  duo  to  cither  of  thuSo  causes  is  known  as 
annual  or  diurnal  aberration.  This  term  is  also  used  for  the  defects 
of  an  uncorrectod  ltmH  in  failing  to  bring  to  the  fiamo  focus  rays  of 
ail  colours  (chromatic  aberration)  or  in  bringing  the  rays  from  its 
edge  to  a  shorter  focus  than  those  passing  through  the  eontral  parts 
(spherical  aberration). 

The  Sun’s  annual  aberration  makes  its  apparent  position  a  little 
behind  its  true  position.  Therefore  the  numbers  in  the  column 
Sun’s  aberration  on  page  62  are  to  bo  subtracted  from  the 
true  longitude  of  the  Sun  to  got  its  apparent  loogitudo  at  any  time.. 

Annular  applied  to  tbo  Solar  oc-lipSa,  refute  to  tho  middle  of  tile 
eclipse  when  the  moon  is  not  able  to  completely  cover  the  Sun's 
disc,  which  therefore  appears  as  a  bright  ring.  This  is  duo  to  tho 
moon’s  apparent  angular  diameter  being  less  than  that  of  tho  Sun, 
at  the  time  of  Such  an  eclipse. 

Anomaly.  The  angle  at  tho  Sun  between  the  plaoo  of  a  planet 
or  comet  and  tho  nearest  point  of  its  orbit  to  the  Sun  (porihelion). 
The  anomalistic  year  is  the  interval  elapsing  botween  two  snceoSsive 
perihelion  passages  of  the  earth.  The  anomalistic  month  la  similarly 
reckoned  for  the  motion  of  the  moon  round  the  earth. 

Aphelion.  The  remotest  point  in  tho  orbit  of  a  planet  or  oomet 
away  from  the  Sua. 

Apogee.  The  most  distant  psint  on  the  lunar  orbit  measured 
from  the  earth.  Also  refers  t  i  the  position  of  the  Sun  when  it  is 
most  distant  from  the  earth  In  its  apparent  orbit. 

Apparent  Time.  Time  indicated  by  the  Sun,  and  given  by  an 
instrument  like  tho  Sun-dial.  Owing  So  the  varying  volodty  of  the 
earth,  and  the  obliquity  of  the  eel  ptio,  the  day  doiormiued  by  two 
consecutive  transits  of  tho  Sun  across  any  meridian  is  nofc  of  the 
same  length  and  is  therefore  nut  suitable  as  a  unitof  precise  time 
measurement.  Tneref.ire  mean  solar  time  and  mean  solar  day  havo 
to  be  devised. 

Oolures.  The  two  principal  great  circles  of  tho  celestial  sphere 
which  pass  from  pole  to  Pole,  one  of  longitudes  O  and  180  de¬ 
grees  passing  through  the  equinoctial  points  and  the  other  through 
the  points  of  summer  and  wintor  solstices  which  are  of  longitu$€§ 
@0  and  270  degrees.  ., 
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Conjunction.  A  town  to  demote  the  position  of  two  bodies  when 
they  have  the  same  longitude  or  right  ascension..  In  the  oa  o  of  tho 
two  planets  Mercury  a«d  Venus,  thorn  are  two  kinds  of  conjunction 
with  the  Bun.  When  they  pass  tho  Sun  on  tho  nearer  side  of  their 
orbits,  they  are  Baid  t>  bo  in  inferior  conjunction,  and  when  th  .v 
pass  the  Sun  on  the  farthorside  of  thoir  orbit,  they  are  m  su,iorwr

Declination.  The  angular  distanoo  of  a  colostiel  body  north  or 
south  of  the  celestial  equator  measured  in  tu»  direct,!  m  u{  n'thor  of 
the  poles.  DocHnhi  m  ourrospouds  to  terrestrial  iatiutde. 

Dichotomy.  The  aspect  of  tho  Moon  or  a  filauot  showing  half 
illuminated  phase. 

Dominical  letter.  This  is  that  loiter  of  the  first,  ttovou  totters  of 
the  English  alphabet  which  corresponds  to  the  Sunday*  uf  any 
year.  This  is  also  known  &s  Sunday  lott  r, 

Eccentricity.  If  tho  semi  major  and  minor  axes  of  an  olliPtie 
orbit  of  a  planet  or  comet  bo  a  and  b,  tho  cooontrieily  of  teal,  orbit 

•s  V~-^.  For  the  earth’s  orbit,  this  is  J  |C0  nearly.  For  a  cir¬ 


cular  orbit  this  quantity  is  zero. 


Eeliptia.  The  great  oirole  of  the  celestial  sphoro  ttho  apparont

Elongation,  The  apparent  angular  distance  of  a  body  from 
its  centre  of-;  motion. 


Epaet.  This  is  the  age  of  the  Moon  at  tho  beginning  of  any 

year. 


Epoch.  A  date  of  reference  used  in  Astronomical  calculations. 

Elation  of  time,  'the  time  in  minutos'and  seronds  which  is 
added  to  the  apparent  solar  timeto  give  the  mean  solar  time  used 

in  Civil  reckoning,  The  mean  solar  units  of  time  measured  by 
ordinary  clocks  and  watches  are  derived  from  a  moan  solar  day. 
Buch  a  day  is  the  interval  between  two  consecutive  transits  of  a 
body  uniformly  moving  along  the  equator  with  the  velocity  equal  to 
the  mean  motion  of  the  earth  round  the  Sun,  The  mean  day  com¬ 
mences  with  the  lower  culmination  of  the  mean  Sun  or  mid-night 
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and  its  first  part  of  twelve  hours  is  marked  by  A.  M.,  and  its  latter 
part  of  twelve  hours  is  marked  by  P.  M  Each  hour  is  sub-divided 
into  60  minutas  and  each  minute  into  60  seconds. 

Equinox,  Either  of  the  two  points  at  which  the  Sun  crosses  the 
equator  during  its  annual  course  along  the  ecliptic.  When  the  Sun 
is  at  either  of  these  points,  the  days  and  nights  are  each  of  12  hours 
duration  for  all  parts  of  the  world.  For  people  in  the  Northern 
hemisphere  these  datos  (21st  March  for  Vernal  or  Spring  equinox 
and  23rd  September  for  Autumnal  equinox  i  mark  tho  beginnings 
of  Spring  and  Autumn. 

First  Point  of  Aries.  The  point  of  tho  ocliptic  where  tho 
equator  cuts  it,  The  sun  is  at  this  Point  on  the  21sfc  March,  the 
equinoctial  day,  This  point  was  originally  in  the  todiooal  division 
marked  by  the  constellation  Aries  ;  but  has  now  shifted  by  vatrogade 
motion  called  precession  to  the  preceding  division  marked  by 
Pieces.  By  such  a  motion  this  point  will  move  right  round  the 
ecliptic  in  about  25,  800  years. 

Golden  Number.  This  number  denotes  the  order  of  any  year  for 
which  it  is  referred,  in  a  lunar  cycle  of  19  years,  at  the  lapse  of 
which  the  Phases  of  the  moon  will  got  repealed  in  the  Same  or, lor 
as  in  the  previous  cyclo.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  10  tropical 
years  and  235  synodic  months  sire  almost  equal  to  one  another 
(6939' 6  days). 

Geocentric.  With  reference  to  tho  earth  or  the  earth’s  centre  as 
origin,  as  opposed  to  Heliocentric,  when  the  Sun  is  referred  to  as 
origin  of  measurement. 

Great  Circle.  A  circle  whose  -piano  passes  through  the  centre 
of  the  sphere  on  which  it  lies.  In  tho  case  of  tie  representative 
surface  containing  celestial  objeefs  with  the  observer  as  the  centre, 
the  equator,  the  ecliptic,  the  meridian  etc,,  are  all  oxamples  of 
great  circles. 

Heliocentric,  With  reference  to  cither  the  Sun  or  the  centre  of 
the  Sun  as  origin  of  measurement,  In  Specifying  tire  positions  of 
planets,  comets  etc.,  their  heliocentric  Positions  are  first  calculated 
and  then  their  geocentric  positions  are  derived  by  a  knowledge  of 
he  earth’s  motion.  Further  corrections  due  to  parallax,  refraotina 
etc.,  would  give  the  apparent possition  of  such  objects. 

Horizon.  The  tangent  plane  to  the  earth  at  any  point  meets 
the  apparent  ste'lav  sphere  (celestial  sphere)  in  what  is  called  the 
celestial  horizon;  refraction  and  the  height- of  the  observer  would 
change  its  position,  and  thus  would  make  what  is  known  as  visible 
horizon  somewhat  below  ihe  true  or  celestial  horizon.  Thus  the 
celestial  bodies  are  actually  seen  to  rise  before  they  come  to  fbq 
celestial  or  Astronomical  horizon. 


Latitude.  The  angular  distance  of  a  colonial  bo'j.v  xnctminA 
from  the  ecliptic  in  the  direction  of  cither  o*  « 

known  as  celestial  latitude,  as  distinguished  from  tono-ti  al  l.ititmlo, 
whidT  is  °the  angular  distance  of  a  pheo  from  the  earth’s  equator, 
measured  in  tho  direction  of  the  oithor  n[  tho  poUl-.

Longitu  h.  Terrestrial  longitude  is  tho  angular  distance  along 
tb«  equator  of  a  place  on  tho  oarfeli  Kant;  or  Wont  t*E  Homo  fixed 
meridian.  The  meridian  of  a  plaeo  is  tho  great  circle  passing 
through  the  North  and  South  points  and  tho  'A  -mth  of  tho  place. 
Celestial  longitudo  is  the  angular  distance  of  a  body  uioasurod  from 
the  first  P  lint  of  Aries  along  tho  ecliptic. 

Lunation.  The  period  from  Now  moon  to  New  moon.  This 
1b  also  known  as  a  Synodic  month, 

Magnitude.  The  apparent  brightness  of  a  star  in  any  chosen 
system. 

Node,  One  of  the  points  in  which  the  orbit  of  tho  Moon  or  a 
planet  or  a  comet  cutn  tho  plane  of  the  ecliptic.  The  ascending  node 
is  that  at  which  the  body  ohanges  its  position  from  the  South  to  the 
North  of  the  ecliptic.  The  opposite  node  is  called  the  descending 
node. 

Nutation.  A  Small  variation  in  the  regular  retrograde  motion 
of  the  equinoctial  points  due  to  ]un!-solar  precession.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  lunar  orbit  is  not  coincident  with  the  ecliptic. 

Obliquity.  Tho  inclination  of  the  ecliptlo  to  the  celestial 
equator.  This  would  vary  fr.im  2T  B9'  to  24n  8(J'.  Tho  seasons 
are  caused  by  this  factor. 


Ooeultation.  The  disappearance  of  a  distant  oolostial  body  be¬ 
hind  the  disc  of  a  nearer  body,  such  as  the  ocoultatioa  of  a  star  by 
the  Moon, 

Opposition,  The  Moon  or  a  planet  is  in  geocentric  opposition 
when  its  geocentric  longitude  differs  from  that  of  the  Sun  i>y  180°, 
This  is  exactly  the  oase  with  the  Moon  on  all  full  moon  days. 


Parallax,  The  apparent  angular  change  in  fclio  position  of  a 
celestial  body  due  io  the  change  in  the  position  of  the  observer. 
For  nearer  bodies  like  the  moon,  sun  and  the  planets,  such  a 
change  is  noticeable  when  observed  from  different  po’nts  on  the 
earth.  This  is  known  as  geocentric  parallax.  But  fora  star  no 
such  change  is  observed.  However  the  direction  to  tho  same  t  tar 
changes  when  observed  at  different  times  of  the  year,  due  to  the 
orbital  dimensions  of  the  earth’s  orbit  and  the  fact  that  tho  obser¬ 
ver  is  shifting  his  position  in  space  duo  to  such  a  motion  of  tho 
oarth.  This  is  known  as  stellar  parallax.  Such  an  apparent  dis¬ 
placement  of  an  onject  duo  to  geocentric  parallax  when  it  is  at  tho 
horizon  of  a  place  is  known  as  tho  horizontal  parallax,  and  when  tho 
observer  is  on  the  earth’s  oquator  it  is  known  as  tho  equatorial 
horizontal  parallax  and  is  tho  greatest  Anglo  subtended  by  tho 
earth’s  radius  at  the  object. 

Perigee.  The  point  in  the  Moon’s  orbit  nearest  to  the  oarth. 
Also  tho  apparent  position  of  tho  Bun  when  it  is  nearest  to  the 
oarth,  taking  the  latter  as  central. 

Perihelion.  Tho  point  in  the  orbit  of  a  planet  when  It  is 
nearest  to  th.e  Sun. 


Phase,  Any  aspoct  of  a  body  or  phenomenon  as  progressive 
changes  occur  in  its  motion.  The  phase*  of  tho  moon  as  its  angular 
distance  from  the  Bun  changes  or  the  phases  of  an  eclipse  as  time 
lapses,  aro  oxamplos. 

Precession.  Tho  equinoctial  points  have  an  annual  rotrogrudo 
motion  of  about  50"  26  along  the  ecliptic  and  baying  a  period  of 
25,800  years.  This  is  known  as  procession  and  is  dun  to  tho  disturb¬ 
ing  effect  of  the  attractions  oxerted  by  he  sum  and  the  Moon  on 
the  equatorial  bulgo  of  tho  earth. 

Quadrature.  This  is  a  term  applied  to  the  position  of  tho 
Moon  or  a  planet  when  its  goocentrio  longitude  differs  from  that  of 
the  Sun  by  90°, 


Refraction.  The  bending  of  a  ray  of  light  when  it  passes 
from  one  transparent  medium  to  another  of  different  density  The 
atmosphere  is  increasing  in  density  as  the  ray  of  light  approaches 
'■he  earth.  Therefore  the  apparent  places  of  stars  aro  nearer  the 
zenith.  Tho  atmospheric  refraction  is  inlluonood  by  changes  of 
temperature  and  density  of  tho  air. 

Retrograde  Motion.  Motion  from  Hast  to  Word,  which  is 
Sometimes  observed  in  the  apparent  motion  of  a  planet,  and  which 
exists  really  in  the  motions  of  some  of  the  satellites.  This  is  op¬ 
posite  to  the  direct  or  West  to  East  motion  of  all  ‘bodies  of  tiio 
Solar  system  revolving  round  tho  Sun.  except  a  few  satellites  of  re¬ 
mote  planets. 


Right  Ascension.  The  angular  distance  of  a  oeleBtfal  body 
measured  eastwards  along  the  equator  from  the  first  point  of  Aries 
It  is  reckoned  in  hours,  minutes  and  seconds  also,  whon  the  an¬ 
gular  measure  is  divided  bj  15.

The  synodic  period  of  a  planet  is  thus  the  noiiod  between  two  con¬ 
secutive  conjunctions  or  oppositions  of  the  planet  with  the  bun. 

Transit  The  passage  of  a  celestial  body  across  tho  meridian 
of  a  place.  Also  refers  to  the  passage  of  either  Mercury  or  Venus 
across  the  solar  disc  or  the  passage  of  any  of  the  satellites  of  a 
planet  like  Jupiter  across  the  disc  of  a  planet. 

l'ropieal  lear  The  time  interval  between  two  consecutive 
passages  of  the  Sun  through  the  Vernal  equinox.  This  is  slightly 
less  than  a  sidereal  year,  which  is  the  time  between  the  Sun’s  Pas¬ 
sing  consecutively  a  fixed  point  of  the  ecliptic,  on  tog  to  the  retro- 
srade  motion  of  the  equinoxes.  The  sidoreal  year  itself  is  shorter 
than  the  anomalistic  year,  as  too  major  axis  of  toe  earth's  orbit  has 
a  forward  motion. 

Zodiac.  The  belt  of  "toe  sky  along  the  ecliptic  extend¬ 
ing  to  about  8  degrees  on  either  side  of  it.  This  1b  divided 
intotwelvs  divisions  marked  by  toe  so-called  zodiacal  constellations. 
Tho  Hindu  signs  of  the  zodiac  are  merely  toe  exact  twelve  divisions 
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of  the  ecliptic.  Any  point  of  the  ecliptic  rising  at  any  instant  i 
the  Legnam  of  the  instant  and  the  longitude  of  the  point  measurei 
from  the  orgin  Mcsha  is  the  tegnzspufom. 


The  longitude  for  the  Sun  is  the  true  longitude  referred  to  tho

OF 

TR AVANCOR E 

Description. — Travancore  (Mai.  Tiruvitankur,  Sans.  Sri* 
vardhanupari  or  place  of  growing  prosperity)  the  southern 
portion  of  the  ancient  division  of  Kerala,  is  situated  between 
8°  4'  and  10°  21'  North  Latitude  and  between  7(5°  13'  and 
77"  HH'  Bast  Longitude.  It  is  the  most  southerly  of  the  Indian 
States  and  occupies  the  south-west  portion  of  tlio  Indian  Penin¬ 
sula.  Forming  an  irregular  triangle  with  its  apex  at  Cape 
Comorin,  the  Land’s  End  of  India,  the  State  is  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  State  of  Cochin  and  by  the  British  Indian  District 
of  Coimbatore,  on  the  east  by  the  Western  Ghats  and  the  Dis¬ 
tricts  of  Madura,  Iiamnad  and  Tinnevelly,  while,  on  the  south 
and  west,  it  is  washed  by  the  Indian  Ocean  and  the  Arabian 
Sea.  The  State  lias  an  area  of  7, 624'84  square  miles.  The  State 
ranks  next  after  Hyderabad  and  Mysore  amongst  tho  Indian 
States  in  point  of  population  and  has  a  revenue  of  nearly  two 
and  a  half  ororcs  of  rupees.  Tire  State  is  in  subsidiary  alliance 
with  the  British  Government  to  which  it  pays  an  annual  subsidy 
of  Its.  8,00,000. 

*  Ruling  Family.  — Tho  Ruling  House  of  Travancore  traces 
its  descont,  direct  and  unbroken,  from  the  old  Chera  Kings  of 
Southern  India,  referred  to  as  independent  in  the  Edicts  of 
Asolca  Maurya  of  the  third  century  b.  o.  The  State,  however, 
attained  its  present  territorial  configuration  during  the  reign  of 
Maharaja  Martanda  Varma  who  ruled  from  1729  A.  ®.  to  1738 
a.  d.  and  who  entered  into  an  alliance  with  the  English  East 
India  Company ;  and  the  friendly  relations  with  the  British 
Crown  then  established  and  oemented  during  the  Mysore  Wars, 
have  continued  unshaken  to  tho  present  day,  Maharaja  Martauda 
Varma,  after  consolidating  tho  State  into  its  present  form,  took 
the  remarkable  step  of  dedicating  the  State  to  Sri  Padmanabha- 
swami,  the  tutelary  d$*ty  of  his  House,  and  administered  the 
State  as  Po.rhvmvibha  Dasa,  a  title  still  borne  by  successive 
Rulers.  His  Highness  *Sri  Chitkira  Thirunal,  the  present 
Maharaja,  has  sedulously  adhered  to  the  traditions  of  his 
House  ;  and  has  recently  signalised  his  reign  by  a  Proclamation 
throwing  open  the  temple  of  Sri  Padmanabhaswami  and  all  the 
temples  under  hia  control  ‘and  that  of  his  Government  to  all 
Hindus  including  those  hitherto  described  as  untouchable  and 
depressed  classes,  a  reform  which  has  evoked  universal  commend¬ 
ation  and  gratitude  not  only  within  the  State,  but  all  over  the 
world.  ,, 

Physical  Geography. — Travancore  is  one  of  th# most  pictur¬ 
esque  portions  of  India.  The  mountains  which  separate 
it  on  the  north  and  east  from  British  India  are  clothed 
■with  magnificent  primeval  forests,  while  the  belt  of  flat 
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country,  to  an  average  width  of  10  miles  inland  h'om  the  sea,  is 
covered  with  dense  plantations  of  ewoanut  palms  which 
in  a  great  measure  constitute  the  wealth  of  the  count  ry ,  The 
whole  surface ‘is  undulating,  and  presents  a  series  of  hills  and 
valleys,  traversed  from  east  to  west  by  numerous  rivers.  At  the 
southern  end  of  the  State  lies  Naujanitd,  with  its  olu.-dois  of 
houses,  palmyra  groves  and  extensive  paddy  fielils,  resembling  in 
some  respects  the  neighbouring  District  nl  Timievelly. 

The  hill  scenery  has  peculiar  heimtios,  among  which  are 
the  wild,  rocky  anil  precipitous  acclivities  und  fantastic  forms 
of  the  mountains  in  tlm  southern  parts.  Tim  valleys  are  studded 
with  temples  and  churches.  Tim  numerous  houses  ami  gardens 
scattered  over  the  country  give  it  an  appearance  entirely  Moran 
from  that  of  the  east  coast  of  India. 

The  hilly  region  is  very  extensive  rtnd  is  :i  marked  feature 
of  the  country.  The  mountains  possess  every  variet  y  of  climate 
and  vegetation  and  can  boast  of  extensive  tea  am!  nibh.-r  planta¬ 
tions  run  both  by  Indian  and  i'luropean  agencies.  The  ele¬ 
vation  varies,  the  loftiest  the  Anammli  IVuk  is.s.'i?  fi .  above 
sea-level)  being  the  highest  in  India  south  of  the  Himalayas. 

The  State  has  an  area  of  nearly  ‘2, COO  square  miles  under 
1  Forests  in  which  more  than  000  species  of  timber  t.rous  alone 
occur,  among  which  the  chief  are  teak,  hlaekwuml,  uhOriy, 
kauibiMjam,  aujili,  rengm,  themlura,  ami  mnrntki  useful  for 
building  construction  and  for  furniture.  Tho  Statu  Forests  equally 
abound  in  a  variety  of  wild  animals  and  big  game  among  which 
may  be  mentioned  elephant,  bison,  samlmr,  bear,  tiger,  panther, 
deer,  ibex,  wild  boar  and  monkeys  of  different  Hpeeten.  Speoiui 
attention  is  paid  by  the  State  to  the  preservation  of  the.  wild 
animals  and  a  sanctuary  has  boon  opened  for  Libs  purpose  round 
about  the  Periyar  Lake. 

The  climatic  variations  of  the  whole  nf  India  may  be 
experienced  in  Travancore,  though  a  warm  humidity  is  mm  of 
the  special  features  of  its  climate.  At  the  higher  elevations,  the 
climate  is  cool  always  and  cold  at  certain, joasons.  From  January 
to  May  the  heat  is  oppressive  in  tho  lowlands,  although  the 
temperature  seldom  rises  above  90"  i»  the  shade. 

Numerous  rivers  rise  in  tho  Clhats  and  (low  by  torfcu®j» 
courses,  through  high  banks  and  rocky  bods,  into  tho  backwaters 
and  the  sea.  Most  of  these  are.  navigable  for  Home  distance  in¬ 
land.  The  most  important  of  these  rivers  is  the  Periyar  rising  in 
the  High  Ranges,  which  after  a  course  of  142  miles,  enters  the 
backwater  of  Kodungalloor  (Oranganore).  A  portion  of  its 
enormous  discharge  of  water  is  now  diverted  into  Madura  by  tho 
Periyar  irrigation  works.  The  rivers  next  in  impostanee  are  the 
Pamba  (90  fniles),  the  Kallada  (70  miles),  the  Kulakadu  (70 
miles),  the  Manima-ta  (62  miles),  the  Muvattupueha  (62  miles) 
the  Karama.no,  (42  miles),  the  Thamravumi  or  Kuihithura 
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(37  miles),  the  Neyyar,  the  MmaeJut,  and  the  Vamrnaptirm 
(35  miles  each).  The  Thamravand  has  been  bunded  up  and 
the  reservoir  so  formed  irrigates  an  extent  of  about  70,000 
acres  of  wet  land  in  South  Travancore.  The  Iiaramana  river 
is  dammed  up  about  11  kuile«  above  the  Trivandrum  City  with 
a  masonry  dam  of  the  overflow  type,  thereby  forming  an 
impounding  reservoir  in  very  picturesque  surroundings  which 
forms  the  source  for  the  water  supply  for  the  city. 

A  succession  of  lagoons  or  backwaters,  connected  by  navi¬ 
gable  canals,  extends  along  the  coast,  almost  throughout  its  length 
forming  a  most  important  means  of  communication.  This 
system  of  water  communication  extends  from  Tirur,  in  British 
Malabar,  to  about  20  miles  south  of  Trivandrum  ;  between  the 
latter  place  and  Qnilon,  there  rises  a-t  Warkala  a  high  promon¬ 
tory  about  0  miles  in  breadth,  the  highest  portions  of 
which,  have  been  tunnelled  through  in  two  places  to  a  length  of 
over  a  mile,  while  the  remaining  portions  have  been  cut  open 
into  a  canal,  thus  making  the  line  of  water  communication 
complete.  A  strip  of  land,  from  seven  miles  to  about  half  a 
mile  wide,  separates  these  backwater's  from  the  sea.  There  are, 
however,  several  outlets  from  them  to  the  sea.  The  bulk  of  the 
country  has  been  opened  up  by  a  network  of  roads  and  canals, 
and  in  Central  and  South  Travancore  there  is  a  mile  of  road  to 
almost  every  square  mile  of  country.  North  Travancore  is, 
however  not  so  well  served  by  roads,  and  strenuous  efforts  are 
being  made  to  bring  it  up  to  the  same  level  as  Central  and  South 
Travancore.  The  Cardamom  Hills  are  the  only  area  in  the 
whole  State  that  have  not  yet  boon  opened  up  for  wheeled  traffic. 
One  line  of  Railway  about  a  hundred  miles  in  length  now  cuts 
across  the  State  from  east  to  west  and  thence  runs  along  the 
coast  from  north  to  south. 

Geology  of  Travancore.— The  country  consists  mostly  of 
archaean  rocks  on  the  western  fringe  of  which  rests  a  sedi¬ 
mentary  formation  known  locally  as  the  Warkala  Formation. 
This  formation  is  in  some  places  overlain  by  recent  sediments. 
Among  the  economic  minerals  of  Travancore,  monazitc  has 
acquired  a  world  reputation,  the  deposits  of  this  mineral  in 
Travancore  being  some  of  the  richest  in  the  world.  Zircon  and 
ilmenite  are  found  in  association  with  mottazite  and  these 
are  also  exploited  to  some  extent.  Mica  and  graphite  occur  in 
the  archaean  rocks.  The  odjehsive  deposits  of  lignite  and  china 
clay  or  kaolin  in  the  Warkala  Formation  are  believed  to  ba  of 
Considerable  economic  value. 

Production. — Travancore  is  essentially  an  agricultural 
country.  A  feature  peculiar  to  the  agriculture  of  the  State  is 
that  the  proprietors  and  the  tenants  of  the  land  mostly  live  on 
the  land  itself.  The  chief  food  grain  in  the  country  is  rice  ot 
paddy  (Oryza  Satiya);  great  millet  or  cholam  (Sorghum  Vulgare), 
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saniiii  (Paniomn  Milliare)  and  vagi  (hlusinu  Coreana)  are  also 
grown.

But  the  tapioca  root  supplements  it  very  largely. 

Pepper  and  cocoamit  contribute  mostly  to  the  wealth  of  the 
country. 

Population.-— The  total  population  of  the  Kioto  as  enumerated 
at  the  Census  of  1931  is  ft, 09/>,97H.  Hinduism  is  the  predomi¬ 
nant  religion.  of  the  State,  its  followers  constituting  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  entire  population.  Christianity,  which  was  es¬ 
tablished  in  the  land  in  the  lirsj  century  of  the  Christian  era 
itself,  comes  next,  with  over  a  fourth  of  the  entire  population. 
The  Mahomedan  religion  claims  a,  sixth  of  the  population  and  its 
adherents  rank  numerically  the  third.  * 

In  education,  as  compared  with  British  India  and  other 
Indian  States,  Travancore  occupies  a  foremost  position.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Census  of  1931,  the  number  of  literates  per  1,000  of  the 
population  excluding  children  under  5  years  o£  ago  is  289.  For 
males,  the  figures  are  408  per  1,000  and  for  females  108. 
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gazetteer. 

Trivandrum  is  the  capital  oi  the  State  and  the  residence  of 
the  Ruler.  It  forms  tho  southern  terminus  of  tho  Travanoore 
branch  of  the  South  Indian  Railway.  The  celebrated  pagoda  of 
Sri  Padmanabhaswami  within  the  Fort  has  made  it  a  great  reli¬ 
gious  centre  and  attracts  pilgrims  from  all  parts  of  India.  The 
Fort  and  its  neighbourhood  constitute  tho  most  crowded  part  of 
the  town.  Tho  Kandiar  Palace,  the  Military  catonment,  the 
Government  oflicos  and  other  public  buildings  and  tho  residences  of 
the  uppor  classes  are  picturesquely  situated  on  small  eminences,  each 
commanding  a  refreshing  scene  of  verdure  all  around.  Tho  town 
has  efficient  eleifeic  supply  and  is  well  equipped  with  colleges, 
schools  and  hospitals.  Tho  city  is  provided  with  the  Willingdon 
Water  Works  giving  a  protected  .water  supply  on  most  up-to-date 
linos,  the  water  supplied  being  of  a  high  standard  of  purity, 
copious  and  under  adequate  pressure.  A  Drainage  and  Sewage 
Scheme  on  up-to-date  lines  is  under  execution.  The  convenience 
and  comfort  of  travellers  who  visit  Trivandrum  are  well  attended 
to  by  the  Mascot  Hotel  near  .the  Museum  and  Public  Gardens. 
There  is  a  well  laid  out  Park  with  a  Museum  and  monagerie.  The 
Avonuo  Road,  one  of  the  best  roads  in  South  India,  with  tho 
K&udiar  Square  and  Vollayambalam  Square,  is  one  of  tho  attract¬ 
ive  drives  in  the  town,  The  Aerodrome  at  Shanktmiukhaiii  brings 
Trivandrum  within  easy  reach  of  the  important  towns  in  India- 
An  Air  Mail  runs  botwoon  Trivandrum  and  Bombay.  Tho  seaport 
is  at  Valiaturai,  about  one  mile  from  tho  town,  It  is  an  open 
road-stoad,  with  deep  water  close  to  tho  shore,  A  pier  for  the 
landing  and  shipment  of  cargo,  760  lectin  length,  and  fitted  with 
two  $team  cranes  has  boon  orocted.  The  five  fathom  depth  line  is 
about  600  feet  on  the  end  of  tho  pier,  but  steamers  anchor  in  12J 
fathoms,  4/10  of  a  mile  off  shore.  It  is  a  port  of  call  for  coasting 
steamers  when  inducement  offers.  Tho  offices,  important  business 
houses  and  private  residences  are  connected  by  telephone,  the 
system  being  worked  by  Government  ;  and  it  will  soon  be  linked 
up  with  the  Indian  Trunk  line.  An  annual  exhibition  and  fair 
is  hold  in  connection  with  the  Birthday  of  His  Highness  the  Maha 
Raja  in  October-NoVembev.  Ivory  works  of  art  . and  laced  cloths> 
for  the  production  of  which  Travancoro  workmen  have  long  been 
famous,  are  available  for  sale  in  large  quantities.  Tho  magnificent 
white  sands  make  tho  beach  a  delightful  evening  rosort  ;  and  there 
are  facilities  for  safe  bathing  in  tho  soa,  Trivandrum  is  now  the 
seat  of  a  new  University,  designed  to  give  a  new  orientation, 
to  education  generally  and  wedded  to  high  ideals  in  regard  to 
the  development  of  scientific  research,  technological  education, 
and  the  study  of  Kerala  art  and  culture. 

Alleppey* famed  for  its  almost  all-the-year-round  sea-port,  and 
the  .  most  important  commercial  town  of  Travanoore,  owes  its 
origin  to  Rata  Kesava  Das,  the  State’s  groat  Dewnn  in  the  latter 
half  of  the  18th  century.  It  has. often  been  called  the  ‘’Venice  of 
Travanoore’  on  account  of  its  being  nearly  surrounded  by  sea  and 
backwaters  and  the  many  canals  that  intersect  the  town,  carrying 
country-craft  laden  with  merchandise.  A  very  striking  feature  of 
the  Alloppey  Port  is  its  oily  mud-bank  which  sustains  even  in  thq 
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height  of  the  monsoon  weathor  a  stretch  o.f  smooth  water  2|  by 
6  miles.  It  is  supposed  that  this  wonderful  phenomenon  of  still 
water  in  the  midst  of  a  raging  sea  is  caused  l>.v  mi  inulorground 
efflux  of  a  mud-and-oil  mixture  from  the  backwaters  In  tile  sea 
under  pressure  of  the  heavy  monsoon  discharges  "*  the  rivers. 

The  port  was  opened  toforelgn  trado  in  17fi2,  when  Kosova  Das 
built  three  ships  for  trade  with  Bombay  and  Onhmttn.  A1  Ic ppoy 
is  the  world’s  supplier  of  coir-matting  and  ooir.varn.  It  also  ex¬ 
ports  cocoanuts,  oocoanut-oil,  popper,  guigor,  rubber  and  cashew- 
nuts  The  town  is  tho  second  largest  in  Travimcoro,  containing 
a  population  of  nearly  lid, 000.  It  has  a  pior,  77ii  foot  lung 
and  iil  feet  broad  littud  with  two  steam  cr.-mos  and  tiro  I  mud 
cranes,  for  handling  cargo  and  lias  aim  largo  goibnvii  nmnv 
modation,  Tho  port  is  closed  during  Mio  S.  W.'  monsoon  gone- 
rally  from  about  tho  15th  May  till  tluteUith  August,  Steamers, 
however,  call  at  or  near  tho  port  during  tho  inimsoon?  when 
weather  conditions  permit,  atul  when  tho  mud-bank  is  sufficiently 
developed  to  afford  smooth  Wutor  for  uiiipping  operati  mis,  ;is  may 
be  notified  by  tho  Marino  .Department.  Tho  port  I«  also  provided 
with  a  light  house.  The  town  is  connected  with  tho  Trunk  Tele¬ 
phone;  and  a  water  works  scheme  is  under  execution.  It  boasts 
a  small  Jain  colony  and  contains  a  .lain  temple. 

Aiwaye  on  tho  banks  of  tho  rivor  I’oriyar  in  North  Truvan- 
oore  affords  the  iinost  fmmmor-Imthlng  in  Sooth  India  and  is  a 
busy  littlo  town  in  tho  an  minor  months  of  March,  April  and  May, 
when  it  is  swelled  to  sovoral  times  its  size  by  a  great  inllux  of 
holiday-makers  who  come  hora  for  tho  sake  of  the  sparkling 
mineral  waters  for  which  tho  rivor  is  famous  at  tills  spot,  I  ho 
Shoranur-Cochin  Railway  passes  through  the  piano  which  forms 
one  of  the  larger  stations  on  tho  lino.  The  I'oriyar  bifurcates  at 
Alwayo,  the  two  distributaries  making,  before  they  empty  inte?  tho 
sea,  an  extensive  dolta  i'dlod  with  paddy,  sugar-cane  and  c.ncuamit- 
palm  cultivation,  At  tho  head  of  tho  two  brunches  is  a  fatuous 
image  dedicated  to  Siva,  a  mid-stroam  siirino  fostonttmi  with  legend 
and  tradition.  Tho  famous  Alwayo  N/srwfW  in  Koliruary-Miurh  at¬ 
tracts  thousands  of  pilgrims  from  all  over  South  India,  on  added  attrac¬ 
tion  for  tho  visitors  being  tho  groat  fair  which  lasts  several  Weeks 
and  is  one  of  tho  biggest  annual  fairs  in  India.  In  17lK!  the  rivor 
Periyar  by  its  impiwsahility  at  this  place -in  the  monsoon-time 
thwarted  the  ambition  of  fL’ippn  Sultan  to  evorrim  Travaucnro  as  ho 
had  done  Cochin,  Alwayo  is  woll  supplied  with  educational  insti¬ 
tutions, including  a  rosidontial  first  grade  c.olloge  sot  amidst  charm¬ 
ing  surroundings  and  is  a  rising  industrial  oontro.  Tho  Sri  Chitra 
Rayon  Mill  named  after  His  Highnoss  tho  Maharaja  is  rim  hy  Messrs 
S3.  D,  Sassoon  Ltd,,  of  Bombay,  Tho  1’allivasal  Uydro-Kloctrio 
Scheme  and  tire  development  of  tho  Cochin  Harbour  have  in¬ 
vested  Aiwaye  with  a  future  full  of  promise. 

Ambalapuzha  is  eight  miles  to  tho  south  m  Alloppoy  ami 
was  once  the  capital  of  tho  Ohombakusori  principality  annexe® 
to  Travancoro  by  Moliaraja  Martando  Varma  in  1754.  ltoro  is  on 
ancient  temple  dedicated  to  Sri  Krishna,  tho  sanctity  of  which  is 
known  throughout  the  Malabar  country  and  wltfeh  has  often  been 
called  tho  “Dwaraka  of  the  South,”  An  interesting  ciroumstr.nof) 
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connected  with  the_  shrine  is  the  special  Rivedyam  offered  to  tire 
deity.  The  fame  of  this  AmbalapUzha  Palpayasam  has  travelled 
far  and  w^le  on  account  of  both  its  intrinsic  excellence  and  the 
holiness  associated  with  it.  The  place  6s  accessible  by  both  land 
and  water. 

Anamudy  is  the  highest  peak  in  Southern  India,  The  thickly 
wooded  plateau  known  as  the  High  Range  in  the  north-eastern  part 
of  the  State  spreads  itself  like  a  whoei  round  its  axis  Anamudy, 
8,887  feet  high,  Anamudy  is  tho  Elephant  Crown  of  tiro  Anamalais, 
the  Elephant-Hills  as  tiro  High  Range  is  ofton  called. 

Anjengo  is  at  present  little  more  than  a  fishing  village  on  a  spit 
of  sand  protruding  into  a  heavy  sea  but  possesses  a  history  marked 
by  stirring  vicissitudes.  Tho  English  established  a  factory  here  in 
i  1681,  which  growing  rapidly  in  importance  was  at  one  time  second 
only  to  Bombay  among  tho  Company’s  settlements  in  India, 
Among  its  sons  is  Robert  Orme  tho  historian  and  among  its  dau¬ 
ghters,  Eliza  Sclater,  tho  object  of  Sterne's  Le  tters  to  Elisa,  justly 
celobratod  for  their  romantic  fire,  Anjengo  is  still  one  of  tho  two 
British  possessions  in  Travancore,  the  other  being  Tangachem-y 
adjoining  Quilon. 

Aramboly  is  the  mountain  pass  through  which  runs  tho  ancient 
-highway  to  British  India  from  South  Travancore,  Tho  chain  of 
hills  that  shnts  off  Travancore  on  the  east  misses  a  link  at  Aram- 
holy,  loaving  a  gap  about  8  milos  wide.  Through  this  pass  in¬ 
vasions  from  Tamilnad  havo  surged  from  time  to  time  into  South 
Travancore  whoro  Tamil  influence  including  tho  language  of  the 
people  still  forms  a  striking  feature.  Aramboly  is  also  a  little  hi  vo 
of  trade,  forming  as  it  does  tho  gateway  oi  South  Travancore  anclhas 
a  customs  house  for  the  inspection  of  goods  passing  to  and  from 
the  State.  About  a  mile  to  the  west  is  Tovala,  a  typical  Nanjinad 
village  famed  for  its  produce  of  flowers, 

Aranmula  is  a  rising  summer  resort  _6  miles  north-east  of 
Chengannur  in  Central  Travancore.  Among  its  cherished  posses¬ 
sions  are  an  ancient  shrine  dedicated  to  Parthasarathy  and  anin- 
oredible  kind  of  metal  mirrors  the  fame  of  which  has  travelled 
abroad.  The  mirrors  made  of  bronze  or  -bell-metal  are  one  of  those 
old-world  wonders  that  baffle  modem  science.  _  Happily,  the  secret 
of  their  manufacture  still  runs  down  in  two  families  of  tho  place, who , 
however,  are  proof  against  every  inducement  to  reveal  it.  Both  tho 
artisans  and  their  mysterious  wares  are  worth  visiting.  An  added 
attraction  is  an  annual  boat-race  in  August-September  on  tho 
Pampa  river  flowing  past  the  village,  whiah  draws  thousands  of 
spectators  and  in  which  a  fine  standard  of  sportsmanlike  competition 
la  displayed, 

Ariyankavu  is  a  small  village  on  the  ghat  section  of  the  Tra¬ 
vancore  railway,  overlooking  the  mountain  pass  zigzagging  from 
Madura  and  Tinnvelley  to  Travancore  through  the  thronging  hills 
and  forests.  Tho  railway  here  passes  through  a  tunnel  about  hall- 
a  mile  long-  Enchanting  mountain  scenery  unrolls  itself  all  round. 
Near  the  railway  station  is  the  Ariyankavu  temple  dedicated  to 
Sasta,  the  guardian  of  the  hills.  It  is  believed  that  this  is  one  of 
tfte  five  temples  dedicated  to  the  some  deity  and  established  on  tho 


ghats  by  Parasurama  himself,  the  divine  incarnation  who  is  said  to 
have  caused  the  Malabar  country  to  rise  -from  tho  Arabi  an  Soa, 
The  woodland  deity  is  worshipped,  especially  during  tho  Mannala- 
puja  and  Xnkkaly>^«m  in  Decern bor,  by  hundreds.  of  dovotooa  from 
Madura,  VeeranaDur  and  other  places  in  tho  Tamil  country. 

Arukutty  is  on  tho  Cochin  froritior.  Tho  trayollor  who  comos 
to  Travancore  bom  the  north  passos  tho  first  few  miles  over  Cochin 
backwaters  rend  ontors  tho  Btato  at  Amlaitty,  whore  naturally  thorn 
is  a  customs  houso.  Tiro  Kaithapmha  kmjal  stretching  lroni 
Arukutty  to  Vaikoni  is  ono  of  the  doopoi-t  lagoor.H  in  Travancorn. 
Forosts  of  oocoanut  palms  swooping  away  inland  on  tho  nhovon 
greet  tho  traveller  throughout  his  journoy  from  Kmakulamto 
Quilon. 

Aruvikkarai,  olovon  rnilos  north  of  Trivandrum,  contains  tho 
head-works  of  tho  water-supply  to /'the  Capital.  .Horn  an  overflow 
dam  arrests  a  prattling  woodland  stream,  impounding  tho  olomout 
in  a  great  reservoir.  •  Bolow  tho  dam,  ever  wliieh  the  stream  glidos 
in  lace-iiko  rails,  tho  currents  coming  up  a  contusion  or  rocks  break 
into  shrill  rapids.  A  Bhagavathi  tompio  ovorlookH  tins  modloy  of 
rooks  and  waters.  Tho  surrounding  placos  pvoPont  virgin  woodland 
scenery.  About  a  quartor  of  a  milo  ahovo  tho  rapids  are  tho  god- 
doas’s  sacred  fish,  which  pilgrims  to  tho  tompio  seldom  omit  to, 
food.-  Aruvikkarai  is  an  idoa)  holiday  rosort. 

Aruvippuram,  is  a  lovely  spot  on  tho  Noyyar,  two  miles  from 
Neyyattinkara  in  South  Travancoro.  Tho  foamy  rapids  in  the  stream 
at  this  place  make  a  pretty  sight  whi  loon  either  side  of  it  aro  stoop 
hills  drapod  in  lush  vogotation.  A  small  tompio  founded  by  Sri 
Narayana  Guru,  tho  famous  Travancoro  saint,  attracts  largo  num¬ 
bers  during  tho  Bivaratri  fostival.  This  is  an  oxcolUmt  spot  for 
week-end  holidaying. 

Attingal,  half-way  botwoon  Quilon  and  Trivandrum,  is  interest¬ 
ing  on  account  of  tho  fact  that  tho  principality  of  which  it  was 
once  the  capital  used  do  bo  Rovornod  by  womou  rulers  till  1780 
when  it  was  made  over  to  the  Baja  of  Travancoro.  It  was  a  Banco 
of  Attingal  who  in. 1684  gave  permission  to  tho  East  India  Company 
to  establish  a  trading  Btation  at  Anjongo.  Again,  ancithor  Iianoo  of 
Attii  gal  was  the  mother  of  Martanda  Varma  (172U-58',  tho  worrier 
king  who,  by  a  series  of  brilliant  campaigns,  enlarged  tho  small  king¬ 
dom  which  he  had  inhoritod  to  tiro  dimensions  that  tho  b'tato  today 
occupies  on  tho  map.  A  treaty  conoludod  botwoon  Martanda  Vanns 
and  his  mother  tho  Attingal  Kanoo  laid  down  that  tho  rulovship  of 
Travancoro  should  only  go  to  tho  prineos  bom  of  the  Banoos  of 
Attingal,  The  Maharaneos  of  tho  Travancoro  Royal  Family  aro  to 
this  day  called  Attingal  Tampurans. 

Balaramapuram  is  a  prosperous  wowing  contro  uiuo  miles  south 
of  Trivandrum  on  the  Main  Southern  Road.  It  was  foundod  in  1810 
in  tho  reign  of  Maharaja  Bala  Kama  Varma  aftor  whom  it  is  named. 
It  specialises  in  the  production  of  gold  laco  cloth  of  fine  quality  ~ 

Cape  Comorin,  Kanyakumarl,  is  tho  Land’s  End  of  Indiaj'  a 
place  of  pilgrimage  and  a  health  resort.  Tliroo  sons  moot  at  this 
point,  and  those  who  have  not  seen  tho  sunrise  and  the  Bunsot  nttbo 
Cape  have  missed  a  most  glorious  sight*  tiood  accommodation  can 


of  the  State  are  chieflyjvaluod  for  their  yield  of  ilmenito,  of  whioh 
Travaneore  may  almost  be  said  to  be  the  world’s  supplier.  Ship¬ 
ping  from  the  port  is  made  easier  by  a  group  of  outlying  rocks 
forming  a  partial  breakwater.  Steamers  anchor  in  7 fathoms  oi 
water  3/10  of  a  mile  off  the  shore.  Small  vessels  anchor  in  about 
6  fathoms,  less  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  off. 

Devicolam  (now)  i'a  the  headquarters  of  the  Taluk  of  that  name 
and  is  situatod  in  a  valley  near  the  summit  of  the  Hi  gh  Range.  It 
is  already  the  queen  of  hi!  1-stftti ons  in  Travancore  and  bids  fair  to 
aohievo  a  wider  reputation.  When  it  is  very  hot  in  the  plains, 
ideal  weather  prevails  in  Devicolam.  There  is  a  Traveller's  Bun¬ 
galow  which  visitors  can  occupy. 

Devicolam  (old)  lies  ten  miles  to  the  south-east  of  Munnarand 
is  connected  with  it  by  a  motor-road  a  journey  along  whioh  reveals 
to  the  eye  an  endless  riot  of  colour  and  scenery.  The  place  takes  its 
name  from  a  dreaming  lake  whioh  lends  variety  to  the  scene.  Ever¬ 
green  forests  and  still  mountain  slopes  clothed  with  lush  verdure 
succeed  one  another  in  the  emerald  panorama  on  either  side. 
Devicolam  was  formerly  the  headquarters  of  the  Cardamom  Depart¬ 
ment-,  but  such  commercial  activities  have  been  shifted  to  Munnar, 
and  the  place  remains  a  sanctuary  for  the  lover  of  nature. 
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Edathua  in  tho  Ambalapnzha  taluk  is  well  known  f«u*  its  anci¬ 
ent  St.  George's  Church.  The  annual  foatival  of  the  .Saint  is  con¬ 
ducted  od  the  4th  Modom  (April -May  '  and  attracts  thousands  of 
pilgrims. 

Harlpad,  33  miles  northward  on  tho  Quilnn-Alloppoy  road, 
is  noted  for  its  Subrahnanya  tomplo,  which  was  rebuilt  in  tiro 
ancient  stylo  of  Malabar  architecture  aftor  having  boon  accident¬ 
ally  dostfcoyod  by  liro  alow  yoars  ago.  Auotlior  famous  tomplo 
an)  one  dodicatod  to  Nagaraja  who  is  glorilicd  within  it  by  30,000 
of  his  images,  is  only  ono  mile  away. 

Kaladi,  famous  as  tho  birth-piano  of  Sri  Sankaracliarya,  is 
on  tho  north  bank  ol  tiio  l’oriyar  about ■  (1  milos  oast  of  Alwayo. 

It  lios  on  the  Main  Oontral  Koud  live  milos  from  I’orumpavuv, 
and  can  bo  roachod  also  from  tho  Ankamali  or  Kaladl  'dead 
station  on,  tiro  Shoramir-Ernakulam  railway.  Tho  Ranki'tlmm 
premises.  belonging  to  tiro  Srbtgori  Mutt,  My» 
temploa,'ono  dedioatod  to  tho  groat  roformo* 

Saradambal.  Hero  aro  a  Sanskrit  School  cm 
and  a  Satrom  maintainor!  by  tho  Govornmont.  A  quiet  retreat 
where  tho  bustle  of  modern  tinios  soonrs  to  liavo  stopped  short,  tho 
plaoo  affords  oxoollont  mor-bathing  in  tiro  summor  months. 

ICallil,  six  milos  from  Doriunpavuv,  is  known  for  its  lilmgavati 
tomplo  situatod  on  a  hill.  Visitors  como  hero  to  admire  a  big 
bouldor  75’  X.  45’  X  25’  which  sooms  to  rost  withmit  proper  support. 
Buddhist  pilgrims  oro  reportod  to  froquout  tho  place  on  acomiut  of 
tho  ahovo  tho  rook-cut  tomplo. 

Kayankulam,  a  country-town  on  tho  Kayankuiam  lake  lialf-way 
botwoon  Alloppoy  and  Qniion,  was  t, ho  capital  oftlio  principality  of 
the  samo  namo  till  1740  A.  I),  tvhou  it  was  absorhod  by  Truvnncoro.  • 
The  Kayankulam  bar  a  (fords  passage  to  small  coastors  from  tho 
open  sea  into  tho  lagoon  and  tho  plaeo  naturally  enjoyed  a  certain 
reputation  as  a  port  from  very  anoiont  thnos.  it  is  still  a  contra  of 
considerable  internal  trade. 

Konni,  18  miles  from  Punalur,  is  on  tiro  Aolrankoil  rivor,  Tho 
surrounding  scenery,  consisting  of  hills  and  dalos  covorod  with  vege¬ 
tation*  is  enchanting.  An  Agricultural  School,  a  Poppor  Farm  and 
an  Agricultural  Colony  composod  of  young  mon  trnmod  in  modem 
methods  of  agriculture  and  tilling  tho  parcola  of  land  allotted  to 
them  by  the  Government  on  concessional  torms  aro  local  instftu- 


Kottar,  a  suburb  of  Nngorcoil,  k  ono  of  tho  oldost  trade  contras 
in  the  State  with  a  history  roaehing  back  to  tiro  beginnings  of  tho 
Christian  Era.  The  placo  is  intimately  associated  with  tit.  Francis 
Xavier  who  spent  Some  tiino  in  1544  in  this  part  of  tho  State  and 
left  a  great  namo  behind  him  on  account  of  ids  piety  and  simplicity, 
and  zeal  in  his  ovangelical  mission.  Tho  Church  was  built  in  tho 
oarly  part  of  thesixtoooth  tentury  and  an  annual  foatival  is  cele¬ 
brated  on  the  3rd  of  Decomber. 

Kottayam,  the  outlet  for  tho  products  of  tho  Peormado  hills  is 
a  flourishing  town.  It  was  tire  capital  of  tho  Tokkumkoor  Hajaa 
andiorme  i  the  scene  of  tho  earliest  activities  of  tho  U.  1  S.  in 
Travanooro.  An. ancient  Syrian  Church  known  as  Valia  1'alli  trea¬ 
sures  two  Crosses  with  Inscriptions  in  Pohlovi.boltovod  by  some  to 
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be  the  handiwork  of  Apostlo  St.  Thomas ;  but  tho  smaller  cross 
has  been  assigned  to  a  much  later  date.  The  site  of_^  the 
Church  is  the  free  gift  ot  tho  Tekkumkoor  Rajas  made  in  !the 
16th  century.  The  ruins  oi  an  old  fortress,  Thaliyil  Kotta ,  its 
arsenal  and  trenches,  aro  visible,  Two  of  the  renowned  Ashtavai- 
dyans  of  Malabar  belong  to  Kottayam.  Kun  aranallur,  a  strong¬ 
hold  of  the  Nambud.rios  and  tho  famous  Ettumanur  temple  are 
within  three  and  sovon  miles  respectively,  ICottayam  is  situated  on 
tho  bankB  of  tho  Mjnack.il  river,  and  is  accessible  by  land  and 
.  water.  It  is  an  educational  contro  and  is  claimed  to  bo  the  place 
whore  tho  first- English  school  in  tho  State  was  established,  Tho 
tpwn  Is  suppliod  with  electricity  from  a  thermal  station. 

Kovalam,  about  10  miles  from  Trivandrum  across  a  vivid 
boautiful  landscape,  affords  tho  finest  soa-bathing  of  any  place'  in 
India.  A  rocky  hoadland  jutting  into  tho  waves  socures  the  bather 
a  certain  amount  of  safety  oven  when  the  sea  is  rough.  A 
modorn  bathing  ghaifc  has  been  rooontly  provided.  _  The  soa-viow 
from  tho  headland  is  enthralling,  “See  Naples  and  die”  may  with¬ 
out  exaggeration  lie  nppliod  to  this  delightful  and  perennially  fresh 
little  bay  on  tho  Trivandrum  coast...  Kovalam  also  claims  to  have 
possessed  an  English  warohou  e  >n  the  days  of  John  Company. 

Kozhencherry,  on  tho  loft  bank  of  the  Pamba  l-iver,  is  ton  miles 
oast  of  Tir-uvolla.  It  is  a  flourishing  business  centre  and  contains 
a  boantiful  and  elegant  Mar  Thoina  Syrian  Church.  Close  to  the 
town,  on  tho  sands  of  tho  l-ivei-bod,  dry  during  the  summer 
months,  tens  of  thousands  of  Christians  assemble  every  year  in  the 
month  of  February  in  connoetion  with  tho  l-oligious  convention  at 
Maramannu,  at  which  eminent  divines  from  various  parts  of  the 
world  attond  and  dol-iver  roligioua  discourses.  NatUro  has  provided 
an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  this  groat  gathering. 

Kulathoopuzha,  a  picturesque  village,  on  tho  40th  mile  of  the 
Trivandrum-Shoncotta  road  and  six  miles  from  the  Tonmala  Rail¬ 
way  Station,  is  famous  for  its  Sasta  temple.  The  bathing  place  in 
the  l-iver  abounds  in  sacred  fish  which  feed  bom  the  hands  of  pious 
visitors; 

KumarakovU,  is  a  famous  shrine  of  God  Subrahmanya  about 
two  miles  to  the  north-east  of  Thuckala,  Velimala  is  within 
easy  distance. 

Kuru  vilangad,  in  tho  Minachil  tal.ik,  contains  one  of  the  most 
ancient  churchos  (St.  Mary’s  Church)  in  Tvavaneoro. 

Lockhart  Gap,  on  an  elevation  of  5,684  feet  is  one  of  the  beauty 
spots  in  the  State  and  commands  an  extensive  view  of  the  Carda¬ 
mom  Hills.  To  go  to  the  Gap  to  gaze  at  the  endless  panoiama  of 
green  hills  and  forests  is  alone  worth  the  journey  from  tho  plains. 
Almost  the  whole  of  the  Cardamom  Hills  covering  (300  square 
miles,  lies  stretched  at  one's  feet  with  the  Peermado  Hills  wrapped 
in  a  pleasant  haze  .  Grandeur,  remoteness  and  an  eternal 
verdure  charm  the  eye  and  fascinate  the  heart.  1  he  View  Point,  66 
miles  eastward  on  the  Alwaye-Mui.nar  road,  also  affords  a  most 
beautiful  vieiv  of  The  (  ardamom  Bills  and  of  Chithirapuram  and 
its  buildings  set  in  scenes  of  loveliness. 

Malay attur,  18  miles  to  the  east  of  A lwaye  and  only  5  miles 
from  Perumpavur,  has  a  salubrious  climate  and  the  sparkling  waters 
of  the  PeriyiyNWith  its  clean  sandy  bed  afford  excellent  facilities  for 
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oathlng.  Tho  deep  pools  in  tho  rivor  also  furnish  good  fishing..  Tho 
Forest  camp-shod  is  available  for  occupation  noth  tho  permission  ol 
the  Conservator  of  Forests,  Tho  famous  Cross  Ilill  on  tho  op¬ 
posite  shore  with  a  church  on  its  summit  is  a  place  of  pilgrimage 

to  Catholics,  1’ho  bo lioi  is  that  a  golden  cross  will  bo  visible  in 
the  Church  to  the  pious  dovotoo. 

Manjanlkara,  on  a  hillock  throo  miloH  west  of  Pattunamtitta,  is 
now  a  place  of  pilgrimago  to  a  section  of  .Jacobi to  Christians  as 
containing  the  tomb  of  His  Holiness  Mar  Ignatius  hliuu  HI,  the 
Patriarch  of  Antioch,  who  visited  Trav.uworo  about  sc  von  years  age 
and  died  in  tho  Jacobito  Church  at  tills  place  in,  February  H);i2  fen 
tho  1st  Kumbliam  1107).  Thousands  of  persons  from  Cochin  and 
Travanooro  como  hove  on  tho  anniversary  of  that  date,  when  a  festi¬ 
val  is  hold  in  memory  of  tho  pious  Patriarch. 

Mavelikara,  tho  former  capital  of  the  principality  of  tho  same 
name,  is  thojseat  of  a  collateral  branch  of  the  Travanooro  Royal 
House,  Here  aro  tho  remains  of  a  largo  fort  two  mHos  in  circum¬ 
ference  with  24  bastions,  each  sido  having  a  gatoway  in  tho  centre. 
Nearby  is  a  Buddha  tomplo. 

Martandam,  at  tho  24th mile  on  tho  Trivandrum  — Nagorcni) 
road,  has  in  recent  yours  attracted  widespread  attention  on  account 
of  the  rural  reconstruction  work  boing  dono  thoro  under  tho  aus¬ 
pices  of  tho  Y.  M.  G.  A. 

Munambam,  to  tho  south  of  tho  Cranganovo  liar  whore  tho  waters 
of  tho  Periyav  aro  discharged  into  tho  aoa,  contains  an  anciont  fort, 
in  a  good  state  of  pvoeor.-ation.  This  and  tho  Kottapuram  fort  a 
few  milos  to  tho  oasi  worn  purchased  by  tho  Travauunro  CJovorn* 
ment  from  tho  Dutch  in  1781)  A.  n. 

Munnar  Btanda  almost  on  tho  summit  of  tho  High  Range.  It 
possesses  lino  roads,  oloctriolty  and  other  eivio  amonitios.  It  is 
easily  accessible  from  tho  plains  by  tho  Notiamangalam  --Paili- 
vasal  road.— 92  milos  from  Kottayam  and  72  milos  from  Always. 
The  town  is  also  linked  up  with  Ooiinbatoro  by  tho  northom  outlet 
road  skirting  toa  estates,  through  Chirm.au  to  Udumalapot  and 
Coimbatore.  Munnar  is  tho  centre  of  tho  tea  industry  in  Travan- 
coi’o,  and  tho  Kanan  Devan  Hills  Produce  Company  and  othors  have 
converted  a  wild  forest  region  into  smiling  plantations,  Tho  tea  Is 
mostly  exported  through  Tutioorin,  part  of  tho  transport  o  ver  the 
hills  being  done  on  an  aerial  ropeway  18  miles  long.  The  Bottom 
Station  of  the  ropeway  is  connected  by  a  motor  road  to  Bodinaya- 
kanur  on  the  South  Indian  Railway.  Munnar,  as  Its  name  Implies, 
is  situated  at  the  confluence  of  throo  rivors  -  the  Kundala  Ar,  the 
Kann!  Av  anl  tho  Nallatanni  Ar.  It  combines  the  amenities  of  a 
modem  holiday  resort  with  scenery  that  appeals  to  the  hoarf,  boing 
quiet,  green  and  restful, 

Muthukuzhivayal,  a  health  resort  on  an  elevation  of  about 
4,400  feet,  is  about  82  miles  from  Nagorooil  and  noar  tho  Pechipara 
reservoir  and  can  be  reached  by  a  bridlo  path.  During  tho  gold 
rage,  about  fifty  years  ago,  a  company  of  ISuropeans  acquired  the 
necessary  mining  rights  and  dug  for  .gold, 'hero.  There  is  an  old 
Palace  at  the  place. 


Nagercoil  stands  within  7  miles  of  tho  Aramboly  Pass  through 
which  runs  the  highway  from  Tinnevolly  to  Travancore,  ilna  is  the 
only  important  town  south  of  tho  Capital.  With  Nagercoil  proper 
as  the  nuoJous,  the  town  comprises  a  •number  of  villages,  viz., 
Kottar,  Vadiveeswaraln,  Ozhuganassori  and.  Vadassari.  Of  these, 
Kottar  and  Vadasseri  form  the  trading  and  manufacturing  centres, 
The  town  owes  much  of  its  improvement  and  its  position  to  the 
efforts  of  Ohristiaumissionaries.  The  town  is  lighted  with  electri¬ 
city  supplied  by  the  Nagorcoil  ICioetrio  Supply  Corporation. 

Neyyattinkara  is  a  small  municipal  town  twolvo  miles  south 
of  Trivandrum  and  contains  an  important  vegetable,  and  cattlemar- 
kot  at  Aralammood,  An.  old  jack  tree  standing  m  thepreoinets  of 
the  Sri  Krishnaswami  tomplo  of  tho  place  and  known  as  Ammaehi- 
plavu  is  held  in  affootionstto  veneration  by  tho  pooPiefor  its  service 
in  having  afforded  protection  to  Maharaja  Martanda  Variiha  who 
hid  himself  in  the  hollow'  of  it,  giving  the  slip  to  his  pursuing 
enemies.  A  Iioalth  Unit  undor  the  auspices  of  the  JRookfeller 
Foundations  has  been  at  work  here  for  some  years, 

Nilakkal,  In  the  Rajampnra  reserve  forest,  is  reputed  to  con¬ 
tain  ono  of  the  eovon  Churches  established  by  hie  Apiatle  St. 
Thomas  in  the  Malabar  o'  untry.  Remains  of  old  houses,  temples 
and  churches  indicate  that  tho  place,  which  is  now  tho  abode  of 
wild  animals,  was  at  ono  time  thickly  populated  by  human  boings. 

Oachira,  a  village  in  tho  Iiarunagapalii  talnlr,  not  far  from 
Kayankulam,  is  noted  for  its  annual  mack-fight  hold  about  tho 
middlo  of  Juno.  This  shadow  battle  staged  in  commemoration  of 
tho  many  ©ngagoroonts  fought  on  tho  spot  1  etweon  tho  ohieftaii  s  of 
Kayankulam  and  Chompakaseeri,  two  adjoining  principalities  of 
bygono  days  in  tho  rogion,  draws  many  thousands  of  people  from 
far  and  near.  The  festival  is  accompanied  by  a  fail-,  which  converts 
the  quiet  village  into  a  mammoth  bazaar  for  about  a  month.  There 
is  n0  temple  building  and  the  presiding  deity  is  Parabrahmam 
where  people  of  all  castes  and  creeds  aro  allowed  to  worship, 
Rriehnapuram  nearby  was  tho  capital  of  an  ancient  military  chief, 
the  Raja  of  Kayankulam, 

Padmanabhapuram  was  once  tho  capital  of  tho  State  and  the 
residence  of  the  Royal  Family.  It  is  about  a  mile  to  the  north¬ 
west  of  tho  Udayagiri  Fort  and  a  mile  from  Thuokala.  Tho  old 
Palaoes  are  in  excellent  preservation  ar.d  not  only  present  remark¬ 
able  specimens  of  architecture  but  contain  mural  paintings  dating 
baok  to  tho  16th  century,  and  in  almost  all  their  original  freshness 
of  delineation.  They  form  a  valliablo  treasure  and  a  distinct  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  artistic  heritage  of  India.  The  Palace  is  now  pre¬ 
served  as  an  ancient  monument  and  attracts  numerous  visitors. 
The  fort  within  which  tho  Palace  stands  has  an  area  of  156  acres. 

The  Palace  tower  has  a  clock  made  by  a  local  smith  about  4C0 

years  ago.  Its  workmanship,  though  primitive,  is  romarkable  and 
it  still  keeps  accurate  time.  The  elaborate  carvings  in  wood  on 
the  ceiling  oi  tho  council  hall  should  not  bo  missed. 

Peermade,  49  miles  north  east  of  ICottayam  and  R,500  feet  above 
sea  level,  is  a  hill  station  with  a  delightfully  cool  climate  during 
tho  hot  months  of  the  year.  It  owes  its  name  to  a  Mohammedan 
saint  whose  tomb  is  at  Knttikanam,  four,  miles  away..  Recent 
pxcavations  in  tho  Thengakal  Estato  near  Vandiperiyarhaye 
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resulted  in  tho  discovery  of  largo  dolmens,  erotuloohs  and  menhirs, 
wlii oh  throw  considorablo  light  on  tho  huvial  ruatrmiH  of  pro-historic 
races  in  South  India.  Kuhl  or  and  tea  plantations  nro  lumiorous 
in  the  region. 

Perumthenaruvi  owes  its  narao  to  clustoin  of  boo  hi  vow  formerly 
found  thoro.  Thoro  iB  a  motor  road  up  to  l’orunad  north  of  Vadaa- 
sorikara,  and  nnothor  sovon  milos  Jmvo  to  ho  negotiated  on  foot  to 
i-oaah  tho  water  fall,  situatod  eight  mi  Ion  up  from  tho  imilhion™  of 
tho  Fambft  river  with  its  tributary  tho  Kakkiiiar,  Tim  water  ritthos 
from  t(ho  rooky  hod  of  tho  Pamba  into  a  prnci  pi  Imm  raviuo  sixty  to 
ono  hundred  foot  doop, 

Ponmudi,  3,01)0  foot  abuvo  tho  soil  I ovo  1 ,  is  oH  mi  los  to  the  north 
oast  of  Trivandrum  with  which  it  in  cimnootnd  by  an  oxuollout 
metalled  road .  Tho  climnlo  is  aKvooablo,  being  cool  and  bracing 
and  tho  placo  posaossos  potoutialitios  for  dovolopnumt  as  a  sana¬ 
torium  near  tho  Capital.  Thoro  aro  two  furnishod  Uovommont 
buildings  hero  which  can  bo  occupied  with  permission. 

Pulayanarkotta,  about  livo  miles  north-west  of  Trivandrum, 
has  a  lino  forest  rosorvo  affording  shady  walks  end  a  glorious  view 
over  tho  Veli  Lake  to  tho  soa,  Tho  State  Ayurveda  Department 
has  its  botanical  gardon  horo-  Thoro  is  a  boat  Club  possessing 
modem  boats  and  other  oonvoniencos 

Punalur,  tho  headquarters  of  tho  Pattimapuram  taluk,  is  on  the 
Shencotta-Qui  Ion  railway  and  marks  tho  beginning  of  tic  (that 
Section  of  that  line.  The  suspension  bridge  across  the  Kallada 
rivor  here  was  Constructed  in  1H77  and  is  still  going  strong  and 
attracting  vi Bitova  A  paper  mill  is  situatod  near  by.  Pino-applos 
aro  exported  in  largo  quantities  from  l’unaiur  to  all  parts  of  India 

Quilon,  the  State’s  recon  1  soa  port  town,  fs  cole  bra  tod  in  history 
for  its  trade  in  fpicea.  In  the  palmy  days  of  the  spioo  trade,  it 
seems  to  have  been  a  city  of  palaoos  as  Is  evidoncod  by  tho  Malaya- 
lam  saying  that,  if  you  saw  Quilon,  you  would  noud  no  homo  any 
morel  The  Malabar  Era,  otherwise  ailed  the  Kolltuu  Era,  takOB 
its  nome  from  this  town.  Though  one  may  not  believe  that  dt. 
Thomas  himself  built  a  Church  bore,  as  tradition  has  it,  it  is  fairly 
certain  that  St  Frementius  visitod  Quilon  in  thoninta  oontury. 
It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  John  Di  Marignn  li  arrived  on  Palm 
Sunday  1348  at  “a  very  noble  city  called  Coilum  whore  the  world’s 
pepper  is  produced”.  Ibn  Batuta  forced  to  land  horo  in  13J4speftkB 
of  Quilon  as  “one  of  the  finest  cities  in  .Malabar  with  muguilicent 
markets  and  very  wealthy  merchants”,  It  is  today  aninlustrial  and 
commercial  centre  of  increasing  import moe  with  its  tile  faotori os*, 
cashew  nut  factories,  spinning  and  weaving  mdll  and  engineering 
workshop.  The  mineral  factories  of  Noondakara-  and  Chavaraare 
within  a  dozen  miles.  The  town  stands  on  tho  AHhtanmdi  Lake, 
the  Looh  Lomond'of  Travanoore.  It  has  a  roof  of  rocks  for  its  lioaoh 
on  which  oocoanut  trees  grow  ho  near  flio  water's  edge  that  their 
shadows  fall  on  the  beating  s  .rf.  a  raro  thing  to  moot  with  in  any 
part  of  the  world.  The  port  is  an  open  road-stead  sit  atod  oil  a 
bight  in  the  coast  formed  by  the  Thang ,  chori  point,  a  small  British 
possession  with  a  light-house,  The  town  is  lit-witho'ootrio.ity. 

Ranni  is  connected  by  a  ten-mile  road  to  the  Punalur  Kailway 
Station  and  by  the  Pamba  river  to  Alloppey.  It  has  an  old  ehurcl} 


belonging  to  Knanaya  Syrian  Christians,  situated  on  a  rook  ovov- 
hanging  the  river.  A  manuscript  Bible  written  in  Syriac  is 
ropo'-tod  to  have  boon  presented  to  Dr.  Claudi  os  Buclman  by  the 
authorities  of  this  church  and  to  be  preserved  in  the  British 
Museum. 

Sabarimala  is  famous  for  its  >Sasta  temple  ;  and  tire  annual" 
influx  of  pilgrims  to  the  slirino  tor  the  Makamvilakhi  festival  in 
tbo  middlo  of  January  is  nowadays  phonomonally  on  the  ineroaso 
Tho  last  stage  of  tlio  journoy  to  the  tomplo  lies  through  douse 
forests  infested  with  wild  boasts,  but  pilgrims  band  thomsolvos 
into  strong  parties  to  negotiate  this  perilous  lap,  while  their  high- 
pltchod  pilgrim-cries  revorberato  through  tire  still  Cimmerian 
woods. 

Sastancotta  is  ou  the  bank  of  a  lake  of  tho  same  namo,  the 
largoat  fresh  water  Jako  in  the  State.  It  is  about  12  milos  from 
Adur  and  is  also  within  oosy  roach  of  Quilon.  lit  has  an  ancient 
and  important  Sasta  toniple.  A  rosideutial  school  conducted  by 
the  Amorioan  Mission  is  beautifully  situated  on  an  adjacent  hill 
This  smiling  happy  village  is  a  boauty  Spot,  a  health  l-esort  and  a 
placo  of  pilgrimage. 

Shencotta,  tho  headquarters  of  the  taluk  of  that  name  lies  at 
the  foot  of  the  Ghats  on.  their  oastorn  side.  Tiro  main  road  that  runs 
through  it  connoots  tho  British  town  of  Tinnevolly  with  tho  port  of 
Quilon.  There  aro  several  oofl’eo  estates  in  its  neighbourhood.  This 
is  tire  first  railway  station  in  tire  Travancore  territory  on  tho  Tinno- 
volly-Trivandrum  lino.  Within  a  distance  of  throe  milos  aro  the 
colobratod  Oourtallam  Falls  largely  usorl  as  a  sanatorium  by  the 
pooplo  of  South  India  during  the  monsoons  when  the  falls  aro  full 
and  a  bath  nndor  them  is  most  pleasant  and  invigorating. 

Suchindram,  throe  miles  south  of:  Nagorcoil,  on  the  way  to 
Capo  Comorin,  is  famous  for  its  Siva  temple  of  which  tho  annual  car 
festival  in  Docember  attracts  thousands  of  pilgrims  from  all  over 
Travancore  and  tho  adjacent  British  Indian  Districts, 

Tekady,  on  the  Periyar  Lake  is  within  2  miles  of  Kumili  and 
14  miles  from  Cumbum.  The  Toriyar  Dam,  eight  miles  from  Tok- 
ady  is  ono  of  tho  highest  in  tho  world.  Tho  wator  is  takon  for  wri  ■ 
gation  in  tho  Madura  District  through  a  tunnol  ovor  a  mile  in 
longth,  Not  far  from  Tekady  on  tho  Periyar  Lake  is  tho  Royal 
Gamo  Sanctuary  whore  elephant,  tiger,  bison,  panthor,  boar, 
sambur,  spotted  doer,  and  other  fauna  can  bo  seen  at  oloso  quarters 
grazing  or  roaming  ou  the  shores  of  the  lake  or  on  tho_  adjacent 
hills,  A  cruise  on  tire  lake  to  see  those  animals  in  their  natural 
stato  and  to  enjoy  and  admire  the  magnificent  sconory,  nowhere 
excelled  in  tho  East,  is  alono  worth  a  trip  to  Travonooi’e.  A  State 
camp  shod  and  two  British  Government  camp-sheds  at  the  place 
afford  accommodation  to  tho  visitor. 

Tiruvalla  is  a  prosperous  town  of  importance  on  the  Main  Cen¬ 
tral  Road,  Th't  possesses  many  educational  institutions  and  also  an 
ancient  teuiplo  said  to  have  boon  founded  so  early  as  84  b,  0. 


whero  people  from  all  places  mmo  for  tho  eonsorrutocl  mortiomo 
from  the  tomplo  which  is  believed  to  possess  tho  niimenlmw  powor 
of  neutralising  all  varieties  of  poison  in  tho  human  body. 

Tlttuvila  is  a  suburb  of  Bhuthapandy,  tho  hufubjuartom  of  tho 
Tovala  taluk.  It  is  a  flourishing  village  famous  for  tho  manufacture 
of  Kora  gxaw>  mats, 

Triklcakkara  (i  miles  from  Ahvayo  is  reputed  to  lm  the  oapital 
of  Mahabaii,  with  whoso  name  Guam,  Iho  national  foslival  of 
Kerala,  is  indiBBolnbly  associated,  Tho  •Athanluoim.vam  ceremony 
conducted  annually  by  tho  Unchin  Royal  Kumily  is  believed  to  have 
aoino  hietorioal  oonnootion  with  tho  plaoo.  Tho  Awbaoological 
Department  has  done  souio  excavations  ho.ro. 

Udayagiri  Port  is  near  Thuekala,  ton  miles  to  the  north  oast  of 
Nagercoil.  One  of  tho  ancient  military  stations  in  the  .State,  the 
fort  was  built  of  granite  blocks  round  an  isolatoil  hill  by  tho 
Flemish  Commander  of  tho  Travancoro  Foroos,  (lonoriil  Eustathius 
D’Lamioy  in  the  IHth  contury.  Tho  tomb  of  ll’Lannoy  can  still  ho 
seen  inside  a  partly  rninod  chapel  within  tho  fort.  There  ip  an 
excellent  Travellers’  Bungalow  Iniill  on  one  corner  of  Iho  fort.  Tlfo 
Sugar  factory)  now  rnn  by  Messers  Tarry  &  Co  ,  is  Hituntivl  near  by. 

Vaikom  was  tho  old  capital  of  tho  Vadukumkoor  Rajas,  whoso 
territory  was  annexed  to  Travancoro  in  '.125  m.  k  Tho  famous  Siva 
temple  at  tho  place  attracts  numerous  pilgrims  for  flic  Aphtauil 
festivals  in  tho  months  of  Novcmbor-Docembor  and  Fohrimry-Maroh, 
Tho  piaco  is  on  tho  banks  of  tho  Vombanad  Lake  anil  is  also  acces¬ 
sible  by  car  from  Krnakulam  and  Kottayam  on  oithnr  sido, 

Varkala,  on  tho  Trivandrum-Quilon  railway,  is  22  miles  north 
of  Trivandrum,  To  the  Hindu  pilgrim  it  is  known  as  .lanardanain 
and  is  as  sacred  as  Gaya  in  northern  India.  Tho  Varkala  (dills 
eerily  overhanging  tho  soa  aro  an  interesting  geological  study,  Tho 
mineral  waters,  tho  bracing  woathor  and  tho  glorious  natural 
scenery  of  the  piaco  havo  made  it  a  popular  holiday  resort,  Thoro 
are  two  tunnels  constructed  about  sixty  years  ago  to  provide  through 
water  communication  from  tiro  north  to  Trivandrum,  Ono  of  thorn 
is  924  ft,  long  and  tho  othor  2,3154  ft.  long.  Tho  longer  ono  is  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  ventilating  shaft,  Tho  maximum  width  is  IS  ft.  and 
the  maximum  height  17  ft. 

Vfchiujam,  lSmilos  south  of  Trivandrum,  was  ono  of  tho  ear¬ 
liest  centres  of  trado  in  the  State,  During  tho  tenth  and  twelfth 
centuries,  the  town  and  tho  surrounding  country  passed  under  tho 
sway  of  the  Choi  as.  SuliBOiplontly  it  boeamo  a  lhitc.lt  factory  and 
was  saokocl  and  burned  by  the  Portuguese  in  ISOS.  In  1(514  it  was 
granted  to  the  English  who  built  on  tho  slto  their  ftort  factory  in  the 
State,  Its  importance  doclinod  with  tho  who  of  Anjengo  ;  and  today 
it  is  little  more  than  a  fishing  village  for  all  its  background  of  a 
memorable  past.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Abstract  of  legislative  enactments  in 

FORCE  ON  THE  1ST  CHINGAM  1113. 


Regulation  I  or  1010  enacted  on  the  28th  Kumbham 
1010/9th  March  1835  extends  the  powers  vested  in  the 
Munsiffs  and  defines  their  jurisdiction.  The  whole  of 
this  Regulation ,  excepting  a  part  of  Section  17,  clause 
(5),  relating  to  the  extent  to  which  interest  may  be 
allowed  in  decrees  in  suits  relating  to  claims  for  paddy 
or  grain,  has  been  repealed  by  Regulations  I  of  1057,  I 
of  1059  and  VIII  of  1100. 


Regulation  IY  of  1010  enacted  on  the  28th  Kum¬ 
bham  1010/9th  March  1835  extends  the  jurisdiction  of 
Zillah  Judges.  Only  a  part  of  Section  21  relating  to 
the  award  of  interest  in  grain  is  now  in  force,  all  the 
rest  having  been  repealed  by  Regulations  I  of  1067,  1  of 
1059,  II  of  1065  and  VIII  of  1100. 

Proclamation  dated  the  25th  Edavam  1037  recog¬ 
nises  as  legal  tender  currency  notes  introduced  by  the 
Government  of  India. 

Regulation  op  1040  enacted  on  the  27th  Makaram 
1040/7th  February  1865  provides  for  the  appointment  of 
duly  qualified  vakils  to  plead  in  the  Courts.  Only 
Section  31  of  the  Regulation,  which  prohibits  Govern¬ 
ment  Pleaders  from  giving  any  advice  to  parties  opposed 
to  Government,  is  now  in  force,  the  rest  having  been 
repealed  by  the  Vakils  Regulation,  III  of  1075.  The 
latter  Regulation  is  even  now  the  law  of  the  land, 
though  the  Stamps  Regulation  IV  of  1080,  Vakils 
Amendment  Regulation  I  of  1085,  and  Bar  Council 
Regulation  VII  of  1112  have  affected  it  in  certain  parti¬ 
culars. 

Proclamation  dated  the  21st  Edavam  1040/2nd  June 
1866  enfranchises  Sirkar  patiam  lands  and  puts  them  on 
the  same  footing  as  Ryotwari  lands  in  the  Madras  Pre¬ 
sidency. 

Proclamation  dated  the  25th  Karkatakam  1042/ 
8th  August  1867  defines  clearly  the  mutual  rights  and 
obligations  between  Jewries  and  tenants.  Codified  by 
Jenmi  and  Kudiyan  Regulation  V  of  1071  which  latter 
enactment  has  been  amended  by  Regulations  XII  of  1108 
and  VII  of  1110. 

Proclamation  dated  tbe  17th  Mithunam  1044/29th 
June  1869.  By  this  Proclamation,  the  Sirkar  relinquishes 
all  claims  to  properties  left  by  a  deceased  Hindu  .wbqr 
leaves  no  heir  of  his  own  faith.  ' 
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Proclamation  dated  the  10th  Kanni  1050124th  Sep¬ 
tember  1874  prohibits  the  practice  of  appointing  rela¬ 
tions  of  Peishkars,  Taksildars,  and  of  other  superior 
officers  to  situations  in  their  ownOutcherri.es,  Divisions 
or  Districts. 

Regulation  I  of  1050  enacted  on  the  29tli  Tkulam 
1050|18th  November  1874  makes  provisions  against  over¬ 
crowding  in  native  passenger  ships  plying  between 
ports  ana  places  in  India  and  in  the  Rod  Sea  or  Persian 
Gulf. 

Pkoclamation  dated  the  16th  Edavam  1050/28th  May 
1876  provides  for  the  appointment  of  European  British 
subjects  as  Special  Magistrates  for  the  trial  of  such 
subjects  and  defines  their  powers.  The  Proclamation 
divests  the  ordinary  Criminal  Courts  of  the  land  of  all 
jurisdiction  to  try  offences  committed  by  European 
British  subjects. 

Proclamation  dated  the  22nd  Tliulam  1061|6th 
November  1875  constitutes  and  appoints  the  then  Euro¬ 
pean  Judge  of  the  Sadr  Court  to  be  the  Special  Appel¬ 
late  Court  to  hear  appeals  from  the  Special  Magistrate’s 
decisions  and  to  be  the  revising  authority  thereon  and 
restricts  powers  of  the  ordinary  Courts  to  take  cogniz¬ 
ance  of  contempt  of  Court  so  far  as  European  British 
subjects  are  concerned,  bringing  them  on  a  lino  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  XXXII  of  Act  X  of  1872.  This 
Proclamation  has  been  modified  by  a  subsequent  one 
dated  the  25th  Kanni  1084[10th  October  1908  in  view  of 
the  High  Court  Regulation  II  of  1057  designating  the 
Sadr  Court,  as  High  Court,  for  the  purpose  of  consti¬ 
tuting  a  Special  Appellate  Court  to  function  during  the 
absence  of  the  Special  Appellate  Judge. 

Regulation  II  or  1054  enacted  on  the  31st  Karka- 
takam  1064/14th  August  1879  makes  special  provision 
to  prevent  thefts  of  coffee  and  to  repress  and  punish 
the  offence  of  receiving  or  disposing  of  stolen  coffee  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Hoffee  Plantations  or  Estates-- 
based  on  the  Madras  Coffee  Stealing  Prevention  Act 
VIII  of  1878. 

Proclamation  dated  the  2nd  Mithunam  1056/14th 
June  1881  notifies  that  all  rights  in  metals  and  minerals 
throughout  the  State,  by  whomsoever  and  under  what- 
ever  tenure  the  lands  may  be  held,  are  Royalties  bq-' 
longing  to  the  Crown.

Pboclamation  dated  the  14th  Kumbham  1061/24th 
February  1886  sketches  out  the  general  plan  of  the 
Revenue  Survey  and  Settlement  and  lays  down  the 
principle  and  procedure  to  be  observed  in  carrying  on 
these  operations — intended  as  the  basis  of  a  sound 
revenue  administration,  partly  amended  by  Proclama¬ 
tion  dated  the  3rd  Mithunam  1085/17th  June  1910. 

Pboclamation'  dated  the  4th.  Edavain  1061/16th  May 
1886  a  sequel  to  the  Revenue  Settlement  Proclamation 
—lays  down  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  Viruthi  and  Service  Tmm  tenures. 

Regulation  V  op  1063  enacted  on  the  30th  Meenam 
1063/10th  April  1888  empowers  certain  revenue  officers 
to  issue  summonses  for  the  attendance  of  persons  or  the 
production  of  documents  relating  to  matters  of  revenue 
--  a  measure  to  facilitate  revenue  administration  based 
generally  on  the  Madras  Revenue  Summonses  Act, 
No.  Ill  of  1869 — amended  by  Regulations  V  of  1099  and 
IV  of  1105. 

Pboclamation  dated  the  18th  Mithunam  1063/30th 
June  1888  relinquishes  the  right  of  Government  to  cer¬ 
tain  succession  fees  which  the  people  following  the 
; Manmiakkathayavi  law  had  to  pay  to  entitle  them  to 
inherit  the  property  of  their  distant  kindred  and  also 
the  right  of  Government  to  Adiyam  which  members  of 
certain  .communities  following  the  Mahkathaya’n  law 
had  to  pay  at  the  time  of  succession  to  their  uncle’s 
property — a  measure  to  remove  inequalities  of  burdens 
on  the  subjects. 

Regulation  V  op  1067  enacted  on  the  31st  Karka- 
takam  1067/14th  August  1892  consolidates  and  amends 
the  law  relating  to  Criminal  Procedure—  based  on  India 
Act  X  of  1882  as  amended  by  India  Acts  III  of  1884  and 
X  of  1886.  Absence  of  trial  by  jurors  or  assessors  is 
the. main  difference  from  the  law  in  British  India- 
amended  by  Regulations  II  and  III  of  1074,  IV  of  1082, 
VII  of  1085,  VII  of  1088,  II  of  1090,  IV  of  1094,  III  of 
1095,  VI  of  1097,  IX  of  1097,  XII  of  1097  and  III  of  1107. 

Regulation  I  op  1068  enacted  on  the  8th  Makaram 
1068/19th  January  1893  defines  the  procedure  for  the 
realisation  of  public  revenue  ;  modelled  on  Madras  Act 
II  of  1864— amended  by  Regulations  III  of  1087,  VIII  of 
1094,  X  of  1097  and  II  of  1099. 

Regulation  II  of  1068  enacted  on  the  8th  Makaram 
1068/19th  January  1893  consolidates  the  law  for  the 
protection  and  management  of  the  forests—  based  ofi 
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the  Madras  Act  V  of  1882  (subsequently  amended  by 
Act  VIII  of  1914)  and  the  Indian  Forest  Act  VII  of  1878 
—subsequently  amended  by  Regulations  1'V  of  1071,  IX 
of  1085,  IV  of '1089,  VIII  of  1097  and  XII  of  1112. 

Regulation  III  of  1068  enacted  on  the  8th  Malta* 
ram  1068/19th  January  1898  prescribes  the  mode  of 
valuing  suits  and  for  assessing  pleaders’  _  fees  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  taxation  of  costs . based  on  India  Act  VII  of 


Regulation  IV  on  1008  enacted  on  the  8th  Malta- 
ram  1068/19th  January  1898  defines  the  conditions  on 
which  the  estates  of  Kilimanoor  and  Edupally  are  admi¬ 
nistered  and  legalises  the  practice  of  recovering  arrears 
of  rent  due  to  those  estates  as  if  they  were  arrears  of 
public  revenue— amended  by  Regulation  IV  of  1090  and 
Edavaga  Regulation  III  of  il09. 

Pboclamation  dated  the  1st  Edavam  1008/18th  May 
1898  removes  certain  doubts  which  had  arisen  in  respect 
of  some  portions  of  the  Revenue  Settlement  Procla¬ 
mation  dated  14th  Kumbhaxn  1061  relating  to  Service 
Inam  tenures. 

Pboclamation  dated  the  24th  Karkatakam  1.0G8./7th 
August  1893  grants  a  permanent  concession  to  cirutlii- 
can  considerably  reducing  the  burden  and  scope  of 
mruthi  service. 


Regulation  II  op  1070  enacted  on  the  22nd  Edavam 
1070/3rd  June  1895  amends  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure; 
repealed  by  Regulations  VIII  of  1100  and  III  of  1101  ex¬ 
cept  the  provision  regarding  the  jurisdiction  of  two 
Munsiffs  when  they  are  assigned  the  same  local  jurisdi¬ 
ction. 

Regulation  III  of  1070  enacted  on  the  1st  Mithu- 
nam  1070/14th  June  1895  repeals  the  Police  Superannu¬ 
ation  Regulation  III  of  1060. 

Regulation  I  op  1071  enacted  on  the  25th  Thulam 
1071 /9th  November  1895  provides  for  the  management 
of  prisons;  based  on  India  Act  IX  of  1894. 


Regulation  II  op  1071  enacted  on  the  12th  Meenam 
1071j23rd  March  1896  extends  greater  protection  to 
Judges,  Magistrates,  aud  others  acting  judicially,  based 
on  India  Act  XVIII  of  1850. 


Regulation  III  op  1071  enacted  on  the  12th 
Meenam  1071/23rd  March  1896  provides  for  the  punish - 
mentnf  public  gambling  houses— based  on  India  Act  HI 
of  1867— amended  by  Regulation  IV  of  1085

Regulation  IV  of  1071  enacted  on  the  17tli 
Edavatn  1071|29th  May  1896  amends  Forest  Regulation 
II  of  1068  by  providing  for  the  prevention  of  fires  in 
areas  set  aside  for  reservation. 

Regulation  V  of  1071  enacted  on  the  21st  Mithu- 
uam  1071/3rd  July  1896  defines  clearly  the  relative  rights 
of  Jenmies  and  Kudiyans  for,  the  purpose  of  better  car¬ 
rying  out  the  intention  of  the  Royal  Proclamation  dated 
25th  Karkatakam  1042— amended  by  Regulations  XII  of 
1108  and  VII  of  1110. 

Regulation  II  of  1072  enacted  on  the  1st  Mithu- 
nam  1072/13th  June  1897  defines  certain  words  that 
occur  in  Regulations  and  lays  down  some  general  pro¬ 
visions  applicable  to  all  future  Regulations  and  some 
applicable  to  all  Regulations  -  based  on  Madras  Act  I  of 
18,91— amended  by  Regulation  XIII  of  1112. 

Regulation  III  of  1072  enacted  on  the  7th  Mithu- 
nam’1072/19th  June  1897  provides  for  the  construction, 
repair  and  maintenance  of  irrigation  works  and  for  the 
conservation  and  distribution  of  water  for  purposes  of 
irrigation -  amended  by  Regulations  VI  of  1090,  V  of 
1097  and  II  of  1103. 

Regulation  II  of  1073  enacted  on  the  4th  Kanni 
1073/18th  September  1897  provides  for  the  better  pre¬ 
vention  of  the  spread  of  dangerous  epidemic  diseases. 

Regulation  IV  of  1073  enacted  on  the  3rd  Meenam 
1073/15th  March  1898  consolidates  the  Abkari  Law  in 
Travancore  modelled  on  tho  Madras  Abkari  Act  I  of 
1886— amended  by  Regulations  IV  of  1074  and  I  of  1104. 

Regulation  VI  of  1073  enacted  on  the  17th  Edavam 
1073129th  May  1898  invests  officers  holding  departmental 
enquiries  into  the  conduct  of  public  servants,  with  cer¬ 
tain  powers — modelled  on  India  Act  XXXVII  of  1850 
and  Madras  Act  V  of  1893.

Travancore  has  a  moan  density  of  008  persons  per 
square  mile,  which,  when  calculated  on  the  cultivable 
land  and  the  land  actually  cultivated,  rises  to  1 ,072  and 
1,482,  respectively,  each  person  having  3'5  of  an  acre 
of  cultivable  land  and  2/5  of  an  aero  of  cultivated  land. 
In  India,  Cochin  alone,  and  outside  Imliu,  only  Java 
and  Madura,  England  and  Wales  and  Belgium  have 
slightly  higher  densities  than  Travancore. 


There  has  always  been  an  excess  of  males  over 
females  in  Travancore  as  in  other  parts  of  India, 
though,  in  eleven  taluks,  seven  of  which  lie  along 
the  sea-coast,  females  out-number  males.  The  sex 
ratio  or  the  number  of  females  per  1,000  males  is  987, 
which  is  the  highest  the  country  hus  had  since  1881. 
Comparatively,  Travancore  has  u  lower  sex-ratio  than 
the  United  Kingdom,  the.  Provinces  of  Madras  and 
Bihar  and  the  States  of  Pudukotta  and  Cochin  and  a 
higher  one  than  India  as  a  whole,  the  Provinces  of 
Burma,  Bengal,  Bombay,  United  Provinces,  Punjab 
and  the  States  of  Hyderabad,  Mysore,  Baroda  and 
Jammu  and  Kashmir.  '  Female  deaths  are  lower  than 
male  deaths  in  the  ages  up  to  15.  They  exceed 
male  deaths  in  the  age  periods  15  -  20  and  20  —30, 
show  a  steady  fall  between  30  and  00  and  perceptibly 
increase  after  60.

Taking  the  population  15  years  and  over,  the  State 
occupies  an  intermediate  position  between  India  as  a 
whole  and  the  western  countries  in  regard  to  un¬ 
married  persons,  male  or  female.  The.  primitive  tribes 
have  the  smallest  proportion  of  unmarried  males  and 
females.  The  largest  proportion  of  unmarried  males 
is  found  among  Muslims  and  of  unmarried  females 
among  Christians.  The  highest  proportion  of  widows 
is  found  among  Hindus  and  the  smallest  proportions 
of  widowers  and  widows  among  Muslims  and  Christi¬ 
ans  respectively.  Child  marriage  is  not  a  serious 
problem  in  the  State,  the  numbers  getting  married  up 
to  the  age  of  15  being  considerably  less  than  in  India 
as  a  whole. 


Birth-rate  and  Death-rate, 

Seventeen  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  population 
are  under  5  years  of  age,  80  per  cent,  under  10  years, 
more  than  42  per  cent,  under  15  years,  about  48  per  cent, 
between  15  and  50  years  and  a  little  over  9  per  cent, 
above  50  years.  There  is  a  remarkable  rise  in  the  pro¬ 
portions  of  children  under  ten  years  and  of  persons 
over  50  to  the  total  population  coupled  with  a  similar 
fall  in  those  of  persons  aged  10—15  and  15-  50.  The 
average  length  of  life  in  Travancore  is  43'  80  years  for 
males  and  44‘55  years  for  females.  The  birth-rates, 
both  among  males  and  females,  decreased  steadily  up 
to  the  middle  of  the  decade  1921—31  and  thereafter  in¬ 
creased  gradually,  reaching  the  maximum  in  the  last 
year  of  the  decade.  There  was  a  similar  variation  in 
the  death-rate  also.  The  crude  death-rates  for  males 
and  females  separately  are  20' 1  and  19' 8  per  mille  per 
annum  and  that  for  the  two  sexes  together  is  19*95 
or  practically. 20  per  mille  per' annum, 


Language. 


Twenty-ni.no  languages  have  been  returned  at  the 
Census,  of  which  Malayalam  is  the  mother-tongue  of 
84  per  cent,  and  Tamil  of  15  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
population,  the,  other  27  languages  being  spoken  by 
the  remaining  1  per  cent.  As  regards  hi-liugualism, 
Tula,  Konkani.,  Marathi  and  Western  .Hindi  arc  com¬ 
bined  more  largely  with  Mnlaynlani  than  with  Tamil, 
Telugu  with  Tamil  more,  than  wit h  Malayalam,  and 
Kanarose  more  or  loss  equally  with  either. 

Literacy. 

Excluding  children  under  fi  years,  29  per  cent,  of 
the  total  population  are  literate,  the.  percentage  of 
literacy  among  males  and  females  being  41  and  17  re¬ 
spectively.  The  Northern  Division  stands  first  in 
literacy  both  among  males  and  females,  the  Central 
Division  coming  next.  As  regards  literacy  in  the 
vernaculars,  92  per  cent,  of  the  total  literate  porsons 
arc  literate  in  Malayalam  and  8  per  (unit,  in  Tamil,  the 
corresponding  percent, agos  among  male  literates  being 
9T3  and  8‘7.  Literates  in  English  per  millo  of  the 
population  agod  5  years  and  over  have  increased  to  19 
from  1.5  in  1921'. 

Castes  and  Communities. 

Nearly  500  Hindu  oastos  have  been  returned.  Of 
these,  only  77  castes  have  been  separately  treated,  the 
other  423  castes  taken  together  numbering  only  3,381. 
Of  the  entire  Christian  population,  5'3  per  cent,' belong 
to  the  Anglican  Communion,  21-0  per  cent,  are  Jacobite 
"Syrians,  8’9  per  cent.  Mar  Thoma  Syrians,  28* 0  per  cent, 
Romo- Syrians,  22‘4per  cent.  Roman  Catholics,  3'7  per 
cent.  Salvationists,  8' 7  percent,  the  followers' of  the 
South  India  United  Church  and  2'0  pof  cent,  others 
including  other  Syrians.  Cut  of  the  total  Muslim 
population  of  353,274,  only  1,319  belong  to  the  Shiah 
sect,  the  rest,  being  Sunnis.  Though  the  primitive 
tribes  including  Kanikkaran,  Kuravan,  Malankudi, 
Vishavan,  Malapantaram,  Malapulayan,  Mala-urali, 
Malayarayan,.  MTannan,  Muthuvan,  Nayadi,  Paliyan, 
Thantapulayan,  Ullatan,  Vetan  and  Vettuvan  have  a 
total  population  of  128,838,  only  2,907  follow  the  tribal 
religions,  while  115,161  are  Hindus  and  10,780  Chri¬ 
stians. 
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Houses. 

The  number  of  occupied  houses  returned  is 
9,29,980  as  against  7,61,827  in  1921,  the  percentage  of 
increase  during  the  previous  decade  being  221.  .The 
number  of  houses  per  square  mile  also  increased  from 
100  to  122.  The  average  number  of  persons  per  family.- 
is  5'46  and  that  per  house  5'48. 

Migration. 

The  volume  of  external  migration  is  not  consider¬ 
able,  while  that  of  internal  migration  is  still  less.  The 
total  number  of  immigrants  was  135,103  and  that  of 
Travancoreans  residing  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State 
58,466.  Of  the  former,  26,964  were  born  in  the  adja¬ 
cent  State  of  Cochin,  82,963  in  the  contiguous  districts 
of  the  Province  of  Madras,  21,379  in  the  non -contiguous 
districts  of  the  same  province,  2,456  in  other  parts,  of 
India,  and  1,251  in  countries  beyond  India.  The  im¬ 
migrants  are  congregated  mostly  in  towns,  in  the  High 
Ranges  and  in  the  frontier  taluks,  59  per  cent,  of  the 
total  immigrants  being  labourers  employed  in  the 
estates  in  the  High  Ranges.  Of  the  58,466  emigrants 
from  the  State,  31,167  were  in  Cochin,  16,604  in  the 
Province  of  Madras,  2,213  in  the  other  Provinces  and. 
States  in  India  and  8,482  in  countries  beyond  India. 
The  number  of  emigrants  has  increased  from  census 
to  census  but  has  always  been  less  than  that  of  im  ¬ 
migrants. 

Infirmities. 

Separate  statistics  have  been  collected  regarding 
insanity,  deaf-mutism,  blindness,  leprosy  and  eleph¬ 
antiasis.  For  every  100  persons  afflicted  with  each, 
infirmity  in  1901,  there  are,  according  to  the  last  cen¬ 
sus,  411  persons  suffering  from  insanity,  356  from  deaf- 
mutism,  306  from  blindness,  197  from  leprosy  and  248 
from  elephantiasis.  The  total  number  of  all  the  affli¬ 
cted  persons  has  thus  increased  by  more  than  2Jtim.es 
during  30  years.  Males  more  than  females  are  subject 
to  the  attack  of  these  infirmities  and  the  grown-ups 
more  than  young  persons.  The  number  of  persons 
afflicted  with  more  than  one  infirmity  is  only  63.

The  Travancore  Sri  lYlulam  Assembly. 

Composition. 

The  Sri  Mulam  Assembly  consists  of  72  mot  nbcrs,  of  whom  48 
•  ale  elected  and  24  nominated  members.  Of  the  elooted  mombors, 
43  are  elected  by  general  territorial  eonstituoncdoe,  distributed  ever 
17  electoral  divisions,  with  roflorvathm  of  routs,  oight  for  Ezhayas 
and  three  Seats  oaohfor  tho  Muslims  mid  tlio  Latin  Catholics.  The 
remaining  5  members  are  returned  by  Special  Consti  tuonoios,  two 
representing  Commoroo  ond  industry,  two  representing  Jenndee 
and  one  representing  the  J’lantoin.

AIR  mail  SERVICE. 

The  Bombay-Trivandrum  Air  Mai)  Service,  which  was  inaugur¬ 
ated  in  October  1985  by  Tata  Sons  Ltd.,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Travanoore.  Government,  continued  operation  during  1986.  The 
service,  which  is  a  seasonal  one,  is  not  operated  during  the  monsoon 
owing  to  the  lack  of  the  ground  organisation  that  would  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  oontinue  operating  during  bad  weather  conditions  prevailing 
during  the  monsoon  and  owing  to  lack  of  traffic  during  that  season. 
The  service  therefore  olosed  down  according  to  schedule  on  the  20th 
April  1936  and  resumed  operation  on  the  28th  October  1936, 
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2  During  the  calendar  year  1035-198(1,  the  Service  performed 
50  flights  covering  a  distance  of  89,800  inilos,  carrying  213  ilw.  of 
mails  and  28  paf-sengers  and  achieved  100  pel'  cent,  I’ogulariiiy.

6.  The  Aerodrome  at  Trivandrum  is  located  close  to  the  sea¬ 
shore,  about  three  miles  from  the  heart  of  the  town.  The  landing 
ground  has  a  total  urea  of  44‘5  acres  and  is  "4L”  shaped  with  each 
arm  650  Yds.  x  200  Yds.  Drains  running  from  the  landing  ground 
to  the  sea  on  the  west  and  the  canal  on  the  east  keep  the  area  suffi¬ 
ciently  drained,  I  he  ground  is  enclosed  with  barbed  wire  fencing. 
The  hangar  attached  to  the  Aerodrome  is  a  steel  structure  f  0’  x  60’ 
with  asbestos  cement  Bheet  reefing  and  walls,  and  is  situated  on 
the  northern  edge  of  the  landing  ground.  Cement  concrete  flooring 
has  been  provided  inside  the  hangar  ;  and  the  central  portion  where 
planes  are  accommodated  is  GO’  x  52’  and  has  an  entrance  opening 
15  feet  high  and  52  feet  wide,  A  wind  indicator  vviththe  State 
Cont-of  Arms  hi s  been  fitted  to  a  mast-  on  the  roof  of  the  hangar. 
Eire  extinguishers  and  a  first-aid  outfit,  together  with  the  necessary 
tools  for  attending  to  urgent  repairs,  are  also  kept  in  readiness  inside 
the  hangar  The  staff  at  the  Aerodrome  consists  of  a  maistry  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  maintenance^and  upkeep  of  the  landing  ground 
and  hangar,  an  attend*  who  is  in  charge  of  the  hangar  and  a 


26  aeroplanes  (chartered  and  mail  planes)  landed  and  took 
off  from  the  Trivandrum  Aerodrome  during  the  flying  season  be¬ 
tween  October  1935  and  April  1336.  During  the  flying  season  be¬ 
tween  October  1986  and  April  1937,  84  planes  landed  and  took  off 
from  the  Aerodrome.  The  mail  planes  also  conducted  joy  flights  at 
times  during  their  stay, 

Intending  pilots  should  apply  to  the  Executive  Engineer,  Tri¬ 
vandrum  (Telegraphio  addr,  ssvOpera”,  Trivandrum)  for  making 
neoeesary  arrangements  for  landing  etc. 

Aerodrome  at  Quilon. 

An_  aerodrome  is  provided  at  Quilon  by  Government.  The 
ground  is  well  maintained  and  in  Serviceable  state.  Thera  is  no 
hangar.  Equipment  consists  of  only  one  wind  indicator  which  will 
be  hoisted  on  receipt  of  information  of  landing  of  any  aeroplane. 

Intending  pilots  should  apply  to  the  Exeontive  Engineer, 
Quilon  (Telegraphic  address-‘‘Opera”,  Quilon)  regarding  landing. 

Rules  governing  aviation  and  the  use  of  landing 
grounds  for  aeroplanes  in  Travancore, 

(1)  The  aerodromes  at  Quilon  and  Trivandrum  will  be  open 
to  tire  public  and  aeroplanes  are  permitted  to  land  on  payment  of 
fees  as  per  schedule  given  below,  but  it  i  a  necessary  that  previous 
intimation  is  given  to  the  Executive  Engineer,  Quilon,  and  Trivan¬ 
drum,  respectively,  regarding  date  and  time  of  landing  so  that  ar¬ 
rangements  may  be  made  to  keep  the  aerodrome  clear  of  spectators, 
cattle,  etc, 

(2)  Eor  pleasure  flying,  Special  permission  must  be  obtained 
from  the”  Chief  Engineer  and  the  fees  as  per  the  schedule  of  rates 
given  below  will  be  charged. 

(3)  Commercial  aircraft,  on  landing  or  departure,  shall  be 
provided  with: — 

( a )  A  certificate  of  registration, 

(b)  A  certificate  of  air-worthiness, 

(o)  Certificate  and  licenses  of  the  pilots  and  crew, 

(.0)  Bills  of  lading  in  case  freight  is  carried,  and 

(e)  Log  Books. 

(4)  The  dropping  of  ballast  other  than  fine  sand  or  water, 
from  aircraft  in  the  air  is  prohibited. 

(5)  As  laid  down  in  Bu]e  No.  7  of  the  Indian  Aircraft  Rules 
(1920)  the  carriage  by  aircraft  of  arum  of  war,  explosives  of  war  or 
munitions  of  war  is  strictly  prohibited.  No  person  shall  oarry  in  an 
aircraft,  and  no  person  in  charge  of  aircraft  shall  alow  to  be  carrit-d 
therein,  any  explosives,  arms,  or  ammunition  other  than  suoh  as 
may  be  required  for  purposes  of  self-defeooe  or  sport  and  in  respect 
of  whioh  an  arms  lioense,  if  any,  required  under  the  Travancore 
Arms  Regulation  and  Rules,  has  been  granted  or  such  as  may  be 
required  for  and  are  not  kept  for  any  purpose  other  than  the  naviga¬ 
tion  of  the  aircraft. 

(6i  In  case  dutiable  articles  are  carried,  the  nearest  Customs 
Officer  should  be  informed  before  removal  from  the  Aeroplane. 

(7)  The  pilot  must  make  his  own  arrangements  for  mooring 
and  re-fueling,  . 
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(8)  Applications  for  Civil  Guard  should  bo  mado  to  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Superintendent  of  Police,  Qnilon,  and  Trivandrum,  respectively. 

Special  rules  for  air  traffic  on  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Aerodromes  open  to  public  use. 

A.  Aerodromes  for  nAnd  Aerodynes, 

1.  If  an  aerodyne  starting  from  or  about  to  land  on  an  aerodrome 
makes  a  circuit,  or  partial  circuit,  the  turning  must  be _  made  dear 
of  the  landing  area  and  must  bo  loft-hand  (imti-clookwiBo)  so  that 
during  the  oircuit  the  lauding  aroa  shall  always  lie  on  its  loft, 

2.  Unless  there  exist  special  local  regulations,  flights  over  a 
landing  area  at  a  lower  height  than  2,000  metros  is  prohibited  for 
aerodynes  save  in  the  case  of  a  departure  or  landing. 

Every  aerodyne  flying  outside  the  landing  area  at  a  distance  of 
less  than  ' 4,000  metres  from  the  nearest  point  of  such  area,  shall, 
unless  It  is  flying  at  a  greater  height  than  2,000  metres,  keep  the 
landing  area  on  its  loft. 

3.  Acrobatic  landings  are  prohibited  at  aerodromes.  Aerodynes 
are  prohibited  from  engaging  in  aerial  acrobatics  In  the  vicinity  of 
aerodromes,  at  a  distance  of  less  than  4,000  metros  from  the  nearest 
point  of  the  perhnetFr  of  the  aerodromos,  unless  they  are  flying  at  a 
greater  height  than  2, C00  metres. 

4.  At  ovary  aerodrome  the  direction  of  the  wind  at  the  landing 
area  shall  be  clearly  indicated  by  one  or  more  of  the  recognised 
methods,  e.  g.,  landing  T  (this  T  should  he  so  placed  that  the  long 
arm  lies  along  the'  direction  of  the  wind,  with  the  cross-arm  at  the 
endrof  the  long  arm  set  towards  the  direction  from  which  the  wind 
is  blowing)  conical  streamers,  smudge  fire  indicating  wind  direc¬ 
tions,  etc,  In  the  event  of  there  being  no  wind  if  there  is  landing 
T,  it  shall  be  fixed  in  the  direction  in  which  the  landing  is  to  be 
made  and  the  fact  that  it  is  fixed  may  bo  signalled  by  the  uSeofa 
red  square  panel  placed  horizontally  each  side  of  which  measures  at 
least  three  motres  and  in  the  centre  of  which  is  arranged  a  yellow 
square  panel  the  sides  of  which  measure  at  least  one  metre  and  are 
Parallel  to  those  of  the  former  panel, 

V/hen  the  bad  state  of  the  landing  area  calls  for  the  observance 
of  certain  precautions  in  landing,  use  may  be  made  of  a  red  Bquare 
,  Panel  placed  horizontally  eaoh  side  of  which  measures  at  least  three 
metres,  and  a  part  of  which  is  covered  by  yellow  triangular  panels 
so  as,  to  leave  apparent  only  a  red  isosceles  triangle  each  sided 
which  measures  at  least  three  metres, 

When  special  circumstances  o  all  fora  formal  and  continuous 
prohibition  to  land,  use  may  _  be  made  of  a  red  Square  panel  plaoed 
horizontally  each  side  of  which  measures  at  least  three  metres  and 
the  diagonals  of  which  are  covered  by  yellow  rectangular  panels  ar¬ 
ranged  in  the  form  of  an  X. 

These  various  signals  will  he  placed  so  far  as  practicable  neat 
the  landing  T  Or  wind  slevoe.  Their  use  is  optional  but  the  mean¬ 
ings  given  to  them  in  the  present  paragraph  are  reserved  for  them 
exclusively.  _  Their  location  should  be  indicated  in  the  Notice  to 
Airmen  and  in  plane  of  aerodromes  which  may  be  published. 
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5.  Every  aerodyne  when  taking  off  or  alighting  on  an  aerodrome 
shall  do  so  upwind,  except  when  the  natural  conditions  of  the  aero¬ 
drome  do  not  permit  or  in  the  event  of  there  being  no  wind.  In  the 
latter  case,  every  aerodyne,  when  taking  off  or  landing  Shall  do  so 
in  the  direction  indicated  by  an  approximate  signal  or  if  there  is  a 
landing  T,  in  the  direction  indicated  by  this  T. 

6.  In  the  ease  of  two  aerodynes  approaching  an  aerodrome  for 
the  purpose  of  landing,  the  aerodyne  flying  at  the  greater  hight  shall 
be  responsible  for  avoiding  the  aerodyne  at  the  lower  height, 

7.  Aircraft  about  to  land  on  an  aerodrome  shall  be  given  free 
way, 

8.  At  every  aerodrome,  dong  the  peri  metor  and  at  the  approaches 
to  the  hangars  a  neutral  zone  shall  bo  sot  apart  for  aircraft  mano¬ 
euvring  on  'he  ground . 

The  landing  area  shall  be  as  large  as  possible. 

Every  aerodyne  when  landing  or  taking  off,  shall  do  so  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  5  and  leaving  clear  on  its 
loft  any  aerodyne  which  has  already  landed  or  which  is  taking  off  or 
about  to  take  off. 

Every  aerodyne  moving  on  the  ground  in  the  landing  area  shall 
do  so  In  the  direction  0f  landing.  Nevertheless,  on  certain  aero¬ 
dromes,  aerodynes  moving  on  the  ground  Shay  be  authorised  to  cross 
the  landing  area  subject  to  certain  reservation  destined  to  ensure 
safety. 

9.  By  way  of  exception  to  the  general  rule  laid  down  in  the 
third  sub-paragraph  of  paragraph  8  above,  at  certain  aerodromes  the 
landing  area  may  be  virtually  divided  into  two  approximately  equal 
zones,  by  a  vertical  plane  bearing  in  the  direction,  of  landing  defined 
in  paragraph  5.  For  an  observer  facing  up-wind  the  zone  of  the 
right  will  be  the  one  reierved  for  landings  and  the  zone  on  the  left 
the  one  reserved  for  departure.  This  special  arrangement  must  be 
Indicated  by  a  full  white  star  of  five  points  (constituted  by  inscrib¬ 
ing  a  regular  non-convex  pentagon  in  a  circle  of  not  less  than 
fifteen  metres  diameter)  placed  on  the  ground  in  the  centre  of  the 
part  of  the  ground  reserved  for  departure  and  landings. 

An  aerodyne  when  landing  shall  do  so  in  conformity  with  para¬ 
graph  5  in  the  left  part  of  the  zone  reserved  for  that  purpose  by 
leaving  clear  on  its  left  any  other  aerodyne  which  has  already 

An  aerodyne  when  taking  off  shall  do  so,  in  coDformiiy  with 
paragraph  5,  in  the  left  part  of  the  zone  reserved  for  that  purpose  but 
leaving  clear  on  its  left  any  other  aerodynes  which  are  taking  off  or 
about  to  take  off. 

10i  The  rules  of  the  present  Section  shall  apply  equally  at  night 
on  aerodromes,  when  the  aerodrome  shall  be  defined  as  accurately 
as  possible  by  red  lights  placed  on  its  perimeter  and  on  its  obata- 
cleB(l).  The  direction  for  landing  shall  as  far  as  possible  be  indi¬ 
cated  by  a  luminous  T  or,  failing  this,  by  three  white  lights  forming 
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an  isosceles  triangle  whose  base  shall  be  about  two  hundred  metres 
long  and  whose  height  shall  be  at  least  twice  the  base.  The  lights 
shall  be  so  placed  that  the  aerodyne  must  land  in  the  direction 
leading  from  the  centre  of  the  base  to  the  light  of  the  apex,  the  base 
indicating  the  place  where  it  should  come  into  contact  with  the 
ground  and  the  apex  the  place  which  it  is  best  not  to  overrun. 

11.  No  fixed  balloon,  kite,  or  moored  airship  shal'  be  elevated 
in  the  vicinity  of  an  aerodrome  without  a  special  authorisation. 

12.  Suitable  signals  by  dny  and  lights  by  night  shall  be  plated 
at  aerodromes  on  all  obstacles  dangerous  to  flying  by  reason  of  their 
not  being  readily  visible  and'  as  far  as  possihlo  on  all  Ruoh  obstacles 
within  a  zone  of  500  metres  of  all  aerodromes. 

13.  The  application  of  tho  special  rules  for  air  traffic  on  and  in 
the  vicinity  of  aerodromes  open  to  public  use  may  be  temporarily 
suspended,  partially  or  wholly  in  respect  of  a  given  aerodrome,  by 
the  contracting  State  in  whose  territory  such  aerodrome  is  situ¬ 
ated. 

In  such  cases  the  suspension  shall  bo  indicated. 

(a)  by  day,  by  red  square  panel,  each  side  of  which  measures 
at  least  three  metros,  placed  horizontally  in  proximity  to  the  signal 
indicating  the  direction  of  the  wind. 

(&)  by  night,  by  a  similar  panel  placod  in  Hko  manner  the 
sides  of  which  will  be  marked  by  red  lights. 


CIVIL  AVIATION 

Charges  at  Government  Civil  Aerodromes. 
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The  floor  space  occupied  shall  be  based  on  the  produot  of  tho 
span  and  over-all  length  ;  for  housing  purposes  tho  dimensions  of  an 
aircraft  with  folded  wings  shall  be  tho  overall  width  and  over-all 
length  when  folded. 

For  the  landing  fee,  aircraft  shall  bo  entitled  to  the  use  of  the 
landing  ground  for  alighting  and  departure,  and  tho  supply  of  all 
available  information  as  to  routes  and  weather  conditions  and  to  the 
services  of  the  aerodrome  personnel,  if  available,  for  assisting  in 
guiding  machine,  starting  propellers,  carrying  petrol  and  oil,  etc. 

Mo  additional  landing  foe  shall  be  levied  in  roBpeot  of  test 
flights  before  the  final  departure  of  tho  aircraft. 

The  extra  fee  for  night  landing  will  only  ho  levied  when  per¬ 
sonnel  is  required  to  attend,  or  flares  or  othor  lighting  apparatus  is 
used  between  sunset  to  sunrise.  The  extra  feo  will  also  bo  lovied 
when  similar  services  are  provided  at  night  solely  for  the  departure 
of  an  aircraft. 

The  monthly  rates  for  housing  do  not  include  landing  fees. 

Special  rates  for  long  periods  may  be  feed  on  application  to 
the  Chief  Engineer,  Travaneore  P.  W.  D.,  Trivandrum,  in  oases 
where  a  number  of  aircraft  is  housed  or  where  extensive  use  is  made 
of  facilities  over  a  long  period; 

AH  consolidated  charges  are  payable  in  advance. 

When  housing  space  which  has  been  paid  for  in  advance  is  not 
used,  the  space  may  be  used  for  the  housing  of  other  aircraft  and  no 
refund  will  be  made  to  the  lessee  unless  be  is  prevented  thereby  from 
obtaining  accommodation  for  his  aircraft. 

The  above  scale  of  charges  has  also  been  adopted  by  the  Royal 
Air  Force. 


Travaneore  students  for  admission  to  the 
Engineering  College,  Madras. 

At  the  instance  of  the  Travaneore  Government,  the  Government 
ot  MadraB  have  agreed  to  reserve  for  students  from  Travanoore  four 
seats  in  the  Engineer  Class  and  an  equal  number  of  seats  in  the 
Subordinate  Class,  of  the  Engineering  College,  Guindy.the  reserva¬ 
tion  being  subject  to  the  following  conditions  :  -  ■ 

(a)  that  the  students  are  seleoted  by  this  Government  from 
persons  eligible  for  admission  according  to  the  College  rules  ; 

(t)  that  a  contribution  is  paid  by  this  Government  to  the 
Madras  Government  at  the  rate  of  Rs  800  per  annum  for  the  training 
of  each  student  in  the  Engineer  Class  and  Rs.  600  per  annum  for 
the  training  of  each  student  in  the  Subordinate  Class,  the  amount 
being  paid  in  advance  at  the  beginning  of  each  academic  year  ; 

(o)  that  it  is  open  to  the  Madras  Government  to  revise  the 
rates  mentioned  above  on  giving  reasonable  notice  to  this  Govern- 
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(<J)  that  th©  students  are  not  called  on  to  pay  any  tuit  ion 
fees  to  the  College,  the  question  regarding  the  payment  of  such  fees 
being  a  matter  for  adjustment  belwoen  the  two  Governments ; 

(c)  that  tho  exemption  from  the  payment  of  tuition  fees  does 
not  carry  with  it  exempt!  in  from  the  payment  of  either  the  special 
fees  for  the  athletic  club  and  the  reading  room  or  the  deposit  for 
books  and  instruments  according  to  the  G- liege  rules  ;  and 

(f)  that,  if  a  seat  reserved  for  this  Government  is  not  required 
by  tlu  m,  it  is  open  to  tho  College  authorities  to  admit  a  Madras 
student. 

In  consideration  of  the  contribution  to  be  so  made  by  this 
Government  t  wards  the  Engineering  Coliego,  Madras,  the  candidates, 
who  will  be  selected  for  the  Engineer  Class,  have  to  pay  to  this  Gov¬ 
ernment  a  foe  of  Bh,  Rs  200  per  annum  and  those  for  the  Subordi¬ 
nate  Class  Bh,  Rs.  120  per  annum. 

This  arrangement  has  been  in  force  from  the  beginning  of  the 
academic  year  1933-34.  Tne  Ma-lra.?  Government  offered  the  reser¬ 
vation  of  one  additional  placo  for  Stuto  students  in  the  Engineer 
Class  from  193(1-37  in  addition  to  tho  four  places  already  reserved, 
under  the  conditions  of  the  already  existing  agreement,  and  this  offer 
has  been  accepted 

The  liability  of  the  candidates  selected  is  the  payment  of  the 
fees  due  to  this  Government  as  mentioned  above,  and  this  is  also  the 
main  term  of  tho  agreement  to  be  executed  by  them.  Theflc-leoted 
students  can,  in  no  circumstances  claim  a  refund  of  the  fees  paid 
by  them;  and  they  should  also  un  lertake  to  discharge  all  the  liabili¬ 
ties  which  tho  Government  may  deem  it  proper  to  impose  upon 
them  by  reason  of  any  change  in  the  conditions  of  tuition  in  the 
College. 

The  latost  date  for  submission  of  the  application  forms  to  this 
Government  every  year  is  the  _  20th  Ma.y.  The  notice  inviting 
applications  is  usually  published  in  the  Government  Gazette  in  the 
first  week  of  April  overy  year  aud  in  throe  or  'four  issues  of  the 
Gazette  consecutively. 


Travaiicore  Students  for  admission  to  the  Engineering 
College,  Benares  Hindu  University, 

In  January  1931,  Govimment  sanctioned  a  donation  of  Bh. 
Rs,  1J  lakhs  ns  well  as  a  recurring  annual  grant  of  Bn  Rs.  10,000  to 
the  Benares  Hindu  University  on  condition  that  the  University  would 
reserve  at  least  four  seats  for  Travanoore  etu  ents  every  year  in  the 
Electrical  Engineering  Course,  two  seats  in  the  Industrial  Chemistry 
Course  and  one  each  in  the  Mining  and  Metallurgy  Courses,  the  seats 
so  reserved  being  otherwise  utilised  only  if  there  was  not  a  sufficient 
number  of  applicants  from  Tiavancore.  This  arrangement,  has  been  in 
, force  from  the  academic  year  51932-33,  The  recurring  grant  to  the 
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University  was,  however,  roduood  by  half  lor  tho  yoar  1935-l'G  and  the 
number  of  students  selected  that  year  was  roduood  from  3  to  4,  3  for 
the  Engineering  Course  and  one  for  the  Industrial  Chemistry  Course. 
'This  arrangement  is  in  force  now. 

There  is  no  liability  for  any  payment  to  this  Government  on  the 
part  of  the  candidate  selected  for  training  in  tho  University.  The 
terms  of  the  agreement  to  be  executed  by  the  selected  candidate  with 
Government  enjoin  that,  if,  within  a  period  of  six  months  from  the 
date  of  tire  candidate’s  completing  the  course  and  taking  the  degree 
from  the  University,  he  is  called  upon  to  serve  this  Government, 
he  is  bound  to  do  so  for  a  minimum.poriod  of  iivo  yoars. 

The  latest  date  for  the  submisjion  of  applioationH  to  this  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  admission  to  the  Engineering  Gollogo,  Benares,  la 
usually  the  7th  Maroh.  Tho  notice  inviting  applications  will  be 
usually  published  in  tho  Government  Gazette  during  tho  lirsthalf  of 
February  every  year. 


Travancore  students  for  admission  to  the 
Medical  College,  Madras. 

It  was  brought  to  tho  notice  of  Government  that  muoh  difficulty 
would  be  experienced  by  Travaneoroaus  in  getting  admission  to  the 
Medloal  College,  Madras,  and  that  tho  Colloge  authorities  had  in¬ 
creased  tho  rale  of  fees  in  tho  College  with  effect  from  tho  boginning 
of  the  academic  year  1932-33  and  had  laid  down  that  students  from 
Indian  States  will  have  to  pay  double  tho  rates  of  fees  paid  by  the 
British  Indian  students.  Government  considered  therefore  that 
arrangements  might  be  made  to  facilitate  tho  admission  of  the 
Travancore  students  into  the  College. 

As  a  result  of  the  correspondence  between  the  two  Govern¬ 
ments,  the  Government  of  Madras  agrood  to  roservo  six  seats  every 
year,  from  the  academic  year  beginning  in  July  1932  for  Travancore 
students,  (of  which  two  are  intended  for  lady  candidates  if  they 
are  forthcoming),  in  the  Madras  Medical  College,  on  condition 
that  the  Travancore  Government  pay  the  Madras  Government 
a  contribution  of  Bli.  Its.  5.00  per  student  for  the  Pre-Registration 
Course  of  six  months  and  Bh.  Rs.  1,000  per  student.  Per  ye.r 
for  the  main  course  of  five  yearB.  If  a  student  fails  In  the  Pre- 
Registration  Course,  an  additional  contribution  of  Bh.  Rs-  500  per 
student  has  to  be  Paid  to  the  Madras  Government,  Where,  by 
reason  of  failure  iu  the  examination,  a  student  takes  more  than 
five  years  (excluding  the  Pre-Registration  Course)  the  State  has 
to  pay  the  Madras  Government  additional  contribution  at  the  rate 
of  Bh.  Rs.  350  per  student  in  the  case  of  those  who  fail  in  toe 
December  examination  and  take  a  short  eourso  before  the  next 
.examination  and  of  Bh.  Rs.  650  per  student  in  the  case  of  those . 
who  fail  jn  the  April  examination  and  take  a  Jong  course. 
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The  number  of  Travancore  students  to  be  selected  for  admission 
to  the  Medical  College  eaoh  year  will  be  decided  by  Government,  when 
the.  time  for  selection  arrives  ;  and  the  notification  inviting  appli¬ 
cations  for  selection  of  the  required  number  of  candidates  from  the 
State,  for  admission  to  the  Medical  College,  will  be  published  in  the 
Government  Gazette  not  later  than  the  second  week  of  April;  and 
candidates  seeking  admission  to  the  Medical  College  should  forward 
their  applications,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  College,  to  the 
Surgeon-Gonoral,  Travancore,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  May 
every  year.  Tho  appli  or  tion  forms  can  be  bad  from  the  Surgeon- 
General.  Candidates  will  be  selected  by  Government  from  tho 
applicants  oliglblo  for  admission  according  to  tho  rules  prescribed  by 
the  Medical  College,  Madras.  The  selected  candidates  will  not  be 
called  upon  to  pay  any  tuition  fee  to  tho  College  ;  but  they  will  have 
to  pay  it  to  this  Government  at  the  same  rates  as  are  paid  by  tho 
students  bolonging  to  tho  Madras  Presidency,  women  students  being 
allowed  tho  concession  of  half  those  rates,  vk.,  Bh ,  Rs.  .120  per 
student  for  the  Pro-Registration  Course  and  Bh.  Its  200  per  student 
per  year  for  the  main  oourso.  If  a  student  so  solocted  fails  to  com¬ 
plete  tho  Pro  Registration  Course  in  the  first  ohanco,  a  feo  of 
Bh  Rs.  500  for  every  such  additional  oourso  will  have  to  be  paid  to 
the  Government.  If  a  student  so  selected  takes  more  than  five  years 
for  the  main  M.  B,  11.  S.,  Course,  excluding  the  Pre-Registration 
Course,  he  or  she  should  pay  to  tho  Government  fees  at  the  rate 
of  Bh.  Rs.  350  in  the  case  of  a  student- who  foils  in  the  December 
examination  and  takes  a  short  course  before  the  next  examination 
and  Bh,  Rs.  650  in  the  case  of  a  student  who  fails  in  the  April 
examination  and  takes  a  long  oourse. 

The  selected  students  and  their  guardians  will  be  required  to 
execute  the  necessary  agreements  and  surety  bonds  respectively  be¬ 
fore  the  students  are  admitted  to  the  M,  B.  B.  S.  Course.  The 
drafts  of  the  documents  referred  to  above  will  be  available  for  perusal 
in  the  Office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction.  Travancore,  As 
per  the  agreement,  the  candidates  will  be  required  to  pay  the  neces¬ 
sary  fees  strictly  in  advance  not  later  than  15  days  previous  to  the 
dates  prescribed  by  the  authorities  of  the  Medical  College  for  the 
payment  of  such  fees .  They  shall  pay  the  fees  even  in  case  of  Illness 
or  failure  in  the  examination  except  when  they  be  absent  for  an 
entire  aoademic  year  or  be  dismissed  from  the  Colloge,  in  which  case 
they  will  not  be  required  to  pay  fees  for  the  subsequent  years.  They 
shall  be  Subject  to  the  discipline  of  the  College  for  all  purposes. 
They  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  claim  a  refund  of  tho  foos 
Paid  by  them  and  shall  undertake  to  discharge  the  liabilities  the 
Government  deem  it  proper  to  Impose  upon  thorn  by  reason  of  any 
changes,  modifications,  additions,  that  may  be  made  by  the  autho¬ 
rities  of  the  Medical  College,  Madras,  in  the  conditions  of  tuition 
in  the  College. 


PASSPORTS.

POLICE  BAND  RULES. 

1.  The  Police  Band  is  an  adjunct  of  the  Travancore  Reserve 
Polioo  Force,  and  is  Stationed  at  the  Police  Head  Quarters,  Tri¬ 
vandrum. 

2.  Its  strength  cousista  of  a,  Band  Master  and  twenty  bands-men. 
The  number  of  players  may  be  varied  at  the  discretion  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Police. 

3.  Tho  service  of  the  Band  can  bo  availed  of  by  the  public  on 
payment  of  fees  as  detailed  below  :  — 

(i)  For  services  within  a  radius  of  five  miles  of  the  Police 
Head  Quarters,  Trivandrum,  .Bh.  Rs.  25  together  with 
a  fixed  conveyance  charge  of  Bh,  Rs.  £. 

(ii)  For  services  beyond  the  above  area,  Bh.  Rs.  30  to¬ 
gether  with  the  actual  conveyance  charge  to  and  fro  and 
daily  bat-ta  at  the  rate  of  Bh.  Re.  1  to  the  Band  Master, 
and  As.  8  to  each  of  the  men,  per  day, 

4.  The  fee.specified  above  is  for  a  performance  of  only  three  hours 
at  a  stretch ;  if  the  services  are  required  for  a  longer  period,  a  fee 
of  Bh.  Rs.  5  for  every  additional  hour  has  to  be  paid, 

5.  The  services  of  the  Police  Band  are  allowed  to  Gazetted  Officers 
of  the  Police  Department  at  half  rates,  the  conveyance  charge  and 
batta  for  the  men  being  the  same  as  that  fixed  for  the  public. 

6.  The  charges  should  always  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Honorary 
Treasurer,  Police  Band  Fund,  Trivandrum. 

7  The  Band  will  not  play  for  more  than  six  hours  in  a  day. 

8.  The  Band  will  not  accompany  processions  of  any  kind. 

9.  Applications  for  the  services  of  the  Police  Band  shall  be  made 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Police  sufficiently  early. 

10.  The  Commissioner  of  Police  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any 
such  application  without  assigning  reasons. 


LICENSES  FOR  WIRELESS  SETS. 


The  importation  of  wireless  sets  in  the  State  is  controlled  by 
licenses  issued  by  Government  under  Notification  R,  0,  C.  No.  65151 
26/Genera],  dated  the  6th  February  1928,  which  runs  as  follows!  — 

“  In  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  flection  18  of  the  Tra- 
vancore  Sea  Customs  Regulation  of  1088  (V  of  1088)  and  in  Bupei- 
session  of  Notification  No.  S.  R.  6252,  dated  the  9th  September  1909, 
the  Government  of  Her  Highness  the  Maharani  Regent  are  pleased  to 
restrict,  with  effect  from  the  18th February  1928/lst,  Kumbhom  1108, 
the  bringing,  into  Travimcore,  of  any  apparatus  for  wireless  tele¬ 
graphs  to  cases  in  which  a  license  to  import  such  apparatus  has  been 
granted  by  the  Government”. 

The  license  is  to  be  surrendered  to  the  customs  authorities  at  the 
place  of  import. 

No  license  fee  is  levied  for  the  importation  or  operation  of  the 
sets;  but  at  the  time  of  issue  of  the  license,  the  importer  is  required 
to  record  his  acceptance  of  the  following  conditions 

(i)  that  he  will  pay  to  this  Government  a  license  fee  if  and 
when  called  upon  to  do  so  ; — 

(ii)  that  he  will  conform  to  the  provisions  of  any  Regulation 
the  Government  may  introduce  for  the  control  of  wire¬ 
less  apparatus  in  the  State;  and 
(ill)  that  he  or  any  other  Person,  either  on  hi  s  behalf  or  with 
his  permission  or  with  his  cognisance,  will  not  repro¬ 
duce  or  publish  in  the  Press,  or  disseminate  by  other 
similar  means,  messages  sent  for  general  reception  by 
any  station  or  received  by  means  of  the  station. 


THE  STATE  LAND  MORTGAGE  BANK. 

A  shqbt  history  03?  the  Bank. 

The  need  for  a  Land  Mortgage  Bank  to  afford  long-term  accom¬ 
modation  on  the  security  of  land  was  felt  in  Tra.vancore  a s  else¬ 
where.  Short-term  business,  which  is  the  distinguishing  feature  of 
commercial  banking,  applies  equally  to  co-operative  banking.  _  The 
numerous  Joint  Stock  Banks  and  Co-operative  Credit  Societies 
were  therefore  unable  to  satisfy  the  credit  requirements  of  agri¬ 
culturists,  Loans  under  the  Land  Improvement  and  Agricultural 
Loans  Regulation  were  not  available  for  the  clearance  of  prior  debts. 
The  desirability  of  starting  a  Land  Mortgage  Bank  to  meet  the 
need  of  the  agriculturists  for  long-term  credit  was  therefore  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Government  from  different  quarters. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  all  aspects,  the  Government  of 
Travaneore  decided,  as  an  initial  step,  to  start  a  Lend  Mortgage 
Bankas  a  Government  concern,  as  they  felt  that  the  necessity  for 
affording  relief  to  agriculturists  was  too  keen  to  be  Postponed 
further. 

The  timely  imPetUB  for  the  movement  was  given  by  the 
announcement  by  His  Higiai  ess  the  Maharaja,  at  the  Public  Durbar 
held  on  the  6th  November  1981,  on  the  occasion  of  His  Highness’ 
Investiture  with  Ruling  Powers,  of  a  donation  of  Rupees  One  lakh* 
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out  of  His  Highness’  Personal  funds,  to  serve  as  initial  capital  for 
the  proposed  Land  Mortgage  Bank. 

Thus  the  Travancore  State  Land  Mortgage  Bank  was  establish¬ 
ed  in  Makaram  1107  and  the  rules  for  the  constitution,  management 
and  working  of  the  Bank  were  issued  by  the  Government  of  Tvavan- 
core’in  their  Order  No.  FI  1910,  dated  the  15th  December  1931.

The  Travancore  State  Land  Mortgage  Bank  is  a  purely  Govern¬ 
ment  concern  and  forms  a  Department  of  the  Govoiiimont,nll  rights 
and  liabilities  of  the  Bank  resting  on  Government. 

Besides  the  one  lakh  of  mPOes  donated,  out  of  personal  funds, 
by  His  Highness  the  Maharaja,  to  serve  ns  initial  capital,  the 
Government  are  advancing  to  the  Bank,  from  time  to  time,  tho  funds 
required  for  its  working  capital.  Investment  with  tho  Bank  is  ais0 
allowed  from  the  surplus  available  in  the  State  Life  Insurance  Fund, 
Public  Blanch.  There  is  also  provision  in  the  rules  for  Government 
to  issue  debentures  for  raisi  ng  funds  to  supply  the  Bank  with  addi¬ 
tional  working  capital  when  necessary. 

Though  the  Bank  was.  started  with  the  object  of  granting  long¬ 
term  loans  on  the  mortgage  of  land  situated  in  Travancore  for  the 
relief  of  agricultural  indebtedness  and  agricultural  purposes  in 
general,  the  rules  of  the  Bank  were  subsequently  altered  restricting 
their  scope  to  liquidation  of  prior  debts  charged  on  agricultural  land 
in  the  possession  of  the  borrower,  as  loans  for  improvement  of 
agricultural  land  continued  to  bo  granted  by  the  Land  Revenue 
Department  under  the  Land  Improvement  and  Agricultural  Loans 
Regulation,  IX  of  1094. 

The  general  supervision,  control  and  administration  of  the 
affairs  and  business  of  the  Bank  vest  in  the  Board  of  Management, 
consisting  of  seven  persons,  including  a  Chairman  and  a  Manager, 
appointed  by  the  Government,  two  of  the  members  being  non-offi- 
oials  selected  by  Government.  The  members  of  the  Board  at  Present 
are  £1)  The  Financial  Secretary  to  Government,  who  is  also  the 
Chairman;  (2)  the  Manager  of  the  Bank,  who  is  the  Secretary  to  the 
Board  and  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  Bank;  (3)  an  Assistant 
Head  Sirkar  Vakil;.  (4)  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Sooietics;  (5) 
the  Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries;  and  2  non-officials  nomi¬ 
nated  by  the  Government.  There  is  an  Honorary  Legal  Advisor  who  is 
appointed  by  the  Board  with  the  sanction  of  Government.  There  is 
provision  in  the  Rules  for  the  appointment  of  valuators  to  insPeot 
and  value  properties,  though  for  the  time  being  valuation  is  made 
by  the  Jooal  Tahsildars,  check  valuation,  where  necessary,  being 
conducted  through  the  Division  Peiehkar  Or  Assistant  Peiehkar  con¬ 
cerned  at  the  instance  of  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Bank. 

A  meeting  of  the  Board  is  held  at  least  once  a  month  and 
oftener  if  the  Chairman  thinks  it-  necessary,  five  out  of  the  seven 
members  constituting  a  quoroum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board.  No 
loan  is  granted  except  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

The  accounts  of  the  Bank  are  kept  distinct  from  the  State 
accounts.  All  transactions  of  the  Bank  are,  however,  made  through 
the  State  Treasuries.  The  Bank  has  a  Deposit  Acoount  opened 
with  the  Divisional  Treasury  at  Trivandrum,  which  is  operated  on 
as  a  Current  Account. 


The  Head  Office  of  the  Bank  is  at  Trivandrum.  The  rulos  pro¬ 
vide  tor  the  opening  oi  branch  offices  in  other  parts  of  Travancore, 
as  may  be  necessary,  with  the  sanction  of  Government,  Bnt  every 
Taluk  Office  now  serves  practically,  as  branch  of  the  Bank,  local 
investigation  on  applications  for  loans,  including  enquiry  Into  prior 
encumbrances  and  title  to  properties  offered  as  Security,  as  also  the 
assessment  of  the  value  of  the  security  and  the  repaying  capacity  of 
the  party,  disbursement  of  loang  when  sanctioned,  and  recovery  of 
defaults  under  the  Revenue  Recovery  Regulation  being  conducted 
through  the  TahsiJdar  of  the  Taluk  in  which  the  security  property  is 
situated. 

For  the  advances  made  by  Government  and  for  the  investments 
allowed  with  the  Bank  from  the  State  Life  Insurance  Fund  -Public 
Branch  the  Bank  pays  interest  at  41  per  cent,  per  amvum,  Interest 
at  the  fate  of  6|  per  cent,  per  annum  la  charged  on  the  loans  issued 
by  the  Bank.

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3.  Conditions  on  which  mans  are  granted. 

i.  Loans  ar.e  granted  for  the  liquidation  of  prior  debts  charged 
on  agricultural  land  in  the  possesion  of  the  borrower. 

When,  however,  under  the  instrument  which  created  the  prior 
charge,  the  land  is  in  terms,  transferred  to  the  possession  of  the 
mortgagee  but  there  is  a  transfer  back  of  the  possessi  on  to  tho  mort¬ 
gagor  as  leasee  of  the  mortgagee,  such  Possession  of  tho  mortgagor 
as  lessee  may  be  deemed  to  be  possession  of  tho  borrower  within 
the  meaning  of  this  rule.  Loans  are  also  granted  for  tho  redump¬ 
tion  of  prior  usufructuary  mortgages  relating  to  agricultural  land, 
provided  that  tho  mortgage  money  has  become  payablo  by  oxpiry 
of  time  or  by  agreement  and  the  mortgagor  and  tho  mortgagee 
agree  to  the  amount  payable  for  redemption  and  provided  further, 
that  the  mortgagees  or  those  deriving  interest  from  them  are  in  pos¬ 
session  of  the  mortgaged  property  under  the  mortgage. 

The  applicant  should  prove,  with  reference  to  the  encumbrance 
certificate  for  the  Past  24  years,  which  will  be  taken  by  t-hc  Bank  in 
connection  with  the  local  investigation  conducted  through  Tahsil- 
dara,  that  there  is  no  other  subsisting  charge  on  the  Property  tendered 
as  security  excepting  the  debts  sought  to  he  cleared  with  the  loan 
and  that,  when  the  debts  sought  to  be  cleared  are  paid  up,  tho  Bank 
will  secure  first  charge  on  the  security  property. 

ii.  Loans  are  granted  only  to  individuals  who  live  mainly  by 
agriculture  or  to  registered  companies  or  corporations  whose  main 
business  is  agriculture.  Any  person  whose  non-agricultural  income 
does  not  exceed  Rs,  360  per  annum  will  be  ontitl  ed  to  the  benefit  of 
this  rule,  Provided  he  has  agricultural  income  also.  In  the  case  of 
those  whose  non-agricultural  income  exceeds  Rs.  360  per  annum, 
their  income  from  agricultural  lands  should  exceed  their  non-agri- 
culturaJ  income,  if  they  are  to  be  eligible  for  the  benefit. 

ill.  Loans  are  granted  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years 
or  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years,  subject  to  a  maximum  of  British 
Rs.  5,000  and  a  minimum  of  Bh.  Rs.  250,  in  multiples  of  Bh.  Ks.  25 
and  limited  to  the  amount  actually  required  to  wipe  off  the  previous 
debts  charged  on  the  land,  which  are  sought  to  be  cleared  with  the 
loan, 

iv.  No  loan  shall  exceed  one-half  of  the  present  value  of  the 
property  mortgaged  as  security. 

v.  No  loan  is  granted  unless  its  repayment  is  secured  by  a 
primary  mortgage  of  immovable  property  in  Travancore  not  being 
an  undivided  share,  and  until  a  mortgage  bond  is  executed  and 
registered  by  the  borrower,  at  his  cost,  in  favour  of  the  Bank,  the 
borrower  agreeing  therein  that*  in  the  event  of  default  of  Payment  in 
pursuance  of  the  mortgage  bond,  the  amounts  falling  due  by  reason 
of  the  default  may  be  realised  as  arrears  of  public  or  land  revenue 
under  the  Revenue  Recovery  Regulation,  I  of  1068. 

vi.  The  rate  of  interest  charged  on  loans  is  six  and  a  half  per 
cent,  per  annum. 

vii.  Repayment  of  loans  shall  be  mads,  in  instalments,  half- 
yearly  or  annually,  as  the  Board  may  fix  in  each  case.  An  instal¬ 
ment  shall  consist  of  a  fixed  Portion  of  the  principal  together  with 
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the  interest  due  up  to  the  date  of  payment.  The  due  dates  and 
amount  of  the  instalments  shall  be  fixed  in  the  Mortgage  Bond 
executed  by  the  borrower  In  favour  of  the  Bank.  Instalments  of 
lo  an  with  interest  due  should  be  paid  into  the  Treasuries  on  the  due 
dates  in  triplicate  chalan3  or  in  duplicate  chalans  in  the  case  of 
Divisional  Treasuries.  One  copy  cf  the  chalan  will  be  given  to  the 
party,  who  will  forward  the  same  to  the  Bank  and  the  Bank  will 
give  him  a  receipt  in  lieu  thereof, 

viii •  No  loan  is  granted  except  by 'a  resolution  of  the  Board, 
The  Board  shall  satisfy  itself 

(re)  That  the  security  offered  is  adequate,  regard  being  had  to 
the  market  value  of  the  property,  to  the  annual  income  derived  or 
likely  to  be  derived  from  it  in  the  future,  to  the  possibility  of  its  i  e- 
preciation  in  the  future  and  to  the  risks  incidental  to  a  forced  sale  ; 

(Z>)  That  the  title  of  the  borrower  to  the  land  offered  as 
security  has  been  passed  by  the  Bank’s  Legal  Adviser  as  valid  ; 

(c)  That  the  purpose  for  which  the  loan  is  required  is  one 
contemplated  by  the  rules  of  the  Bank  ; 

(d)  That  the  transaction  is  economically  profitable  to  the 
borrower ;  and. 

(e)  That  there  is  no  other  good  and  valid  reason  why  the  loan 
should  not  be  granted, 

is..  At  any  time  after  sanction  and  before  disbursement  of  a 
loan,  the  Board  may,  at  its  discretion  and  without  assignirg  any 
reason  therefor,  cancel  or  modify  such  Sanction  and  withhold  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  loan  in  full  or  in  part. 

x.  If,  at  any  time  after  the  disbursement  of  a  loan,  the  Board 
la  satisfied  that  the  land  given  as  security  has  depreciated  in  value 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  endanger  the  safety  of  the  loan,  or  that  the 
title  of  the  borrower  is  such  that  it  ought  not  to  have  been  accepted 
afl  adequate,  or  that  owing  to  material  mis-statements  by  the  bor¬ 

rower  or  misapprehension  of  the  actual  facts  by  the  Board,  the  loan 
was  granted  in  circumstances  in  whioh  it  would  not  have  been 
granted  if  the  true  facts  had  been  known,  the  Board  may  issue  an 
order  either  demanding  additional  seourity  which  is  adequate  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  or  requiring  the  loan  to  be  re-paid  either  in  full 
or  in  part  by  a  date  to  be  specified  in  the  order. 

xi.  If  default  is  made  in  the  payment  of  any  instalment,  the 
borrower  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Bank,  be  liable  either  to  pay  the 
defaulted  as  well  as  the  future  instalments  with  interest  thereon,  as 
fixed  In  the  Mortgage  Bond,  until  all  the  arrears  of  instalments  have 
been  paid  up,  or  to  pay  in  a  lump  the  entire  amount  of  the  loan  and 
interest  remaining  due, 

xii.  Any  borrower  who  fails  to  comply  with  an  order  issued 
under  the  rules  of  the  Bank  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  default  in  res¬ 
pect  of  the  whole  of  the  unpaid  portion  of  his  loan  end  the  interest 
due. 

xiii.  If  any  instalment  of  the  loan  W'itli  interest  is  not  paid  on 
the  due  date  as  fixed  in  the  Mortgage  Bond  and  whether  the  Board 
decides  to  give  further  time  or  not  for  the  payment  of  the  particular 
instalment  with  interest,  penal  interest  at  12  percent.  Per  annum 
will  be  charged  on  the  instalment  amount.  If  the  Board  is  satisfied. 
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that  the  party  is  unable  to  pay  the  Instalment  of  loan  with  the 
interest  on  the  due  dates,  he  will  be  given  grace  timo  of  If)  days  ior 
the  payment.  Payments  tmad9  during  the  grace  time  will  not  carry 
penal  interest  and  payment  mode  after  the  grace  time  will  carry 
penal  interest  from  the  due  date. 

xiv,  A  borrower  is  not  debarred  from  repaying  at  any  time  a 
larger  sum  than  the  instalment  of  loan  and  interest  duo  or  from  pay¬ 
ing  up  the  whole  loan  at  any  time  before  the  proscribed  period. 

4.  Procedure  to  obtain  a  loan  prom  the  Bank. 

i  Every  application  for  a  loan  shall  be  made  in  the  prescribed 
form.  Forms  can  be  had  from  the  Bank  Ollioo  at  Trivandrum  or 
fiom  the  Taluk  Offices  at  one  ohuokram  per  form.  Those  from  the 
moifusil  who  require  forms  from  the  Bank  Office  should  send  stampB 
for  1$  chuckrams,  one  chuckram  for  the  form  and  :[  chuckram  to 
cover  postage. 

ii.  An  application  foe  of  British  Rupee  One  per  hundred  on  the 
amount  of  the  loan  applied  for  should  be  remitted  into  the  Treasury 
and  chalan  receipt  therefor  attached  to  the  application.  ijoans  should 
be  applied  for  in  British  Rupees  and  in  multiples  of  Bh,  Rs.  25. 

iii.  The  title  deeds  relating  to  the  property  olferod  as  eecurity, 
together  with  prior  documents  and  evidence  of  discharge  of  all  prior 
charges,  excepting  those  relating  to  the  dobt  or  dobtB  sought  to  be 
cleared,  should  accompany  the  application.  The  applicant  should 
have  full  and  sole  rights  over  the  seourity  property  and  must  he  in 
undisputed  possession. 

iv.  A  copy,  attested  by  the  Sub-Registrar,  of  the  documents 
under  which  the  debts  sought  to  be  cleared  are  Becured  should  also 
be  attached  to  the  application  together  with  a  declaration  from  tile 
creditors  co  the  effect  that  they  are  willing  to  accopt  payraont  and 
give  release,  unless  it  is  that  the  creditors  have  agreed  to  forward  the 
documents  and  tho  declarations  direct  to  the  Bank,  if  called  for,  in 
which  case  it  may  be  =0  stated  in  the  application. 

v.  A  preliminary  scrutiny  of  the  application  is  made  at  the 
Bank  Office;  and  if,  at  that  sorutiny,  it  is  found  that  any  further  docu¬ 
ments  or  information  are  necessary,  the  applicant  will  be  called  upon 
to  furnish  such  further  evidence  or  information, 

vi.  If  the  application  is  accepted  and  forwarded  to  the  Tahsil- 
dar  for  local  investigation,  the  party  will  be  IntimaSod,  and  he  will 
be  called  upon  to  produoe  before  the  Tahsildar  the  required  further 
evidence  and  make  a  deposition  explaining  his  title  to  tho  securities 
and  the  encumbrances  on  them  for  the  Past  24  years.  The  burden, 
lies  on  the  applicant  for  the  loan  to  prove,  with  documentary  <r 
other  evidence,  that  there  is  no  other  subsisting  charge  on  the  security 
excepting  that  relating  to  the  debts  sought  to  be  oleared. 

vib  On  receipt  of  the  TahsUdar’S  report,  in  case  it  is  found 
that  the  loan  cannot  be  granted,  the  application  will  be  disposed  of 
finally  by  the  Board  by  rejection,  and  in  other  cases,  the  application 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  Legal  Adviser  of  the  Bank  forhis  report.  On 
receipt  of  his  report,  the  application  will  be  disposed  of  by  the  Board 
either  by  sanctioning  the  loan  in  full  or  in  part  or  by  wholly  reject¬ 
ing  the  same.  The  decision  of  the  Board  is  final.

STATE  LIFE  INSURANCE  —PUBLIC  BRANCH.  * 


Tho  question  of  starting  a  scheme  of  Life  Insurance  for  Travan- 
ooreans  and  especially  for  the  working  classes  was  first  brought  to 
the  notico  o.E  the  Government  in  1923  by  the  then  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary.  It  was  referred  to  the  Economic  Development  Board  in  the 
same  year  and  tho  Board  was  of  the  view  that  the  introduction  of 
the  scheme  in  Travanvore  was  highly  necessary.  The  question 
had,  however,  to  lie  over  for  a  decade  Owing  to  several  causes.  It 
was  taken  up  again  in  1932  and  the  scheme  was  launched  iip  con¬ 
sultation  with  Mr.  L  S.  Vaidyanathan,  one  of  the  leading  Actuaries, 
and  after  obtaining  the  expert  opinion  of  the  Government  of  India 
Actuary.  The  scheme  is  restricted  to  the  bona  fide  subjects  ol 
the  State;  and  the  rules  are  framed  to  suit  the  convenience  of  all 
classes  of  Travancoreans  enabling  them  to  take  out  policies  ot 
Rs.  100  and  multiples  thereof  up  to  Rs.  5,000. 

Special  attractions  of  the  scheme.  The  scheme  was  given  eifec  t 
to  from  the  1st  of  Moon  am  1109  and  within  a  short  period  of  about 
three  years  has  risen  to  the  very  fore-front  in  the  field  of  insurance . 
This  is,  so  to  say,  the  only,  life  office  that  has  left  behind  it  a 
large  peicontage  of  its  receipts  as  fund  balances  even  at  this 
early  Biage  of  its  existenco.

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The  marked  increase  In  tha  volume  of  wedt  during  the  last 
three  years  is  mainly  due  to  the  low  cost  of  management,  the 
comparatively  lower  rat  is  of  premium  than  those  of  private  com- 
panies  and  the  high  esteem  and  confidence  among  the  public  in 
the  scheme.

w  possible,  bo  used  for  application  for  admission,  for  advances,  etc. 


A  printed  card  showing  the  statement  of  account  of  every  sub¬

COMPASSIONATE  gratuity  to  the  families  of 
DECEASED  GOVERNMENT  servants. 

Prior  to  1108,  there  was  no  .  provision  in  the  Travancore  Ser: 
vice  Regulations  for  affording  relief  to  the  family  of  a  Government 
servant  who  died  in  harness,  what  ever  be  the  length  of  service  ren¬ 
dered  by  him.  With  a  view  to  remedy  this  defect,  Government  in¬ 
troduced  file  scheme  of  compassionate  gratuity  with  effect  from  the 
1st  Vrisohikam  1108,  by  which  the  families  of  Government  servants 
in  the  permanent  pensionable  service,  who  die  before  or  within 
one  year  of  retirement,  are  paid  compassionate  gratuity  according  to 
the  following  rules. 

1.  The  minimum  service  required  for  the  grant,  of  com- 
'  passionate  gratuity  is  5  years  and  the  maximum'  for 

which  it  is  payable  is  30  years. 

2.  The  amount  is  calculated  at  the  rate  of  one  month’s 
pay  for  each  year  of  pensionable  service  based  on  the 
monthly  pay  drawn  by  him  on  tho  1st  Chingam  of  each 

3.  The  maximum  monthly  pay  for  the  Calculation  of. 
compassionate  gratuity  is  Rs.  400  and  the'  maximum 
amount  payable  is  Rs.  3,000. 

4.  In  the  case  of  a  Government  servant  dying  within  one 
year  of  retirement,  the  amount  calculated  as  above 
will  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  pension  drawn  till 
the,  dote  of  hie  death. 

6.  The  grant  of  compassionate  gratuity  is  entirely  with¬ 
in  the  discretion  of  Government. 
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Under  the  scheme,  family  means  and -includes  — 

(i)  Widow  and  minor  children. 

(ii)  Unmarried  taajor  daughters,  only  if  they  are  poor. 

(iii)  Married  daughters  subsequently  dlvorcod  or  widowed 
at  the  time  of  the  application  for  compassionate  gra¬ 
tuity,  if  they  are  poor. 

(iv)  Father  and' mother,  only  If  they  were  solely  depende.nl 
on  the  deceased  for  maintenance.' 

.  The  application  for  compassionate  gratuity  should  be  in  the 
prescribed  form  and  should  be  aceompaniod  by  the  roquisito  docu¬ 
ments. 

In  the  ease  of  the  death  of  a  Government  servant  before  retire¬ 
ment,  the  Head  of  Office  concerned,  on  production  of  doath  certi¬ 
ficate  by  the  family  of  the  Government  servant,  will  prcparo  and 
submit  tbe  application  to  Government  through  tho  Audit  Officer  ; 
but  in  the  case  of  a  Government  servant  dying  within  one  year  of 
retirement,  his  family  should  submit  the  application  to  the  Head 
of  the  Department  concerned,  who  will,  after  verification,  submit  it 
to  Government  through  the  Audit  Officer.

It  shall  bo  hold  at  such 
places  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  notified  in  tho  Government 
Gazette. 

2.  This  Examination  has  boon  instituted  for  tho  purpose  of 
testing  the  fitness  of  candidates  possessing  the  noceseary  educa¬ 
tional  qualifications  for  the  special  duties  appertaining  to  the  Revene 

Department. 

3.  The  Examination  will  be  under  the  control  of  tho  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed  by  Government  for  the  purpose  and  will  be 
conducted  aocording  to  such  instructions  as  the  Government  may 
Issue  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  from  time  to  time, 

4.  Candidates  hefo're  appointment  or  promotion  to,  or  confir¬ 
mation  in,  the  appointment  specified  in  the  Schedule  appended 
should  have,  besides  the  general  qualifications  proscribed  in  Rule  I 
of  the  Public  Service  Notification,  passed  the  “Revenue  Test”  or 
the  “Village  Officer’s  Test”  as  the  case  may  bo. 

5.  Subject  to  the  following  proviso,  the  examination  shall  be 
open  to  all  persons  who  are  qualified  under  Rule  1  of  the  Public

Sub-Group  Officers’  Test  Examination. 

The  Sub-Group  Officers’  Test  Examination  was  introduced  in 
1937,  and  is  a  Departmental  Examination  intended  to  examine 
the  knowledge  of  tho  subordinate  officers  of  the  Department,  such 
as  Srikariams,  Chandirams  and  others  paid  out  of  the  Dovaswom 
Fund,  in  matters  cormected'with  the  administration  of  Dovaswoms 
and  other  religious  institutions  entrusted  to  their  caro.  Tho  exa¬ 
mination  is  conducted  in  Malayalam  by  moans  of  printed  question 
papers  and  is  held  not  more  than  twice  a  yonr  (generally  in 
Vrischikom  and  Edavom)  in  the  four  District  centres  of  Suchin- 
drano,  Trivandrum,  Ambalapuzha  and  Vaikom.  The  snbjeots  and 
the  scope  of  the  examination  aro  the  Dovaswom  Accounts  and 
Rules  nd  St-audiug  Orders  of  the  Dovaswom  Department  con¬ 
tained  in  the  “  Devaswom  Sub-Group  Officer’s  Manual  ”  and  such 
other  matters  connected  with  the  Devaswom  administration  as 
are  prescribed  by  the  DevaBwom  Commissioner  from  time  to  time. 
There  are1  two  papers  for  the  examination,  vie.,  (1)  Rules,  Regu¬ 
lations  and  Standing  Orders  of  the  Devaswom  Department;  and

(8)  Each  candidate  should  score  at  least  40  per  cent,  for  (a)  and 
(!>)  supm  (Travancore  Service  Regulations  and  Account .  Code)  and 
85  per  cent,  for  the  romatning.subjeots.to  obtain  a  pass  in  the  exa¬ 
mination. 

(4)  Candidates  are  allowed  to  sit  for  the  examination  compart- 
mentally. 

(5)  Acting  Graduate  clerks  will  not  he  eligible  for  promotion 
to  the  higher  grade  unless  they  pass  the  Departmental  Examination.

Half  fee  concession  in  English  and  Vernacular  Schools  is 
intended  to  be  given  to  communities  with  100  to  150 
literates  rer  l,000  of  the  population  of  7  years  and  over. 

4.  Half  fee  concession  in  English  Schools  only  is  intended  to 
be  given  to  the  communities  with  25  to  100  literates  in 
English  per  10,000  of  the. population  of  7  years  and 

5.  No  fee  concession  except  as  provided  for  in  these  rules  will 
ordinarily  be  given  in  Colleges*  and  Technical  and  Train- 
ng  Schools. 
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6.  Mahomedan  boys  shall  be  given  half  fee  concession  in  Col¬ 

leges  and  English  and  Vernacular  Schools,  provided  they 
are  poor.  The  award  of  concession  to  those  pupils  in 
Vernacular  Schools  shall  be  subject  to  the  percentage 
restriction  referred  to  in  Rule  11  below. 

7.  All  Mahomedan  girls  shall  be  given  full  foe  concession  in 

schools  and  colleges,  provided  they  are  poor.  The  per¬ 
centage  restriction  in  Rule  11  below  shall  not  apply. 

8.  Girl  pupils  in  Departmental  schools  shall  pay  three-fourths 

of  the  tuitionfees  as  proscribed  in  tho  Education  Code. 

9.  In  regal'd  to  poor  pupils  belonging  to  classes  that  do  not  fall 

under  any  of  the  above  categories,  thoy  shall  be  classified 
into  four  communal  divisions  for  Purpose  of  foe  concession, 
nfe,  (1)  Brahmins  (21  Nairs  (31  Christians  (4)  Others, 
and  shall  be  awarded  half  fee  concession. 

10.  For  purpose  of  fee  concessions,  English  Schools  shall  be 

divided  into  (1)  the  High  School  section,  (2)  tho  Middle 
Sohool  section  and  (31  the  Preparatory  section,-  and 
Vernacular  Schools  shall  be  divided  into  (1)  the  High 
School  section  and  (2)  the  Middle  Sohool  section. 

11.  The  fee  concession  granted  to  pupils  of  the  communities 

comprised  in  Rules  2,  3  and  4  above  are  subject  to  the 
condition  that  tho  number  of  pupils  enjoying  suoh  con¬ 
cession  in  the 'Preparatory,  or  tho  Middle  or  tho  High 
Sohool  scction'in  English  Schools  or  the  High  or  the 
Middle  School  section  in  Vernacular  Schools  shall  not 
exceed  15  per  cent,  of’the  strength  of  the  particular  oom- 
mnnal  division,  to  which  the  pupils  belong  in  that 
section,  any  fraction  less  than  one  being  rounded  into 

This  rule  shall  also  apply  to  puDils  specified  in  Rule  9  above, 
but  the  number  of  pupils  to  whom  concessions  ore  allowed 
shall  not  exceed  74  per  cent. 

Note  1„— The  percentage  shall  be  calculated  on  the  strength 
of  the  community  in  the  concerned  seotion  at  the  time 
of  award. 

Note  2. — The  number  of  awards  of  foe  concession  made  in  a 
section  shall  remain  unaltered  irrespective  of  the 
fluctuation  in  strength  of  such  communities  in  that 
section  after  the  award 

Note  3. — This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  pupils  comprised  in 
Rule  1  and  to  Mahomedan  boys  in  Eng'ish  Schools 
and  Colleges. 

12.  Headmasters  and  Headmistresses  of  English  Middle  Schools 

and  English  and  Vernacular  High  Schools  shall  be  entrust¬ 
ed  with  the  work  of  awarding  fee  concessions  so  far  as 
these  schools  are  concerned  and  Assistant  Inspectors  and 
Assistant  Inspectresses  in  respect  of  Vernacular  Middlb 
Schools  for  Boys  and  Vernacular  Middle  Schools  for  girls 
respectively  on  the  recommendati  ons  of  the  heads  of  > the 
respective  institutions. 
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18.  The  aw  aid  shall  be  made  in  the  oase  of  each  pupil  who 
applies  for  (he  concession  with  due  regard  to  his  poverty. 
Poverty  certificates  shall  be  produced  from  TahMldars  or 
other  Gazetted  Officers,  Members  of  the  Legislature,  Ketired 
Officers  of  the  Gazetted  rank  and  other  well-known  trust¬ 
worthy  persons. 

Note  1. — This  rule  does  not  apply  to  communities  comprised 
in  Rule  1  above. 

Noth  2. — For  tho  purpose  of  fee  concessions  in  English  Schools 
the  standards  of  poverty  should  be  fixed  differently 
>n  the  'Case  of  Middle  Schools  and  High  Schools. 
While  the  Bulk  of  the  pupils  have  a  school  near  their 
homes  to  which  they  can  resort  fortheirMiddle  School 
education,  they  may  have  to  migrate  to  distant  places 
for  their  High  School  study.  This  foot  should -be  token 
into  consideration  in  fixing  the  standards. 

14.  Fee  concessions  shall  bo  awarded  independently  of  th©  reli- 

gion  of  the  pupils,  provided  they  are  otherwise  eligible. 

15.  The  concessions  shall  also  apply  to  such  Christian  pupils 

as  are  certified  by  the  local  Parish  Priests  to  belong  to 
any  of  the  communities  eligible  for  fee  concession  under 
these  ruleB. 

Note  L — The  certificate  shall,  in  all  eases,  show  that  the 
pupil  concerned  is  a  Christian  pupil  and  that  ho  be¬ 
longs  to. . community.  (The  name  of  the 

community  to  be  specified  in  the  spaoe  left  blank.) 
Note  2-—“  Parish  Priests  ”  inoludes  the  local  Christian  minis¬ 
ters  of  each  village. 

16.  The  ooncessions  are  ordinarily  restricted  to  subjects  of  His 

Highness  the  Maharaja  and  the  ohildren  of  the  domiciled 
subjects  of  the  State.  In  special  cases,  they  may  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  others  with  the  sanction  of  Government  in  each 
case. 

17.  The  concession  allowed  in  one  class  of  institution  shall  not 

be  continued  in  another  class  of  institution.  In  such 
cases,  the  pupils  should  apply  afresh  for  fee  concession. 

18.  Three-eighths  of  the  prescribed  fees  only  shall  be  levied 

from  girl  pupils  who  are  allowed  half  fee  concession. 

19.  Fail  fees  Shall  be  realised  from  all  pupils  for  the  instal¬ 

ment  ot  instalments  which  may  fall  due  before  the  award 
of  fee  concession  is  made  and  the  amounts  recovered  in 
excess  shall  be  adjusted  towards  future  payments  where- 
eVei  necessary. 

26.  When  pupils  who  are  in  receipt  of  fee  concession  in  one 
school  hate  to  join  another  school  on 'aocouht  of  transfer 
of  guardian  or  any  similar  (justifying  cause,  the  some  con¬ 
cession  shall  be  continued  to  them,  in  the  new  school, 
hut  the  Headmaster  of  the  old  school  shall  not  fill  the 
vacancies  arising  by  the  migration  of  such  pupils, 

'21.  Fee  cohcessiohB  that  are  stopped  shall  not  be  transferred  fife  i 
other  pupils  in  the  course  of  a  year. 
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2a,  Applications  for.  fee  concession  from  ^  pupils  whose  oases 
were  considered  previously  should^  be  rocoived  and  re¬ 
considered  in  succeeding  years,  provided  such  applications 
show  any  altered  conditions  in  the  circumstances  of  the 
pupil  economically. 

23.  If  the  retention  of  Mahomedan  pupils  or  those  of  particular 

classes  entails  any  genuine  hardship  such  as  inability  to 

study  Arabic  or  to  obtain  a  feo  concession,  the  tranfer  of 
such  pupils  to  departmental  schools  in  the  locality  shall 
be  permi  tted. 

24,  In  the  case  of  pupils  referred  to  in  Rtllo  1,  ordinarily  one  . 

failure  to  secure  promotion  will  be  allowed  for  tho  Middle 
School  course  and  also  for  tho  High  School  course  in  all 
schools.  In  the  case  of  fail  wo  of  such  students  in 
Colleges,  each  case  will  be  decidod  by  tho  Director  of 
Public  Instruction  on  its  merits  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Principals  concerned. 

26.  All  pupils  except  those  refarredito  in  Rule  24  above  will  not 
be  ordinarily  given  any  fee  concession  in  the  case  of 
failure  in  English  and  Vernacular  SohoolB. 

26.  Pee  concessions  shall  he  awarded  annually  at  the  beginning 

of  each  school  year  after  the  admissions  are  closed  and  in 
any  case  before  the  end  of  Mithunam  in  each  year, 

27.  In  cases'in  which  pnpils  absent  themselves  with  or  without 

the  permission  of  the  Headmaster  or  Headmistress  and 
for  satisfactory  reasons  for  part  of  a  school  year,  ihe  break 
in  studies  may  be  condoned  by  the  Director'  of  Public 
Instruction. 

28.  It  is  left  10  the  Managements  of  Private  institutions  to 

grant  or  refuse  the  concessions  specified  in  these  rules. 
Managers  must  either  grant  the  concession  to  all  pupils 
that  are  eligible  for  them  under  th©Be  rules  or  refuse  them 
to  all. 

29.  In  private  schools,  the  awards  shall  be  made  annually  by 

the  respective  Headmasters  or  Headmistresses  in  consul¬ 
tation  with  the  Managers  on  the  lines  laid  down  for  de¬ 
partmental  schools. 

30.  Managers  of  private  schools  shall  bo  ro-imbursed  to  the  Ex¬ 

tent  of  60  per  cent,  of  the  loss  occasioned  by  tho  award  of 
concessions  in  accordance  with  these  rules  over  and  above 
the  ordinary  maintenance  grants  to  their  schools. 

31.  For  purpose  of  fee  concession  awarded  according  to  this 

scheme,  girl  pupils  attending  boys’  schools  shall  be 
separated  and  a  separate  percentage,  74  per  cent,  or  15 
percent,  os  in  the  case  of  boys,  shall  be  ".fixed  for  them 
alone.  Boys  attending  girls’ schools  shall  not  be  eligible 
for  fee  concession.  For  purposes  of  computing  the 
strength  of  each  communal  division  in  eaon  of  the 
sections  in  boys’  schools  where  girl  pupils  are  also  study- 
ihg)  4  girls  shall  be  taken  os  equivalent  to  3  boys. 
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Applications  for.  Agencies  dnvited.

32.  Pupils  to  whom  fee  concessions  are  granted  are  not  thereby 

disabled  from  holding  scholarships  at  the  same  time. 

33.  Th errant  of  fee  concession  shall  be  confined  to  recognised 

34.  Fee  concessions  under  these  rules  may  be  withdrawn  in  the 

course  of  the  school  year,  if  the  progress  and  conduct  of 
the  concession  holders  are  considered  unsatisfactory. 

35.  Pupils  who  wore  getting  full  fee  concession  without  per¬ 

centage  restriction  under  the  old  rules  but  who  are  now 
eligible  only  for  half  fee  concession  with  percentage  restric¬ 
tion,  will  however  bo  granted  as  a  transitory  measure,  for 
a  period  of  throe  years  only,  the  benefit  of  the  half  fee 
concession  without  any  restriction  in  regard  to  numbers 
Scholarships  and  free  Studentships. 

Government  scholarships  are  allowed  to  students  of  depart¬ 
mental  and  private  Colleges,  departmental  and  private  English  and 
Vernacular  schools.  These  are  of  three  kinds  (1)  Open  (2)  Close 
and  (3)  Mahomedan, 

(1)  An  “Opon”  scholarship  is  one  that  is  open  to  all  com¬ 
munities,  (2)  A  “Close”  scholarship  is  one  that  is  reserved 
for  “back  ward”  communities.  (3)  ‘Mahomedan’  scholar¬ 
ships  are  intended  for  Mahomedan  etudonts  only. 

All  Mahomedan  gids  attending  Departmental  English  Schools 
and  Colleges  are  awarded  scholarships  at  the  rates  admissible  for 
Mahomedan  boys  In  such  institutions.  The  following  Government 
Scholarships  aro  awarded  in  Colleges, 

B.  A.  Classes,  Nine  “  Open”  scholarships  of  the  value  of 
Rs.  11}  each  per  mensem  for  the  B.  A.  (Pass  or  Honours 
Course  of  study  are  awarded  every  year  on  the  results  of  the 
Intermediate  Examination,  Two  such  scholarships  are  awarded 
to  students  passing  tho  Intermediate  Examination  from  the 
College  of  Sci  ence,  two  from  the  Arts  College  and  one  from  each 
of  the  five  other  recognised  Colleges  of  the  State  including  the 
College  for  Women.  They  are  tenable  for  a  period  of  two  or  three 
years  according  as  tho  students  take  up  the  B.  A.  (Pass)  or  B.  A. 
(Hons)  Course. 

Four  “  Close”  scholarships  of  Rs.  11|  each  por  mensem 
are  awarded  every  year  to  students  of  the  backward' 'communities 
studying  in  the  B.  A  orB.  A.  (Hons)  classes.  The  scholarships  are 
tenable  in  any  First  Grade  College  in  the  State. 

Intermediate  Classes.  Sixteen  “Open”  scholarships  and 
eight  “  Close”  scholarships)  of  the  value  of  Rs.  (71  each  per 
mensem  are  awarded  every  year  to  the  students  of  the  Intermediate 
classes  in  any  of  the  Colleges  in  the  State,  Two  of  the  sixteen 
“Open”  scholarships  are  set  apart  exclusively  for  the  girls  of  both 
Boys’ and  Girls’ Schools  other  than  the  English  High  School  for 
Girls  Trivandrum.  The  fourteen  “Open”  scholarships  referred  to 
above  are  distributed  among  the  four  regions  into  which  the  State 
has  been  divided  for  the  purpose  at  the  rate  of  4  scholarships  each 
for  the  first  two  regions  and  three  scholarships  each  for  _  the  remain¬ 
ing  two  regions.  The  eight  “close”  scholarships  are  distributed  at 
the  rate  of  two"  to  each  of  the  four  regions.  In  addition,  two 


scholarships  of  the  value  of  Rs.  7*  oaeh  por  monsoni  tonablo  for 
ono  year  in  the  Junior  Intermediate!  class  arc  prov.idod  to 
tho  girl  pupils  who  pass  the  English  School  Loaving  Oeriifi- 
oato  Examination  from  tho  English  High  School  for  Girls,  Trivan¬ 
drum,  The  scholarships  are  continued  to  ttio  pupils  in  the  Senior 
Intermediate  class,  if  they  subsequently  secure  promotion  at  tho 
end  of  the  yoar.

•Mnglish  md  Vernacular  Schools,  Thoro  aro  86  “opon”  scholar¬ 
ships,  19  “close”  scholarships  and  five  Mahomodan  scholarships 
of  tho  monthly  valuo  of  Rs,  3-21-0  in  Forms  IV,  V,  VI  of  English 
Schools,  Of  tho  86“  opon”  scholarships,  S  scholarships  arc  resorvod 
for  girl  pupils  studying  in  schools  other  than  tiro  English  High 
School  for  Girls,  Trivandrum,  and  two  scholarships  for  the  gifcls 
passing  from  Form  III  of  the  English  High  School  for  Girls,

In  tho  Engl  ish  Middle  Schools  8  scholarships  of  tho  valuo  of 
Rs.  2-7-0  oaoh  por  monsem  aro  awarded  to  Mahomodan  boy  pupils 
studying  In  the  Preparatory  does,  tenable  for  a  maximum  period  of 
5  years  (allowing  one  failure  in  any  of  tho  Middlo  School  classes). 
In  the  Vernacular  Schools,  12  Mahomodan  scholarships  of  the 
monthly  value  of  Re.  2-7-0  are  awardod  to  boys  and  girls  studying 
in  class  V,  tenable  for  a  period  of  4  years  (allowing  one  failure). 
These  scholarships  are  tenable  only  in  the  recognised  institutions 
in  tho  State  and  are  awarded  by  a  Board  consisting  of  the  Division 
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Inspector  of  Schools,  Trivandrum,  Inspectress  oi  Girls’  Schools, 
and  the  Hcadmaslor  of  one  of  the  private  English  High  Schools  in 
Trivandrum.  Only  subjects  of  H'H,  The  Maharaja  are  eligible 
for  the  scholarships  and  those  aro  awarded  on  (he  basis  of  morit  in 
a  competitive. examination  conducted  by  tho  Board.  For  (ho  pur¬ 
pose  of  awarding  the  open  and  close  scholarships  to  pupils  passing 
from  Form  III,  the  State  has  been  divided  Into  19  regions  and  4 
'‘open”  and  1  “oloeo”  scholarships  are  awarded  in  each  region. 

Two  scholarships  of  Rs-  (.3)  each  per  monsom  aro  awardod 
every  yoar  in  the  Thiruvatta/r  Vernacular  Middle  School  for  Girls, 
to  tiro  best  pupils  of  Glass  VII. 


Office  Hours. 

The  usual  working  hours  were  10  A  M,  to  4,  r.  m.  for  educa¬ 
tional  institutions,  and  11  A.  M.  to  5  p.  M.  for  courts  and  offices. 
Recently,  they  havo  boon  changed  to  7-80  A.  m.  to  11-30  a,  m.  in  tho 
case  of  the  former,  and  7-30  A.  H,  to  12-30  P,  M,  in  the  orso  of  tiro 
latter.  The  changes  woro  introduced  in  tho  first  instance  in  tho 
Trivandrum  town  and  havo  boon  followed  in  soveral  mofusail  Places. 
From  tho  8th  Novembor  1037,  tho  working  hours  of  tho  High  Court 
too  have  boon  changed  as  in  tho  case  of  other  offices,  and  from  tho 
16th  Novembor  1937  In  the  other  law  courts  at  the  capital. 

2.  Tho  press  communique  dated  the  12th  August  1037,  and  tho 
Press  noto  dated  13th  Ootobor  1937,  relating  to  tho  change  of  office 
hours,  aro  reproduced  below. 

Press  Communique  (Datod.  12-8-1937), 


Government  havo  been  considering  the  various  aspects  of 
primary,  secondary  and  collogiate  education  in  the  State  and  have 
in  view  several  reforms  calculated  to  make  the  (raining  of  the  youth 
of  the  Stats  more  Practical  and  helpful  for  their  future.  One  im¬ 
portant  aspect  relates  to  the  hours  of  work  Prevailing  in  the  various 
departmental  and  aided  Institutions  in  the  State,  Contrary  to  the 
anoient  traditions  of  the  country  and  the  influence  of  cliinatio  con¬ 
ditions  on  efficiency  insfcudios.the  schools  and  colleges  now  work  bo- 
twoon  tho  hours  of  10  A,  m,  and  4  p.  m.  This  has  resulted  in  a][numbor 
of  serious  Probloms  aifoetlng  fcho  health  of  the  students,  the  value  of 
the  training  thoy  receive  and  on  thoir  economic  and  social  contacts 
with  homa-Hfe.  A  review  of  those  discloses  the  fact  that  the  pupilB 
of  all  agos  from  5  to  25  and  of  both  soxos  havo  to  walk  distances  of 
varying  length  between  9  A.  M„  and  10  A.  M,  and  very  often  to  and 
from  their  homos  between  1  p.  m.  and  2  p.  m.  in  the  hot  burning 
sun  or  without  adequate  protection  against  the  inclomoucios  of 
weather.  The  progressive  effect  of  Buch  habits  and  tho  soporific 
atmosphere  in  which  they  havo  to  attend  to  lessons  in  tho  bot  part 
of  tho  day  diminishes  to  a  large  extent  the  value  of  the  instruction 
that  they  receive.  It  is  not  surprising  that  the  majority  of  the  pupils 
have  neither  the  inclination  nor  the  energy  to  do  much  work  at 
home  after  a  tiring  day  in  the  school* 
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Boys  and  girls  who  could  help  their  parents  in  the  home  in 
several  ways  are  away  from  their  homes  for  tho  best  p  irt  of  the 
daylight  houi-3.  Attendance  at  school  is  the  only  occupation  that 
they  recognise  and  it  is  net  surprising  that  their  ontlook  upon  life 
estranges  them  from  the  many  domestic  contacts  and  .occupations 
which  would  make  them  a  source  of  help  and  of  economic  advantage 
especially  in  Poor  homes.  Theyfaiito  develop  a  proper  sonse  of 
responsibility  towards  the  conditions  of  home-lifo  and  they  develop 
a  mentality  which  tends  to  make  tho  home  an  institution  outside 
the  routine  of  their  daily  life.  As  productive  units  of  an  organised 
society  ,  they  have  little  value,  and  whon  thoy  enter  upon  lifo  at  the 
end  of  the  their  scholastic  career,  life  appears  to  thorn  as  something 
entirely  different  from  what  they  have  been  associated  with  during 
their  student  career. 

Another  important  aspect  of  the  existing  arrangements  which 
is  unanimously  decried  as  a  great  evil  relates  to  110011-day  meals. 
Many  children  cannot  afford  or  do  not  find  it  convenient  to  take 
their  noon-day  meals.  It  is  not  necessary  to  dwell  upon. the  cumu¬ 
lative  evils  o*  cental  and  physical  stain  under  conditions  of  in¬ 
sufficient  nutrition  and  Government  have  xocognisod  that  much  of 
the  waste  of  educational  effort  is  duo  to  this  doplorablo  handicap, 
Attempts  have,  beon  made  in  a  few  schools  to  supply  who’osotne 
food  to  a  limited  number  of  pupils  during  tho  noon  intorvalby 
volu.tary  or  charitable  effort ;  but  these  have  not  yet  touched  oven  tho 
fringe  of  tho  probem.  All  the  needy  pupils  ha  ve  nofc  boon  able  to 
benefit  by  such  arrangements  owing  to  thoir  very  limited  sooPe  or 
Other  difficulties  due  to  caste,  sex  or  a  sense  of  dignity  which  pre¬ 
vents  thorn  from  partaking  of  charity.  Fully  realising  that  under 
such  conditions  class  instruction  has  not  boon  productive  of  the 
desired  effect  and  the  poor  parents  have  not  boon  able  to  permit 
thei  r  children  to  continue  in  school  beyond  the  age  when  they  b  eeome 
economically  productive.  Government  have  resolved  to  try  a  change 
in  the  hours  of  work  in  tho  educational  Institutions  of  the  State 
by  introducing  morning  hours  of  wrork  from  7  A.  M,  to  11  A.  M.  or 
7-30  A.  m,  to  11-30  a.  m,  on  six  days  of  tho  week.  This  will  provide 
almost,  the  sane  total  period  of  instruction  as  at  presont,  while 
mitigating  several  of  the  evils  incidental  to  (ho  presont  arrange¬ 
ments.  The  new  scheme  will  be  tried  as  an  experimental  moasuro 
in  Trivandrum  and  such  other  centres  as  can  immediately  adjust 
themselves  to  it  and  will  be  introduced  gradually  throught  the  State 
with  necessary  modifications  that  may  be  suggested  from  tho  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  experimental  work,  It  is  hoped  that  the  parents 
and  guardians  of  the  pupils  will  appreciate  the  great  benefits 
which  Government  expect  them  and  the  children  to  drive  from  it 
and  give  the  new  scheme  a  fair  trial,  the  Director  of  Public 
Instruction  will  issue  detailed  departmental  orders  to  the  recognised 
educational  institutions  in  the  selected  areas  and  will  watch  and 
report  on  the  working  of  the  scheme  at  the  end  of  the  current  aeade- 


press  note  (Dated  13-10-1937). 


With  effect  from  the  date  of  reopening  of  the  educational  insti¬ 
tutions  after  the  Onam  holidays  in  Chingom  last,  the  Government 
changed  the  working  hours  for  schools  and  colleges  in  the  Trivan¬ 
drum  town  to  the  mornings  between  7-30  A.  m.  and  11-30  A,  m.  The 
reports  that  have  been  received  show  that  the  change  haB  been  wel¬ 
comed  by  the  pupils,  the  teachers  and  the  guardians,  and  that,  in 
several  mofueeil  places,  the  change  has  been  appreciated,  and 
schools  have  begun  or  are  arranging  to  work  in  the  mornings. 

The  desirability  of  similarly  changing  the  hours  of  work  in 
Government  offices  has  also  been  under  consideration  for  some  time 
past.  Representations  have  been  made  by  Associations  of  em¬ 
ployees  in  certain  offices  urging  the  need  for  changing  the  office 
hours  as  has  been  done  in  the  schools  and  colleges.  Government 
have  cousulted  all  the  Heads  of  Departments  and  Offices  in  Trivan¬ 
drum  and  ascertained  the  feelings  of  the  officers  and  clerks  con¬ 
cerned.  All  except  a  few  are  in  favour  of  the  change  and  Government 
are  inclined  to  the  view  that  some  inconvenience  may  be  caused 
to  the  Vakils  and  the  public  if  the  Courts  begin  to  sit  from  the  early 
hours  of  the  morning.  Conditions  are  more  or  less  similar  in  the 
Sub-Registrar’s  Offices  where  the _  parties  have  to  come  from  some 
distance,  and  also  in  the  Treasuries  with  which  the  public  have, 
dealings.  In  rogard  to  the  other  offices,  there  is  more  or  less  com¬ 
plete  unanimity  of  opinion  in  favour  of  the  change. 

The  Government  are  therefore  pleaBed  to  order  that,  from 
Monday  the  2nd  Thulam  1113/  186h  October  1937,  the  office  hours 
(which  are  at  present  generally  from  11  A.  m.  to  6  p.m.)  be  fixed  as 
tho  period  from  7-30  A,  M.  to  12-30  p.  m.  This  arrangement  will  be 
given  effect  to  provisionally  in  all  the  offices  in  the  Town  of  Trivan¬ 
drum,  except  the  Law  Courts,  the  Sub-Registrar’s  Offices  and  the 
Treasuries. 

Two  or  three  Heads  of  Department  apprehend  that  the  change 
of  hours  will  result  in  a  reduction  of  the  outturn  of  work.  This 
need  not  follow  as  it  will  be  quite  enough  if  officers  and  clerks  put  in 
five  hours’  sustained  work  daily.  Except  during  seasons  when 
there  is  abnormal  pressure  of  work  each  day’s  work  should  be  com¬ 
pleted  the  same  day ;  and  offices  should  be  able  to  cope  with  the 
business  by  doing  intensive  work.  Heads  of  Offices  should  insis; 
hereafter  with  greater  strictness  on  the  need  for  punctual  attendance  ; 
and  the  time  now  spent  in  connection  with  lunch  is  also  saved.  The 
Anchal  Superintendent  will  be  asked  to  arrange  for  the  morning  mails 
to  the  officers  being  ready  for  window  delivery  earlier  than  now.  It 
will  be  advantageous  to  insist  that  offices  are  closed  at  12-30  and 
that,  in  the  more  important  effioes,  one  clerk  is  detained  for  turn 
duty  in  the  aftemooons.  It  is  also  expected  that  offices  do  not 
keep  open  aftor  the  notified  hours  except  on  special  occasions  in¬ 
volving  overtime  work.

Regulation  V  of  1084. 

A  Regulation  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  law  delating 

TO  ARMS,  AMMUNITION  AND  MILITARY  STORES,  l’ASSKD  BY 

His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  of  Tbavancohh,  on 
the  27th  July  1909,  corresponding  to  the 
12th  Karkatagom  1084,  under  Suction  13 
of  Regulation  V  of  107B- 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  law

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  person  from

for  his  own  private  use,  to  any  person  who  is  not,  by  any  en¬ 
actment  for  the  time  being  in  force,  prohibited  from  possessing 
the  same  ;  but  every  person  so  selling  arms  or  amunition  shall 
without  unnecessary  delay,  give  to  the  nearest  Magistrate  or  to 
the  officer  in  charge  of  the  nearest  police  station,  notice  of  the 
sale  and  of  the  purchaser’s  name  and  address.

25.  Ho  prosecution  under  this  Regulation  shall  be  instituted 
Prosecution  not  to  without  the  previous  sanction  of  Government 

be  instituted  with-  or  of  the  Magistrate  of  the  District. 

26.  Nothing  in  this  Regulation  shall  be  deemed  to  prevent 

any  person  from  being  prosecuted  under  any 
Operation  of  other  other  law,  for  any  act  or  omission  which 
taws  not.  barred.  constitutes  an  offence  against  this  Regulation 
or  the  rules  made  under  it,  or  from  being 
liable  under  such  other  law  to  any  higher  punishment  or 
penalty  than  that  provided  by  this  Regulation  :  Provided  that 
no  person  shall  be  punished  twice  for  the  same  offence. 
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27.  Our  Government  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  notifica¬ 
tion  in  the  Official  Gazette,  direct  a  census 
Power  to  take  to  be  taken  of  all  arms  in  any  local  area,  and 
census  of  »rras .  empower  any  person,  by  name  or  in  virtue 
of  his  office,  to  take  such  census. 

On  the  issue  of  any  such  notification,  all  persons  possess¬ 
ing  any  arms  in  such  area  shall  furnish  to  the  person  so  em¬ 
powered  such  information  as  he  may  require  in  reference  there¬ 
to,  and  shall  produce  such  arms  to  him  if  he  so  requires. 

Any  person  refusing  or  neglecting  to  produce  any  such 
arms,  whan  so  required,  shall  be  punished  with  imprisonment 
for  a  term  which  may  extend  to  one  month  or  with  fine  which 
may  extend  to  two  hundred  rupees,  or  with  both. 


The  Travancore  Arms  Rules,  1097. 

In  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  Sections  4,  7, 12  and 
23  of  Regulation  V  of  1084,  and  in  supersession  of  the  Notifi¬ 
cations  dated  the  8th  November  1909  and  29th  January  1912 
and  amendments  thereto,  the  following  rules  are  passed  by  the 
Government  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  under  dare  the 
15th  July  1922  corresponding  to  the  31st  Mithunam  1097. 

1.  These  rules  may  be  called  the  Travancore  Arms  Buies, 
and  they  shall  come  into  force  on  the  1st  day  of  Chingom  1098- 

2.  (1)  In  these  rules — 

‘The  Begulation’,  means  the  Travancore  Arms  Begulation, 
V  of  1084. 

‘Form’  means  a  Form  as  set  out  in  Schedule  V. 

(2)  The  General  Clauses  Begulation  shall  apply  for  the 
purpose  of  the  interpretation  of  these  rules  in  like  manner  as  it 
applies  for  the  purpose  of  the  interpretation  of  any  Begulation 
or  Proclamation  in  Travancore. 

3.  (1)  The  persons  and  classes  of  persons,  the  arms  and 
ammunition,  specified  or  described  in  Schedule  I  to  III  are 
respectively  exempted  and  excluded  to  the  extent  and  subject 
to  the  conditions  therein  specified  from  the  operation  'of 
prohibitions  and  directions  contained  in  the  Begulation  : 

Provided  that  the  exemptions  specified  in  Schedules  I  and 
II  are  made  subject  to  the  following  conditions,  namely  ■ 

(a)  they  shall  not  be  deemed  to  render  lawful  the  import 
export  or  transport  of  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores 
through  the  Post  or  Anchal  Office; 
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(J)  any  person  so  exempted  may  be  required  by  any 
general  or  special  order  in  writing  by  the  Dewan  to  register  in 
such,  manner  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order  any  fire-arm  or 
ammunition  for  the  same  in  respect  of  which  he  is  exempted 
from  the  operation  of  any  provision  of  the  Regulation  ; 

(c)  every  person  shall,  on  the  loss  or  theft  of  any  arm 
in  respect  of  which  he  is  so  exempted,  forthwith  report  the 
occurrence  at  the  nearest  Police  Station ;  and 

pi)  the  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Gazette,  direct  that  any  such  exemption  upon  a  class  of 
persons  shall  cease  to  extend  to  any  person  included  in  that 
class  who  may  be  named  in  the  notification. 

(2)  Amy  person  failing  to  comply  with  any  condition  of 
exemption  set  out  in  proviso  to  sub-rule  (1).  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  violated  these  rules. 

4.  Ror  the  purposes  of  the  definition  of  “military  stores”  in 
Section  4  of  the  Regulation  all  sections  of  the  Regulation  are 
extended  throughout  Travancore  to  all  lead,  sulphur  and 
saltpetre. 

Import, 

®  5.  (X)  A  license  shall  not  be  granted  for  import,  by  sea  or 

backwater  or  by  land  of— 

(a)  (i)  cannon, 

(ii)  articles  designed  for  torpedo  service, 

(iii)  submarine  mining, 

(iv)  war-rockets, 

(v)  dynamite  and  machinery  for  the  manufacture  of 
arms  and  ammunition  ;  or 

(b)  (i)  rifles  of  ’303  or  ‘450  bore  or  parts  or  fittings  for 
rifles  of  such  bores  ;  or 

(ii)  rifles  of  any  other  bore  containing  the  following 
components  capable  of  use  in  rifles  of  '303  or  '450  bore  namely, 
actions,  breech  blocks,  breech  bolts,  bodies,  magazine  cases, 
cocking  pieces  and  brooch  bolt  heads  ;  or 

(iii)  pistols  or  revolvers  of  "441  or  -455  or  any  inter¬ 
mediate  bore  or  of  parts  of  or  fittings  for  pistols  or  revolvers  of 
such  bores ;  or 

(c)  balled  ammunition  which  can  be  fired  from  such 
rifles,  pistols  or  revolvers  as  are  specified  in  sub-clauses  (i),  (ii), 
and  (iii)  of  clause  (6)  ;  or 

(d)  appliances  the  object  of  which  is  the  silencing  of 
fire-arms. 

2.  Nothing  in  sub-rule  (1)  shall  be  deemed  to  prohibit 
the  grant  of  a  license  for  the  import  of  such  rifles,  pistols  or 
revolvers  as  are  specified  in  sub-clauses  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii)  of

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clause  (b)  of  sub-rule  (i)  or  parts  of  or  fittings  for  such  rifles, 
pistols  or  revolvers  or  of  balled  ammunition  which  can  be  fired 
from  such  rifles,  pistols  or  revolvers  when  such  are  lawfully 
oossessed  in  British  India. 

6.  Save  as  otherwise  provided  for  by  Buie  5,  licenses  to  im¬ 
port  arms  or  ammunition  or  military  stores  by  sea  may  be 
granted  in  Borin  I  by  the  Dewan,  provided  that  the  licensee  has 
taken  the  previous  permission  of  the  British  Resident  in 
Travancore.  In  the  case  of  arms,  ammunition  or  military 
stores  imported  from  British  India  a  copy  of  the  license  will  be 
sent  to  the  British  Resident  in  Travancore, 

7.  (1)  Save  as  otherwise  provided  for  by  Buie  5,  licenses  to 
import  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores  by  land  or  back¬ 
water  may  be  granted  by  the  .Dewan  in  Form  If. 

(2)  Such  licenses  may  be  granted  for  the  import  of 
arms  which — 

(a)  belong  to  any  person  who  resides  outside  Travancore 
and  is  exempted  under  Schedule  II  from  the  necessity  of  taking 
out  a  license  for  going  armed  with,  or  for  possessing  such 
a,rma  if  the  previous  permission  of  the  British  Resident  has  been 
obtained  therefor,  and 

(b)  having  been  exported  for  the  purpose  of  repair,  is 
imported  after  repair. 

(3)  Licenses  under  sub-rules  (1)  and  (2)  will  be  granted 
if  the  previous  permission  of  the  British  BeBident  has  been 
obtained  therefor, 

(4)  In  the  case  of  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores 
imported  from  British  India,  a  copy  of  the  license  will  be  sent 
to  the  British  Resident. 

8.  Persons  desirous  of  importing  arms,  ammunition  or  mili- 
tary  stores  should  after  having  obtained  the  previous  permission 
of  the  Resident,  apply  to  the  Dewan  in  Travancore  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the  circular  memoran¬ 
dum  issued  by  the  Resident  and  detailed  in  Schedule  IV.  In 
the  case  of  imports  from  Cochin  the  applicants  should  also 
produce  the  export  licenses  from  the  Cochin  State. 

9.  Bona  fide  travellers,  who  carry  arms  and  ammunition  for 
personal  protection  and  who  do  not  wish  to  import  them  into 
Travancore  are  permitted  to  deposit  the  same  at  the  nearest 
Customs  Office  at  the  time  of  their  entry  into  the  State.  The 
Customs  Officer  should  give  a  receipt  for  the  arms  and  ammuni¬ 
tion  so  deposited  and  should  return  them  to  the  owners  at  the 
time  of  their  leaving  the  State,  obtaining  from  the  latter  an 
acknowledgment  for  the  Eame.  The  Customs  Officer  cannot 
undertake  to  oil  or  clean  the  arms  deposited.

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duty  if  any,  the  owner  being  informed  at  the  same  time  that 
he  should  obtain  the  requisite  licenses  within  a  month  of  arrival 
at  his  destination.  As  a  safeguard  the  address  of  the  passenger 
should  be  taken  and  an  intimation  giving  all  necessary  details 
in  regard  to  the  arm  or  arms  and  the  owner  thereof  should 
he  immediately  sent  by  the  Customs  Officer  to  the  Government 
through  the  Excise  Commissioner.  In  cases,  however,  where 
the  Customs  Officer  is  doubtful  as  to  the  propriety  of  allowing 
any  weapon  to  be  taken  into  the  State  without  a  license,  the 
procedure  prescribed  in  Rule  9  should  be  followed. 

10.  (1)  General  licenses  valid  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  may  be  granted  by  the  Downn 
in  Form  III  to  applicants  who  have  obtained  the  previous  per- 
mission  of  the  Resident  to  carry  through  the  frontiers  of  the 
State,  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores  in  reasonable  quanti¬ 
ties  and  for  bona  fide  purposes  of  sport  or  protection. 

(2)  General  licenses  may  be  granted  under  sub -rule 
(1)  only  to  persons  licensed  or  exempted  under  the  Regulations 
of  their  own  State,  who  have  occasion  frequently  to  carry  arms 
and  ammunition  across  frontiers. 

'*  10.  (A)  “  Bonafide  travellers,  possessing  British  Indian  or 

Indian  States  licenses  for  the  possession  of  Arms,  ammunition 
or  military  stores,  when  they  visit  Travancore  in  the  course  of 
their  journey,  may  be  permitted  to  pass  through  the  State  on 
their  obtaining,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  rupee,  a  carrying 
license  issued  by  the  officer  at  the  chowkey  of  entry  in  respect  of 
the  chowkeys  mentioned  below,  or  the  Excise  Inspector  con¬ 
cerned  in  respect  of  the  other  chowkeys,  current  for  a  period  not 
exceding  15  days  and  leave  the  State  within  the  fixed  period. 
If  they  overstay  the  period,  they  are  liable  to  prosecution  under 
the  Arms  Regulation,  unless  they  have  in  the  meanwhile  applied 
for  the  necessary  import  license. 

.  The  carrying  license  shall  be  surrendered  at  the  chowkcy  of 
exit  at  the  time  of  the  licensee  leaves  the  State.

11.  Persons  desirous  of  importing  arms,  ammunition  or 
military  stores  under  a  license  must  write  legibly  on  the  cases 
or  packages  containing  such  articles  a  declaration  of  their  con¬ 
tents.

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12.  (1)  The  consignee  of  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores 
imported  under  a  license,  shall 

(a)  if  the  consignment  is  by  sea,  produce  the  license  be- 
fore  the  Customs  Officer  at  the  port  of  shipping  or  consignment 
before  the  articles  are  allowed  to  be  removed,  and 

(i)  if  the  consignment  is  imported  by  land  or  backwater, 
deliver  the  license  within  six  days  of  the  arrival  of  such  con¬ 
signment  to  the  local  Magistrate. 

(2)  Every  officer  before  whom  a  license  is  produced  or  to

Export.

(2)  Where  the  arms,  ammunition  or  stores  are  exported  by 
land  or  backwater,  a  copy  of  the  license  shall  forthwith  be  sent 
to  the  District  Magistrate  of  the  district  out  of  which  they  cross 
the  frontier  of  Travancore  and  such  Magistrate  may  in  his  dis¬ 
cretion  require  the  licensee  to  produce  them  for  inspection 
before  allowing  them  to  leave  the  district. 

15.  A  license  may  be  granted  by  the  District  Magistrate  for 
arras  which  are  exported  solely  for  the  purpose  of  repairs. 

16.  In  the  case  of  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores  ex¬ 
ported  under  Buies  13,  14  and  15  to  any  port  in  or  any  part  of 
British  India,  a  copy  of  the  license  shall  be  sent  by  the  District 
Magistrate  to  the  Dewan  for  transmission  to  the  British  Resi¬

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17.  (1)  Where  any  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores  are 
exported  by  Jand  or  backwater,  the  license  shall  within  six  days 
of  the  arrival  of  the  consignment  in  the  district  out  of  which  it 
is  to  cross  the  frontier  and  before  it  so  crosses,  bs  delivered  to 
the  District  Magistrate  of  such  district  or  to  such  officer  as  the 
District  Magistrate  may  appoint  for  the  purpose.

19.  Where  a  vessel  bound  for  a  port  other  than  a  port  in 
Travancore  calls  at  any  port  in  Travancore  in  the  course  of  its 
voyage  and  there  remains  for  a  period  exceeding  forty-eight 
hours,  any  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores  in  the  posses- 
sion  of  any  passenger  not  exempted  from  any  liability  to  take 
out  a  license  in  respect  of  such  possession  shall  be  delivered  by 
him  to  the  Customs  Officer  to  be  detained  until  the  departure 
by  sea,  of  such  passenger  and  it  shall  not  bo  necessary  for  such 
passenger  to  take  out  any  license  in  respect  of  arms,  ammuni¬ 
tion  dr  military  stores  so  delivered  and  detained. 

Transport. 

20.  (lj  Save  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  tho  transport  of 
arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores  is  prohibited  over  the 
whole  of  Travancore,  except  under  a  license  and  to  the  extent 
and  in  the  manner  permitted  by  such  license. 

(2)  Nothing  in  sub-rule  (1)  shall  Oe  deemed  to  apply: — 

(ft)  to  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores  which  are 
covered  by  a  license  for  their  import  or  export  and  are  being 
transported  in  accordance  with  such  license:— 

(i)  from  the  port  or  other  place  of  import  to  the 
place  of  destination  in  Travancore  ; 

(ii)  from  the  place  of  despatch  in  Travancore  to  the 
port  or  other  place  of  export  ;  or 

(iii)  by  transhipment  in  the  port  of  import  for  re-ex¬ 
port  by  sea  ; 

(6)  to  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores  trans¬ 
ported  : — 

(i)  In  reasonable  quantities  for  his  own  use  from  the 
premises  of  a  licensed  dealer,  by  any  person  licensed  to  posses 
such  articles  or  exempted  from  the  liability  to  obtain  such  a 
license;  or 
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(ii)  by  a  licensed  deaJer,  where  such  articles  ate 
transported  in  a  case1  or  package  legibly  addressed  to  such  a 
person  as  is  referred  io  in  sub-clause  (i)  in  compliance  with  an 
order  given  by  such  person  for  the  supply  of  such  articles  in 
reasonable  quantities  for  his  own  use  ;  or 

(a)  to  aims  and  ammunition  transported  in  reasonable 
quantities  for  his  own  use  by  any  person  lawfully  entitled  to 
possess  arms  or  to  go  armed. 

21.  (1)  A  license  for  the  transport  of  arms,  ammunition  or 
military  stores  may  be  granted  by  the  District  Magistrate  in 
Form  VI. 

(2)  A  copy  of  every  license  granted  under  sub-rule  (1) 
for  transport  beyond  the  local  limits  of  the  authority  of  the 
officer  granting  it  shall  forthwith  be  sent  to  the  District  Magis¬ 
trate  of  the  district  in  which  the  place  is  situated. 

(3)  A  copy  of  every  license  granted  under  sub-rule  (1) 
by  a  District  Magistrate  for  transport  within  the  limits  of  his 
district  shall  forthwith  be  sent  to  the  Subordinate  Magistrate 
having  authority  at  the  place  to  which  the  arms,  ammunition  or 
stores  are  consigned- 

22.  (1)  The  consignee  of  any  arms,  ammunition  or  military 
stores  transported  by  land  or  backwater  under  a  license  shall 
deliver  the  license  within  six  days  of  the  arrival  of  the  consign¬ 
ment  at  its  desination  to  the  local  Magistrate. 

(2)  Any  officer  to  whom  a  license  is  delivered  under 
sub-rule  (1)  shall  satisfy  himself — 

(a)  that  the  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores 
correspond  with  the  description  given  in  the  license  ;  and 

(b)  that  the  deficiency  is  properly  accounted  for. 

Manufacture  and  Sale. 

23.  (1)  A  license-  - 

(а)  in  Form  VII  to  manufacture,  convert,  sell  or  keep 
for  sale :  or 

(б)  in  Form  VIII  to  sell  and  keep  for  sale,  any  arms, 
ammunition  or  Military  stores  ;  may  be  granted  by  the  District 
Magistrate. 

(2)  Every  license  holder  under  the  rule  shall  keep,  in 
such  Forms  as  the  Government  may  from  time  to  time  direct, 
registers  of  all  arms,  manufactured  or  converted,  of  all  ammu¬ 
nition  or  military  stores  manufactured,  of  all  stock  in  hand  and 
of  all  sales., 

(8)  Every  Magistrate  and  every  Police  Officer  not 
below  the  rank  of  Inspector  or,  if  the  Government  so  direct,  of 
sub- Inspector  may,  within  the  local  limits  <af  Ms  authority 

(u)  enter  and  inspect  any  premises  in  which  arms, 
ammunition  or  military  stores  are  manufactured,  converted, 
sold  or  kept  for  sale,  and 
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( b )  examine  the  stock  and  accounts  of  receipts  and  sale 
of  arms,  ammunition  or  military  stores. 

24.  A  license  to  keep  for  safe  custody  fire-arms  deposited  by 
their  owners  for  that  purpose  may  be  granted  in  Form  IX  by 
the  District  Magistrate  to  the  holder  of  a  license  in  Form  VII 
or  VIII. 

25.  A  license  for  the  possession  only  of  fire-arms  (other 
than  pistols  and  revolvers),  ammunition  or  military  stores  may 
be  granted  in  Form  X  by  the  District  Magistrate. 

Possession  and  going  Armed. 

26.  (1)  A  license  for  the  possession  of  arms  .mentioned  in 
Rule  5  (1)  (a)  shall  not  be  granted. 

''  (2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  sub-rule  (I)  a 
license  for  the  possession  of  arms  aod 'ammunition  in  reasonable 
quantities  and  for  going  armed  for  the  purpose  of  sport,  pro¬ 
tection  or  display  may  be  granted  in  Furm  XI  by  the  District 
Magistrate  or  by  Government  in  exceptional  cases  to  be 
decided  by  them  : 

t  Provided  that.  . 

(i)  no  license  shall  be  granted  for  such  rifles,  pistols  or 
revolvers  as  are  specified  in  sub-clause  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii)  of  clause 
(6)  of  sub-clause  (1)  of  Buie  6  or  of  ammnniation  for  such 
rifles,  pistols  or  revolvers  or  for  going  armed  with  such  rifles 
pistols  or  revolvers  unless  such  rifles,  pistols  or  revolvers  or 
such  ammunition  have  been  lawfully  imported  into  Travancore  ; 

(ii)  no  license  shall  be  granted  in  respect  of  balled 
ammunition  for  such  rifles,  pistols  or  revolvers  as  are  specified 
in  sub-clauses  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii)  of  clause  (4)  of  sub-rule  (1)  of 
Buie  5  unless  the  authority  granting  the  license  is  satisfied  that

Cancellation  and  savings. 

43.  The  Travanoora  Anns  Rules,  1087,  are  hereby  cancelled 
Provided  that  all  exemptions,  exclusions  and  withdrawals 

made,  all  licenses  or  duplicates  granted  or  renewed,  all  fees  im¬ 
posed,  levied,  remitted  or  reduced  and  all  powers  conferred  by 
or  under  those  rules  shall,  so  far  as  they  are  consistent  with 
these  rules,  be  deemed  to  have  been  respectively  made,  granted, 
renewed,  imposed,  levied,  remitted,  reduced  or  conferred  here-

Law  of  registration  of  documents. 


Object  of  the  law  of  Registration.  The  object  of  the  Regis¬ 
tration  Law  is  to  give  certainty  to  titles  and  prevent  the  operation 
of  fraudulent  and  secret  transactions  by  which  a  man’s  rights  jB 
the  property  which  he  had  acquired  might  be  defeated. 

.  History  of  the  Registration  Department.  The  old  System  oi 
Registration  of  Assurances  provided  a  regular  agency  of  Village 
Notaries  {Oorkanakkans)  who  derived  their  appointments  from, 
and  ftcted  under  the  orders  of,  the  Sadr  Court.  Their  number  was 
unlimited.  The  Parties  had  to  rosort  to  these  N  otaries  to  have  their 
documents  written  on  stamped  cadjans  (loaves  of  talipot  palms  \  The 
stamped  cadjans  were  supplied  to  the  Notaries  through  the  Mun- 
sifi’s  Courts  and  were  sold  at  certain  fixed  ratos,  the  proceeds 
being  credited  to  the  State.  Tho  Village  Notaries  were  remuner¬ 
ated  not  by  salaries  but  by  fees  levied  upon  the  instruments  which 
they  registered  and  which  had  to  be  drawn  up  by  themselves  and 
transcribed  for  registry.  Those  Ourkanak'kmis  hod  power  to  make 
summary  enquiries  into  objections  against  the  execution  of  tho 
deeds  and  to  refuse  registration  in  cases  where  thoso  objections  wore 
deemed  valid-  .They  were  also  prohibited  from  registering-  when¬ 
ever  they  found  that  the  Sirkar  had  Jien  on  tho  Property,  euoh  as 
for  arrears  of  revenue  or  where  the  land  was  under  attachment, 
Transfers  of  lands  which  wore  held  under  servico  or  personal  ham 
tenures  were  disallowed.  This  unsalaried  agency  did  n0t  work 
either  to  the  profit  of  the  State  or  to  tho  satisfaction  of  tho  Public; 
and  the  latter  were  subject  to  much  annoyance,  d,- lay  and  extor¬ 
tion.  The  system  was  thus  defective  in  many  respects  and  it  left 
registration  or  non-registration  in  all  oases  to  ibo  option  of  the 
Parties  to  the  deed.  As  the  system  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
and  cumbersome,  Regulation  I  of  1042  was  Passed  on  tbe  linos  of 
the  British  Indian  Registration  Act  of  1806  and  it  came  into  force 
in  1043  M.  34.  Under  this  Regulation,  the  Registrars  became  paid 
seryanlB  of  the  State,  divided  into  four  olasses  of  31  Registrars,  their 
salaries  xanging'from  Rs.  13  to  Re.  60,  besides  a  commission  of  o 
percent,  on  the  fees  collected.  Above  the  Registrars,  there  were 
3  Inspectors.  The  work  of  these  Registrars  and  InsPectos 
was  checked  and  controlled  by  a  Central  Office  at  the  head  of 
which  was  the  Huzur  Registrar. 

Amendments  to  the  Regulation  were  made  from  time  to  time. 
Regulation  I  of  1070  on  the  lines  of  the  British  Indian  Act  of  1879 
repealed  the  previous  Regulations.  By  this  Regulation,  the  super¬ 
vision  and  control  of  the  Department  was  vested'  in  an  officer  styled 
the  Director  of  Registration.  Tho  State  was  divided  into  8  Regist¬ 
ration  Districts  and  43  Sub-Districts.  Each  District  was  Put  in 
charge  of  a .  District  Registrar  and  each  Sub-District  under  a  Sub- 
Registrar.  Parties  were  required  io  present  their  documents  with 
true  ■  copies,  which  wore  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Sub-Registrars, 
after  registration,  to  the  Director’s  Office.  These  copies  were  so® 
tinised  in  the  Central  Office  and  preserved  there.  The  system  oi 
giving  commission  on  fees  to  Sub-Registrars  was  abolished  in  1072. 
In  1076,  additional  safeguards  against  false  Personation  were  pro1 
vided  by  a  direction  to  take  thumb  Impressions  of  the  executants  oi 
documents. 
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The  Jaw  now  in  force,  Regulation  II  of  1087,  was  enacted  on 
1-4-1087,  The  most  .important  feature  of  this  Regulation  was  to 
do  away  with  the  then  rule  that  every  document  presented  for  re* 
gistrati  on  should  be  accompanied  by  a  true  copy  of  the  same ,  The 
disadvantages  of  that  system  far  outweighed  any  benefit  derivable 
.from  it.  It  retarded  the  Process  of  regi  stration  and  entailed  unneces¬ 
sary  ti'Ou  hie  both  on  the  registering  officer  and  the  public.  More¬ 
over,  Index  No,  2,  introduced  at  that  time,  embodying  as  it  does  all 
the  material  Parts  of  the  document,  is  amply  sufficient  to  secure  all 
the  advantages  of  the  previous  system. 

In  1091,  an  additional  Registration  Distriotwas  organised,  with 
DevicOJam  as  Its  headquarters.  The  number  of  Suh-Registry 
Offices  which  roBS  from  SI  in  1043  to  45  in  1079  came  up  to  75  in 
1092  and  77  in  1094.  The  Devicolam  District  and  the  Sub-Regis¬ 
trar’s  Offices  at  Devicolam  and  Peerraade  were  placed  under  the 
charge  of  officers  of  the  Revenue  Department.  Another  Registra¬ 
tion  District  was  opened  in  1093  with  Nagercoil  as  its  headquar¬ 
ters,  In  1095,  the  Devicolam  District  was  abolished  and  the  Bub- 
Registry  Offices  in  the  High  Ranges  were  included  in  the  Kottay&m 
District. 

In  1094,  the  Chitties  Regulation  was  passed  and  the  Sub-Regis¬ 
trars  were  appointed  Ex-Officio  Chitty  Registrars, 

In  1096,  the  Registration  Rules  and  the  Table  of  fees  were  revi¬ 
sed. 

In  1098  the  Nogercoil  District  was  abolished  and  the  number 
of  District  Registrars  roducod  to  8,  A  .  further  re-organisation  of 
the  Department  was  sanctioned  in  1098-  In  1102,  5  Temporary 
Sub-Registry  Offices  were  opened  with  a  view  to  cope  with  the  in¬ 
creased  work  of  the  Department.  Eight  more  Temporary  Offices  were 
established  in  1103  and  8  more  in  1105.  Owing  to  the  fia.ll  in  regist¬ 
ration,  9  of  these  Temporary  Offices  Were  abolished  by  the  end  of 
1106,  2  moro  from  1-9-1107  and  2  more  in  the  beginning  of  1110, 
Present  Organisation,  The  State  is  divided  into  three  Regis¬ 
tration  T  istricts.  named  Trivandrum,  Quilon  and  Kottayam  and  with 
headquarters  at  the  same  places.  Each  District  is  divided  into  a. 
number  of  sub-districts -  the  number  of  sub-districts  in  the  Trivan¬ 
drum,  Quilon.  and  Kottnyam  Districts  being  31,  25  and  24,  respec¬ 
tively.  Each  Sub- District  is  under  the  oharge  of  an  Officer  styled 
Sub-Registrar  and  each  District  under  that  of  an  Olfioor  named 
Registrar,  Control  and  supervision  over  the  whole  Department  is 
exercised  by  the  Director  of  Registration,

The  Trovancore  Court  Fees  Regulation  is  an  Act  passed 
primarily  for  the  purpose  oi  prescribing  tho  fees  which  are  to  be 
paid  in  respect  of  Suits  and  Appeals  and  also  prov.i  des  in  the 
schedules  for  the  stamps  to  be  need  in  respect  of  documents  and 
petitions  to  bo  filed  in  certain  Publio  Offices,  The  Act  not  only 
prescribes  the  fees  but  also  provides  how  those  fees  are  to  be  ascer¬ 
tained,  how  questions  of  sufficiency  of  fees  in  documents  so  far  as 
courts  are  concornod  are  to  bo  determined  and  the  conditions  under 
which  the  documents  mentioned  in  the  schedule  may  bo  received, 
filed,  registered,  or  used,  as  the  case  may  bo,  in  the  Courts  of  Jus¬ 
tice.  It  also  specifies  the  documents  which  need  not  be  stamped 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  for  the  purpose  of  being  used  in 
Courts, 


In  tho  earlier  yoavs  of  the  British  rule,  there  was  no  tax 
on  litigation  in  India,  But  as  litigation  of  a  frivolous  and  vexa¬ 
tious  typo  grow  in  volume,  the  necessity  was  felt  for  imposing  a 
tax  on  litigation;  and  Acts  imposing  such  tax  were  promulgated  in 
all  the  important  Presidencies  of  India,  In  Madras,  the  earliest 
Act  was  in  1782  and  the  various  Acts  passed  in  the  Presidencies 
were  amalgamated  into  one  Act  in  1860,  which  enacted,  for  the 
first  time,  the  law  for  the  whole  of  British  India.  As  by  the 
Devolution  Act,  the  various  Provinces  wore  empowered  to  fix 
their  own  Court  Fees,  amendments  to  this  Act  have  boon  made  in 
Madura  in  1922  and  1923. 

Prior  to  1058  m.  B,,  there  appears  to  have  been  no  direct 
legislation  on  the  subject  of  Court  Fees  in  Travancore.  But  Re¬ 
gulations  I  and  IV  of  1010  empowered  the  Munsiffs  and  Zilla 
Judges  respectively  to  levy  in  all  suits  preferred  before  them  a  fee 
of  five  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  the  amount  in  dispute.  '  Regula¬ 
tion  II  of  1058  was  the  first  attempt  at  codification  of  the  law  re¬ 
lating  to  Court  Fees;  but  it  was  superseded  by  Regulations’!  of  1062 
and  later  by  Regulation  VI  of  1087  whioh  is  the  one  now  in 
force. 

The  Court  Fees  Regulation  consists  of  a  Preamble,  25  Sec¬ 
tions  under  four  different  Chapters  and  two  Schedules,  Tho 
general  principles  relating  to  the  levy  of  Court  Fees  in  Suits  and 
Appeals  and  the  mode  of  payment  of  the  fees  are  dealt  with  in  the 
Sections,  Tho  Schedules  contain  the  Table  of  ad  valorem  foes 
payable  in  respect  of  Suits  or  Appeals  and  the  fixed  fees  pre_soilbod 
under  the  Regulation  in  respect  of  certain  suite  and  applications 
as  well  as  the  fees  with  which  copies  ef  decrees,  judgments  and 
other  records  produced  in  court  ore  to  be  charged  when  filed  in 

Some  of  the  principal  features  of  the  Regulation  relating  to, 
the  modes  of  calculation  are  briefly  as  follows  : — 

In  all  suite  Sled  for  recovery  of  property  not'basod  on  contract, 
whether  a  consequential  relief  is  prayed  for  or  not,  Court 
Fees1  ha v0' to1  be  paid  on ■ the  subject  matter,  i..  e.,'  the 
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market  value  of  the  properties  which  in  cases  of  dispute 
shall  be  estimated  at  ten  times  the  annual,  mesne  profits 
minus  the  assessment,  if  any,  paid  to  the  Sirkar. 

In  suits  for  money  or  for  recovery  of  trees  apart  from  tho  site 
or  to •  enforce  a  right  of  pre-emption  or  of  any  moveable 
property,  court  foe  has  to  be  paid  on  tho  valuo  of  tho 
subj oct  matter ;  but  where  it  has  no  market  value,  tho 
plaintiff  should  state  the  amount  at  which  ho  values  tho 
suit  and  pay  a&  valorem  foos  on  such  amount, 

Where  a  suit  is  filod  for  establishing  a  right  to  maintenance 
or  annuity  or  othor  sum  payahlo  periodically,  court  fee 
has  to  be  paid  on  ton  times  tho  amount  claimod  as  pay¬ 
able  for  one  year. 

For  setting  aside  an  attachment  of  a  Civil  or  Criminal  C6urt, 
fees  has  to  be  paid  on  the  amount  for  whi  oh  such  attach¬ 
ment  is  made. 

In  suits  based  on  a  oontract  for  sale  or  mortgago,  tho  consi¬ 
deration  foa  tho  doucument  is  tho  amount  in  rospoct  of 
which  court  fees  has  to  bo  paid, 

In  suits  filed  on  lease  doods  without  any  torm,  court  foe  has 
to  be  paid  on  one  year’s  rent,  with  premium  or  lino  if 
any,  and  for.  a  term  not  exceeding  25  years  on  ono  fifth 
of  the  aggregate  amount  of  ront  payahlo  for  the  torrmfixod 
with  the  premium  or  fine.

Where  in  a  written  statement  a  set-off  is  claimed,  it  has  to 
be  treated  as  a  suit  for  purposes  of  court  fees;  and  when  a  suit 
embraces  more  than  ono  subject  matter,  it  will  be  chargeable  with 
the  aggregate  amount  of  foes  to  which  the  plaints  would  bo  charge' 
able  if  they  wero  separate.  When  alternative  reliefs  are  prayod  for, 
the  plaint  shall  be  chargeable  with  the  hi  ghost  fee  payable  in  res¬ 
pect  of  then'eliefs  claimed. 

In  suits  where  the  subject  matter  can  bo  definitely  ascer¬ 
tained  only  during  the  course  of  the  suit  or  aftor  the  decreo  when 
the  final  settlement  of  "accounts  etc,,  is  taken,  the  decree  passed 
in  the  ease  could  be  executed  only  after  the  excess  court  fees  have 
been  paid. 

The  subjoined  Schedules  prescribe  the  foos  payable  under  the 
Regulation  in  respect  of  suits  apd  appeals.

Though  the  Travancore  Court  Pees  Regulation  is  modelled 
on  the  British  Indian  Act,  there  are  many  material  differences 
between  the  two  enactments.  The  rates'of  ad  valorem  feeB  fixed  in 
the  Travancore  Regulation  are  lower  than  those  in  British  India. 
Refund  of  Court  Fees  in  suits  or  appeals  w hi ch  are  compromised 
or  decided  sololy  od  admission  of  parties  is  permitted  in  Tra- 
vaneore,  while  no  such  concession  is  allowed  under  the  British 
Indian  Act.  There  is  also  no  provision  in  the  Regulation  for 
Iev\ing  Special  Court  Fees  for  declaratory  reliefs  as  in  the  British 
Indian  Statute. 

All  fees  chargeable  under  the  Regulati  on  are  to  be  collected 
in  stamps,  adhesive  or  impressed,  it  being  tho  duty  of  the  Head 
Ministerial  Officer  of  every  Court  to  see  that  proper  Court  Fee  as 
prescribed  is  levied  and  to  refer  all  questions  which  might  arise 
relating  to  it  to  the  Judicial  Officers  for  decision, 

Impressed  Stamp  Papers  of  the  value  from  Re.  I  to  Rs,  425  and 
Copying  Papers  of  the  value  of  fit  chuckrame.  Adhesive  Labels  of 
the  value  of  one  chuckram,  2  chuokrams,  4  chuekrams,  Quarter 
Rupee  and  Half  Rupee  are  issued  for  tie  use  of  the  litigant 
public.  Stamp  papers  above  the  value  of  Rs,  35  are  sold  to  the 
public  through  the  Treasuries,  while  stamps  of  all  other  denomi¬ 
nations  are  sold  by^  the  licensed  Vendors, 


ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  BOARD. 

With  effect  from  the  1st  Chingam  1113,  the  Government  have 
reconstituted  the  Economic  Development  Board,  which  has  been 
in  existence  for  fifteen  years,  in  order  to  make  it  more  useful. 

Government’s  object  in  re-organising  the  Board  was  to  make  it 
a  really  representative  organisation,  representing  the  economic  in¬ 
terests  in  the  State  and  comprising  only  those  who  can  advise  Gov¬ 
ernment  with  authority  backed  by  experience.  _  It  is  to  function 
through  sub-committees  each  of  which  will  consist  of  three  or,  at 
the  most,  five  members.  Its  object  muBt  be  to  help  Government  in 
bringing  about  well-conceived  schemes  of  economic  planning  spread 
over  a  few  years.  The  Board  should  not  fritter  away  Ha  attention 
on  a  large  number  of  questions,  but  Bbould  pick  out  a  few  which  are 
considered  most  urgent  and  important.  Each  one  of  these  problems 
should  be  left  to  a  sab-committee  of  the  Board  instead  of  the  whole 
Board  sitting  over  it,  There  cannot  be  more  than  three  or  four  such 
problems  iu  any  one  year, 
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The  Board  is  composed  of  80  members,  10  officials  and  20  non¬ 
officials,  The  following  are  the  official  members 

1 1)  The  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner. 

('/)  The  Conservator  of  Forests. 

[8)  The  Excise  Commissioner. 

(4)  The  Senior  Professor  of  History  and  Economics  in 

H.  H.  the  Maharaja’s  College  of  Arts,  Trivandrum. 

(5)  The  Financial  Secretary  to  Government. 

(6)  The  Development  Secretary  to  Government 

(7)  The  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies. 

(8)  The  Director  of  Industries. 

(9)  The  Director  of  Public  Health. 

(lOj  The  Director  of  Agriculturo  and  Fishorios. 

Of  the  20  non-official  members,  17  are  nominated  and  3  elected. 
The  nominated  members  are  distributed  as  follows 

(1)  Three  to  represent  commerce,  viz.,  one  the  Travancore 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  another  the  Alleppey  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  and  the  third  the  commercial  interests  of  Trivandrum  and 
South  Travancore. 

(2)  Two  members  to  represent  planting  .interests  (one  Euro¬ 
pean  and  the  other  Indian) ; 

(3)  Two  members  to  represent  agricultural  interests. 

(4;  Two  members  to  represent  banking  interests. 

(5)  One  member  to  represent  industrial  interests. 

(6)  One  member  to  represent  co-operation. 

(7)  One  member  to  represent  rural  reconstruction  work. 

(8)  Four  others  to  represent  other  interests. 

(9)  The  President  of  the  Korakarshaka  Sangham. 

Three  members  are  elected  to  the  Boa  rd  by  the  Legislature,  two 
from  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly  and  one  from  the  Sri  Chitra  State 
Council,  by  the  non-officials  from  among  themselves. 

The  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  is  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board.  The  Board  has  a  Secretary  of  the  status  of  a 
Superintendent  of  the  Secretariat.  The  term  of  the  Board  is  fixed 
at  four  years. 

The  Board  is  to  function  through  sub-committees.  All  the 
members  will  not  be  expected  to  be  present  at  all  the  meeting-*  ;  the 
Board  will  work  in  sub-commiltees,  a  number  of  which  will  be 
formed,  one  for  each  importmt  and  urgent  problem.  Rules  will  be 
framed  for  this  purpose  by  the  Board  and  approved  by  Government. 

The  Board  continues  to  be  a  purely  advisory  body  without  any 
executive  functions.  The  functions  of  the  Board  are  : — 

(i)  to  discuss  all  questions  of  policy  relating  to  the  work¬ 
ing  of  the  various  Development  Departments  ; 

(ii)  to  make  suggestions  to  Government  in  regard  to  agri¬ 
cultural,  industrial  and  other  matters  of  economic  im¬ 
portance  and  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  several  De¬ 
velopment  Departments;  and 

(iii)  to  consider  important  proposals  and  schemes  sent  up 
by  each  individual  Development  Department  or  Gov¬ 
ernment  ancl  make  recommendations  thereon. 
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Government  have  agreed  to  give  the  beat  consideration  to  the 
suggestions  of  the  Board  and  not  to  initiate  any  new  economic 
policy  without  consulting  it. 

The  Board  retains  the  power  to  co-opt  members. 

The  non-official  members  of  the  Board  are  given  the  same  rates 
of  T.  A.  and  D,  A.  as  are  allowed  to  the  non-otioial  members  of  the 
Legislature 

One  of  the  earliest  duties  of  the  new  Board  is  the  organisation 
of  rural  reconstruction  work  in  selected  areas i  preferably  through  non¬ 
official  agencies  The  marketing  of  the  products  of  cottage  industries 
is  to  form  another  problem  for  consideration. 


THE  CINEMATOGRAPH  REGULATION. 


The  authority  having  power  to  grant  licenses  under  the  Cinema¬ 
tograph  Regulation,  *.  e„  the  ‘Licensing  Authority’  is  the  respective 
Municipal  Councils  in  municipal  areas  and  in  other  places  the 
District  Magistrate. 

a  license  will  be  granted  by  the  Licensing  Authority  only  if  it 
is  satisfied  that  adequate  precautions  have  been  taken,  in  the  place 
in  respect  of  which  the  license  is  to  be  given,  to  provide  for  the 
safety  of  persona  attending  exhibitions  therein.  The  licensee  shall 
exhibit  only  films  which  have  been  certified  as  suitable  for  public 
exhibition. 

The  procedure  to  be  adopted  in  the  matter  of  cinema  exhibitions 
in  the  State  is  that  the  films  intended  for  exhibition  should  invar!-  ' 
ably  be  censored  by  the  Board,  But,  in  respect  of  films  which  have 
already  been  certified  in  British  India,  the  certifying  authority  in 
this  State,  i.  e  ,  the  Board,  may  act  on  the  British  Indian  certificate, 
or  may  subject  the  film  to  a  fresh  examination  in  detail,  if  deemed 
necessary.  Tor  examination  of  films  produced  and  proposed  to  be 
exhibited  inthis  State,  a  fee  of  Rs.  o  for  every  thousand  feet  is 
charged.  But,  in  respect  of  films  which  have  already  been  certified 
by  the  British  Indian  Board,  when  such  certificates  are  accepted  by 
the  Board  without  further  examination,  a  fee  of  Re.l  for  every  thou¬ 
sand  feet  is  alone  oharged  ;  and  in  cases  where  the  Board  considers 
for  any  reason  that  it  ia  necessary  to  re-examine  a  film  and  does  so 
re-examine  it,  the  full  fee  of.Es.  5  per  thousand  feet  will  be  charged. 
Ordinarily,  the  films  certified  in  British  India  are  certified  here  also; 
and  it  is  only  In  cases  of  doubt  as  regards  the  suitability  of  the  film 
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for  exhibition  here  that  t-be  Board  will  re-examine  the  film.  In 
order  to  enable  the  Certifying  Board  to  decide  whether  any  film 
should  be  exhibited  before  them  for  the  purpose  of  certification,  the 
cinema  exhibitors  should  in  all  oases  furnish  to  the  Board  before¬ 
hand  the  details  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  film. 

The  Board  constituted  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  certi¬ 
fying  films  as  suitabfe  for  public  exhibition  iu  the  State  consists  of 
officials  and  non-officials.  The  members  of  the  Board  are 

1.  The  Commissioner  of  Police  (Presiclmi  t.) 

2  The  Chief  Engineer. 

3.  The  Director  of  Public  instruction. 

4.  A  non-offici  al  member  of  the  Municipal  Council, Trivandrum, 

6,  A  non-official  member  of  the  Legislative  Council. 

Every  cinematograph  installation  hasfo  bo  inspected  when 
first  erected  and  once  annually  by  the  Chief  Engineer  or  by  any 
other  officer  appointed  by  the  Government  in  this  behalf,  who  will 
certify  to  the  Licensing  Authority  that  the  installation  fulfils  the 
requirements  of  the  rules. 

The  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Electrical  Engineer  may  delegate 
to  any  officer  In  the  Public  Works  Department  or  the  Electrical 
Department  respectively  not  lower  inra.uk  than  an  Executive  Engi¬ 
neer  the  '  work  of  inspection  and  measurement  necessary  for  the 
Chief  Engineer  or  the  Elect'ica]  Engineer  to  comply  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  inspection  and  certification  by  them  under  the  rules. 

For  every  license  when  granted  or  renewed,  a  fee  will  he  charged 
according  to  the  Scale  laid  down  below

For  a  temporary  license  for  a  Rupee  one  for  a  mouth  or  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  three  portion  thereof  for  an  area  of  1000 
months  for  a  building  not  Square  feet  or  less  with  an  additional 
thatched  nor  constructed  of  fee  of  14  chs.  for  a  month  Or  for  a 
inflammable  materials.  Portion  thereof  for  every  500  square 

feet  or  fraction  thereof  in  excess  of 
1000  feet. 

The  list  of  certified  films  is  published  periodically  in  the  Gov 
eminent  Gazette. 
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A  list  oi  the  permanent  and  tonring  Cinema  Theatres  in  the 
State  Is  subjoined. 


License  fess  for  conducting  Cinema  shows  within  the  State. 

For  cinema  shows  within  the  Municipal  limits,  a  license  is 
required  under  the  Trarvancore  Municipal  Regulation.  The  rates

NOTABLE  INSTITUTIONS 
IN 

TRIVANDRUM. 
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SRI  CHITR ALA V AM 
(Qallery  of  Asian  Paintings.) 

The  Sri  Chitralayam  was  opened  on  September  25,  1935, 
by  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  of  Travancore  in  order  “  to 
provide  for  the  enjoyment,  education  and  development  of  the 
artistic  taste  of  the  people  by  means  of  a  collection  of  pictures 
representing  the  various  eras  of  painting  in  India,  along  with 
some  indication  of  the  art  in  other  parts  of  Asia  that  have  been 
influenced  by  Indian  culture." 

The  Gallery  was  reconstructed  out  of  two  bungalows  side 
by  side  in  the  Museum  Gardens,  the  reconstruction,  furnishing 
of  exhibits,  and  hanging  being  done  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
J.H.  Cousins.  The  first  bungalow,  single-storeyed,  is  laid  out 
in  three  sections  (Rooms  A,  B,  C.)  illustrating  modern  Indian 
painting  in  works  by  senior  Bengal  artists,  their  pupils,  and  other 
schools  in  the  Indian  manner.  The  second  bungalow,  two- 
storeyed,  shows  examples  of  Indo-European  painting  (Rooms  D, 
E,  F,  G  )  grouped  as  Raja  Ravi  Varma,  members  of  his  family, 
modem  Indo-European  style;  Rooms  H  to  K  (  upper  floor )  show 
Persian,  Mughal,  Rajput  and  Tanjore  paintings,  and  a  unique 
collection  of  copies  of  Indian  mural  painting  from  pre-historic 
times  down  through  the  eras  of  Ajanta  and  Bagh  to  recent  times 
in  Cochin  and  Travancore.  The  Gallery  thus  gives  a  continuous 
view  of  Indian  painting,  and  is  of  high  educational  value.  It 
also  contains  good  examples  of  Tibetan,  Chinese  and  Japanese 
painting,  and  this  year  (1937)  has  attained  the  unique  distinc¬ 
tion  of  presenting  the  first  good  collection  in  India,  and  perhaps 
elsewhere,  of  a  new  movement  in  painting  by  field-workers  and 
fishers  of  Bali. 

There  is  a  small  charge  for  admission.  A  catalogue  is  on

THE  MUSEUM  AND  PUBLIC  GARDENS. 

The  idea  of  a  Museum  at  Trivandrum  originated  with  Mr. 
Allan  Brown  F.  R.  S.,  Director  of  the  Trivandrum  Observatory, 
in  the  year  1852.  Three  years  Later,  a  Museum  Society  was 
organised  with  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  as  Patron,  with  the 
British  Resident  as  President  and  Mr.  Brown  as  Secretary.  Its 
object  was  to  afford  instruction  and  encouragement  in  arts 
and  crafts  by  the  exhibition  of  specimens  of  natural 
history  and  products  of  industry,  indigenous  and  foreign. 
The  nucleus  of  the  institution  was  a  collection  of  minerals  and 
rocks  presented  by  the  President.  The  present  building, 
designed  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  to  the  Government  of 


464 


Madras  and  named  the  Napier  Museum  after  a  former  .Governor 
of  Madras,  was  completed  in  1880.  The  building  is  of 
considerable  architectural  beauty.  Three  big  halls  inter¬ 
connected  by  long  corridors,  with  four  towers  and  numerous 
gables,  ornamental  ceiling  panels  and  wood  works,  colored  panes 
and  artistically  painted  walls,  both  inside  and  outside,  constitute 
the  main  scheme  of  the  building.  The  exhibits  arc  arranged 
in  their  proper  orders  and  groups.  Chief  among  the  exhibits 
are  a  splendid  collection  of  natural  history  specimens,  and  certain 
specimens  of  ethnology  and  art.  The  model  of  a  Nayar  house, 
a  relief  map  of  Travancore,  and  an  ivory  model  of  a  human 
skeleton  made  in  Travancore  by  Travancore  workmen  under 
command  ol  a  former  Maharaja  for  the  study  of  human  anatomy 
are  some  of  the  more  important  exhibits.  The  exhibits  are 
classified  into  different  sections  such  as  indigenous  arts,  crafts 
and  industries,  archaeology,  natural  history,  ethnology  and 
geology.  Admission  to  this  quasi-educational  institution  is  free, 
and  one  day  is  set  apart  for  gosha  ladies.  There  are  days 
when  the  number  of  visitors  reached  half  a  lakh. 

The  Museum  building  owes  its  beauty  partly  to  its  fine 
setting  in  a  beautifully  undulating  park.  Fifty  acres  of  hill  and 
dale  are  tastefully  laid  out  in  paths  and  terraces,  lawns  and  lakes, 
shrubberies  and  rockeries,  flower-beds  and  conservatories, 
interspread  with  the  runs  and  cages  of  the  Zoo.  Beginning 
from  the  lower  level  at  the  lake,  the  ground  rises  tier  on  tier 
till  it  spreads  into  an  extensive  terrace  converted  into  an 
ornamental  garden  known  as  the  Top  garden  on  which  the 
Musem  stands.  Weekly  concerts  are  provided  by  the  Nayar 
Brigade  Band.  Long  flights  of  steps  and  grassy  slopes  leading 
down  to  the  lake  with  clumps  of  golden  bamboos  and  stately 
trees  form  the  chief  feature  of  the  Lower  Garden.  There  are 
nearly  three  miles  of  roads  and  foot-paths ;  and  hundreds  of 
comfortable  garden  benches  are  provided. 

The  Zoo  was  started  in  1859  with  the  gracious  gift, 
by  His  Highness  the  Maharaja,  of  the  Palace  menagerie.  It 
now  contains  a  fairly  representative  collection  of  animals 
numbering  about  50J.  This  section  is  perhaps  the  chief  at¬ 
traction  of  the  institution.  Admission  to  the  Zoo  is  also  free. 

THE  TRIVANDRUM  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

Housed  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  buildings  in  the  town, 
the  Trivandrum  Public  Library  is  one  of  the  most  popular  institu¬ 
tions  among  all  classes  of  people.  It  had  its  beginnings  in  1847 
when  the  Public  Library  Society  was  organised  with  a  limited 
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membership.  In  November  1894,  the  Society  was  registered 
as  a  Joint  Stock  Company  and  became  the  Public  Library 
Association,  membership  being  thrown  open  to  all  persons 
residing  in  Trivandrum  and  conforming  to  the  Rules.  In 
1897,  the  Association,  under  an  agreement,  handed  over  its 
entire  property  to  Government  on  condition  that  Government 
erect  a  suitable  building  and  “  establish  a  free  library  to  be 
handed  over  to  the  public  in  commemoration  of  the  sixtieth  year 
of  the  Queen’s  reign.  ”  Since  1898,  the  management  of  the 
institution  rests  with  Government. 

The  Library  now  contains  over  31,000  volumes,  and  the 
number  is  being  daily  added  to.  There  is  a  good  collection  of 
very  old,  rare  and  costly  books  and  manuscripts,  which  are 
available  for  consultation  by  any  one.  The  Library  subscribes 
for  nearly  100  periodicals.

5  ubscribers  have  to  pay  a  deposit  of  Bh.  Rs.  3  or  2  and 
a  subscription  of  annas  8  or  4  according  to  the  number  of  volumes 
they  borrow  from  the  Library. 

With  a  view  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  this  institution  to 
the  people  of  Travancore  outside  the  Capital,  there  is  provision 
made  for  the  affiliation  of  mofussil  libraries  to  this  institution. 

The  amount  of  fees  leviable  from  affiliated  libraries  is  Bh. 
Rs;  9  for  one  year,  Bh.  Rs.  5  for  a  half-year,  or  Bh.  Re.  I  per 
month,  the  fees  being  payable  in  advance  in  every  case.  The 
maximum  weight  of  books  and  periodicals  allowed  for  each 
affiliated  library  is  660  tolas,  a  month.  The  transmission 
charges  to  and  fro  are  borne  by  Government. 
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The  libraries  in  the  State  at  present  availing  themselves  o{ 
the  advantages  of  affiliation  are:  —

Any  person  coming  to  the  Trivandrum  Public  Library  is 
permitted  to  make  use  of  the  books  and  periodicals  in  the 
library.  The  research  student  is  afforded  all  facilities  to  carry 
on  his  work  in  the  Reference  Room.  Members  of  the  staff  are 
ready  to  render  all  help  to  those  who  wish  to  read  in  the  Library. 

The  Book  Rooms  are  open  from  8  a.  m.  to  1  2  noon  and 
Irom  3  r.  M.  to  6  p.  m.  The  Reading  Rooms  are  open  from 
7  a.  M.  to  8  r.  M.  on  all  days  except  on  a  few  scheduled 
holidays.  The  General  Reading  Room  has  become  very  popular, 
the  average  number  of  readers  per  month  being  5,600. 

The  Library  is  administered  by  a  Committee  of  six  mem¬ 
bers  appointed  by  the  Government,  who  hold  office  for  three  years. 
Any  member  is  eligible  for  re-appointment.  No  person  who  is 
not  an  A  Class  member  of  the  Library  shall  be  eligible  for  , 
appointment  to  the  Committee,  and  no  member  of  the  Library 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Committee  unless  he  is  resident  in  the 
town  of  Trivandrum.  Any  member  of  the  Committee,  who  leaves 
Trivandrum  permanently,  or  who  fails  to  attend  two  consecutive 
meetings  of  the  Committee  without  reasonable  excuse,  may  be 
declared  by  the  Government  to  have  vacated  his  seat. 

The  Committee  consists  of  a  President,  four  ordinary 
members  and  the  Honorary  Secretary. 

THE  MASCOT  HOTEL,  TRIVANDRUM. 

The  Mascot  Hotel  is  centrally  situated  about  two  miles 
Irom  the  Trivandrum  Railway  Station.  The  Napier  Museum 
and  Gardens,  the  Public  Library,  the  School  of  Arts,  the 
Roman  Catholic  and  Protestant  Churches  are  within  easy  walk¬ 
ing  distance  of  the  Hotel. 

The  Hotel  is  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Government. 
There  are  six  airy  single  rooms  and  three  double  rooms  all  with 
bathrooms  attached.  All  rooms  are  furnished  in  modern  style 
and  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  of  the  latest  pattern.  The 
Lounge,  Sitting  room  and  Dining  room  are  well  appointed, 
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The  inclusive  charges  are  Rs.  10  for  a  single  room  per 
day  and  Rs.  16  for  a  double  room.  The  cuisine  is  excellent. 
Accommodation  can  be  booked  in  advance  by  applying  to  the 
Steward  of  the  Hotel. 

The  Hotel  undertakes  catering  for  parties  in  the  Hotel 
premises  and  outside  at  moderate  charges. 

Schedule  or  Charges. 
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THE  VICTORIA  JUBILEE  TOWN  HALL,  TRfVANORUVl, 

The  Victoria  Jubilee  Town  Hall,  Trivandrum,  was  erected 
as  a  permanent  memorial  of  the  golden  jubilee  of  the  great  and 
glorious  reign  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria.  It  was  formally 
opened  by  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  on  the  25th  January  1896. 
The  Government  gave  a  handsome  contribution  of  Rs.  35,000 
and  the  site,  measuring  nearly  an  acre,  for  the  purpose;  and  the 
work  was  designed  and  executed  by  the  State  Engineering 
Department. 

With  its  lofty  and  well-proportioned  hall,  stained  glass 
windows  and  ornamental  cornice,  with  a  beautiful  proscenium 
and  five-storied  steeple  tower,  the  building  presents  an  attractive 
spectacle.  The  Hall  can  accommodate  600  to  700  persons, 
besides  1  50  in  the  balcony  and  nearly  200  on  the  dais  which  can 
also  be  used  a  stage.  Three  hanging  curtains,  a  large 
embroidered  velvet  drop  and  a  number  of  rotating  side  screens 
are  provided  for  the  stage. 

Electric  fans  and  lights  are  provided  throughout,  and  there 
are  special  arrangements  for  lighting  the  stage.  There  are  green 
rooms  and  out-houses.  There  is  a  well  laid  out  garden.  There 
is  a  ticket  booth  at  one  of  the  gates.  The  floor  of  the  hall  is 
paved  with  polished  teak-wood  planks  so  that  it  may  be  used 
for  dances.  A  telephone  and  fire  extinguisher  are  provided. 

Government  have  priority  for  the  use  of  the  Hall;  and  the 
meetings  of  the  Legislature  are  held  there.  The  management 
rests  with  a  committee  of  10  members,  of  whom  not  less  than  six 
are  non-officials.  Four  of  the  non-official  members  are  elected 
by  the  voters  of  the  Sri  Chitra  State  Council  resident  in  the 
municipal  town  of  Trivandrum,  and  the  other  two  and  the  official 
members  are  nominated  by  Government.  The  members  hold 
office  for  three  years.  The  Committee  elects  one  of  its 
members  as  Honorary  Secretary.

The  above  charges  are  exclusive  of  electricity  charges,  which 

amount  to  Bh.  Rs.  2-8  as.  per  hour  for  the  use  of  lights  or  fans 
or  both  and  Bh.  Re.  1  -4  as.  for  every  half  hour  or  part  thereof 
beyond  the  first  hour. 

All  charges  must  be  paid  by  the  intending  lessees  in  advance 
at  the  Divisional  Treasury,  Trivandrum,  and  the  chalan  receipt 
forwarded  along  with  the  application  to  the  Honorary  Secretary. 

The  free  use  of  the  hall  is,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  and  with  the  sanction '  of  Government,  granted  to 
recognised  associations  working  for  the  public  good.  Such 
applications  should  also  be  made  to  the  Honorary  Secretary  at 
least  a  fortnight  before  the  date  of  the  proposed  function. 


SCHOOL  OP  ARTS. 

This  institution  was  started  on  1 7-7- 1064  m.  is.  (February 
1889  A.  D.)  The  industries  such  as  carving  in  wood,  and  ivory 
and  Kuftgari  work  were  started  in  Kumbhom  1064  when  the 
school  was  started.  Pottery  manufacture  was  started  in  Chingom 
1065  and  Silversmith’s  work  in  Chingom  1072.  Inlaid  work  in 
ivory  was  also  introduced  later  on.  The  institution  was  put  in 
charge  of  a  Superintendent  and  a  visiting  committee  was  appoint¬ 
ed  in  1071-  The  committee  continued  till  1080  when  it  was 
abolished. 

Thirty  students  are  given  instruction  in  the  drawing  subjects 
as  well  as  in  any  one  of  the  handicrafts,  viz.,  ivory,  wood-carv¬ 
ing,  smithery  and  pottery  work.  A  fresh  batch  of  1 5  stipen¬ 
diaries  is  generally  admitted  once  in  two  years,  but  vacancies 
which  may  arise  are  also  filled  up  once  in  a  year. 

The  course  of  instruction  covers  over  a  period  of  four  years. 
Other  students  are  also  admitted  and  given  instruction  in  the 
drawing  subjects  on  payment  of  Rs.  1 2  and  Rs.  18  per  annum 
for  the  Lower  and  the  Higher  classes  respectively.  The  paying 
students  and  the  stipendiaries  are  prepared  for  the  Madras  Gov¬ 
ernment  Technical  Examinations  in  Drawing  subjects. 
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There  is  also  a  Lacquer-work  section  which  was  started  in 
the  year  1930  and  in  which  instruction  is  imparted  in  the  making 
of  lacquer-wares.  Seven  stipendiaries  are  admitted  in  this  section 
once  in  two  years. 

Ivory,  Kultgari,  silver  and  pottery  articles  are  manufactured 
and  sold. 

The  articles  made  in  the  institution  are  kept  for  show  and 
sale  in  the  Trivandrum  Sales  Depot,  the  Srimulam  Shaahti- 
abdapurti  Memorial  Institute,  Trivandrum,  the  Bombay  Sales 
Depot,  and  in  the  School  of  Arts  itself.  I  he  manufacture  and 
sale  of  articles  in  the  School  of  Arts  are  regulated  by  rules 
framed  under  the  orders  of  Government. 

All  enquiries  and  orders  in  respect  ci  the  articles  should 
be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent.  School  of  Arts,  Trivandrum. 

Articles  manufactured  in  Indian  style  of  design  are,  from 
time  to  time,  sent  for  exhibitions  both  in  and  out  of  India  and 
many  medals  have  been  obtained  for  the  excellence  of  the 
articles.  • 


THE  TRIVANDRUM  SALES  DEPOT. 

In  September  1932,  Government  sanctioned  the  opening  of 
a  Sales  Depot  in  Trivandrum  as  an  experimental  measure  and 
the  Depot  was  opened  on  the  1 0th  Makarom  I  f  08.  It  has  been 
housed  in  a  rented  building  just  opposite  to  the  Science  College. 
Since  1108,  it  is  being  continued  year  alter  year  cm  a  temporary 
basis. 

The  Depot  is  intended  to  serve  as  a  medium  of  advertise¬ 
ment  for  industrial  products  and  also  as  an  agency  for  the  sale  of 
these  products.  It  is  not  a  profit-making  concern.  Many  private 
individuals  and  institutions,  besides  the  Government  institutions, 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  Depot  and  exhibited  their  articles 
for  sale  there.  The  volume  of  business  transacted  annually 
amounts  to  about  Rs.  1  5,000. 

The  Depot  is  under  the  charge  of  a  Manager.  It  under¬ 
takes  to  receive  exhibits  and  sell,  on  commission,  articles  of  all 
description  which  are  bona  fide  products  of  cottage  industries 
or  factories  in  Trayancore.  The  articles  are  to  be  delivered  at 
the  Depot  by  the  owners  at  their  cost.  A  commission  of  10  per 
cent.  is_  charged  on  all  articles  entrusted  by  private  persons  or 
institutions  for  sale  and  6|  per  cent,  on  all  products  of  Govern¬ 
ment  institutions.  The  accounts  of  sales  are  closed  every  month 
and  the  amount  due  less  commission  is  paid  to  the  owner  of  the 
articles  during  the  succeeding  month.

There  is  an  Embroidery  Section  also  located  in  the  Sales 
Depot.  Six  girls  are  admitted  every  year  for  training  in  the 
Section.  The  period  of  training  extends  over  2  years  and  a 
monthly  stipend  of  Rs.  5  in  the  first  year  class  and  of  Rs.  7  in 
the  second  year  class  is  being  paid  to  each  student.  The  articles 
made  in  the  Section  are  kept  for  sale  in  the  Sales  Depot. 


THE  SRI  CHITRA  HOME  FOR  THE  DESTITUTE  AND 
THE  INFIRM. 

With  the  object  of  eradicating  mendicancy  and  distress  by 
methods  of  organised  relief,  the  Home  was  inaugurated  under 
the  gracious  auspices  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  in  1931, 
and  was  formally  opened  by  Her  Highness  Maharani  Sethu 
Parvathi  Bhayi  in  1934.  The  institution,  now  housed  in  a 
spacious  building  with  extensive  premises  at  Pattam,  is  so 
equipped  as  to  afford  accommodation  for  fifty  inmates.  It  is  un¬ 
der  the  management  of  a  full-time  Resident  Superintendent, 
assisted  by  an  adequate  staff  and  controlled  by  a  Board  of 
Management.  There  is  also  an  Orphanage  attached,  with  ac¬ 
commodation  for  50  children,  under  the  care  o(  a  Resident 
Matron. 

Indigent  and  infirm  persons  of  either  sex  above  40  years  of 
age  and  orphans  under  16  are  admitted,  on  proper  certification, 
irrespective  of  caste  or  creed.  They  are  fed,  clothed  and 
housed  ;  and  the  children  are  sent  to  school.  No  effort  is  spared 
to  make  the  condition  of  the  inmates  as  happy  and  contented  as 
possible  with  the  resources  available. 

The  funds  of  the  institution  are  almost  entirely  made  up  of 
the  munificent  grant  of  Rupees  half  a  lakh  from  the  privy  purse 
of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja.  The  interest  on  this  iamount 
which,  together  with  the  gracious  contribution  of  Rs.  1,000 
from  Her  Highness  Maharani  Sethu  Parvathi  Bhayi  and  the 
handsome  donation  of  Rs.  500  from  Rao  Sahib  Udarasiromani 
T.  Padmanabha  Rao,  as  also  casual  subscriptions  now  aggregat¬ 
ing  to  nearly  Rs.  1 ,500,  makes  up  an  endowment,  fund,  is  the 
main  source  of  income  for  the  upkeep  of  the  institution.  This  is 
augmented  by  generous  Government  grants,  so  far  amounting  to 
Rs.  14,000.  Lump  sum  donations,  subscriptions,  either  periodi¬ 
cal  or  casual,  and  contributions  towards  feasts,  payable  either  to 
the  Honorary  Secretary  or  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  are  grate¬ 
fully  accepted. 

The  Board  of  Management  is  sparing  no  pains  to  increase 
the  resources  of  the  Home- 
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THE  SRI  MULAM  TIRUNAL  SHASHTIABDAPURTI 
MEMORIAL  INSTITUTE,  TRIVANDRUM. 

The  Institute,  situated  to  the  south-east  of  the  Public 
Offices,  is  a  permanent  memorial  which  a  grateful  people  have 
erected  in  commemoration  of  an  unique  event  (  the  sixtieth 
birthday  )  in  the  life  of  a  sovereign  who  devoted  a  strenuous  life 
of  unstinted  service  to  the  welfare  of  his  people.  It  serves  as  an 
industrial  and  commercial  Museum  and  Bureau  where  local 
products  and  manufactures  are  exhibited  with  information  about 
their  source,  price  and  other  useful  particulars.  The  endow¬ 
ment  is  to  the  value  of  nearly  one  lakh  of  rupees,  of  which  one- 
half  is  invested  on  buildings  and  furniture  and  the  other  half 
forms  the  corpus  of  the  fund,  the  income  from  which  is  used  to 
defray  the  cost  of  upkeep. 

The  Institute  is  under  the  control  of  a  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  appointed  by  Government  and  consisting  of  seven  members 
of  whom  four  are  non-officials.  The  Committee  elects  its 
Chairman  and  Honorary  Secretary;  an  executive  committee  is 
formed  consisting  of  the  above  and  another  member;  and  two 
other  members  are  selected  to  audit  the  accounts  and  take  stock 
of  the  exhibits  at  the  end  of  each  year. 

With  a  view  to  encourage  trade  and  manufacture,  the 
practice  of  levying  charges  for  hire  of  space  has  been  disconti¬ 
nued  ;  and  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  to  allow  accommodation  to  owners  of  exhibits  free  of 
charge. 

There  is  a  library  attached  to  the  institute,  containing  books 
on  subjects  relating  to  industry  and  commerce.  The  Institute  is 
also  subscribing  for  several  journals  dealing  with  those  subjects. 
The  Institute  and  the  library  are  open  to  all. 

Every  year  the  anniversary  of  the  birthday  of  His  Highness 
Sri  Mulam  Tirunal  Maharaja  is  celebrated  by  the  Institute. 
The  building  and  the  premises,  which  have  been  converted  into 
a  neat  garden  forming  a  fine  setting  for  the  hall,  are  decorated 
and  illuminated.  A  public  meeting  is  held  at  which  a  lecture  on 
some  topic  relating  to  commerce  and  industry  is  delivered.  The 
bust  of  the  late  Maharaja,  kept  in  the  Institute,  is  garlanded  and 
tributes  are  paid  in  three  languages  to  the  departed  Ruler. 

The  Institute  is  open  daily  from  8  A.  M.  to  1 1  A.  M.  and 
from  3  l'.  m.  to  6.  i\  m. 

Enquiries  from  intending  exhibitors  may  be  addressed  to 
the  Honorary  Secretary. 
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WOMEN  &  CHILDREN’S  HOSPITAL,  TRIVANDRUM. 

The  establishment  of  a  separate  Hospital  intended  exclusively 
for  women  in  the  State  dates  back  to  the  year  1 070.  It  was 
styled  the  Maternity  Hospital  and  was  intended  for  treating 
Maternity  cases  rather  than  all  diseases  to  which  women  and 
children  are  subject.  It  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  Male  Assistant 
Surgeon.  After  some  years,  a  Lady  Doctor  was  appointed  as 
the  head,  and  the  Hospital  began  to  grow  in  usefulness  and 
popularity.  But  it  continued  to  fail  to  attract  Indian  women  of 
the  better  classes.  His  Highness  the  Maharaja,  however, 
felt  that  the  time  was  ripe  for  giving  the  Capital  a  first  rate 
Hospital  for  womem  and  children,  and  accordingly  in  1091 
(1916)  the  present  Hospital  at  Thycaud  with  90  beds  was 
opened,  and  for  the  first  time  the  Hospital  was  placed  under  an 
Indian  Lady  Doctor  trained  in  London.  Separate  Wards  were 
provided  for  treating  Maternity,  Gynaecological  and  Medical 
cases.  Six  rooms  for  paying  patients  and  award  for  children 
were  also  attached.  Dr.  Mrs,  Poonen  Lukose  has  been  in 
charge  of  the  new  Hospital  from  1091.  The  institution  has 
grown  in  numbers  and  in  efficiency  during  the  past  21  years,  and 
it  attracts  patienis  not  only  from  different  parts  of  Travancore, 
but  also  from  British’  India,  from  Burma  and  Ceylon  and  the 
East  Indies. 

The  Hospital,  which.started  with  about  30  in-patients  and 
50  out-patients  daily,  and  about  1 00  maternity  cases  a  year,  has 
now  about  300  in-patients  and  400  out-patienis  daily,  and  over 
3,000  maternity  cases  a  year.  About  800  major  surgical  oper¬ 
ations  are  also  performed  every  year.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that,  in  1 936,  the  Women  and  Children’s  Hospital  at  Trivandrum, 
stood  fourth  among  all  the  Women’s  Hospitals  in  India  in  the 
number  of  maternity  cases  treated.  All  classes  and  communities 
have  got  over  the  old  "prejudice  of  coming  for  treatment  to  the 
Hospital. 

The  Hospital  is  run  entirely  by  women  and  the  present 
staff  consists  of  :  —

One  Assistant  Surgeon-who  is  also  the  House  Surgeon 

Four  Sub  Assistant  Surgeons 

Three  Honorary  House  Surgeons 

One  European  Head  Nursing  Sister 

Seven  European  Nursing  Sisters 
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Twenty  Indian  Nurses 
Twenty  three  Warders 
Seventeen  Mid  wives 
Five  Compounders 

Dewan  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswami  Iyer,  realising  the  impossibility 
of  the  Government  being  able  hereafter  to  supply  all  the  increas¬ 
ing  requirements  of  the  Hospital,  started  Iasi:  year  a  Hospital 
Donation  Fund  with  a  handsome  gift  from  himself.  Several 
patients  have  followed  his  laudable  example  and  one  donor  has 
given  Rs.  2,000  towards  the  building  of  a  new  Labour  Ward 
to  be  named  *'  Her  Highness  Karthika  Thirunal  Labour  Ward”, 
This  ward  is  to  be  opened  very  shortly,  and  it  will  be  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  Travancore. 

During  the  last  14  years,  a  two  years’  course  for  Nurses 
has  been  regularly  held  in  this  Hospital,  and  all  the  Nurses  who 
passed  out  have  been  employed  by  Government  in  the  various 
Hospitals  in  the  State. 

Many  eminent  persons  from  different  iparts  of  the  world 
have  visited  the  Hospital  from  time  to  time  including  Their  Ex¬ 
cellencies  Lady  Irwin  and  Lady  Willingdon.  They  have  all 
been  greatly  impressed  with  the  efficiency  of  the  institution  and 
its  air  of  cheerfulness  and  comfort.  Her  Excellency  Lady 
Willingdon,  on  the  occasion  of  her  second  visit  to  the  Hospital 
in  1 933,  noted  in  the  Visitors’  Book: —  “  It  was  'a  great  joy  to 

me  to  be  able  to  visit  this  delightful  Hospital  again.  I  always 
remember  it  as  one  of  the  best  1  had  seen  in  India,  and  now  I 
am  quite  sure  it  is  one  of  the  best.”

Demonstration  arid  Experimental  Farms. 

The  Paddy  Fabm. 

This  farm  was  opened  towards  trie  end  of  1090  m.  e.  It  lies 
within  the  Tbiropathisaram  pakuthi  of  trie  Tovala  Taluk  and  is 
situated  on  the  Nagercoil  —  Thazhakudy  road  at  a  distanoe  of  3  miles 
from  trie  town  of  Nagercoil.  Out  of  a  total  area  of  4278  acres,  34  50 
acres  have  been  brought  under  cultivation.  Trio  source  of  irrigation 
for  the  farm  is  a  tank  fod  by  a  channel  radiating  from  tho  Kodayar 
Reservoir.  The  average  annual  rainfall  In  tho  plaoo  is  about  40 
Inches. 

The  site  of  the  farm  was  an  abandoned  tank-bod.  As  the  soil 
of  the  bed  was  heavy  clay,  containing  a  large  proportion  of  alkali 
salts,  attention  was  concentratea  (luring  tho  first  few  years  on  Im¬ 
proving  the  texture  of  tho  soil  and  removing  alkalinity.  Application 
of  sulphur  at  trie  rate  of  half  a  ton  per  acre  during  the  first  two  years 
followed  by  dressings  of  cattle  manure  from  the  third  year  onwards 
reduces  alkalinity  by  75  per  cent  and  the  effects  are  found  to  bo  last¬ 
ing.  Of  the  various  sour  leaves  tried,  Nelli  (Umbllca  officianalis) 
has  considerable  ameliorating  offoct  on  alkali  injury. 

From  the  experiments  conducted  so  far,  tho  following  conclusive 
results  ha vo  been  obtained. 

1  Artificial  and  organic  manures  should  bo  applied  in  a  judi¬ 
cious  combination  to  produce  the  best  results. 

2.  Night-soil  compost  gives  the  highest  yield  of  grain. 

3  Groundnut  and  castor  among  oil  cakes  and  Avara  (Cassia 
anrieulata.)  and  Nonna  (Cassia  florida)  among  locally  available  green 
leaves  are  found  to  produco  good  results. 

4  The  application  of  daclum  cynnamide,  winch  contains  a 
large  percentage  of  lime  and  nitrogen,  a  week  before  transplantation 
tends  to  increase  the  yield. 

5.  Though  the  outturn  increases  in  proportion  to  the  quantity  of 
manures  used,  the  profit  does  not  go  up  part  passu  and  it  .will  not 
therefore  be  economical  to  apply  to  paddy  crop  manures  costing  more 
than  8s.  20  per  acre. 

6.  The  quality  and  cropping  capacity  of  paddy  seeds  are  im¬ 
proved  appreciably  by  selection.  The  selected  seeds  sold  from  the 
farm  yield  on  an  average  3B0  lbs,  of  grain  more  per  acre  than  ordi¬ 
nary  seeds,  other  conditions  being  equal. 

7.  The  best  seed  rates  for  dry  and  wet  broadcast  sowing  are  108 
lbs.  and  90  lbs.  respectively  per  acre. 

8.  Paddy  seedlings  transplanted  singly,  6  inches  apart,  give  highe* 
yield  than  those  transplanted  in  bunches  of  10  to  1.5  seedlings  .  By 
adopting  single  seedling  method,  the  seed  rate  for  sowing  in  the 
nursery  intended  for  transplanting  1  acre  can  be  reduced  from  63  lbs. 
to  22i  lbs. 

9  Seedlings  of  Valsiramundan  paddy,  a  variety  of  6  months’ 
duration  usually  cultivated  during  Kumbham  season,  should  be  trans¬ 
planted  when  they  ate  30  days  old. 


10.  01  the  various  light-  iron  ploughs,  the  Climax  Plough  is 
best  suited  to  Nanjinad. 

11.  Veppin  Paai,  a  species  of  algae,  which  U  ioxmd  as  a  per¬ 
sistent  weed  in  paddy  lands,  can  be  eradicated  by  rice  application  oi 
copper  sulphate  at  the  rate  ol  6  Jbs.  per  acre  in  two  doses. 

12.  The  paddy  stem-borer  pest,  which  causes  a  heavy  annual 

loss  ol  to  the  Nanjinad  ryofa,  can  be  checked  by  weeding  out  the 
afleoted  seedlings  in  the  nursery.  • 

The  seed  selected  in  the  iarm  finds  most  favour  with  the  ryots 
of  Nanjinad;  and  on  an  average  27,230  lbs,  of  seed  are  Bold  annual¬ 
ly.  According  to  latest  figures,  28,048  aores  were  transplanteci  with 
single  seedlings  during  ICumbham  season  and  42,070  acres  sowed 
broadcast  during  Kanni  season.  The  saving  effected  in  the  cost  of 
seed  for  the  two  seasons  is  estimated  at  about  Rs.  60,000. 

Mr.  P.  Padmanabha  Iyer,  Agricultural  Inspector,  is  in  charge 
of  this  farm. 


This  farm  is  situated  in  the  Cape  Comorin  p<Authi  of  the  Agas- 
teeswaram  Taluk  and  is  on  the  Nagercoil  —  Cape  road  about  tiro 
miles  up  Cape  Comorin.  The  farm  was  started  in  1096  3t  a.  It 
comprises  an  area  of  nearly  17  acres.  'I  he  place  has  an  average 
rainfall  of  about  34  inches.  The  main  object  of  the  farm  is  to  grow 
different  kinds  ana  varieties  of  fruit  trees  suited  t-o  local  soil  and 
climatic  conditions  and  propagate  them  for  distribution  to  the 
public.  The  whole  area  has  already  bee  i  planted  u.i  with  different 
varieties  of  mango,  grape  vine,  oranges,  grape  fruit,  gusva  and 


steen,  kabi,  custard  apple  and  hmey  jack.  A  nur>ery  was  started.  m 
1931  and  ever  since  plants,  raised  in  the  nursery  from  the  above  trees 
and  for  which  there  is  great  demand,  are  being  sold  to  the  public. 
It  may  bo  noted  that  the  cultivation  of  the^sapodilla  tree  is  most 
profitable  in  that  it  requires  very  little  attention  for  cultivation  and 
much  Jess  for  irrigation.  A  list  of  graft  plant-®  available  in  the  farm

Demonstration  Farm,  Ppeivara. 

This  farm  is  situated  in  the  Pudur  pahutU  of  the  Shencotta 
Taluk,  having  an  average  rainfall  of  about  57  inches.  It  lies  about 
a  mile  to  the  east  of  the  Bhagavathipuram  Railway  Station,  on  the 
BOjrth^m  si 4?  of  the  Railway  line  and  touching  the  fringes  of  tb$ 


Mulakamchanpara  <ni <000)  U.<«vi=  .Forest,  The  farm 

can  bs  approached  by  a  branch  road  iroro  the  second  furlong  on  the 
57th  mile  of  the  Qnilon  Shone:, ttn  road.  The  farm  was  start- 
ed  in  the  year  1084  and  compruaw  an  area  of  3fi '09  acres,  of  which 
25' 07  acres  including  both  dry  anrl  wot  lands  are  arable.  The  re¬ 
maining  portion  being  more  or  less  rooky  is  reserved  for  grazing  the 
farm  cattle.  The  whole  arablo  nroa  has  been  brought  under 
cultivation. 

Fruit-  trees  such  as  graft  uiangoos,  oranges,  limes  and  pomegra¬ 
nates  .have  been  planted  in  the  farm.  Manorial,  varietal  and  cultural 
trials  are  conducted  on  paddy  and  cholam,  the  two  important  food 
crops  of  the  taluk,  to  find  out  the  be«t  varieties,  host  treatments  and 
the  optimum  time  for  the  various  operations  to  give  the  highest 
yields.  Of  the  different  exotic  varieties  of paddy  tried,  G.  E.  B.  24 
got  down  from  Coimbatore  was  found  suitable  to  the  locality.  It  is 
a  hardy  variety  of  early  maturing  and  high  yielding  capacity,  Manur¬ 
ing  Paddy  with  ammonium  sulphate  in  conjunction  with  green 
manure  at  transplanting  is  proved  to  lie  best.  Tho  varieties  of  oho- 
lam  under  trial  arc  Munkmmri,  fulvelh,  Uppulculiy,  Mudi  and 
ChUhir  t-  Fcifc.  Experiments  with  chemical  and  local  manures  are 
being  continued.  Sun- hemp  is  being  cultivated  on  the  farm  and 
sold  to  ryots  for  green  manure.  A  trial  wa»  made  to  raise  a  crop  of 
linseed  and  the  results  obtained  are  encouraging.  The  soil  is  fertile 
and  responds  well  to  organic  manure. 

The  Pepper  Farm. 

The  pepper  farm  is  situated  in  Koni  Village  of  the  Kmnpazha 
pakutJii,  Pat-hanamthitta  Taluk  about  23  miles  from  the  Punsloor 
railway  station,  on  the  way  from  Pvmalur  to  Mrmdakayam.  The 
Achancoil  river  runs  on  the  southern  side  of  the  farm.  The  farm 
was  opened  towards  tho  end  of  1095  Tho  total  area  of  the  farm  is 
150  acres  The  average  rainfall  is  143  inches.  The  chief  crop  is 
pepper  which  is  cultivated  on  100  acres  interplanted  with  coffes  and 
rubber  in  40  acres.  Fourteen  varieties  of  pepper  have  been  planted 
in  the  farm.  They  are  Kumbha  Kodi,  Karuvilanchy,  Karuvally, 
Chumaia,  Pemmkodi,  Munda,  Mundi.  Thulakodi,  Kottanadan, 
Arikottanadan,  Kuthiravally,  Kanialo>dan,  Balamkottah  and  Kallu- 
vally,  The  last  two  are  exotic  varieties  imported  from  the  IVynad 
District  in  Malabar,  From  the  varietal  tests  conducted  on  the  farm, 
it  is  found  that  Kottanadan  and  Kanin, kudan  varieties  are  best  suited 
for  planting  on  a  commercial  scale  in  as  ranch  as  they  excel  other 
varieties  in  weight  and  percentage  of  dry  to  green  pepper.  Other 
experiments  such  as  manuring,  cultivation  and  use  of  different  kinds 
ot  standards,  both  dead  and  living,  as  props  are  also  being  conducted. 

The  officer  in  charge  of  the  farm  is  Mr,  V.  Subramonia  Filial, 
Agricultural  Inspector, 

The  Demonstration. Faun,  Oachuia, 

The  farm  is  situated  in  the  pahitM  and  taluk  of  Karunagapally, 
near  the -22nd  mile  of  the  .Quiion-  Alleppey  road 'at  Oachlra 
which  has  an  average  annual^1  tinfall  of  about. >108  inches;  The 
farm  comprises  an  area  of  4i  acres,  The;crop  under  cultivation fe 


coeoanut.  Different  varieties  are  planted  in  the  farm.  SO  feet  apart 
and  a  series  of  experiments  are  being  conducted  to  fir.d  the  best 
manure  mixture  that  would  make  tfco  trees  disease-resistant  and  at 
the  same  time  increase  the  yield.  This  consists  of  burnt-  lime  50  lbs. 
Kainitand  Basic  slag  5  lbs.  each  and  Sodium  Nitrate  3  lbs. 

Mr.  P,  C.  Krishna  Pillai,  Agricultural  Demonstrator,  is  in  charge 
of  the  farm. 


The  Experimental  Farm  at  AvimKuNnu. 

This  farm  was  started  in  1035  to  demonstrate  the  possibility  of 
growing  different  varieties  of  coeoanut  in  almost  barren  sand  and  is 
situated  in  the  Ariyad  pakutM  of  tho  Ambalapuzha  Taluk  on  the  Al- 
eppey  -  Ariyad  road  about  one  mile  from  the  town  of  A]]eppey.  The 
area  of  the  farm  is  8'81  acres  and  the  average  rainfall  here  is  about 
118  inches.  The  soil  of  the  locality  13  a  poor  sand  devoid  of  any 
organic  matter.  The  application  of  a  good  basal  dose  of  organic 
manure  is  therefore  very  essential  for  successful  crop  production  here. 
The  application  of  backwater  clay  helps  considerably  to  biud  to¬ 
gether  the  porous  sand ,  The  cultural  experiments  conducted  so  far 
prove  that  the  ill-effects  of  drought  in  eoooanut  gardens  can  be  miti¬ 
gated  to  a  considerable  extent  by  keeping  the  surface  soil  well  tilled 
so  as  to  preserve  a  much  of  loos®  earth.  As  a  result  of  !he  experi¬ 
ments  conducted  in  the  farm,  vasl  areas  which  were  formerly  lying 
waste  round  about  the  farm  have  been  brought  under  coeoanut  culti¬ 
vation. 

The  work  on  the  farm  is  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Agricultural  Inspector,  Vaikam,  Mr.  K.  Krishna  Pillai, 

Demonstration  Farm,  Awaye. 

It-  is  situated  in  Chengamanad  pakutM  of  the  Parur  Taluk  and 
is  on  the  northern  bank  of  the  Poriyar  rivor  just  opposite  the  Palace 
at  Alwaye  and  to  the  west  of  the  EmakitUm  —  cJhorannr  railway  line. 
Tho  area  of  tho  farm  is  3  acres  and  the  rainfall  in  tho  locality  is 
about  126  inches.  Tho  farm  was  first  started  in  tho  year  1084  for 
conducting  experiments  on  sugar-cane  cultivation  When  an  Agri¬ 
cultural  School  was  opened  in  1097,  the  farm  began  to  function  as 
an  appendage  to  the  school.  The  school  was  temporarily  closed 
towards  the  end  of  1107  :  and  over  ainco,  the  farm  is  run  as  an  in¬ 
dependent  institution  under  the  management  of  an  Agricultural  Sub- 
Inspoctor.  Varietal  study  of  sugarcanes  is  being  conducted .  Many 
varieties  got  down  from  the  Sugarcane  Breeding  Station  at  Coim¬ 
batore  havo  been  acclimatised  and  setts  from  the  best  varieties  are 
sold  to  ryots  throughout  the  iitato.  The  variety  known  :.s  P.  O.  J. 
2725  is  found  to  be  host  suited  to  conditions  prevailing  in  Travan- 
ebre.  Of  the  ten  more  varieties  grown  in  tho  nursery  for  obscr- 
»  vai-ion  and  multiplication,  Fiji  B,  P.  O.  J.  2878,  C.  0.  421  and 
C.  0.  281  appear  to  bo  promising  Besides  setts  of  the  above  varieties 
of  sugarcane,  paddy  (Twin  and  Aryan1,  soya  bean,  Afri 00, n  oil  palm 
and  sun-homp  soeds,  Napier  grass  cuttings  and  suckers  of  Mintoly 
and  oHier  plantains  we  evihvMe  for  s«!e  in  tho  farm. 
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Demonstrations. 

In  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  the  above  Farms,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  is  conducting  every  year  a  1-rge  number  of  demonstrations  on 
crops  like  paddy  cocoanut,  sugar-cane,  tapioca,  ginger,  etc.,  on  ryote’ 
own  lands  to  convince  them  directly  of  the  value  of  the  scientific 
methods  of  cultivation  that  are  followed  in  the  Government  Farms. 
In  1111  m.  e.,  as  many  as  187  auch  demonstrations  were  conducted. 


Sale  of  manures,  seeds  and  agricultural  implements. 

Advances  for  manures.— With  fa  view  to  popularise  the  use  of 
scientific  manures  among  the  ryots,  the  Department  introduced  the 
system  of  stocking  such  manures  in  Government  depots  and  selling 
them  to  the  ryots  at  cost  price.  The  price,  transport  charges,  etc., 
of  these  manures  are  met  from  funds  provided  for  the  purpose  under 
DebtHead  Advances  and  recoveries  on  account  of  the  Sale  of  manures 
are  credited  to  the  same  head. 

As  a  result  of  the  work  done  by  the  Department  for  the  popula¬ 
risation  of  scientific  manures,  several  Private  agencies  came  into  the 
field  to  cany  on  manure  sale.  Government  have  sanctioned  agents 
(■private  persons  or  co-operative  societies)  being  engaged  for  the  sale 
of  manures  on  payment  of  a  commission  of  10  per  cent,  on  the  sales 
effected  by  them.  The  agents  have  to  execute  agreements  for  the 
ProPer  conduct  of  the  agency.  Government  have  also  sanctioned 
co-operative  societies  engaged  for  the  Depa  rtment  as  agents  for  the 
sale  of  manures,  being  Perm  itted  to  sell  manures  on  credit  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  rules  prescribed  therefor. 

Advances  for  seeds  and  seedlings.—  Side  by  side  with  the  efforts 
made  to  Popularise  improved  manures,  steps  are  also  taken  to  pur¬ 
chase  selected  seeds  and  to  sell  seedlings  raised  from  them  to  the 
ryots.  The  conditions  under  which  the  advances  are  made  and  the 
methods  of  issuing  and  adjusting  the  advances  under  manures 
seeds,  implements  etc.,  are  she  same. 

Advances  for  implements. — Improved  agricultural  implements 
such  asMeston  Plough,  Climax  plough,  etc.,  are  stocked  in  Depart¬ 
mental  depots  for  sale  to  the  ryots  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
popularise  them  in  the  country.  Improved  types  of  bee- hives  are 
also  made  out  of  funds  underthis  head  and  are  sold  to  the  public  at 
cost  price. 

t  Advances  for  fish  industries.— With  a  view  to  develop  the  fish 
curing  industry  in  the  State  several  fish  curing  yards  have  been 
opened  and  all  possible  facilities  are  given  for  curing  fish  on  scienti¬ 
fic  lines.  The  salt  required  for  fish  outers  is  sold  at  a  concessional 
rate.  Salt  is  purchased  from  the  Excise  Department  at  the  full 
selling  price  prevailing  m  the  salt  factories,  and  the  same  is  sold  to 
carers  at  Bh.  Re  1  as.  13,  per  maund. 

Government  have  also  sanctioned  the  end  posts  of  stake  lines  * 
in  the  Vembanad  and  Ashtamudi  lakes  being  lighted  during  night 
time  meeting  the  expenditure  from  Debt  Head  Advances  and  recover* 
ing  the  cost  from  the  stake  net  owners.

the  time  of  the  grant  of  the  loan  and  of  such  collateral  security 
as  may  be  deemed  fit  in  each  ease 

Loans  will  be  disbursed  in  one  or  more  instalments  as  the 
Director  deems  fit.  The  period  of  repayment  should  not  exceed  ten 
years.  All  loans  will  be  recoverable  as  arrears  of  land  revenue. 
Misuse  of  the  loan  will  entail  recovery,  from  the  recipient,  of  the  en¬ 
tire  unpaid  balance  thereof  together  with  Interest  thereon  and  cost  as 
arrears  of  land  revenue.  The  Director  or  his  nominee  will  be  com¬ 
petent  to  inspect  the  premises,  buildings,  plant,  stock  in  hand  and 
accounts  of  the  industries,  business  or  enterprise  in  respect  of  which 
a  loan  has  been  granted.  Government  will  have  power  to  grant  in 
speoial  cases  loans  on  terms  other  than  those  prescribed  by  the 


Improvement  of  Cattle. 

The  cattle  of  Travancore  are  of  a  non-descript  .type  consisting 
of  pnny  little  anima  is,  the  males  of  which  are  inefficient  workers 
and  the  females  very  poor  milkers.  Hardly  any  care  had  been 
bestowed  on  their  proper  feeding  or  breeding.  Though  the  country 
is  blessed  with  an  abundant  rainfall, long  spells  of  dry  weather  al¬ 
ternate  with  the  monsoons;  and  the  soils  generally  are  too  light  to 
retain  moisture  for  long.  The  conditions  are  thus  not  very  congenial 
to  the  health  of  the  oattle  or  the  growth  of  fodder.  Nobody  ever 
cared  to  maintain  stud  bull®,  all  the  male  stock  being  castrated  as 
early  as  they  were  fit  for  work.  Ill-housed,  ill-fed  and  Improperly 
mated,  the  cattle  have  been  steadily  degenerating  for  centuries. 

But  the  country  is  mainly  agricultural  and  the  holdings  are 
small.  The  bullock  supplies  the  motive  power  for  all  tillage  and 
transport  operations.  Cattle  dung  is  the  main,  if  not  the  sole, 
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manure  applied  to  most  crops.  Milk  is  a  very  important  constituent 
and  the  only  animal  product  in  the  diet  of  the  majority  of  the  popul¬ 
ation.  Therefore  the  prosperity  of  the  People  as  well  as  their  health 
is  intimately  bound  up  with  the  improvement  of  the  cattle. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  in  Trav&ucore  recognised  this 
fact  very  oarly  in  its  career  and  sot  itself  to  solve  the  problem -mainly 
along  two  lines,  vU  ,  the  introduction  of  superior  exotic  breeds  and 
the  grading  up  of  the  local  stock.  .Several  attempts  were  made  to 
import  and  acclimatise  horda  of  cattle  of  all  the  important  Indian 
and  of  a  few  European  breeds .  Of  all  these,  the  Sindhis  fared  best 
under  local  conditions  and  large  numbers  of  these  cattle  may  now 
be  Seen  in  many  parts  of  the  country .  But- it  is  impossible  t-o  rid 
the  country  of  all  the  poor  cattle  and  tc-stook  it  with  superior  im¬ 
ported  herds.  The  solution  was  t-o  select  the  best  cows  among  the 
local  stock,  mate  them  with  superior  imported  sires  and  thus  grade 
up  the  stock.  With  this  object  in  view,  the  Department  has  all  along 
been  maintaining  in  its  Agricultural  Farms  and  Veterinary  Hospit¬ 
als  stud  bulls  to  serve  the  cows  of  the  public 

But  even  these  pedigroo  1  ml  is  canuot-  he  supplied  in  numbers 
large  enough  to  meet  the  demand  for  their  services.  Therefore  a 
system  was  introduced  of  grants  to  private  persons  who  maintain 
approved  bulls.  The  grant- amounts  to  Rs.  50  and  is  sanctioned 
only  for  a  year,  but- it  may  bo  renewed  at-  the  discretion  of  the 
Director  Fifteen  such  grants  were  being  awarded  each  year;  but, 
in  1112,  the  Government  raised  their  number  to  thirty.  Every  year, 
applications  for  these  grants  are  invited  by  a  notice  published  in  the 
Government  Gazette  and  those  received  are  forwardod  to  the  Veteri¬ 
nary  Officers  of  the  districts  concerned  for  report  On  the  basis  of 
their  reports,  the  grants  are  sanctioned  to  the  best  among  the  bulls, 
distributed  as  evenly  over  the  whole  State  as  possible . 

A  review  of  the  results  achievod  during  the  past  quarter  of  a 
century  brought  out  the  fact  that  the  work  was  not  Progressing  as 
fast  as  it  should.  -V  closer  study  of  the  situation  revealed  that 
much  of  the  good  resulting  from  the  uso  of  the  Superior  bulls  was 
rapidly  l>oiiig  lost  on  account  of  (he  subsequent  mating  of  (lie  pro¬ 
geny  with  scrub  bells'.  LaPtinc  bouofit  can  bo  secured  only  by 
avoiding  this  dissipation,  and  it  was  therefore  decided  to  concent¬ 
rate  attention  on  a  few  Select  conti-og,  from  which  ail  scrub  bulls  may 
conveniently  bo  excluded  after  Providing  an  adequate  number  of 
l>edigree  bulls.  A  scheme  for  sunk  intensive  grading  up  work  was 
drawn  u|i  and  approved  by  the  Government  in  1112  M.  i-;  Work 
along  these  lines  wa«  initiated  ac  Trvandrum  towards  the  close  of 
the  year  ami  there  are  now  live  hulls  functioning  under  tliia  Scheme. 
D  is  iutonded  to  add  to  their  niuubos:  from  year  tt)  year  and  start 
similar  work  at  other  centres  as  early  as  possiblo. 


TUB  BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE. 


On  the  recommendation  of  a  Conference)  oi  the  officers  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  aiul  Fisheries,  held  at  Quilon  in  Meenam 
1110,  the  Government  constituted,  in  1111,  a  Board  of  Agriculture 
in  Trayanoore.  It  consists  <.,1  official  and  non-official  members. 
The  Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is  the  President  he -offkio 
and  the  other  official  members  consist  of  the  Research  Officers,  the 
Marketing  Officers,  the  Fishery  Superintendent,  the  Veterinary 
Superintendent,  the  Headmasters  of  Agricultural  Schools  and  the 
Agricultural  Veterinary  and  fishery  Inspectors.  There  are  seventeen 
non-official  members,  five  from  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly  elected  by 
that  body,  five  from  the  Sri  Chithira  State  Council  elected  by  that 
body  and  theremaining  nominated  by  Government,  The  nominated 
members  hold  office  lor  a  period  of  four  years  from  the  date  of  t-heir 
nomination  and  the  elected  members  for  the  period  of  the  Assembly 
or  Council  which  elects  them . 

The  Board  ordinarily  meets  once  a  year  at  Trivandrum  to  review 
the  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  during  the 
previous  year  and  chalk  out  the  programme  for  future  work. 
Special  meetings  may  be  convened  by  the  President,  on  his  own 
motion  or  at  the  written  request  of  not  less  than  five  non-official 
jnembers.  The  Board  is  expected  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
offioeis  of  the  Department  Pressing  agricultural  and  allied  problems 
and  help  to  evolve  ways  and  means  to  solve  them  and  then  to 
popularise  the  solutions  worked  out  by  the  officers  in  their  Research 
Laboratories  and  Experimental  Stations.  Non-members  may  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  may,  with  the  permission  of  the 
Chairman,  take  part  in  the  discussions,  but  shall  not  vote  on  any 
question.  The  meetings  of  the  Board  are  open  to  t-he  Press  unless 
otherwise  decided  upon  by  the  Chairman.  The  functions  of  the 
Board  are  only  advisory. 

The  Board  met  for  the  first  time  from  the  5th  to  the  9th  of 
Edavam  1111,  It  reviewed  the  work  which  the  Department  had 
done  theretofore  and  chalked  out  a  Programme  for  the  future,  adopt¬ 
ing  in  all  53  recommendations  for  the  development  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  widening  of  its  functions  and  a  re-orlentation  of  its  policies 
so  as  generally  to  increase  its  usefulness  t-o  the  public.  These 
recommendations  have  been  Submitted  to  t-he  Government  who  have 
already  passed  orders  giving  effect  to  some  of  them,  while  the  rest 
are  still  under  consideration. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  non-official  members  elected  to  the 
first  Board  expired  in  Meenam  1112  with  the  dissolution  of  the 
Assembly  and  the  Council  which  elected  them.  In  their  place,  freBh 
members  were  elected  by  the  new  Assembly  and  Council  when  they 
first  met  in  Mi  thunam  1112.  The  Board  as  at  present  constituted 
Consists  of  55  members. 
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The  second  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  on  the  29th  and 
30th’  Mithnnam  1112  in  the  V.  J.  T.  Hall,  Trivandrum.  The 
'  work  of  the  Department  for  the  previous  year  was  reviewed  as  usual 
and  a  number  of  resolutions  were  passed. 


Travancore  and  The  Imperial  Council  of  Agricultural 
Research. 


The  Royal  Commission  on  Agriculture  presided  over  by  the 
Marquess  of  Linlithgow,  which  was  sent  out  in  1926  to  review  the 
constitution,  functions  and  achievements  of  the  agricultural  and 
allied  departments  in  India  and  make  recommendations  to  im¬ 
prove  their  efficiency,  increase  their  usefulness  and  generally  to 
promote  the  prosperity  of  the  ryots  found,  among  other  things,  that 
agricultural  research  in  India  waB  still  in  its  infancy,  that,  however 
efficient  the  organisation  built  up  for  demonstration  and  propag¬ 
anda  be,  it  could  not  achieve  a  full  measure  of  success  unless  based 
on  research,  that  lack  of  co-ordination  in  agricultural  research  had 
prejudicially  affected  progress  and  that  there  was  a  wide  field  open 
for  the  c  i-operaii on  of  the  Government  of  India  and  of  Provincial 
Governments  in  regard  to  agricultural  research.  The  Commission 
also  held  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Government  of  India,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  ultimate  responsibility  for  the  welfare  of  the 
vast  agricultural  population  of  this  country,  to  advance  research  in 
every  way  possible  without  invading  upon  the  functions  of  the 
Provincial  Governments  in  that  sphere  After  discussing  several 
possible  methods,  by  which  closer  contact  might  be  established 
between  scientific  investigators  working  in  institutions  under  the 
Central  Government  and  those  employed  under  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ments,  the  Commission  recommended  the  establishment  of  an  Im¬ 
perial  Council  of  Agricultural  Reserch  to  which  Imperial  Agri¬ 
cultural  Research  Institutions  and  the  Provincial  Research  Insti¬ 
tutions  would  stand  in  exactly  the  same  relation. 

The  duties  of  this  Council  were  defined  to  be¬ 
ta)  the  promotion,  guidance  and  co-ordination  of  agri¬ 
cultural  and  veterinary  research  throughout  India.  The  Council- 
would  not,  however,  maintain  research  institutions  directly  under 
its  control  nor  would  it  employ  its  own  staff  of  experts.  It  would 
merely  determine  whether  a  particular  scheme  .of  research  was  of 
all-India  or  of  local  importance  and  whether  it  could  best  be  carried 
out  at  anlmperial  or  Provincial  research  institution  or  by  some  otheaJ 
agency  such  as  a  University  or  a  private  individual,  and  would 
then,  after  subjecting  the  scheme  to  examination  by  its  expert 
jtdvisers,  make  such  grants  ns  it  considered  suitably  ; 


(b)  the  training  of  research  workers  under  a  scheme  of  re¬ 
search  scholarships  or  in  other  ways  ; 

(o')  the  collection  and  dissemination  of 'information  in 
regard  not  only  to  research  bat  to  agricultural  and  veterinary  mat¬ 
ters  generally  ;  and 

(d)  the  publication  of  scientific  papers,  etc. 

The  Government  of  India,  after  considering  these  proposals 
carefully  and  discussing  them  at  length  with'the  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ments,  decided,  in  May  1929,  to  constitute  an  Imperial  Council  of 
Agricultural  Research  in  India  divided  into  two  parts  with  oxe- 
'  cutive  and  advisory  functions  respectively.  The  executive  part, 
known  as  the  Governing  Body,  consists  of  the  Honourable  Member 
of  the  Governor-General’s  Executive  Council  in  charge  of  the  port¬ 
folio  of  Agriculture  ( ex-officio  Chairman  of  the  Council),  the  Princi¬ 
pal  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Council  appointed  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  (.ex-officio  Vice-Chairman)  one  representative  of  the 
Council  of  State,  two  representatives  ci  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
one  representative  of  the  European  business  community  elected  by 
the  Associated  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  India  and  Ceylon,  one 
representative  of  the  Indian  business  community  elected  by  the 
Federation  of  the  Indian  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  Industry,  the 
Ministers  of  Agriculture  for  the  ti  me  being  or  the  Members  of  the 
Governor’s  Executive  Council  in  charge  for  the  time  being  of  the 
portfolio  of  Agriculture,  in  Madras,  Bombay,  Bengal,  The  United 
Provinces,  The  Punjab,  Burma,  Bihar,  Orissa,  Central  Pro¬ 
vinces,  Assam,  and  The  North  Western  Frontier  Province,  two  re¬ 
presentatives  elected  by  the  Advisory  Board  and  such  other  persons 
as  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council  may  from  time 
to  time  appoint,  Tbe  Governing  Body  manages  all  the.  affairs  and 
administers  all  the  funds  of  the  Counoil,  subject  to  such  limitations 
as  the  Government  of  India  may  from  time  to  time  impose  In  res¬ 
pect  of  the  expenditure  of  grants  made  by  them. 

The  other  part  known  as  the  Advisory  Board  consists  of  the 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Council,  ( ex-olfioio  Chairman),  two  whole¬ 
time  expert  advisers,  tho  Agricultural  Expert  and  the  Animal  Hus¬ 
bandry  Expert,  appointed  to  the  Council  by  the  Government  of 
India,  (a  third  Expert  for  Marketing  has  since  been  added),  the 
Director  of  the  Imperial  Agricultural  Research  Institute,  the 
Director  of  the  Imperial  Veterinary  Research  Institute,  the  Director 
of  the  Indian  Institute  of  Science,  Bangalore,  tho  Directors  of 
Agriculture  and  Veterinary  Departments  in  the  provinces 
mentioned  above,  one  member  to  represent  the  minor  administra¬ 
tions  under  the' Government  of  India,  one  member  each  to  represent 
the  Forest  Research  Institute,  the  Co-operative  Department,  the 
Indian  Tea  Association  and  the  United  Planters’  Association,  and 
the  Indian  Central  Cotton  Committee,  four  members  elected  by  the 
Inter-University  Board  and  not  more  than  five  non-official  members 
nominated  by  the  Government  of  India  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Council  on  the  ground  of  scientific  knowledge  or  other  special 
qualifications.  The  functions  of  this  Board  are  fo  examine  all 
proposals  in  connection  with  the  scientific  objects  of  the  Council 
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which  may  be  submitted  to  tbs  Go 
feasibility  and  to  advise  on  any 
the  Governing  Body.

The  Council  was  registered  as  a  Joint  Stock  Company  under 
the  Registration  of  Societies  Act,  XXI  of  1880,  but  is  treated,  for 
administrative  purposes,  as  a  Department  of  the  Government  of 
India  Secretariat  Its  funds  consist  of  an  initial  grant  of  Rs,  25 
lakhs  and  an  annual  recurring  grant  of  Rs  7'25  lakhs  from  the 
Government  of  India  This  is  supplemented  by  grants  and  contri¬ 
butions  received  from  other  sources  from  time  to  time. 


The  Council  was  originally  a  concern  only  of  British  India, 
Later,  the  Government  of  India  decided  to  admit  to  membership 
in  the  Council  such  Indian  States  as  were  prepared  to  co  operate 
with  the  Council  and  contribute  to  its  funds.  The  membership  fee 
for  oaeh  State  has  been  fixed  at  Rs  one  lakh  divided  into  20 
animal  paymonts  of  Rs,  5,000  each,  Each  constituent  State  is  enti¬ 
tle!  to  nominate  the  Head  of  its  Administration  or  his  deputy  to 
the  Governing  Body  and  it3  Directors  of  Agriculture  and  Veterinary 
Departments  or  their  deputies  to  the  Advisory  Board,  The  Consti¬ 
tuent  States  share  equally  with  the  British  Indian  Provinces  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  Council. 


Since  its  organisation,  the  Council  has  been  fmancmg  a  large 
number  of  important  research  schemes  and  publishing  regularly 
two  scientific  journals  in  addition  to  numerous  occasional  papers, 
notes,  bulletins  and  monographs.  To  the  Expert  Staff,  a  Statisti¬ 
cian  and  a  Marketing  Adviser  have  been  added.  The  Marketing 
Adviser  has  initiated  a  comprehensive  all-India  survey  of  the  mar¬ 
keting  of  a  number  of  important  agricultural  and  animal  husban¬ 
dary  products,  while  the  other  experts  have  steadily  been  assisting 
the  Provincial  an  i  State  departments  with  advice  on  matters  re¬ 
lating  to  their  particular  spheres. 


In  1934,  Travancore  applied  for  and  was  admitted  to  member¬ 
ship  m  the  Council.  The  Dewon  was  accordingly  nominated 
a  member  of  the  Governing  Body  and  the  Director  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board.  Although  the 
Government  have  tho  right  to  nominate  another  member  to  the  Ad¬ 
visory  Board  to  represent  animal  husbandry  interests,  no  additional 
member  has  so  far  been  nominated  as  the.  Veterinary  or  Animal 
Husbandary  work  in  the  State  is  also  being  controlled  by  the  Dir¬ 
ector  of  Agri  culture. 


Soon  after  Travancore  secured  membership  on  the  Council  a 
scheme  for  an  intensive  investigation  of  the  root  disease  of  cocoanut 
palms  was  prepared  and  submitted  through  the  Government  to  the 
Counoil  with  an  application  for  a  research  grant.  This  scheme  was 
approved,  with  slight  modi  Boat  ions  made  by  the  Expert  Committee 
of  the  Council,  and  a  grant  of  Rs.  ,'5,500  spread  over  a  period  of  3' 
years  m  the  first  instance  has  been  sanctioned.  A  qualified  Plant 
Fathologist,  wjth  an  Aes  slant  and  other  necessary  subordinate  staff, 
has  been  appointed  to  carry  on  this  investigation  from  March  1937, 
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Another  work  in  which  the  Sta'e  is  co-operating  with  the  Im¬ 
perial  Council  is  the. marketing  surveys  organised  by  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Marketing  Advisor,.  Under  the  Director  of  Agriculiuro  and 
Fisheries,  two  Marketing  Officers  have  been  appointed,  one  in 
charge  of  crops  and  the  other  of  live-stock  products.  They  have 
already  completed  the  surveys  and  submitted  their  reports  on.  the 
marketing  of  wheat,  tobacco,  pine-apples,  eggs,  cattle,  milk,  lin¬ 
seed,  groundnuts,  grapes,  rice  and  coffee.  The  Central  Marketing 
Staff  are  engaged  in  collating  and  editing  these  reports  on  which 
they  base  their  all-India  report  for  each  commodity. 

The  report  on  the  marketing  of  eggs  showed  the  large  scope 
which  existed  for  improving  the  trade  by  grading.  The  Imperial 
Conned  has  therefore  established  at  Chengannur  (in  Travancore:  an 
Experimental  Egg-grading  and  Packing  Station  which  is  designed 
to  demonstrate  to  the  producers  and  the  dealers  the  advantages  of 
proper  grading  and  packing.  This  station  was  opened  in  June  1937. 

When  Lori  Linlithgow  assumed  the  Viceroyalty  of  India,  one 
of  the  subjects  which  engaged  his  attention  Very  early  was  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  cattle  of  the  country.  His  Excellency  stressed 
the  importance  of  the  stud  bull  in  grading  up  the  poor  country  stock 
and  adviso  l  the  Imperial  Council  to  take  up  the  matter  seriously. 
The  Animal  Husbandry  Expert  to  the  Council  drew  up  a  scheme 
for  the  work  in  which  Travancore  is  now  co-operating  with  the  other 
States  and  Provinces. 

Of  the  special  enquiries  which  the  Council  undertook  from 
time  to  time,  Travancore  was  particularly  interested  in  the  Cocoa- 
nut  Enquiry  conducted  in  1934-35.  Coc.oan.ut,  the  ohief  money 
crop  of  the  State,  was  faced  with  serious  competition  from  Ceylon 
and  other  foreign  countries  and  consequent  unremunerativa  prices 
while  the  Indian  oil  crushers  pressed  for  larger  imports  alleging 
shortage  of  local  supplies.  The  enquiry  was  directed  to  ascertain 
the  truth  about  these  conflicting  claims.  The  Mycologist  of  the 
Agricultural  Department  was  placed  on  special  dqty  for  some  time 
to  work  with  the  Inquiry  Officer  and  later  to  furnish  such  additional 
information  on  the  subject  as  was  required.  _  This  enquiry  and  the 
subsequent  discussions  convinced  the  Council  ot  the  difficulties  oi 
the  Indian  cocoanut  producer  and  recommendation  was  made  to  the 
Government  of  India  for  the  enhancement  of  the  tariff  duties  on 
foreign  copra.

AYURVEDA  DEPARTMENT. 


Ayurveda  College  and  Examinations. 


An  Ayurveda  Patosala  (School)  was  opened  in  1084  M.  e.  at 
Trivandrum  The  course  extended  ovor  lour  years  and  was  confined 
to  the  study  ol  Ashtanga  Hrhlaya  ;  and  the  examination  at  the 
and  of  the  course  was  known  as  the  Vaidyn  Teat.  10  1092,  the 
course  was  oxtended  to  fivo  years  and  two  examinations  were  insti¬ 
tuted,  the  Lower  Medical  Coritie.ite  Examination  at  the  end  of  the 
third  year  and  the  Higher  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year.  The  status 
of  the  Pi.tasaia  was  r  ised  to  that  of  a  college  in  1096  ;  the  courses 
of  studies  were  revised  and  enlarged  ;  and  the  Vaidya  Sastri  Exa¬ 
mination  in  Id  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  and  the  Vaidya  Kalanit- 
dhi  held  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year  have  replaced  the  old  lower  and 
higher  medical  tosts.  The  highest  degree  conferred  is  Ayurveda 
Aekarya  for  which  a  Vaidya  KalanidM  Diploma  holder  can  appear 
two  years  after  taking  the  diploma.  There  is  besides  a  public  Exa¬ 
mination  known  as  Yis)>, a  Vaidya  Visarada  for  candidates  specialis¬ 
ing  in  tho  art  of  poison  treatment. 

The  pupils  under  instruction  in  the  Ayurveda  College  are  given 
practical  training  in  the  Aynrveda  Hospital,  in  the  Pharmacy  and 
in  the  Herbarium.  Modern  Anatomy  and  Phj'siology  are  among 
tho  Bubjeots  taught  ;  and  provision  is  made  to  enable  the  pupils  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  work  in  the  allopathic  hospitals  and  the 
Bacteriological  laboratory. 

There  are  five  private  Ayurveda  High  Schools,  three  of  which 
arc  in  receipt  ot  monthly  grants  from  Government.  Tuitiou  in  the 
first  three  classes  of  the  College  is  free  ;  and  forty  Scholarships  are 
granted  in  the  institution. 

The  Ayurveda  Department  has  collected  a  number  of  rare  ma¬ 
nuscripts  and  published  some  of  the  more  important  ones. 

Ayurveda  Hospital. 

This  was  opened  in  1094  m.  k.  primarily  for  the  clinical  train¬ 
ing  of  the  students  of  the  Ayurveda  College.  It  has,  however,  de¬ 
veloped  into  a  popular  hospital  with  accommodation  for  20  in¬ 
patients,  an  out-patient  word,  and  a  Marram  Chikikw  ward.  There 
are  three  private  Ayurveda  Hospitals  in  the  mofussfl  which  are  in 
receipt  of  grant  from  Government, 


Ayurveda  Pharmacy. 

The  Pharmacy  was  opened  about  twenty  years  ago  aB  an  ap¬ 
pendage  to  the  College  and  for  the  supply  of  the  preparations  re¬ 
quired  for  the  Ayurveda  Hospital.  Medicines  are  now  manufactured 
also  for  sale  to  the  public.  The  students  of  the  College  are  trained 
in  batches  in  the  identification  of  herbs  and  drugs  aud  ’in  'the  pre¬ 
paration  of  medicines. 
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Herbarium, 

The  botanical  garden  attached  to  the  Department  is  Jooated  in 
the  Veli  Pulayanarkotta  Reserve.  The  garden  covers  an  area  of  150 
acres.  Numerous  medicinal  plants  are  cultivated  and  a_  portion  of 
the  herbs  required  for  the  Pharmacy  is  supplied  from  this  garden. 

Vaidyasalas. 

In  1071,  a  system  of  grants  to  Ayurveda  Vaidyasalas  was  in¬ 
augurated,  The  total  number  of  aided  Vaidyasalas  is  now  150. 
They  meet,  in  a  remarkable  measure,  the  demand  for  medical  ait! 
in  rural  areas.

4.  Permission  to  open  Public  Accounts  with  Anchal  Offices 
and  Treasury  Savings  Banks  on  the  requisition  of  the  Registrar  of 
Co-operative  Societies  or  the  Assistant  Registrars  and  to  make  two 
withdrawals  a  week  from  such  Public  Accounts  in  the  Anchal  Sav¬ 
ings  Bank, 

5.  Free  publication  of  the  annual  accounts  and  audit  reports 
of  Co-operative  Societies  in  the  Government  Gazette  on  the  requisi¬ 
tion  of  the  Registrar  and  the  supply  to  Societies  of  Departmental 
(Agricultural,  Co-operative  and  Industries)  Sheets  of  the  Government 
Gazette  free  of  cost  and  the  full  Government  Gazette  on  payment  of 
half  the  annual  subscription.

8.  Exemption  of  chitties,  conducted  by  Co-operative  Societies 
and  confined  to  the  members,  from  registration  under  the  Chitties 
Regulation, 

9.  Permission  granted  to  all  Government  servants  to  become 
members  of  Co-operative  Societies  and  to  tako  shares  or  place  depo¬ 
sits  therein;  and  to  officers  drawing  a  pay  not  exceeding  Rs.  150  to 
serve  on  the  Committees  of  Societies  as  office-bearers,  on  certain 
conditions.

Devaswoms  in  Travancore. 

Early  Condition  of  Temples.— Ike  origins  of  temples  and  temple  worship 
in  Travauoore  are  lost  in  antiquity.  The  general 'belief  is  that  most  of  the 
Hindu  religious  institutions  of  the  State  were  founded  and  endowed  by  the 
people-  The  Grandhavaries  and  other  anoient  reoords  show  that  the  sovereigns 
as  well  as  the  people  of  the  land  wore  contributing  liberally  fov  the  constru¬ 
ction  and  maintenance  of  temples  and  were  malting  rich  endowments  in  their 
favour  front  time  to  time.  In  olden  times,  the  Devaswoms  wc-re  managed  by 
a  b.'dy  of  persona  called  Ooralere  or  Karaklws  and  in  some  cases  by  a  synod 
of  priests.  They  administered  the  temples  either  directly  or  through  their 
delegates-  Samudayttms,  Man<jshyam>,sta.  In  course,  of  time,  these  religions 
institutions  became  possessed  of  immense  wealth  and  landed  properties  ;  and

7.  No  person  shall  enter  into  any  temple  premises  unless  he 
wears  clean  olothes  ol  such  materials  and  in  such  manner  ®s  may  be 
customary.  The  decision  of  the  Chiel  Officer  of  the  DeYa3wom 
concerned  shall  prevail  until  set  aside  by  a  higher  authority.  None 
shall  be  allowed  to  enter  temple  Premises  with  any  foot-wear,  except 
those  who  are  allowed  to  do  so  by  custom  and  usage  obtaining  in 
the  temple. 

8.  No  person  shall,  within  the  temple  and  premises,  spit,  chew 
betel,  tobacco  or  any  similar  article  or  smoke  or  carry  with  him 
any  article  for  smoking,  or  take  with  him  fish,  eggs,  meat,  flesh, 
toddy,  arrack  or  other  intoxicants  or  any  other  article  or  animal 
inappropriate,  according  to  custom  and  usage,  to  be  introduced 
into  the  temple. 

9.  No  person  shall  enter  the  Belikkalpura,  Valiambalam, 
Nalambalam,  or  the  Elainatil,  which  in  some  temples  takes  the 
place  of  a  Nalambalam,  with  any  coat,  shirt,  vest  or  such  other 
garment,  except  wemen  who  may  wear  their  usual  dress.  No 
head-dress  shall  be  worn  except  by  those  who  are  allowed  to  do  so 
by  custom  and  usage  obtaining  in  the  temple.  No  one  shall  take 
therein  any  cloth-umbrella,  kerosene-light,  or  other  article  inap¬ 
propriate  to  be  introduced  into  such  places  by  custom  or  usage. 
In  temples  where  the  above  restrictions  obtain  even  in  regard  to 
entering  within  the  compound  walls,  the  same  shall  be  observed. 

10.  (1)  Np  one  shall  enter  the  portions  of  a  temple  specified  in 
the  last  preceding  Rule  without  having,  in  accordance  with  custom 
and  usage,  bathed,  and  without  the  customary  caste  mark  and 
without  wearing  clean  clothes  of  such  material  and  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  customary  in  the  temple  concerned. 

(21  No  one  except  a  Hindu  shall  enter  a  tank  appurtenant

16.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Chief  Offioer  of  the  Devaswom  con¬ 
cerned  to  direct  rbat  eny  person  who  contravenes  or  is  suspected  or 
believed  hv  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  DerasWom  to  have  contravened 
any  of  the  provisions  of  these  Buies,  or  disobeys  any  lawful  direction 
given  by  him,  shall  remove  himself  from  the  temple  and  in  oase 
such  person  do6S  not  so  remove  himself,  to  cause  him  to  be 
removed  from  the  temple.  In  case  he  resists  such  removal,  or  in 
case,  whan  asked  to  give  his  name  and  address,  he  refuses  to  do  so 
or  gives  information  which  is  not  believed  to  be  true,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  be  arrested  and  removed  by  any  Police  Officer,  not  below 
the  rank  of  a  Head  Constable  and  to  be  dealt  with  as  if  he  had  been 
arrested  under  Section  3S  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedute. 

17.  If  any  person  contravenes  any  of  the  provisions  of  these 
Rules,  or  disobeys  any  direction  lawfully  given  in  pursuance  thereof, 
and  thereby  rei  ders  necessary  any  Purificatory  ceremonies,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  customs  and  usages  of  the  temple,  suon  person  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  necessary  purificatory  ceremonies  at  the 
approved  rates  and  the  same  shall  be  recoverable  from  him  as 
arrears  of  public  or  land  revenue  or  otherwise.  A  person  thus  con¬ 
travening  or  disobeying  shall,  besides  being  Subject  to  any  penalty 
to  which  be  may  be  liable  under  any  other  law,  be  also  punishable, 
on  conviction  by  a  Magistrate,  with  imprisonment  of  either  descrip¬ 
tion  for  a  term  wh’-eh  may  extend  to  thr^e  months  or  with  fine  or 
with  both. 

18.  No  proseoution  under  these  Rules  shall  lie  except  on  a 
complaint  by  a  Gazetted  Officer  having  jurisdiction  in  rsspect  of  the 
temple.

important  Temples  in  Travancore. 

The  kings  and  people  oi  Travancore  have,  from  the  earliest 
times,  been  religious-minded  ;  and  the  building  of  temples  for 
Public  worship  has  always  been  regarded  as  an  act  of  virtue  and 
glory,  Many  of  the  temples  are  also  interesting  from  a  historical, 
archaeological  and  aesthetic  Point  of  view.  The  village  temple 
was  In  ancient  days  the  centre  of  social,  religious  and  political  life; 
it  owned  extensive  lands,  administered  charities  and  had  in  some 
eases  mutts  or  religious  colleges  attached  to  it. 

Inscriptions  which  throw  a  flood  of  light  on  the  history  of  the 
country  abound  in  the  temples.  They  enshrine  wooden  sculptures 
of  eternal  beauty  and  perpetuate  a  unique  style  of  architecture. 
The  characteristic  features  of  typical  Travancore  temples  are  the 
peculiar  gables,  the  circular  central  shrino  surmounted  by  a  comical 
dome  consisting  of  one  or  two  stories,  the  square  mcmdapa,  in  front, 
a  quadrangular  walk  around,  the  Belikhtlpura,  the  V  ilakhumadam 
and  the  domed  windows.  Most  of  the  temples  face  east  ;  and  they 
oonform  to  the  rules  laid  down  in  the  Silpasastms  ;  they  are  built 
on  the  top  of  a  hill  like  the  Tirunakkara  temple  ;  at  its  foot  as  at 
Tirrmantikkarn  or  Sabarimala  ;  on  the  side  of  a  river  as  at  Chen- 
gannur,  Aranmula  and  Tiruvattar,  or  by  the  side  of  the  sea  as  at 
the  Cape,  The  cleanliness  of  the  temple  and  its  Premises  is  pro¬ 
verbial,  Suchindram  has  fine  specimens  of  stone  sculpture  and 
bronzes  ;  splendid  examples  of  wood  carving  are  seen  at  Ettumannr 

and  Kaviyur  ;  exquisite  mural  paintings  adorn  the  temples  at  Tri¬ 
vandrum  and  Etturuanur  ;  while  the  lamps  and  jewellery  at  Trivan¬ 
drum,  Suchindram  and  Eftumanur  are  remarkable  for  their  artistic 
excellence  and  variety. 

All  the  Gods  and  Goddesses  in  the  Hindu  pantheon  have  shrines 
dedicated  to  them.  Of  the  108  temples  sacred  to  Vaishnavas,  13 
are  in  Malainadu  and  most  of  these  are  in  Travancore,  vie,t  at 
Tripatisarom,  Tiruvattar,  Trivandrum,  Aranmula,  Tiruvalla,  Tiru- 
vanvandoor,  Trikkoditanam,  Trikkakkara  and  Tirumoozhikulam. 
Vaishnavite  saints  have  sung  hymns  in  praiso  of  theso  ;  and  the 
Siva  temples  at  Vaikam,  Ettumanur  and  Suchindram  have  simi¬ 
larly  been  praised  by  Saivate  saints. 

The  votaries  of  all  faiths  received  toleration  and  encouragement 
from  the  kings  of  Travancore.  A  few  stone  images  of  Buddha  of  the 
ninth  century  A,  D.,  are  the  only  vestiges  of  Buddhism  ;  there 
are  Jain  relics  at  Chitharal,  Nagercoil  and  Kallil. 

The  worship  in  the  temples  of  Travancore  as  in  the  rest  6f 
Kerala  is  agamic  in  character.  The  shrineB  are  consecrated  with 
mantric  and  tantnc  rituals.  Traditions  cluster  round  most  of  the 
temples  and  the  deities  in  several  are  believed  to  have  been  installed 
by  great  Iiishies. 

For  the  convenience  of  pilgrims,  there  are,  near  most  of  the 
temples,  Satrams,  camp-sheds,  etc,,  owned  by  Government  or  pri¬ 
vate  persons.  Ekajanarmtoms  too  have  been  provided  in  several 


Sri  Padmanabhaswanii  temple  at  Trivandrum,  otherwise  known 
as  Anantaeayanam,  Is  the  most  famous  of  all  tile  temples  in  the 
State.  Sri  Padinanabha  is  the  tutelary  deity  of  the  Ruling.  Family 
of  Travancore,  and  Maharaja  Marthanda  Varma,  the  founder  of 
modem  Travancore,  dedicated  the  kingdom,  which  he  conquered 
and  consolidated,  to  the  Deity  and  adopted  the  title  of  Sri  Padma¬ 
nabha  Dasa,  still  retained  by  his  successors.  Tradition  ascribes  the 
foundation  of  this  temple  to  3100  B.  c ;  but  there  is  indisputable 
evidence  from  the  hymns  of  Namalwar  downwards  to  prove  that 
from  about  the  fifth  century  of  the  Christian  Era  the  temple  has  been 
in  existence  and  was  steadily  growing 'in  importance.  The  temple 
has  been  rebuilt  and  added  to  at  various  times,  but  the  most  elabo¬ 
rate  renovation  was  in  the  beginning  of  the  tenth  century  of  the 
Malabar  Era.  There  are  various  traditions  about  the  origin  of  the 
shrine,  in  most  of  which  the  Vilvamangalath  gwatniyar  figures. 
The  temple  abounds  in  inscriptions  and  works  of  art  such  as  paint¬ 
ing  and.  sculpture.  There  is  also  a  collection  of  costly  jewels. 
There  are  two  Utsamms  in  the  year  (in  October-November  and 
March-Aprilj  and  the  Vettai  and  Amt  processions  at  the  close  of 
the  festivals  attract  large  crowds.  His  Highness  the  Maharaja 
accompanies  the  Deity,  which  h  then  taken  in  procession  on  gold 
Vahmams,  on  foot,  sword  in  hand,  with  all  paraphernalia. 

Vaikom,  the  famous  Siva  temple  on  the  eastern  bank  of  the 
Vembanad  lake,  midway  between  All  eppey  and  Cochin,  is  of  His¬ 
torical  importance  -  both  ancient  and  modern.  The  image  is  believed 
to  have  been,  consecrated  by  Vyaghrapada  Mahatshi.  The  most 
popular  Vazhivodu  in  the  temple  is  a  sumptuous  feast  to  Brahmins, 
known  as  Pmtal  and  reputed  to  have  been  inspired  by  Vilvamang- 
lsth  Swamiyar,  Krishna  Ashtami  in  Vriscbikam !  No.vember-Decem- 
ber)  is  the  temple  festival  which  attracts  the  largest  number  of 
pilgrims.  The  place  is  accessible  not  only  by  boat,  but  also  by 
car  from  Ernakulcin  in  the  north  and  Kottayam  in  the  south. 

Ettumitnur,  on  the  108rd  mile  of  the  Main  Central  Boad,  is  a 
representative  specimen  of  the  purely  Kerala  style  of  temple  archi¬ 
tecture.  It  is  dedicated  to  Siva  and  possesses  a  wealth  of  jewellery 
and  works  of  art.  The  Qopum  contains  one  of  the  earliest  speci¬ 
mens  of  Dra  vidian  painting  depicting  the  Dance  of  Nataraj  a.  The 
Prathishta  in  tins  temple  and  in  those  at  Vaokam  and  Kadathuru- 
thi  is  believed  to  have  been  done  by  Khara  Makarshi  simultaneously 
.  and  worship  in  the  three  shrines  on  the  same  day  us  considered 
specially  virtuous.  _  khajanam  in  this  temple  is  believed  to  be 
efficacious  in  removing  the  influence  of  evil  spirits,  and  numbers  of 
wtoien  stricken  with  hysteria  come  here  for  cure.  An  inscription 
in  the  temple  shows  that  repairs  were  carried  out  in  1542-45,  The 
copper  bull  kept  in  the  Namasltaramandapa  is  believed  to  be  the 
gift' of  Devanarayana,  a  ohief  of  Ambalapurha, 

Tirumrpu  is  an  essentially  Hindu  village  neat'  K  ottayam.  The 
principal  deity  of  the  temple,  Santanagopala,  is  believed  to  have 
been  worshipped .  by  the  Pandavaa.  The  imago  is  said  .to  have 
been  consecrated  in  the  Kali  year  8106.

Amazing  is  the  skill  of  the  sculptor  who  convertec 
massive  blocks  of  stone  into  composite  pillars  containing  24  and  .31 
pilasters  with  an  exuberance  of  decorative  art  The  Car  Festival  ii 
Decomber-.) anuary  attracts  large  crowds.  There  are  two  majo' 
deities  in  the  temple  Stanmiathoswami  (Siva)  and  Ti  mvenkitappt 
(Vishnu.) 


Kanyaknmari  (Cape  Comorin)  is  situated  on  the  most  south¬ 
erly  point  of  India.  References  in  the  Mahabharata,  early  TamI 
literature  and  the  Periplus  indicate  its  great  antiquity.  Durga  ii 
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worshipped  here  as  a  virgin,  A  hath  in  the  sea,  which  almost  sur¬ 
rounds  the  temple  on  three  sides,  ds  considered  very  sacred  and  large 
crowds  gather  on  now  moon  and  full  moon  days.  Daring  the  sum¬ 
mer  months,  the  place  is  a  health  resort.  There  are  Sirkar  and 
private  Satrams,  besides  a  modem  hotel  (The  Cape  Hotel)  run  by 
Government. 


The  Sri  Chitra  Central  Hindu  Religious  Library,  Trivandrum. 

The  Library,  inaugurated  towards  the  close  of  1112,  is  located 
in  the  spacious  building  put  up  in  the  premises  of  the  Kakkattu 
Kantan  Sasta  temple  at  Puthenohanta ,  adjacent  to  the  Main  Road. 
The  raised  platform  and  the  spacious  hall  open  on  b°th  sides  in 
front  of  it  serve  as  an  auditorium  capable  of  accommodating  about 
1,000  persons,  The  Library  Section  and  the  hall  are  furnished  with 
facilities  for  the  reading  public  and  for  conducting  religious  lectures 
Barihithas,  Patakams  and  other  similar  functions. 

The  Library  contains  books  In  Sanskrit,  English,  Malayalam, 
and  Tamil,  ic  the  several  branches  of  Hindu  religious  literature. 
There  are  also  some  reference  books,  Foreign  and  Indian  maga¬ 
zines  relating  to  Religion  and  Phhosophy  are  also  being  subscribed 
for.  Books  are  not  now  lent  and  could  not  be  taken  outside,  but 
have  to  be  used  in  the  library  itself. 

The  Library  is  open  for  the  use  of  the  public  from  8  A,  M.  to 
11  A.  M,  and  from  2  P  «  to  8  P.  M.  on  all  days  except  the  holi¬ 
days  specifically  granted  for  the  institution.  Any  member  of  the 
Public  can  become  a  reader  on  applying  for  and  getting  the  sanction 
of  the  authorities  in  charge  of  the  Library,  Those  admitted  as 
readers  could  use  the  Library  whenever  it  is  open,  -in  due  conformity 
with  the  rules  governing  the  institution 

The  Assistant  Devaswom  Commissioner,  Trivandrum  District, 
is  the  controlling  officer  for  the  institution  ;  and  there  is,  besides, 
an  Advisory  Committee  consisting  of  three  members  to  help  him  in 
the  choice  of  books  and  other  kindred  matters.  Religious  dis¬ 
courses  by  eminent  scholars  in  religion,  as  also  Harikafha  Kalahshe- 
poms.  ChaMyarkuMii'is  and  Paiak'-ins  are  regularly  arranged  to 
take  place  in  the  Hall  attached  to  the  Library.

To  remedy. this  defect  and  to  supply  the  DevaSwoms  with 
a  sufficient  pnmber  of  really  capable  and  foamed  persons  wfoo 
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would  command  the  respect  and  confidence  oi  the  worshipping 
public,  to  perform  sanlhi  service,  an  institution  known  as  Sri  Ohi. 
irodayaJDeva  Pnoja  Paiasala  was  opened  at  Tiruvalla  irom  the  1st 
Chingam  1110  m.  e.  The  management  of  the  institution  vests  in 
a  Board  consisting  of  the  two  Secretaries  of  the  Tantri  Sabha  and 
the  local  Devaswom  Superintendent,  who  is  also  Secretary  to  the 
Board. 

Thera  is  provision  for  the  training  of  Santhikan  belonging  to 
the  Malayala  Brahmin  and  Tulu  Potti,  Nambiathi  and  Elayathu 
communities.  A  monthly  stipend  of  Rs.  7  is  allowed  to 
each  student  under  training  in  the  Institution.  The  syllabus 
consists  of  four  divisions:— (1)  Selections  from  the  Vedas,(2)  Pooja 
Vidhies,  (3)  Chitra  Kala  and  (4)  Sanskrit.  There  is  provision  for 
the  training  of  48  students  in  the  institution.  There  is  a  hostel 
attached  to  the  institution  which  is  ran  by  the  students  under  the 
guidanee  of  one  of  the  teachers  of  the  Patasala.

EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT. 

The  University  of  Travancore. 

The  University  of  Travanoore  has  been  established  under 
Regulation  I  of  1113  a.  e.,  promulgated  by  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja  of  Travancore  on  the  1st  November  1937. 

Two  Committees,  appointed  by  Goverometto  investigate  and 
report  on  the  desirability  and  feasibility  of  on  independent 
University  for  Travancore,  had  reported  favourably,  the  first  in 
1919  and  the  second  in  1924.  But  the  question  of  oducational 
reconstruction  engaged  the  serious  attention  of  Government  only 
after  are  mveshture  of  His  Highness  the  present  Maharaja  with 
ruling  powers  in  November  1931.  The  Government  of  His 
Highness  found  that  the  solution  of  the  industrial  and  agricultural 
■  problems  of  the  Slate  demanded  a  thorough  rs-orientation  of  educa¬ 
tional  policy,  which  could  be  effected  only  through  the  establish- 
of  an  independent  University;,  designed  to  meet  the  parti onlap 
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needs  and  adapted  to  the  special  circumstances  of  the  oountry. 
With  the  assumption  of  office  by  the  present  Dewan,  Sachivottama 
Sir  C.  P.  Bamaswami  Aiyar,  the  idea  of  a  Travancore  University 
began  to  move  fronu the  plane  of  mere  academio  disoussion  to  that 
of  Practical  realisation.  In  May  1937,  Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan, 
the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  was  appointed  Special  University 
Officer  to  prepare  a  detailed  scheme  for  the  University ;  end  on  the 
basis  of  the  memorandum  submitted  by  him,  the  Travancore  Uni¬ 
versity  Regulation  was  prepared,  and  it  was  issued  on  the  auspi¬ 
cious  occasion  of  His  Highness’  twenty-sixth  birthday.  The 
announcement  evokfed  great  public  enthusiasm. 

Character  and  Constitution. 

As  stated  in  the  Preamble  of  the  Regulation,  the  chief  aims  of 
the  Travancore  University  are  : 

(«)  to  effect  a  re-organisation  of  the  system  of  education  in 
the  State  with  a  view  to  the  gradual  development  of  teohnical  and 
technological  education  ; 

(it)  to  make  greater  and  more  systematic  provision  for  the 
furtherance  of  original  research  in  the  various  branohes  of  Applied 
Science  ;  and 

(Hi)  to  provide  for  the  conservation  and  promotion  of  Kerala 
Art  and  Culture. 

Adequate  provision  is  mode  for  pure  academic  studies 
of  the  highest  standard  and  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  in  all 
its  various  branches,  the  distinctive  characteristic  of  this  University 
being  the  emphasis  laid  on  technological  studies,  scientific  research 
and  the  promotion  of  indigenous  art  and  culture./ 

The  University  is  Provided  with  a  simple,  flexible  constitution, 
capable  of  easy  and  smooth  working  and  free  from  the  delay,  waste¬ 
fulness  and  inefficiency,  which  inevitably  result  from  (he  existence 
of  a  multiplicity  of  large  bodies  with  few  definite  functions  and 
little  real  responsibility  or  power. 

The  Senate,  consisting  of  between  60  and  70  members,  is  the 
legislative  body  of  the  University  and  will  have  general  superin¬ 
tendence  over  the  affairs,  concerns  and  properties  of  the  University, 
subject  to  the  ultimate  control  of  Government.  In  addition  to  ex- 
officio  members  like  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Pro-Vice-Chancellor, 
Dirootor  of  Public  Instruction,  Deans  of  Faculties  and  Principals 
of  Colleges,  the  Senate  will  inolude  also  representatives  of  regis¬ 
tered  graduates  and  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature  and  a 
certain  number  of  members  nominated  by  the  Chancellor,  besides 
those  who  may  become  Life  Members  by  making  donations  to  the 
University  or  who  may  be  nominated  as  such  on  the  ground  of  their 
eminent  -services  in  the  cause  of  education.  The  Senate  is  to  be 
re-constituted  every  three  years. 

The  Syndicate,  consisting  of  10  or  12  members,  forms  the 
executive  body  of  the  University  and  the  administration  of  tho 
affairs  of  the  University  and  the  management  of  the  institutions 
maintained  by  tho  University  are  vested  in  the  Syndicate, 
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To  advise  the  Senate  and  the  Syndicate  in  all  matters  of  an 
academic  character,  there  are  Faculties,  which  vary  in  strength 
according  to  the  subjects  comprised  in  each.  At  present  there  are 
to  be  six  Faculties,  those  of  Arts,  Science,  Technology, 
Oriental  Studies  and  Fine  Arts,  Law,  and  Education. 

Institutions  of  the  UnWebsity. 

The  existing  Government  Colleges  at  Trivandrum  will  all  he 
University  Institutions  directly  managed  and  controlled  by  the 
Syndicate.

A  large  and  well-equipped  University  Library  is  also  proposed 
to  be  established  immediately. 

Besides  tho  Collegos,  it  is  also  proposed  to  transfer  to  the 
University  the  management  and  control  of  qnasi-educational  in¬ 
stitutions  like  the  Trivandrum  Observatory,  the  School  of  Arts, 
tho  Trivandrum  Public  Library,  the  Department  for  the  Publica¬ 
tion  of  Oriental  Manuscripts,  eto. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  establish,  under  the  University,  a 
Central  Research  Institute,  where  research  in  pure  and  applied 
sciences,  particularly  in  subjects  which  have  a  special  bearing  on 
tho  agricultural  and  industrial  needs  of  the  State,  will  be  carried 
on.  The  work  of  tho  vari  ous  research  uni  ts  attached  to  the  di  fferent 
departments  of  Government,  which  are  now  working  in  isolation, 
will  he  integrated  and  oo-ordinated  for  the  Purpose. 

A  College  of  Technology  will  also  be  established  immediately, 
where  diploma  courses  open  to  post-Matrioulation  and  post-inter¬ 
mediate  students  will  be  started.  Subjects  like  Mechanical  and 
Electrical  Engineering,  Agriculture,  Fisheries,  and  Forestry  will  be 
included  in  the  technological  courses.  Indue  course,  instruction 
to  a  degree  standard  in  -these  subjects  is  proposod  to  be  provided,

Electricity  In  Travancore. 

The  development  of  Water  Power  in  Travancore  dates  baok 
as  early  as  1906,  when  the  Kanan  Devan  Hills  Produce  Co.,  a  firm 
of  European  Planters,  owning  extensive  tea  estates  and  Beveral 
factories  in  the  High  Ranges,  installed  a  Plant  of  200  K.  W.  capa¬ 
city  for  the  supply  of  Power  to  their  factories.  As  the  advantages 
of  cheap  hydro-electric  power  came  to  be  realised,  the  plant  was 
extended  until,  in  its  present  form;  it  consists  of  six  generating  sets 
with  a  total  capacity  of  1,900  K,  W.  All  the  27  Tea  Factories  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Company,  of  which  a  few  are  ‘‘All-Eleotric”,  are 
working  with  Power  from  this  source.  This  power  is  also  utilised 
for  running  their  rope-ways  which  until  recently  was  the  only  suit¬ 
able  system  of  transport  for  their  products  in  view  of  the  steeP  gra¬ 
dients  and  oontours  of  the  area  in  which  the  estates  are  situated, 
which  often  make  efficient  road  transport  very  difficult. 

With  the  inauguration  of  the  Electric  tSupply  in  four  of  the 
major  municipal  towns  of  the  State  between  1929  and  1932,  all  of 
which  are  worked  with  Thermal  Power,  the  attention  of  theTravan- 
coro  Government  was  focussed  early  in  1932  towards  the  investigation 
of  the  Possibility  o'  providing  cheap  power  for  the  industrial  and 
agricultural  requirements o!  the  State.  Travancore  does  not  oontain 
any  deposits  of  coal  or  oil  and  the  question  of  harnessing  some  of 
the  important  water-falls  of  the  State  has  hem  engaging  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Government  for  some  time.  A  preliminary  survey  of  the 
hydro-electrio  possibilities  of  the  State  was  carried  out  as  early  as 
1917  by  Mr.  F,  J.  Jacob,  the  then  Chief  Engineer,  of  the  Public 
Works  Department ;  but,  a  detailedinvestigation  of  the  P.  H.  E. 
Project,  which  was  considered  the  most  economical  scheme,  was 
sanctioned  by  Government  in  1932.  This  investigation  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  May  1933  when  execution  of  the  work  was  taken  up  and 
the  present  Electricity  Department  of  the  State  was  created. 

The  Pallivasai  Falls  are  in  the  Mudirapuzha  river  which  is  a 
tributary  of  the  Periyar.  The  total  head  available  is  approximately 
2,000  ft  which  is  disiributed  over  3  miles  of  water-course.  The 
Munnar  river  contains  a  perennial  supply  of  water;  and  even  based 
on  the  minimum  dry  weather  discharge  so  far  recorded,  it  is  possi¬ 
ble  to  generate  9,000  K.  W.  (continuous)  whioh  would  be  augment¬ 
ed  by  another  4,500  K,  W.  by  the  construction  of  a  diurnal  reser¬ 
voir  which  forms  part  of  the  present- development. 
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Ths  present  programme  of  construction  is  for  the  development 
of  9,000  K.  W.  and  the  ultimate  capacity  of  the  Project,  as  now 
designed,  is  22,500  IC,  W.  A  Diversion  Wier  with  collapsible  shut¬ 
ters  will  be  constructed  at  Munnar  and  water  from  the  Mudjrapuzha 
river  will  be  diverted  through  an  open  channel  up  to  a  length  of 
about  1,509  ft.  and  let  into  a  tunnel  bored  through  the  Naga- 
malai  ridge,  the  tunnel  is  already  excavated  to  a  length  of  10,200 
ft.  and  9’  X  8’  section.  Portions  of  the  tunnel  where  the  ground 
is  found  unsatisfactory  are  being  lined  with  concrete.  At  the  tunnel 
exit,  which  is  about  4  miles  by  road  from  Munnar,  water  is  let 
down  to  the  Power  House  by  means  of  2  penstocks,  each  of  which  is 
7,447  ft.  in  length,  carried  on  suitable  supports  and  anchored  at 
frequent  intervals. 

The  Power  House  will  contain  3  Generating  Units  of  4,500  K.  W. 
each.  Power  will  be  generated  at  11,000  volts  and  stepped  up  to 
66,000  for  transmission  to  the  plains  through  a  double  circuit  over¬ 
head  lines  carried  on  steel  towers  to  a  total  length  of  134  miles  out 
of  which  86  miles  have  already  been  completed.  There  are  6  main 
66  K.  V.  sub-stations  of  which  3  are  already  completed  where  the 
voltage  will  be  stepped  down  from  66,000  to  11,000  for  distribution, 
to  most  of  the  Important  towns  and  rural  centres  in  North  and 
Central  Travancore  for  industrial  and  agricultural  requirements. 

With  the  inauguration  of  the  Scheme,  it  is  expected  that  one  of 
the  main  handicaps  for  the  industrial  development  of  the  State,  via. 
the  absence  of  cheap  power,  will  be  overcome  and  the  State  with  its 
excellent  supply  of  raw  materials  will  be  able  to  utilise  them  to 
their  fullest  extent.  The  various  Textile,  Coir  and  Oil  Mills  at 
Alleppey  and  Q.uilon  and  the  Tile  Factories  and  the  Mineral 
Companies  which  now  make  use  of  their  isolated  power  plants, 
where  the  cost  of  generation  must  necessarily  be  high,  are  expected 
to  take  advantage  of  the  hydro-electric  power  and  effect  consider¬ 
able  economy  in  their  operation. 

This  Project  has  attracted  considerable  attention  from  the 
leading  Industrialists  in  India  like  Sir  Victor  Sassoon  who  has 
already  started  the  foundation  of  his  business  in  Travancore  with 
the  inauguration  of  a  Bleach  and  Finishing  Mill  at  Alwaye,  The 
State  Forest  Department  has  investigated  the  possibility  of  using 
the  local  reeds  (Ochlandva  Travancorica)  for  the  manufacture  of  pulp 
and  paper  and  has  estimated  that  there  is  considerable  scope  for  run¬ 
ning  a  Paper  Mill  with  an  annual  output  of  6,000  tons.  The  rich  depo¬ 
sit  of  China  Clay  available  near  Quilon  is  also  being  exploited.  The 
question  of  using  electric  power  for  running  Trolley  Buses  on  some 
of  the  major  trunk  roads  of  the  State  where  the  density  of  the 
present  traffic  justifies  such  a  scheme  is  under  consideration. 

There  are  about  50,000  acres  of  land  round  about  Alleppey 
which  requires  pumping  every  year  for  cultivation.  It  is  expected 
that,  with  the  supply  of  hydro-electric  power  in  these  areas,  the  cost 
of  pumping  will  be  appreciably  reduced.  It  is  also  the  intention  of 
Government  to  extend  the  net-work  to  all  the  rural  areas  in  the 
North  and  Central  Travancore  whore  lift  irrigation  using  electrical 
power.  apearB  to  be  a  definitely  economic  proposition. 
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In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Capital  Expenditure  on  the  Pro¬ 
ject  is  comparatively  low,  it  should  be  possible  to  supply  power  at 
a  vary  attractive  tariff  for  the  various  purposes  for  which  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  utilised.  The  question  of  fixing  the  tariff  is  now  re¬ 
ceiving  the  careful  attention  of  Government  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  rates  under  this  hydro-electric  Project  will  be  similar  to  the 
rates  which  the  Madras  Government  have  found  it  possible  to  offer 
under  the  Pykara  Project. 

It  is  anticipated  that,  from  the  commencement  of  the  supply, 
a  load  of  5,000  K.  W.  will  be  connected  up,  which  repre¬ 
sents  the  existing  power  consumers  who  are  expected  to  change 
over  to  hydro-electric  power  when  it  is  inaugurated.  There  are 
very  clear  indications  to  show  that  the  power  available  under  the 
present  development-  will  be  fully  utilised  within  three  years  from 
the  commencement  of  operation  when  the  Scheme  will  be  self-sup¬ 
porting. 

It  is  the  intention  of  Government  to  enable  not  only  the  major 
industries  in  the  State  to  take  advantage  of  this  cheap  power,  but 
also  to  create  a  stimulus  to  the  cottage  industries  and  to  agricul¬ 
ture  by  making  the  benefits  of  it  available  in  all  the  important  rural 


Trivandrum  Telephone  System. 

The  Trivandrum  Telephone  Exchange  in  its  present  form  con¬ 
sists  of  a  magneto  manual  exohange  for  general  subscribers  and  a 
small  automatic  exohange  which  is  used  mainly  for  connections  to 
the  various  Heads  of  Departments  and  Palaces.  Connections  from 
the  automatic  exchange  are  not  given  to  the  general  public,  but 
any  subscriber  on  the  Magneto  Exchange  can  get  connection  to  any 
number  on  the  Automatic  Exchange  through  the  Central  Exchange. 

An  annual  rental  of'Bh,  Rs.  100  is  charged  to  a  Subscriber  irres¬ 
pective  of  the  number  of  calls  made,  and  this  amount  is  strictly 
payable  in  advance  during  the  first  year.  A  connection  will  be  given 
within  one  month  of  the  date  of  receipt  of  application  with  the 
necessary  subscription.  The  subscriber  will  not  have  to  make  any 
further  payment  as  hire  for  the  instrument  etc^as  all  these  items 
are  included  in  the  annual  Subscription  charges.  The  above  charges 
refer  to  any  connection  within  iho  Trivandrum  municipal  area,  A 
’subscriber  will  be  given  connection  outside  the  municipal  area  if  the 
distance,  is  not  more  than  two  miles,  provided  he  is  ready  to  pay 
per  annum  11  por  cent,  on  the  capital  expr-nditure  incurred  by  the 
Department  for  the  lines  beyond  the  municipal  area,  over  and  above 
the  annual  subscription  of  Bh.  Rs.  100  which  he  has  normally  to  pay. 

Prom  the  second  year  onwards,  the  subscription  may  be  paid 
in  quarterlyinstalments. 

Temporary  telephone  connections  for  periods  less  than  one 
year  will  also  be  given  on  payment  of  Br.  Rs.  25  Per  quarter  in 
advance  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  construction  of  lines,  dismantling 
the  Bame  and  depreciation  and  other  charges  on  the  lines  and 
apparatus.

servation.  As  a  result  of  the  judicious  policy  adopted  by  Govern' 
ment,  there  are  about  2,500  square  miles  of  reserved  forests  in  the 
State  today. 

More  than  600  Species  of  timber  trees  occur  in  the  forests, 
among  which  the  chief  and  noteworthy  species  are  teak,  blaokwood, 
ebony,  kambagam,  anjili,  vengai,  tembavu  and  maruti  useful  for 
building  construction  and  furniture. 

The  forests  are  worked  under  systematic  working  plans.  The 
average  fennual  output  of  teak  and  blaokwood  is  860,000  o,  ft.  and  of 
junglewood  673,000  c.  ft.  and  these  fetch  a  value  of  Rs.  6,00,000 
and  Rs.  5,20,000  respectively. 

No  export  duty  is  levied  on  timber,  When  timbers  are  felled, 
they  are  dragged  by  elephants  to  the  cart  track  or  river  bank  and 
carted  or  rafted  to  the  Government  depots  for  sale  to  the  public. 

Side  by  side  with  promoting  natural  regeneration  in  the  forests, 
plantations  of  teak  on  an  extensive  scale  have  been  undertaken  and 
the  area  of  teak  plantations  'at  Present  is  about  14,000  acres.  Over 
half  this  area  has  been  raised  during  the  last  13  years  under  the 
System  of  Tcmngya  cultivation  whereby  the  cost  has  been  reduced 
from  about  Rs-. 47  per  acre  to  6  as.  The  area  proposed  for  planting 
is  let  out,,  after,  the  removal  of  the  tree-growth,  for  paddy  cultivation 
and  the  cultivators  plant  stumps  of  teak  along  with  their '  sowing  of 


their  natural 


Preservation , 
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reserves  in  suitable  places  and  by  the  formation  of  Game  Associations 
to  regulate  hunting,  to  prevent  poaching  and  other  forest  offences 
and  to  introduce  now  and  varied  spoeies  of  animals  and  birds  from 
other  countries.  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  has,  from  the  outset, 
taken  keen  interest  in  the  matter  and  signified  hig  earnestness  in 
wild  life  preservation  by  becoming  a  Life  Member  of  the  Bombay 
Natural  History  Society  and  making  a  donation  of  Rs.  5,000,  The 
Game  Warden  exerted  himself  in  fostering  public  interest  in  game 
preservation  ;  and  an  orgnisation  known  as  “The  Wild  Life  Preserva¬ 
tion  and  Protection  Organisation,  Travancore”  was  formed  on  lines 
similar  to  those  in  British  India  and  Ceylon  with  a  view  to  promote 
an  interest  in  the  Preservation  and  conservation  of  all  forms  of 
animal  life,  birds  and  fish,  A  Game  Association  was  also  organised 
at  Peermade  under  the  patronage  of  His  Highness  to  which  the 
Government  agreed  to  make  an  annual  contribution  of  Rs.  2,000.  A 
set  of  rules  has  recently  been  issued  by  Government  with  the  idea  of 
giving  statutory  authority  to  the  Peermade  _  Game  Association 
effectively  to  carry  out  the  objectives  with  which  Association  was 
formed.  The  formation  of  similar  Associations  in  other  places  is 
engaging  the  attention  of  Government. 

All  sorts  of  wild  game  abound  in  a  large  measure  in  the  forests 
in  and  around  the  Periyar  Catchment  Area  and  therefore  attention 
was  firet  concentrated  on  this  region  by  the  Game  Warden.  A 
Game  Sanctuary  has  been  established  at  Nellikampatty  Isthmus  in 
the  Periyar  Lake  where  wild  life  is  left  to  breed  and  multiply 
unmolested  and  unhampered.  A  shooting  box  has  also  been  con¬ 
structed  at  Edapalayam  whero  visitors  could  halt  during  their  cruise 
of  the  Periyar  Lake  and  enjoy  the  beautiful  scenery  around.  Besides 
the  State  Launch,  which  is  available  for  use  in  the  river,  a  jolly- 
boat  is  being  made  specially  to  meet  the  convenience  of  the  tourists 
who  desire  to  visit  the  spot.  Picnic  sheds  are  also  under  construc¬ 
tion  in  selected  places  in  the  region  to  afford  greater  facilities  to 
visitors. 

The  Periyar  Lake  region  abounds  in  most  beautiful  scenery;  and 
the  climate  is  delightful,  One  can  see  there  various  species  of  wild 
life  calmly  and  peacefully  grazing  in  natural  surroundings  on  the 
shores  of  the  lake  or  on  the  adjacent  hills. 

Among  these  delightful  surroundings  are  to  be  fonnd  the 
elephant,  Indian  bison  or  Gaur,  the  sambur  and  barking  deer,  the 
Indian  Chervrofcan  or  Mouse-deer,  the  Nilgiri  wild  goat  (or  ibex  as  he 
is  locally  called!,  the  wild  boar,  the  Indian  sloth  bear,  and  wild  dog, 
an  occasional  tiger,  as  also  the  panther  or  leopard  of  both  the  spotted 
and  the  black  varieties.  Numerous  other  species  of  fauna  of  a  less 
important  nature  ape  also  to  be  met  with  ;  and  in  addition,  there  is  a 
great  variety  of  birds,  Mahsesr  fishing  may  be  obtained  in  some  of 
the  rivers.

State  Aid  to  Industries  Regulation. 

The  question  of  the  grant  of  industrial  loans  for  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  eottjge  industries  received  the  attention  of  Government 
in  1098  h  e  ,  when  a  set  of  rules  was  passed  for  tip  purpose  The 
disbursement  of  the  loans  was  attended  to  by  the  Director  of  Indus¬ 
tries  and  the  maximum  period  of  repayment  was  fixed  as  10  years. 
As  many  as  128  loans  amounting  to  Rs.  1,76,613-27-1  were  granted 
under  these  rules,  till  the  end  of  1110  M,  E. 

As  it  was  thought  necessary  that  provision  Bhould  be  made  for 
grant  of  aid  to  large  as  well  as  small  businesses,  a  Regulation 
called  the  Travancore  State  Aid  to  Industries  Regu’ation  was 
passed  in  1108  The  Regul  ,ti  n  was  brought  into  force  from 
1111m  E._  Besides  providing  for  the  grant  of  industrial  loans  to 
industries,  the  Regulation  also  authorises  the  gusr..niee  of  a  cash 
credit,  or  over-draft  or  fixed  advance  with  a  Bank,  the  grant,  on 
favourable  leans,  of  land,  raw  material,  (te  and  the  supply  of  machi¬ 
nery  on  the  hire  purchase  system  A  Board  of  Industries  consisting  of 
three  non-officials  and  two  officials  has  also  been  constituted  under 
the  Regulation  for  working  the  same  The  Director  of  Industries,  an 
ex-officio  member  of  the  Board,  is  also  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 
According  to  the  rnleB  framed  under  the  Regulation,  the  Director  qI 
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Industries,  is  competent  to  grant  State-aid  up  to  a  limit  of  Re.  5,000 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Industries,  whereas  all 
applications  over  Its.  5,000  have  to  be  sanctioned  by  Government. 
Fourteen  loans  amounting  to  Rs.  33,250  have  beep  granted  und<r 
the  Regulation  till  the  end  of  1112  M.  E. 

All  applications  for  State-aid  are  submitted  in  the  first  instance 
to  the  Uir-otor  of  Industries  who  conducts  the  necessary  preliminary 
enquiries  regarding  the  business  and  places  the  same  together  with 
his  report  before  the  Board  of  Industries.  Besides  the  Industry  and 
its  assets,  collateral  security,  either  in  the  form  of  land  or  personal 
surety,  can  also  be  insisted  upon  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  All 
amounts  granted  are  recoverable  as  arrears  of  land  revenue  under 
the  Revenue  Recovery  Regulation, 


Mineral  Resources  of  the  State, 


The  geological  formations  consist  of  the  most  ancient  crystal¬ 
line  rocks,  the  archoeans,  a  series  of  sedimentary  beds  locally  known 
asthe  Warkala  Formation,  and  the  recent  formation  of  sands,' 
alluvium  and  marine  beds.  The  crystalline  rocks  are  the  largest  in 
extent.  They  are  moBtly  of  the  varieties,  charnockites  and  lepty- 
nites.  They  form  the  core  of  the  mountain  range  of  the  dtate,  viz, 
the  Western  Ghats  and  its  high  peaks.  The  Warkala  beds,  as  seen 
in  cliff  seotioi  s,  show,  in  succession,  iaterites,  sands  and  sandy  clays 
or  llthomarge,  alum  clays,  lignite,  etc.  They  fringe  the  sea-coast. 
The  present  available  data  dhow  that  the  formation  is  upper 
tertiary. 

Among  the  economic  minerals  of  TiavaBcore,  monazfte  has 
acquired  a  world  reputation  due  to  large  reserves  and  superior  thorla 
content  of  the  mineral.  Associated  with  inona2ite  in  fairly  large 
percentage  and  claiming  equal  recognition  on  analogous  grounds 
is  ilmenite,  In  association  with  monazite  and  ilmenite  are  also  found 
eiUimanite,  garnet,  rutile,  etc.  All  the  above  minerals  form,  with 
the  ubiquitous  quartz,  the  constituents  of  the  littoral  sands.  Obviously 
they  occupy  a  prominent  position  from  a  business  point  of  -viow  and 
hold  out  alluring  prospects  for  working.  Graphite  and  mica  are 
available  for  commerce  in  the  crystalline  rocks  and  their  weathered 
derivatives.  China  clay  occurs  in  large  quantities  in  the  Warkala 
beds. 

The  minerals  belong  to  tbe  Government  of  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja,  Generally  they  are  permilted  to  be  developed  by  prtvate 
enteiprisr.  Their  leasing  is  regulated  by  th.3  State  Min’ng  Roles 
Application  for  mining,  concession  is  to  he  made  to  the  Bewail  and 
he  m8y  grant  coubess  on  with  the  previous  sanction  of  Hi*  Highness 
tbe  Maharaja.  Only  companies  registered  in  Travancore  are  granted 
mining  concessions.  The  maximum  period  for  which  a  mining  lease 
is  given  is  thirty  years;  but  it  may  be  renewed  only  once  for  a  similar 
term.  The  area  covered  by  a  lease  is  generally  restricted  to  three 
square  miles.  Licences  are  also  issued  authorising  licensees  to  pro¬ 
spect  for  minerals  and  work  them  subject  to  a  maximum  tei;m  of 
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one  year.  Besides  the  usual  rent-'  and  royalties  specified  in  the 
mining  lease  or  prospecting  license,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  con¬ 
cessionaire  is  required  to  pay  ten  per  cent,  of  the  net  profits  arising 
therefrom. 

Five  mining  leases  are  current  at  present  for  working  the  littoral 
sands  and  coasiai  dunes  from  which  the  heavy  constituents— mona- 
zite,  ilmenite  and  zircon— are  dressed  chiefly  by  means  of  eletro- 
magnetlc  separators.  One  of  the  lessees  is  alio  recently  engaged 
in  the  separation  and  concentration  of  Billimanite.  The  export

China 
Clay  is  a  State  monopoly  and  work  in  connection  with  clay  refining 
and  porcelain  manufacture  is  progressing  apace. 


Travancore  and  the  Indian  Industries  Conference. 

The  Indian  Industries  Conference  is  an  organisation  started  by 
the  Government  of  India  and  is  composed  of  some  of  the  higher 
officials  attached  to  the  Department  of  Industries  and  Labour  of  the 
Central  Government  and  the  Ministers  and  Directors  of  Industries 
of  the  Provinces  and  representatives  ol  certain  Indian  StateB  includ¬ 
ing  Travancore,  with  the  Honourable  Member  in  charge  of  the 
Department  of  Industries  and  Labour  of  the  Governor-General’s 
Executive  Council  as  President,  The  first  reorganised  Conference 
was  opened  by  His  Excellency  Lord  Willingdon  in  1938  at  Simla 
and  this  State  was  represented  by  Mr.  N.  K  Padmanabha  Pillay, 
f.  k.  s,  a  ,  the  then  Director  of  Industries  and  he  attended  the  Con¬ 
ference  held  in  the  subsequent  years  also  and  he  has  beennominated 
as  a  Member  of  the  Central  Industrial  Intelligence  and  Research 
Bureau  and  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  various  Sub-Committees 
formed  to  report  on  various  important  industries  and  suggest  ways 
and  means  for  their  development.  Mr.  C.  Kumara  Das  b  a., 
m.  sc.,  f,  i,  c ,  Director  of  Industries  represented  this  State  in  the 
Ei ghth  Conference  held  in  1936, 

The  main  object  of  the  organisation  is  the  industrial  develop¬ 
ment  of  India  as  a  whole,  including  the  Indian  States.  General 
subjecte  of  all-India  importance  have  been  discussed  at  Hie  Confer¬ 
ences  and  useful  resolutions  adopted  and  soheroes  approved  by  the 


Conference  were  given  effect  to.  The  Central  Government  provide 
lump  allotments  for  the  development  of  specified  industries  and  the 
grants  so  allotted  are  utilised  in  the  various  Provinces  and  Indian 
States, 

Some  of  the  important  subjects  which  were  discussed  at  the 
various  conferences,  are  the  oo-ordination  of  work  between  the 
various  Departments  of  Industries  and  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Department,  State  technical  scholarships,  State  aid  to  industries, 
establishment  of  industrial  banks,  preparation  of  industrial  direc¬ 
tories,  development  of  cottage  industries,  marketing  problems,  pre¬ 
paration  of  annual  reports  of  Departments  of  Industries  on  uniform 
.lines,  encouragement  of  exhibitions  and  industrial  fairs,  co-ordinaticm. 
of  industrial  research,  standardisation  of  weights  and  measures 
throughout  India,  removal  of  intm’-provinoial  barriers  to  trado,  co¬ 
operation  in  industrial  research  among  the  various  laboratories  of 
the  Provinces  and  Indian  States,  issue  of  pamphlets  dealing  with 
individual  industries,  research  on  glass  manufacture  (.for  which  there 
is  scope  in  Travancore  and  the  investigation  _  of  some  of  the  sands 
occurring  in  Travancore  in  respect  of  their  suitability  was  one  piece 
of  work  which  this  organisation  is  doing  for  Travancore),  allocation 
of  prizes  and  industrial  standardisation. 

One  important  result  of  the  Industries  Conference  is  the  esta¬ 
blishment  of  a  Central  Industrial  Intelligence  and  Research  Bureau 
(on  the  lines  of  the  Imperial  Council  of  Agricultural  Research)  in 
order  to  serve  as  a  cleaving  house  of  industrial  intelligence  which 
Gould  keep  abreast  of  industrial  developments  both  in  India  and 
other  countries  and  be  in  a  position  t:  give  information  and  advice 
to  industrialists  and  persons  seeking  industrial  openings.  The  funo- 
ti  ons  of  the  institution  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  collection  and  dissemination  of  industrial  intelligence, 

2.  Collaboration  with  Provincial  Directors  of  Industries  and 

industrialists  in  all  matters  relating  to  (industrial 
research. 

3.  Publication,  at  intervals,  of  bulletins  relating  to  industrial 

research  and  other  matters  connected  with-  industrial 
developments. 

4.  Assistance  to  industrialists  in  India  by  giving  advice  and 

making  suggestions  as  to  the  directions  in  which  researoh 
should  be  Undertaken. 

5  To  collaborate  with  various,  organisations  of  the  Central 
and  Local  Governments  with  a  view  to  ensuring  that 
~  specifications  prepared  or  issued  by  them  provide  as  far 

as  possible  for  industrial  standardisation. 

!i.  To  assist  in  the  organisation  of  industrial  exhibitions  in 
various  parts  of  India  and  Indian  States  by  rotation.

LAND  REVENUE  DEPARTMENT 

AGRICULTURAL  LOANS.  ’  ' 

The  system  of  State  aid  for  cultivation  of  land  has  been  in 
vogue  from  very  early  days.  .These  advances  were  controlled,  by 
roles  which  provided  for  the  issue  of  loans  on  proper  security,  for 
the  recovery  of  the  same  In  instalments  and  for  guarding  againBl-tho 
money  being  misapplied.  In  the  year  1C66,  a  Regulation  was 
passed—  Regulation  -V  of  1066  -  on  the  lines  of  the  Indian  Land  Im¬ 
provement  Loans  Act  XIX  of  1883  and  rules  -  were  also  issued  for 
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ihe  practical  working  of  the  Regulation.  Under  this  Regulation 
and  the  rule?  passed  thereunder,  loans  could  be  issued  only  for  the 
improvement  of  wet  1-mds.  After  the  Regulation  was  in  force  for 
two  years,  it  was  found  to  be  practically  inoperative.  To  make  the 
Regulation  applicab  e  to  both  garden  and  wet  lands,  an  amending 
Regulation  was  passed  in  1085  —Regulation  III  of  1085;  but  this  too 
did  not  produce  the  desired  effect.  As,  on  account  of  the  stringency 
of  the  Regulation,  people  could  not  freely  avail  themselves  of  its 
provisions,  the  present  amended  Regulation  IX  of  1.094  (1919)  was 
passed,  A  set  of  revised  rules  were  also  issued  (in  1921)  for 
the  practical  working  of  the  Regulation. 

Object  for  wfiich  loans  may  be  granted. 

Loans  may  be  granted  for  two  main  purposes  ins,, 

(i)  for  making  any  improvement-  on  land  which  adds  to  the 
letting  value  of  garden  and  dry  land  as  well  as  wet  land  to  any 

person  having  a  right  to  make  that  Improvement  or  with  the 
consent  of  that  person  to  any  other  person.  The  minimum 
amount  th-it  could  be  granted  for  this  purpose  is  Rs.  50. 

(ii)  for  agricultural  purposes,  Buoh  as  the -purchase  of  seed, 
cattie,  manure,  agricultural  implements,  rebuilding  of  houses  de¬ 
stroyed  by  fire  or  flood,  and  the  purchase  of  machinery  or  other 
wooden  appliances  useful  for  farming  or  for  rendering  agricultural 
produce  fit  for  the  market. 

Officers  competent  to  grant  loans.

Applications  for  loans. 

An  application  for  a  loan  may  be  made  in  writing  eithor  direct 
to  the  officer  or  the  authority  competent  io  grant  the  loan  or 
through  any  Revenue  Officer  of  a  grade  not  lower  than  that  of  a 
Taheiidar,  It  need  not  be  in  any  special  form,  but  should  contain 
information  about  the  name  of  (he  pakutki  and  trncri  or  Kara  in 
ivt  ich  the  applicant  resides,  the  name  of  the  applicant,  the  number 
of  his  patia,  the  amount  of  loan  required,  and  the  purpose  for  which 
it  is  required,  with  particulars  of  the  security  offered.  Applications 
for  loans  up  to  Rs  200  have  been  exempted  from  the  leVey  of  stamp 

Rate  of  interest  and  nature  of  disbursement  of  loans. 

Loam  shall  ordinarily  bo  disbursed  in  two  instalments  ;  but  the 
Sanctioning  authority  may  disburse  the  loan  in  one  instalment  when 
it  appoars  to  him  that  ihore  are  reasonable  grounds  for  so  doing. 


The  ordinary  rate  of  interest  is  4  per  cent.  Per  annum.  The 
Government  may,  if  they  think  fit,  sanction  the  grant  of  loans  in 
special  oases  or  special  classes  of  oases  at  special  rates  of  Interest  or 
without  interest.  In  calculating  interest,  a  period  of  half  a  month 
or  less  shall  be  disregarded  and  any  period  exceeding  half  a  month 
shall  h e.  saken  as  one  month.  Interest  shall  accrue  from  the  date 
of  disbursement  of  the  loan ;  if  the  loan  is  dish  arsed  in  instalments, 
interest  on  eaoh  instalment  shall  run  front  the  date  of  disbttrsment  of 
such  instalment. 

If  default  is  made  in  the  repayment  of  any  instalment,  penalty 
at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  principal 
due  for  such  instalment  shall  be  levied  from’  the  date  on  which  the 
payment  ought  to  have  been  made. 

Method  of  recovery. 

Loans  shall  be  repayable  In  annusl  instalments  consisting  of  a 
fixed  portion  of  the  Principal  together  with  Interest  dne  on  the 
entire  outstanding  loan  till  the  date  of  Payment.  The  portion  of 
the  principal  due  for  eaoh  instalment  shall  be  fixed  by  the  officer 
sanctioning  the  loan  and  shall  be  shown  in  the  loan  order  issned. 
The  data  for  the  payment  of  each  annual  lustalment  shall  be  fixed 
so  as  to  coinoide,  if  possible,  with  the  date  of  payment  of  one  of  the 
land  revenue  Msts  of  the  Taluk  ;  and  the  first  instalment  shall  be 
payable  not  less  than  12  months  and  not  mote  than  30  months  from 
the  data  of  disbursement  of  the  loan  or  of  the  last  portion  of  the 
loan.  Subject  to  these  limits,  the  date  of  payment  of  the  first  In¬ 
stalment  shall  be  so  fixed  that  the  borrower  shall,  before  that  date, 
have  had  a  reasonable  opportunity  by  exercise  of  due  diligence,  of 
rec  jverlng,  as  a  result  of  his  outlay  of  the  loan,  a  sufficient  return 
to  meet  the  first  instalment.  When  the  interval  between  the  dis¬ 
bursement  of  the  loan  Or  of  the  last  portion  of  the  loan  and  the 
date  fised.for  the  repayment  of  the  first  instalment  exceeds  12 
months,  simple  Interest  shall  be  recovered  in  as 'many  annual  in¬ 
stalments  not  exceeding  the  total  number  of  instalments  for  the 
repayment  of  the  loan  along  with  the  annual  instalments  of  repay¬ 
ment  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  officer  granting  the  loan. 

The  amount  of  the  instalments  and  the  period  within  which  the 
loan  shall  be  repaid  shall  be  fixed  by  the  officer  granting  the  loan 
who  shall  have  regard  to  the  probable  durability  of  the  improvement 
proposed  to  be  effected  with  the  loan,  to  the  value  or  sufficiency  of 
the  security  given  and  to  the  convenience  of  the  borrower  and  the 
oiroumstances  of  the  case  ;  but  the  period  so  fixed  shall  not  exceed 
the  following  maxima,  namely: —

These  maxima  Bhall  be  reck  med  from  the  date  of  the  disburse¬ 
ment  of  the  loan ;  or  where  the  loan  is  disbursed  in  instalments, 
from  the  date  of  disbursement  of  the  last  instalment.  Any  period 
for  instalment  of  repayment,  fixed  under  this  rulo,  is  liable  to  re¬ 
vision.  The  officer  sanctioning  the  loan  may,  on  the  application 
of  the  borrower  and  on  sufficient-  grounds,  grant  extension  of  time 
for  repayment  not  exceeding  one  instalment  period.  Further  ex¬ 
tension  shall  be  Sanctioned  only  by  the  Dewan, 

The  borrower  is  at  liberty  to  repay  at  any  time  a  larger  sum 
than  the  annual  instalment  or  to  discharge  the  whole  loan  In  a 
lump.  Repayments  other  than  the  payment  on  the  due  date  of 
the  prescribed  annual  instalment  may  be  classed  as  follows  : — 

(i)  Payment  on  the  due  date  of  a  sum  in  excess  of  the  equa¬ 
ted  payment. 

Such  excess  repayment  should  at  once  bo  credited  in  reduction 
of  principal,  tho  number  of  future  instalments  being,  if  necessary,  re¬ 
duced,  but  no  Postponement  of  subsequent  instalments  being 
allowed.  Nor  Bhall  any  alteration  in  the  amount  of  subsequent 
instalments  be  allowed  except  in  the  final  instalment  and  when 
such  alteration  is  necessary  to  adjust  the  balance  due. 

(ii)  Payment  before  the  date  of  the  eqxmted  payment. 

Such  payment  should  be  deemed  as  having  been  made  on  the 

due  date. 

(iii)  Voluntary  payment  before  the  due  date  of  any  amount 
without  ref erence  to  the  equated  payment  due. 

Unless  the  borrower  specifically  requires  such  a  payment  to  be 
regarded  as  in  whole  or  part  an  adyanco  of  class  (iD,  it-  Bhould  be 
taken  wholly  in  reduction  of  principal;  on  the  principle  laid  down 
in  Article  145  of  the  Account  Code,  Part  I,  the  borrower  being  still 
liable  for  the  equatsd  payment  on  the  due  date. 

Repayment  may  be  made  either  at  the  Treasury  of  the  Taluk 
or  to  the  Proverthioar  of  the  pakuthi  in  which  the  land  to  be  im¬ 
proved  or  for  whose  benefit  the  loan  is  granted  is  situated.  The 
Division  Peishkar  may,  if  he  sees  fit,  authorise .  repayment  at  any 
other  Government  Treasury. 

The  repayment  of  the  annual  instalment  may  be  suspended  by 
the  officer  who  has  sanctioned  the  loan,  when,  from  causeB  beyond 
the  borrower’s  control,  such  repayment-  of  the  annua]  instalment  be¬ 
comes  unduly  burdensome.  Such  suspensions  have  the  effect  of 
postponing  the  payment  of  the  future  instalments  by  the  period  of 
suspension ;  and  no  additional  interest  shall  be  charged  for  suojj 
period. 
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Remission  of  Loans. 

In  the  ease  of  loans  for  improvements  on  land,  if  the  work 
fails  from  causae  beyond  the  borrower’s  control,  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  or  the  Peishkar  of  tho  Division,  as  the  cise  maybe, 
may,  upon  a  full  report  o?  all  the  o  iron  instances  of  the  case,  sanc¬ 
tion  the  recovery  of  the  loan  sanctioned  by  him  in  such  instalments 
as  he  thinks  fit,  interest  at  the  rite  at  which  the  loan  was  sanc¬ 
tioned  being  charged  from  tho  expiration  of  the  period  allow’d  for 
tho  execution  of  tho  work  or  may  remit  the  whole  or  a  portion  of  the 
unpaid  balance  of  the  loan  subject-  to  a  m  urban  m  limit  of  Rs,  100 
in  each  case  by  the  Land  Revenuo  Commissioner  or  Rs  50  in  each 
case  by  the  Division  Poishkar.  If  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the 
unpaid  balance  of  the  loan  exceeds  Rs.  100,  Government  may,  up, 
on  *!•  Ml  report  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  submitted  by 
the  Land  Rovcnue  Commissioner,  sanction  the  remission  of  the 
whole  or  a  portion  of  the  balance. 

Security  for  loans, 

-Sfo  loan  shall  be  granted  unless  the  va-lue  of  the  security  offered 
Is  at  least  25  per  cent-,  more  than  the  amount  of  the  loan  applied 
for. 

A.  In  the  ease  of  loans  lor  improvement  of  land  :  (a)  The  land 
to  be  improved,  which  must  ordinarily  include  the  site  of  tho  work 
to  be  constructed  unless  It  is  land  clasaod  as  poramboh. 

If  tho  value  of  idle  applicant’s  transferable  interest  in  the  land  to 
be  improved  is  less  than  25  por  cent  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  the 
loan  applied  for,  collateral  security  of  the  following  description 
shall  be  required:  — 

(i)  Other  lands  belonging  to  the  borrower ; 

(ii)  lands  belonging  to  other  persons  who  are  willing  to  become 

(iii)  persona]  security  when  the  amount  covered  by  such 
security  does  not  exceed  25  per  cent,  of  the  loan  ; 

(iv)  machinery  or  plant  installed,  such  as  oil-engine  and 
pump,  provldod  that  the  amount  covered  by  such  security  does  not 
excetd  75  per  cent,  of  its  cost  price  ;  or 

(v>  a  combination  of  the  forms  of  security  permissible  under 
clauses  (i)  to  (iv). 

When  a  loan  is  soeured  pirfely  on  one  form  of  security  and 
partly  on  another,  t-l-en  the  maximum  period  of  repayment  shall  ha 
tho  shortest  applicable  to  any  one  of  the  forms  of  security  offered 

If  the  installation,  which  is  offered  as  collateral  security,  is  not 
fully  the  property  of  the  borrower,  as.  for  instance,  ii  it  has  been 
purchased  on  the  hire  purehaso  system,  any  balance  due  upon  tb  it 
installation  shall  first.be  paid  off  out  of  the  loan  amount  before  any 
further  sum  is  disbursed  and  the  officer 'disbursing  the  loan  shall 
satisfy  himself  that  the  installation  has  been  fully  paid  for  before 
making  any  further  disbursement  of  the  loan  granted. 

When  a.loan  permissible  under  Section  3  of  the  Regula¬ 
tion  is  applied  for  by  the  members  of  a  village  community  or  by  a 
group  of  cultivators  on  their  joint  personal  security,  the  Division 
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Peishkar  may,  at  his  discretion,  advance  on  such  security  an 
amount  not  exceeding  live  times  the  animal  assessment  on  the  land 
registered  in  the  names  of  the  applicants. 

(cl  Ii  the  security  offered  is  otherwise  satisfactory,  a  loan 
may  be  granted  to  a  person  who  is  in  arraar  for  a  previous  loan. 

B.  In  the  ana  of  loans  for  ayrhultuml  purposes.  The 
applicant’s  transferable  interest  in  lands  held  by  him. 

Provided  that,  if  the  value  of  such  interest  does  not  exceed  by 
one-fourth  the  amount  of  the  loan  applied  lor,  collateral  security 
shall  be  required.  If  the  loan  is  repayable  within  two  years, 
personal  security  alone  may  be  accepted.

Loans  repayable  within  two  years  and  not  exceeding  Its.  ZOO

Commissioner  and  from  an  original  ordor  passed  by  the  Land 
Revenue  and  Income  'fax  Commissioner  to  the  Dewan. 

cc)  T  he  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  may 
also  revise  an  appellate  orier  passed  by  a  Division  Peishkar-  The 
Dewan  may  revise  either,  on  application  received  from  parties  or  of 
his  own  accord,  any  order  passed  under  these  rules.

The  petition  shall  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  an  attested  e°py  of  the  order  appealed  against  cr  Souglt 
to  be  revised.  The  time  taken  to  cbt  tin  the  attested  copy  shall  bo 
excluded  in  computing  the  time  for  the  presentation  of  the  petition. 
Petitions  presented  after  60  days  may  also  be  admitted  if  the  officer 
iB  satisfied  of  the  grounds  for  delay.  Fending  disposal  of  a  petition, 
the  appellate  or  revisioDal  authority  may  suspend  the  execution  of 
the  order  complained  of.  No  order  in  an  appeal  or  revision  shall  be 
passed  without  previous  notice  to  the  party  to  be  affected  thereby. 
Special  Punja  Loans. 

The  system  cf  granting  special  loans  for  the  cultivation  of 
Punja  lands  in  Kuttanad  was  started  in  the  year  1107  and  was 
being  continued  year  after  year.

The  Travancore  Agriculturists  Relief  Regulation. 

History  of  the  legislation.  Agriculture  is  the  key-industry  in 
the  State.  If  not  directly,  at  least  indirectly,  it  ib  tho  main  source 
of  wealth  even  to  the  non-agriculturist  and  the  State  as  a  whole. 
The  welfare  of  tho  agriculturist  has  always  boon  a  matter  of  pri¬ 
mary  concern  to  tho  State.  An  attempt  to  estimate  the  extent  of 
indebtedness  during  1079  M.  K.  (1903  A.  D.  -1904  A.D.)  was  made 
by  the  Settlement  Dewan  Peishkar  by  a  reference  to  tho  sales, 
mortgages,  hypothecations  and  money  bonds  executed  in  that  year.

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Salient  provisions  of  the  Markets  Regulation. 

Scope  of  Regulation,  The  provisions  of  the  Markets  regulation, 
VII  of  1092,  relate  to  the  holding  of  markets  anywhere  in  the  State, 
except  in  Towns  constituted  under  the  Municipal  Regulation,  To 
constitute  a  market,  there  should  be  more  than  six  shops  at  the 
place.  Temporary  shods  erected  on  occasions  of  festivities  do  not 
constitute  markets.  Under  the  Markets  Regulation,  the  publication 
of  a  Notification  by  Government  declaring  a  site  as  a  market  is  con¬ 
clusive  evidonce  that  the  place  is  a  market  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Regulation,  The  declaration  may  be  cancelled  by  Government  at 
any  time  at  their  discretion. 

Kinds  of  Markets.  There  are  two  kinds  of  markots  recognised 
by  law,  viz.,  (i)  Public  markets  and  (iii)  Private  markets,  A  public 
market  is  one  constructed,  repaired  or  maintained  by  Government 
on. Government  land.  All  other  markets  are  private  markets. 

(I)  Pvllio  markets  are  controlled  by  Government  through  the 
Land  Revenue  Department,  Government  have  the  power  of  opening 
public  markets  and  closing  them.  Jh  public  markets,  separate  areas 
are  reserved  for  stalls  and  cart-stands  and  the  remaining  area  is 
made  available  for  use  by  casual  vendors  and  by  the  public  resort¬ 
ing  to  the  market.  The  right  of  collection  of  rents  on  stalls  and 
cart-stands  and  fees  from  casual  sellers  on  open  spaces  is  sold  by 
public  auction  by  the  Taheildar  (subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Division  Peishkar)  to  the  highest  bidder  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
3  years  in  the  case  of  stalls  and  one  year  at  a  time  in  the  case  of  . 
open  spaces  and  cart-stands.  In  return  for  tho  leas©  amount,  the 
lessees  are  allowed  the  right  of  collection  of  fees  from  the  casual 
sellers  not  exceeding  the  maximum  rates  prescribed  by  the  Rules 
(vide  Table  I  below)  and  rent  from  stalls  and  cart-stands.  The  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  lease  are  enforced  by  means  of  permits  in  the  case  of 
stall-holders  and  agreements  in  the  case  of  lessees. 

(ii)  Private  markets  are  conducted  under  licenses  issued  by 
the  Division  Peishkar.  Application _  for  licenEO  to  open  a  private 
market  should  be  made  to  the  Division  Peishkar  not  less  than  60 
days  before  opening  the  market  in  tho  case  of  new  markets,  and  not 
less  than  60  days  before  the  commencement  of  the  official  year  for 
which  license  is  to  he  renewed  in  the  case  of  existing  markets. 
Every  application  for  a  new  market  should  be  accompanied  with  a 
sum  of  Bs.  4-14-0  to  cover  the  expenses  of  publication  charges  of  the 
Notification,  in  the  Government  Gazette,  under  Section  12  of  the 
Markets  Regulation.  The  applications  ore  disposed  of  after  an 
enquiry  by  the  Division  Peishkar.  The  enquiry  is  generally  directed 
towards  finding  out  whether  there  are  any  objections  to  the  grant  of 
a  license  fora  market  at  the  particular  site  and  whether  the  appli¬ 
cant  is  the  owner  of  the  land.  Alter  conducting  necessary  enquiries, 
tho  Division  Peishkar  may  grant  the  application  either  uncondition¬ 
ally  or  subject  to.  such  restrictions  and  conditions  as  he  may 
deem  fit,  or  reject  the  application.  An  application  should  be  dis¬ 
posed  of  within  60  day’s  from  the  date  of  its  receipt.  Failure  to  do 
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this  gives  the  applicant  right  to  open  the  market  or  continue  the 
same  during  the  official  year  for  which  the  lieenee  is  sought.  The 
applicant  should,  however,  pay  the  prescribed  fees  in  case  he  opens 
a  new  market  or  continuos  the  existing  market.  The  Division 
Peishkar  should  issue  a  license  over  his  signature  in  every  case  in 
which  he  grants  the  application.  The  licenses  are  issued  on  Genera] 
Stamp  paper  to  the  value  of  the  license  fee  produced  by  the  appli¬ 
cants.  The  license  fee  is  regulated  by  the  area  covered  by  the  mar¬ 
ket  as  shown  in  Table  II  below.  The  licensee  is  entitled  to  levy 
fees  for  articles  or  cattle  brought  for  sale  into  the  market  at  the 
rates  specified  in  Table  I.  He  should,  under  no  circumstances,  levy 
higher  fees. 

Among  private  markets,  there  is  another  category  known  ee 
evening  markets  or  ‘ Anthifo.das’ .  Evening  markets  are  markets 
not  enclosed  nor  provided  with  permanent  structures  and  which  arc 
the  daily  resort  during  the  afternoons  and  evenings  of  poor  persons 
for  the  purpose  of  buying  and  selling  food  stuffs  and  petty  articles  of 
house-hold  use.  The  holders  of  evening  markets  are  bound  to  take 
out  a  Iicent'o  for  their  markets,  but  they  are  exempted  from  paying 
license,  fees.  The  licensees  of  these  markets  are  not  empowered  to 
collect  fees  from  the  casual  sellers  of  goods. 

Sanitation,  water  supply  eta.,  in  markets.  The  sanitation  in 
public  markets  situated  in  Conservancy  .towns  is  attended  to  by  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  in  other  places  by  the  Land 
Revenue  Department,  Provision  is  made  in  the  budget  of  the 
Land  Revenue  Department  every  year  under  ‘Improvements 
to  Markets’  for  the  sinking  of  wells,  latrine  accommodation,  drain¬ 
age,  enclosure  wall  and  other  improvements  end  wages  of  sweepers 
in  public  markets.  In  the  case  of  private  markets,  the  licensees 
should  make  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  clean  water  for  drink¬ 
ing  and  washing  purposes,  proper  drainage  and  sanitation. 

Miscellaneous ,  A  license  for  a  private  market  could  be  sus¬ 
pended  or  revoked  by  the  Division  Peiebkar.  if  any  of  the  condi¬ 
tions  specified  therelin  is  infringed  or  evaded.  L’nder  Section  18  of 
the  Regulation,  the  Division  Feishkor  may  close  a  private  market 
for  which  no  license  has  teen  applied  for  or  the  license  for  which  has 
been  refused,  revoked  or  suspended.

No  X-Ray  examination  will  be  made  or  treatment  carried  out 
in  the  X-Ray  Department  without  a  written  requisition  and  instruc¬ 
tion  as  to  what  is  required,  from  one  of  the  Medical  staff  of  a 
Hospital  or  from  a  qualified  Modlcal  Practitioner,

If  private  parties  are  Prepared  to  bring  their  own  cars  Suited  to 
the  requirements  of  the  Specialist  and  the  safety  of  the  articles  to  be 
conveyed  to  and  fro,  the  same  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  motor  car 
hire.

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THE  OBSERVATORY,  TRIVANDRUM, 


The  Trivandrum  Observatory  was  founded  during,  the  reign 
oi  His  Highness)  Sri  Swathi  Thirunal  Maharaja  (1829-1847  A,  D,). 
His  Highness’s  keen  desire  to  promote  the  growth  oi  scientific 
knowledge  among  his  subjects  resulted  in  the  starting  oi  this  insti¬ 
tution. ;  the  proposal  to  build  the  Observatory  was  sanctioned 
in  1886. 

Mr.  John  Caldecott,  then  Commercial  Agent  of  the  Travancore 
Government  at  Alleppey,  was  appointed  as  the  first  Government 
Astronomer.  The  construction  of  the  buildings  to  locate  the 
Observatory  was  commenced  as  planned  under  tbe  supervision  of 
Col.  Horsley  ol  the  Madras  Engineering  Service.  The  site  chosen 
was  the  highest  available 'in  Trivandrum  and  was  at  200  feet 
above  the  sea  level. 

In  the  beginning,  as  there  were  no  astronomical  instruments, 
mere  calculation  work  was  done  and  the-  results  were  published  as 
Astronomical  Ephemeris  adapted  to  the  meridian  of  Trivandrum 
Observatory.  The  first  Astronomical  Ephemeris,  or  Travancore 
Almanac,  was  issued  in  1838.  This  Ephemeris  was  constructed 
more  or  less  on  tho  same  lines  as  the  Nautical  Almanac.  To 
facilitate  the  publication  of  the  Almanac,  a  small  printing  esta¬ 
blishment  was  started,  which  was  the  nucleus  of  the  present 
Government  Press.  Meteorological  and  Magneti cal  observations 
were  also  carried  on. 

The  Transit  circle  and  other  astronomical  instruments  and 
Clocks  were  installed  in  1841.  Mr.  Caldecott  collected  a  large 
moss  of  observations,  astronomical,  meteorological  and'  magneti- 
cai,  and  sent  ’them  to  the  Royal  Society  of  London  and  the  Court 
of  Directors  of  the  East  India  Company.  Mr,  Caldecott  continued 
to  be  in  charge  oithe  Observatory  till  1849,  when  he  died  at  Tri¬ 
vandrum,  and  was  succeeded  in  1852  by  Mr.  John  Allan  Bjoun 
K,  E.  6.,  who  was  for  some  time  the  Director  •  of  the  Makerstom 
Observatory  in  Scotland. 

He  reorganised  the  Department  and.  established  the  Augustia 
Malai  .Observatory  on  the  'Western  Ghats  'at  a  height  of  6,209  feet 
above!  the  sea-level. 

The. longitude  ‘and'latitude  of  the  site. of  the  Observatory  was 
redetermined  and  fixed  as  76  degrees  59  minute  s  and  45  seconds, 
East  longitude  'and  8  'degrees’  80  minutes  and  82  seconds  Korth 
latitude. 

By  his  efforts,  Mr.  Broun  was  ablo  to  show  the  scientific 
world  the  importance  of  carrying  on  Astronomical,  .Magnetic,  and 
Meteorological  observations  at  Trivandrum. 

After  the  departure  of  Mr.  Broun  in  1685,  not  much  active 
work  was  carried  on  till  1892,  when  Dr.  A.  C.  Mitchell,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Honorary  Director  ofthe  institution,  During  his  time,  a 
tower  was  erected1  with  a  revolving  dome,  to  house  a  4  inch  Equ¬ 
atorial.  Telescope.  His  main  work  was  to  extend  the  Meteorolo¬ 
gical  observations;  '  Star  observations  by  Transit  Circle  were- also 
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carried  on  side  by  side  to  .'Standardise  the  local  time.  He  intro¬ 
duced  the  automatic  arrangements  of  gun  fire  electrically  controlled 
from  the  Observatory.  This  has. subsequently  been  perfected. 

In  1927  certain  changes  wede  made  with  a  view  to  afford  more 
scope  in  the  Institution  for  the  study  of  practical  astronomy  and 
to  give  greater  facilities  for  the  students  prosecuting  post-graduate 
studies  in  the  Science  College.  The  institution  was  accordingly 
divided  into  two  separate  sections,  Astronomical  and  Meteorolo¬ 
gical. 

The  Astronomical  Branch,  publishes  weekly  astronomical 
notes  giving  the  position  of  the  Sun,  Moon  and  the  planets  for 
Trivandrum  mean  time,  Information  rodarding  other  important 
celestial  phenomena  is  also  published. 

Besides  giving  facilities  to  students  of  the  Science  College, 
the  training  of  students  in  practical  and  observational  astronomy 
lias  been  undertaken;  and  some  candidates  who  offered  Astronomy 
as  one  of  the  subjects  for  the  I.  C.  S.  Examination  have  been 
trained  in  the  Observatory  since  1932. 

The  Observatory  is  recognised  as  a  first  class  Meteorological 
Observatory  by  the  Meteorological  Department  of  the  Government 
of  India.  Eye  observations  of  meteorological  elements  are  taken 
as  a  routine  at  8  a,  m.,  12-30  p.  m.  and  4-30  p.  m.  and  the  results  of 
the  morning  and  evening  observations  are  telegraphed  to  Poona 
for  purposes  of  weather  forecasting.  Special  observations  are  taken 
at  other  hours  (day.  and  night)  whenever  requisitioned  from  fore¬ 
casting  centres.  The  Observatory  is  equipped  with  self-recording 
instruments  for  continous  registration  of  pressure,  temperature, 
humidity,  wind-velocity,  wind-direction  and  rainfall.  The  results 
of  the  daily  observations  are  published  in  the  Indian  Daily  Wea¬ 
ther  Report  and  also  incorporated  in  the  Monthly  and  Annual 
Weather  Reviews  published  by  the  India  Meteorological  Depart¬ 
ment.  A  daily  Weather  Report  is  also  issued  from  the  Observa¬ 
tory;  and  a  summary  of  the  principal  meteorological  results  and 
general  weather  is  published  weekly  in  the  Government  Gazette. 

Pilot  balloon  station  was  opened  as  an  annexe  to  the  Meteo¬ 
rological  Branch  in  December  1928,  under  the  technical  supervi¬ 
sion  of  the  Upper  Air  Section  of  the  India  Meteorological  Depart¬ 
ment  at  Agra,  routine  flights  being  conducted  in  the  morning,  and 
special  ascents  at  other  hours  whenever  demanded  JrOm  Aerodrome 
centres.  All-results  relating* -to  upper  winds  ate  published  in 
detail  in. the  Daily  Weather  Report  and  the  Monthly  Upper  Air 
Reviews  published  by  the  India  Meteorological  Department.  _  The 
summary  of  the  results  of  the  morning  ascent  is.  published  in  the 
Government  Gazette  and  the  relevant  data  supplied  to  pilots  who 
land  at  the  Trivandrum  Aerodrome. 

The  Department  supplies  standardised  rain-gauges  and  acces¬ 
sories  to  all  gauging  stations  maintained  in  Government  institu¬ 
tions  in  the  State  which  are  subject  fo  inspection  by  the  Meteoro¬ 
logist  or  other  authorised  officers  pertaining  to  the  .respective 
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Departments,  Rain-gauges  and  measuring  glasses  are  also  sup¬ 
plied  toprivate  or  non-dopartmental  agonoios  who  have  to  pay  the 
cost  of  the  set  and  also  the  transport  charges.  There  are  at  present 
77  Departmental  gauging  stations  in  the  State, 

A  weather  station  fox  eye  observation  of  pressure,  temperature, 
humidity  and  wind  has  been  started  at  the  Alleppey  Port  under 
the  technical  supervision  of  the  Government  Meteorologist  and  has 
been  functioning  from  Medorn  t  L12.  The  main  object  of  this 
station  is  to  guide  the  Port  Officer  in  regard  to  caution  signals, 
16  would,  in  due  course,  also  serve  to  improve  the  knowledge  of 
the  olimatology  of  the  state.  With  another  such  station  at  Cape 
Comorin,  which  is  also  under  the  contemplation  of  Government-, 
the  comparative  state  of  weather  over  the  whole  of  TraVanoore  at 
any  time  can  be  estimated  with  fair  accuracy. 

A  first  rate  magnetic  observatory  doing  pioneer  work  in  mag¬ 
netism  was  functioning  here  during  the  Directorship  of  J.  A, 
Broun  F.  R.  S,  from  1852-18K-5,  The  Observatory  was  closed  after 
hisitime  and  the  equipment  fell  into  disuse,  A  magnetic  survey  of 
the  State  was  conducted  during  Dr  Broun’ s  period.  No  such  survey 
has  been  conducted  after  his  time.  But  the  magnetic  elements  for 
a  few  stations  in  the  State  are  supplied  by  the  Survey  Department 
of  the  Government  of  ‘India  who  tour  the  country  for  this  purpose 
once  in  five  yeans, 


DEPARTMENT, FOR  THE  PUBLICATION  OF 
ORIENTAL  MANUSCRIPTS. 

This  Department  owes  its  inception  to  His  Highness  the  late 
Maharaja.  Oriental  learning,  literature  and  arts  have  always 
received  generouE  and  discerning  patronage  from  successive  Rulers 
of  Travaneore,  among  whom  several  have  also  achieved  renown  as 
poets,  scholars  and  musical  composers.  , 

In  this,  as  in  other  good  things,  the  idea  originated,  with  the 
Royal  Family,  and  the  beginnings  of  thisDepartmenti  which  cele¬ 
brated  its  Silver  -Jubilee  nearly  four  years  ago,  were  made  when 
Devanagari  types  were  got  down  for  the  Government  Press  at  Tri¬ 
vandrum  and  BTiaUi  Xanjnri ,  a  Siotra  Grtindha  composed  by  His 
Highness  Svati  Tirunal  Maharaja  in  praise  of  the  tutelary  deity 
of  the  Travaneore  House,  was  selooted  in  1903  from  the  Palace 
Grandhaxtura  (Library  of  manuscript' collections)  and  printed.  A 
separate  department  for  the  preservation  of  oriental  literature  and 
for  the  publication  of  rare  manuscripts  was  created  in  1908;  and 
in  1924,  a  branch  for  the  publication  of  Malayalam  manuscripts 
was  added. 

Til]  now,  128  works  in  Sanskrit  and  58  works  in  Malayalam 
have  been  printed  and  published.  Among  the  more  important 
publications  of  the.  former  are  Bhasa’s  Plays,  Aryamanjusrimuk- 
kalpa,  Rigveda  Bhashya  by  Skandaswami,  Venkatainadhavam 
Arya  Bhashya  and  Kautilya’s  Arthasastra;  and  of  the  latter,  the 
Naxayaniyam  with  an  exhaustive  commentary. 


The  nucleus  of  an  Oriental  Manuscripts  Library  has  been  for¬ 
med  by  the  collection  of  3,634  manuscripts  and  the  transcripts  of 
1,410  manuscripts. 

The  holding  of  the  Ninth  Session  of  the  All-India  Oriental 
Conference  at  Trivandrum  is  an  Indication  of  the  contribution 
made  by  the  State  to  oriental  studies. 

The  Sanskrit  publications  of  the  Department,  issued  in  the 
Trivandrum  Sanskrit  Series  comprise  128  numbers,  38  of  which 
are  now  out  of  stock.  Nos.  89  to  111  of  the  series  are  known  as 
the  Sri  Setu  Lakshmi  Prasada  Mala,  and  Nos,  112  to  128  the  Sri 
Chitrodava  Manjari  Sanskrit  series. 

The  Malayalam  publications  consist  of  three  series,  viz.,  the 
Sri  Mulam  Malayalam  Series  (Nos.  1  to  25)  containing  purely  lit¬ 
erary  works;  the  Sri  Vanchi  Setn  Lakshmi  Series  which  comprise 
19  numbers  which  are  purely  Sastraie  works;  and  Sri  Chitrodaya 
Manjari  Bhasha  Series,  of  which  there  are  13  numbers. 

The  manuscripts  collected  and  preserved  by  the  Department 
are  available  to  scholars  and  research  students  for  reference  in  the 
library.  They  are  not  lent  out;  but  transcripts  are  prepared  and 
supplied,  on  requisition,  the  copying  fee  being  as  follows:  —

PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 


Historwial  — Travancore  could  claim  to  be  a  pioneer  among 
Indian  States  in  the  adoption  of  measures  of  Public  Health  and 
Sanitation,  with  a  history  of  progressive  expansion  covering  a  period 
of  about  three  quarters  of  a  century.  The  genesis  of  “  Preventive 
Medicine  ”  in  the  State  could  be  traced  even  farther  back  to  1818 
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when  vaccination  was  first  introduced  in  Travandore.  The  example 
set  by  the  members  of  the  Ruling  Family  in  getting  themselves 
vaccinated  helped  very  much  to  popularise  vaccination  in  its  earlier 
days,  when  it  had  to  encounter  opposition.  The 'British  Resident 
also  appears  to  have  actively  promoted  vaccination  in  those  times 
by  inspecting,  when  on  circuit,  some  of  the  recently  vaccinated 
children  at  eaoh  village.  The  formation  of  a  regular  Vaccination 
Department  in  1864  with  a  Superintendent  at  its  head,  was  the  first 
milestone  in  the  progress  of  Pubilic  Health  work  in  the  State.  A 
further  fillip  to  vaccination  was  given  in  1878  when  a  Royal  Procla¬ 
mation  was  issued  making  vaccination  compulsory  upon  Puolic 
Servants  lawyers  studenss  etc.  A  Vaccine  Depot  was  established  in 
1888  for  the  production  and  distribution  of  vaccine-lymph. 

In  1895,  a  Sanitary  Department  under  a  Sanitary  Commissioner 
was  organised,  bringing  within  its  purview  such  important  activities 
as  Vaccination,  Registration  and  Compilation  of  Vital  Statistics, 
and  Consorvancy  Work  in  Rural  Areas.  The  Department  was  given 
a  field  staff  consisting  of  4  Sanitary  Officers  and  70  Vaccinators. 
The  entire  State  Was  divided  into  a  series  of  Ranges  for  purposes  oi 
vaccination.  The  birth  of  the  Sanitary  Department  saw  the  ,  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  previous  crude  practice  of  arm  to  arm  vaccination.  The 
Sanitary  Department  further  undertook  the  Control  of  Epidemics, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Medical  Department;  and  itinerant 
medical  relief  was  extended  through  a  medically  qualified  staff,  to 
places  having  no  Hospitals  or  Dispensaries. 

But  with  the  development  of  newer  public  health  conditions 
and  problems  in  Travancore,  it  became  necessary  to  create  a  modem 
public  health  organisation  on  up-to-date  lines  and  on  a  par  with  the 
remodelled  public  health  organisations  in  other  countries.  The 
advice  and  assistance  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  were  obtained 
in  the  matter ;  and  the  Foundation  deputed  one  of  its  Representa¬ 
tives,  in  accordance  with  whose  schemo,  a  temporary  Public  Health 
Organisation  dealing  with  a  programme  of  special  activities  was 
established  in  1930,  in  addition  to  the  Sanitary  Department.  These 
agencies  were  amalgamated  into  a  no  w  and  permanent  Public  Health 
Department  in  1938  with  a  view  to  co-ordinate  all  the  activities  on 
an  up-to-date  and  scientific  basis  under  a  single  direction.- 

With  a  view  to  effect  better  supervision  over  the  field  activities 
of  the  Department,  the  State  hag  now  been  divided  into  two  Public 
Health  Districts,  vie,.  Northern  and  Southern,  with  Kottayam  and 
Neyyattinkara  as  their  respective  headquarters,  each  District  being 
in  the  charge  of  a  District  Health  Officer.  For  purposes  of  Vacci¬ 
nation,  Rural  Sanitation,  and  Registration  of  Vital  Statistics,  the 
State  has  been  divided  into  9  Sanitary  Circles,  i)is.  Nagerooil, 
Kuzhithurai,  Trivandrum,  Kottarakara,  Kayencolam,  Chongan- 
noor,  Kottayam,  Vaikom  and  Perumbavoor.  According  to  a  new 
Taluk  Health  Scheme  introduced  in  1937,  the  Taluks  of  Thovala, 
.  Kalkulam  and  Shencotta  were  each  given  a  Taluk  Health  Organi¬ 
sation.  This  Scheme  of  affording  intensive  Health  Service  has  since 
been  in  operation  in  South  Travancore  and  Shencotta, 
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Organisation.—  The  administration  oi  the  Department  is  vested 
in  the  Director  of  Public  Health.  The  immediate  supervision  of  the 
various  field  activities  devolvos  upon  the  District  Health  Officers  of 
the  Northern  and  Southern  Districts.  The  District  Health  Officer 
of  the  Southern  District  is  the  er-offido  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Health  Unit,  Neyyattinkara.  The  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory  is  under  a  Superintendent,  who  controls  the  work  of 
the  several  sections  in  the  Laboratory  viz,  Bacteriological  and 
Pathological  Sections,  Research,  Entomological  Laboratory,  Public 
Analyst’s  Section, _  Chemical  Examiner’s  Section,  etc..  The  Medical 
Entomology  Section  has  two  Assistant,  Surgeons  to  attend  to  the 
field  work,  the  Laboratory  work  relating  to  this  Section  being 
carried  on  by  the  Entomological  Assistant  attached  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  The  Filariasis  and  Mosquito  Control  opera¬ 
tions  and  special  investigations  on  Malaria  and  Filariasis  are  being 
attended  to  by  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons,  Supervisors  and  Field  Assis¬ 
tants.  The  School  Medical  Inspection  is  conducted  by  8  Sub- 
Assistant  Surgeons  whose  work  is  supervised  by  2  Assistant  Sur¬ 
geons,  The  Health  Educational  Officer  looks  after  Health  Propa¬ 
ganda  and  Publicity,  The  Sanitary  Circles  and  the  new-  Taluk 
Health  Organisations  are  in  the  charge  of  Sanitary  Circle  Officers 
and  Sub  Assistant  Surgeons  respectively,  A  large  staff  of  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  Vaccinators  and  Conservancy  Overseers  is  working  in 
the  various  Sanitary  Circles. 

Co-operation  o!  the  Rockefeller  Foundation. — The  Public  Health 
Department  enjoys  the  benefit  of  tire  continued  co-operation  of  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation.  Ever  since  1929  the  Representative  of  the 
Foundation  has  been  co-operating  with  the  Government  as  their 
Honorary  Adviser  in  Public  Health.  Five  of  the  officers  in  the 
Department  have  been  recipients  of  Fellowships  from  the  Founda¬ 
tion  for  special  studies  in  Public  Health,  The  Foundation  had  been 
extending  its  speofal  support  to  the  Health  Unit,  Neyyattinkara,  by 
contributing  from  year  to  year  a  certain  percentage  of  its  expendi¬ 
ture  for  a  period  of  5  years  from  its  inception.  It  has  also  been 
interesting  itsolf  m  the  other  activities  of  the  Department  such  as 
Hookworm  Treatment  Campaign,

Registration  of  Vital  Statistics.  -The  Registration  of  Vital 
Statistics  is  conducted  by  the  Municipal  staff  ,m  mnnicipa  areas. 
Conservancy  Overseers  in  Police  Conservancy  towns,  Provorthjkare  m 
pdku (hies  not  included  in  Municipalities  oi  Iolioe  Conservancy

towns,  Revenue  Inspectors  in  Peetmade  and  Devicolam  Taluks, 
Foresters  in  Forest  areas,  and  Medical  Officers  and  Superintendents 
in  the  Estates  of  the  High  Ranges,  The  consolidated  vital  statis¬ 
tics  of  the  State  are  compiled  at  the  offico  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Health,  from  the  Quarterly  Returns  received  from  the  various  agen¬ 
cies  referred  to  above.  The  normal  average  Birth  and  Death  Rates 
in  the  State  range  from  30  to  40  and  16  to  20  per  mile  of  popula¬ 
tion  respectively ,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  being  about  100  per 
1000  live. birth's.  One  of  the  principal  objects  underlying  the  now 
Taluk  Health  Sehemo  in  operation  in  South  Travaneoro  and  Shen- 
cotta  is  to  ensure  a  correct  Registration  of  Vital  Statistics,  by 
making  an  independent  investigation  mito  all  cases  of  Births,  Deaths 
and  Infantile  Mortality  and  comparing  the  data  with  the  figures 
collected  by  the  Revenue  staff. 

Control  of  Oommmiedbh  Diseases, — Smallpox  and  Cholera 
are  common  epidemic  diseases  that  periodically  break  out  in  the 
country,  Plague  being  a  third  scourge  occurring  now  and  then, 
in  certain  parts  of  the  State  exposed  to  chances  of  infection  from 
elsewhere.  Of  Cholera,  it  has  to  be  said,  that,  -while  it  was  practi¬ 
cally  an  annual  visitor  to  Trayancore  from  1895  to  1929  rising  up  to 
peaks  of  severe  vSrulence  periodically,  it  has  since  assumed  the  com¬ 
plexion  of  an  occasional  phenomenon  as  a  result  of  the  efficient 
safeguards  adopted.  Malaria,  which  us  fairly  endemic  in  the  foot¬ 
hills^  shows  at  times  a  tendency  to  flare  up  under  favourable  eco¬ 
nomic  and  meteorological  conditions,  During  Epidemics,  the 
Pnblio  Health  Department  mobilises  in  the  field  all  Us  best  re¬ 
sources  and  strivos  to  suppress  the  outbreak  with  the  utmost  energy 
and  expedition,  Concurrently  with  the  efforts  put  forth  to  combat 
the  epidemics,  extensive  Telief  measures  are  also  organised  for  the 
alleviation  of  distress  in  the  affected  areas.  Due  attention  is  also 
bestowed  upon  the  control  of  other  diseases  such  as  Leprosy,  Typhoid, 
and  Yaws  in  collaboration  with  the  State  Medical  Department. 

Vaccination. — Vaccination  in  tho  State  is  domiciliary,  The 
permanent  arrangement-  for  vaccination  consists  in  the  distribution 
of  the  vaccination  staff  over  a  number  of  vaccination  ranges  into 
which  the  various  Sanitary  Circles  of  the  State  are  conveniently- 
grouped,  the  work  in  each  Range  being  attended  to  as  a  routine  and 
continuous  measure  by  the  Vaccinator  concerned.  But  in  order  to 
carry  on  an  intensive  drive  against  Smallpox,  the  plan  of  work  has 
been  modified  and  a  regular  Vaccination  Campaign  has  been 
inaugurated  since  the  beginning  of  1984,  The  modus  operand*  is  to 
concentrate  the  vaccination  staff  at  a  particular  pakuthi  and  to  con¬ 
duct  vaccination  in  each  area  of  work  as  exhaustively  as  possible, 
thus  finishing  pakuthi  after  pakuthi  and  taluk  after  taluk,  simulta¬ 
neously  in  all  the  Sauitary  Circles,  The  sanitary  staff  working  in 
Municipalities  and  Police  Conservancy  towns  also  carry  on  inten¬ 
sive  vaccination  in  their  respective  areas.  Steps  are  specially  taken 
for  vaccination  in  schools  and  in  areas  stricken  by  Small-pox,  Both 
vaccination  and  w-vaccination  have  lately  been  made  compulsory  in 
rural  areas,  The  total  vaccinations  conducted  in  the  State  during 
the  last  3  years  being  about  40  lakhs,  80  per,  cent,  of  the  Population 
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should  be  considered  to  have  been  afforded  protection  against 
Smallpox.  As  a  result  oi  this  intensive  vaccination  campaign,  the 
disease  has  been  reduced  to  a  nominal  incidence  in  1937. 

Plague  Control  Measures.—  Plague  has  been  imported  into  the 
High  Ranges  oi  Travancore  on  many  occasions  after  the  adjoining 
British  Indian  District  of  Madura  got  infected,  the  first  indigerous 
outbreak  of  Plague  being  in  Devicolam  in  1103  M,  K  The  next 
outbreak  was  in  Peermade  in  1107  ai,  33,  Plague  broke  out  in  the 
Cochin  State  during  the  year  1110  ai.  e,  at  Mattancherry;  and  later 
on  a  more  seyere  outbroak  followed  at  Kunnamkulam.  This  neces¬ 
sitated  the  adoption  of  control  measures  at  the  Travaneore  Frontiers 
adjoining  Cochin,  Ever  since  the  outbreak  of  Plague  in  Cochin, 
the  danger  of  its  importation  into  Aileppey  town  steadily  increased 
and  culminated  in  the  recent  epidemic  that  occurred  there  at  the 
close  of  11 11  M.  E.  This  outbreak  was  combated  and  suppressed 
with  considerable  expedition  by  means  of  a  vigorous  Programme  of 
notification,  isolation,  treatment  and  inoculation,  with  disinfection, 
sanitation,  and  rat-destruction  side  by  side.  The  Special _  Plague 
Officer  and  his  staff  at  Aileppey  cany  on  vigilant  observation  and 
rat-destruction  work.  Due  Precautionary  measures  have  also  been 
taken  to  protect  the  State  in  connection  with  the  reoindescer.ee  of 
Plague  lately  roported  in  Mattancherry. 

Medical  Entomology,  —An  extensive  survey  for  Malaria  and 
Filarfasis  has  been  conducted  in  many  parts  of  the  State  by  a 
Trained  and  ExPett  Staff  ^determine  the  Anopheline  and  Culicine 
Fauna  of  the  country,  so  that  necessary  control  measures  could  be 
planned  in  the  light  of  the  results  of  the  survey. 

The  Fi  lariasis  Survey  of  Shertala  Taluk  has  disclosed  certain 
striking  results.  The  type  of  filarial  infection  occurring  in  Sher- 
thalni  is  not  the  same  type  as  has  been  commonly  observed  in  other 
Parts  of  India,  but  a  different  one,  the  causative  organism  being 
Filaria  Malayl  Brug,  Further,  while  the  transmission  of  Filaria 
banorofti  infection  occurs  through  the  agency  cf  a  mosquito  called 
Culex  fatigans  the  filarial  infection  in  Shertala  is  transmitted  by 
different  mosquito  known  as  Mansonia  (Mansonioides),  The  fila¬ 
rial  endemicity  rate  of  Shertala  as  revealed  by  the  survey  was 
46'  6  percent.  The  intensive  investigations  conducted  in  the  field 
station  opened  at  Pattanacad  forfilariasiB  studies  have  shown  that 
for  the  development  of  MansonioideB  in  Shertala,  tfce  presence  of 
Pistia  plants  and  of  decaying  organic  matter  in  water  are  quite 
essential.  In  the  light  of  these  findings,  filariaeis  control  work  by 
means  of  Pistil  olearance  is  being  carried  on  with  marked  success  in 
a  select  area  of  SO  square  miles  in  Shertala  Taluk, 

The  fi  lariasis  survey  was  also  carried  out  in  certain  Principal 
Towns  such  as  Trivardrum,  Aileppey,  Quilon,  Eraniel,  and  Parur. 
The  survey  at  Trivandrum  showed  a  gross  filariaeis  rate  of  33T  Per 
mile,  the  incidence  being  higher  (over  70  Per  mile)  in  the  central 
areas  of  the  Town.  A  survey  similarly  conducted  at  Aileppey 
showed  a  filarial  disease  rate  of  5,1  per  cent,  and  a  filarial  infection 
rate  of  16,6  pet  cent.  The  types  of  infection  noticed  were  F  malayi 
and  F.bancrofti,  the  former  Predominating  over  the  latter.  The 
snjjvey  of  Qnilon  showed  a  filarial  infection  rate  of  5‘0  per  cent,  ard 
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a  filarial  disease- rate  of  1’4  Per  cent.  Mosqtfito  control  measures 
planned  according  to  local  requirements  have  been  instituted  at  Tri¬ 
vandrum,  AllePPey  and  Quilon,  The  work  at  Trivandrum  was  orga¬ 
nised  by  the  public  Health  Department  and  later  transferred  to 
the  Municipality.  Th?  work  at  AllePPey  and  Quilon  is  being 
carried  on  by  the  Public  Health  Department  in  co-  operation  with 
the  respect i  ve  Municipalities,  the  expenses  being  shared  in  equal 
proportions  by  both. 

An  intensive  study  r-f  Malaria  is  being  couduoted  at  certain 
endemic  centres  for  the  disease,  such  as  Kulasekharam  and  Perum- 
Pazhuthoor. 

The  Filarial  and  Malaria  Surveys  have  yielded  oortain  import¬ 
ant  findings.  There  are  two  species  of  filarial  parasites  prevalent 
in  Travoncore,  vie.  F  .bancrofii  and  F.malayi,  The  discovery  ol 
F.malayi  as  a  causative  organism  of  fiJariasis  in  Travancore  is  a 
new  one.  The  distribution  of  F.bancroifci  is  lypically  urban  in 
character,  being  more  common  in  crowded  to  ana  like  Trivai.drum, 
while  F.malayi  is  more  common  in  rural  Places  like  Shertala  and 
Ambalapuzha.  The  insect  hosts  of  the  two  species  of  filarial  para-, 
sites  are  different,  Culex  fatigans  being  the  usual  vector  for  F.ban- 
crofti.  The  mosquitoes  harbouring  the  larvae  of  F.malayi  are  those 
of  the  sub-genus  “Mansonia”  viz.  M.annulifera,  M.uniformis  and 
M,  indiana.  Of  Mansoni-ides,  it  has  been  newly  discovered  that 
their  eggs  are  laid  on  the  leaves  of  Pistia,  Stratiotes  and  the  larvae 
and  Pupae  respire  by  atiachiug  themselves  to  the  flesh-roots  of  the 
Plant.  The  importance  of  this  finding  lies  in  tho  fact  that  the  con¬ 
trol  measures  ordinarily  employed  against  Culex  fatigans  wouldbe 
ineffective  against  Mansonioides. 

As  regards  the  results  of  the  Malaria  Survey,  it  has  to  be  stated 
that  all  the  speoies  of  Plasmodium  recorded  as  causative  of  human 
Malaria  in  India  have  been  found  in  Travancore  viz.  P.vivax 
(Benign  Tertian),  Pialoiparum  (Malignant  Tertian)  and  P.malariae 
(Quartan).  The  Primary  transmitters  of  Malaria  are  Anopheles 
fluviatilis,  A.vartma,  and  A.culicifacies. 

A  rat-flea  Survey  conducted  in  the  Peennade  Taluk  5n  1982-33 
revealed  a  high  X.oheopis  (the  vector  of  plague  bacilli)  index  and 
the  consequent  possi  bility  of  frequent  outbreaks  of  plague  in  that 
area.  The  same  survey  haa»been  carried  out  in  certain  important 
Towns  such  as  Alleppey,  Changanacherry,  Kottayam,  Athiram- 
puzha,  Ettumanoor,  Quilon  and  Trivandrum.  The  survey  of  these 
towns  shows  X.cheopis  to  be  present  5n  all  those  places,  their 
distribution  being  generally  confined  to  the  wards  having  grain- 
shops. 

Hookworm  Survey  and  Treatment. — A  State-wide  Hookworm 
Survey  was  conducted  in  1930  whereby,  out  of  27,791  examinations 
conducted  92' 0  per  cent,  of  the  oases  proved  positive,  the  rate  of 
intensity  of  infection  being  an  average  egg-count  of  1400  per  o,  o. 
Accordingly  a  Hookworm  Treatment  Campaign  was  conducted  all 
over  the  State,'  the  treatment  being  repeated  in  such  Taluks  as 
showed  higher  infection  rates.  The  total  number  of  porsons  treated 
during  the  campaign  was  336,913. 
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Public  Health  Laboratory,  -The  Public  Health  Laboratory 
was  organised  towards  the  close  of  1933  by  the  amalgamation  of 
the  following  Laboratories,  which  were  then  in  existence  (1)  The 
“Bacteriological  Laboratory”  which  was  under  the  Medical  De¬ 
partment,  (.2)  The  “Vaccine  Depot”  of  the  Sanitary  Department, 
(3)  The  “Chemical  Examiner’s  Laboratory’  which  w'as  working 
directly  under  the  Government,  and  (4)  The  “Hookworm  Labora¬ 
tory”  which  had  come  into  existence  along  with  the  new  Public 
Health  Department.  The  newer  additions  made  to  the  Laboratory 
subsequently  were  the  “Public  Analyst’s  Section”,  the  “Entomo¬ 
logical  Laboratory”,  and  the  “Research  Section”.  All  these 
Sections  are  now  .housed  together  in  the  new  Laboratory  building. 

The  Bacteriological  Laboratory  was  first  organised  temporarily 
as  a  separate  unit  of  the  General  Hospital  on  1-7-1089  M.  E  ,  and  was 
made  permanent  a  year  later.  In  1096  M.  e  ,  it  was  re-organiEed 
as  a  separate.  institution  with  a  Bacteriologist  at  its  Head  ;  it 
continued  so  till  its  absorption  into  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
in  1109  m,  e,  Tho  Vaccine  Depot  initiated  the  manufacture  of 
Lanoline  Lymph  in  1074.  In  1075  w.  b.  a  Training  Class  for  Vac¬ 
cinators  was  opened  for  the  first  time  and  in  tho  same  year  Lano- 
Glyceiine  Lymph  was  prepared  and  tried.  The  Chemical  Examiner’s 
Section  was  started  as  an  independent  Department  in  1890  A,  D. 
and  was  working  directly  under  the  orders  of  Government  for  43 
years  till  it  waB  merged  in  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in 
1933,  It  was  the  Surgeon-in-cliarge  of  the  General  Hospital, 
Trivandrum,  who  was  formerly  holding  the  post  of  the  Chemical 
Examiner  to  Government. 

The  Bacteriological  Section  of  the  Laboratory  undertakes  diag¬ 
nostic  work," preparation  of  vaccines  and  other  miscellaneous  items 
of  work.  The  diagnostic  work  consists  of  cultural  examination  of 
stools.,  blood,  urine,  pus,  and  other  exudates  for  the  isolation  of 
organisms  responsible  for  the  diseases  investigated.  The  necessary- 
glass  ampules  and  media  are  supplied  to  Hospitals  and  Medical 
Practitioners  for  collecting  samples  for  cultures.  The  diagnostic 
service  also  includes  serological  tests  for  the  diagnosis  of  diseases, 
chiefly  syphilis  and  enteric  fever.  For  diagnosis  of  typhoid,  Widal’s 
test  is  adopted.  Specimens  for  the  diagnosis  of  syphilis  are 
subjected  to  both  Kahn’s  and  Hinton’s  tests.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
although  corroborative  tests  are  done  (in  the  case  of  those  who  are 
able  to  pay)  there  has  been  no  increase  in  the  fee  for  these  tests; 
indigent  persons  get  the  benefit  of  both  tests  free  of  charge. 

The  further  items  of  diagnostic,  work  comprise  microscopical 
examinations  of  specimens,  pathological  examinations;  bio-chemi¬ 
cal  tests,  and  animal  inoculations. 

The  preparation  of  vaccines  in  the  Laboratory  includes  both  pro¬ 
phylactic  and  curative  vaccines.  The  chief  prophylactic  vaccines 
prepared  are  for  Smallpox,  Typhoid  and  Cholora.  The  production 
of  Smailpox  vaccine  has  been  improved  both  qualitatively  and 
quantitatively  since  the  re-organisation  of  the  Public  Health  La¬ 
boratory.  By  selecting  only  cow.  calves  between  6  months  and 
2  years  and  not  below  150  lbs,  in  weight,  it  has.  been  possible 
to  raise  the  yield  per  calf  from  about  600  grains  of  prepared 
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vaccine  per  calf  to  over  2,000  grains  of  vaccine  without  appreciable 
increase  in  tba  cost  of  calves.  Unhealthy  calves  are  weeded  out 
and  only  calves  of  proved  good  health  are  selected  for  vaccination, 
by  subjecting  them  to  a  preliminary  quarantine.  The  inoculation 
of  calves  and  harvesting  of  vaccine  is  done  with  the  utmost  aseptic 
precautions.  The  vaccine  is  being  stored  in  a  cold  cabinet  at 
16-20  e  F.  a  temperature  at  which  it  is  found  to  remain  potent 
for  about  2  years.  This  enables  a  reserve  stock  being  kept, 
sufficient  to  meet  the  maximum  demand  for  one  year,  Every 
batch  of  vaccine  is  tested  bacteriologicaliy  before  it  is  issued. 
The  vaccino  is  issued  in  sterile  vials  or  capillaries,  as  required. 
Seed  vaccine  is  now  being  manufactured  by  regular  rabbit  passage, 
while  it  used  to  be  purchased  from  the  King  Institute,  Guindy, 
formerly.  The  cost  of  the  vaccine  which  used  to  be  1  anna  5  pieB 
per  grain  has  now  been  reduced  to  1  anna  per  grain  with  a  con¬ 
cessional  rate  of  10  pies  per  grain  for  those  who  buy  1,000  grains 
or  more  in  bulk. 

After  the  re-organisation  of  the  Laboratory,  a  steady  increase 
in  the  outturn  of  T.  A,  B.  Vaccine  has  been  effected.  At  present 
all  the  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  are  being  supplied  with  this 
vaccine  regularly,  so  that  all  contacts  of  Typhoid  Fever  may  get 
free  inoculation.  The  cost  of  the  vaccine,  for  persons  who  can  pay 
for  it,  has  been  reduced  from  8  annas  to  2  annas  per  c.  c,,  so  as  to 
encourage  its  wide  use. 

The  preparation  of  Cholera  Vaccine  was  begun  for  the  first 
time  after  the  new  Laboratory  came  into  existence.  During  the 
last  Cholera  Epidemic  in  1111 M.  E,,  707,878  c.  eg.  of  this  vaccine 
worth  about  Rs,  46,000  were  produced  and  issued  from. the  Labora¬ 
tory,  saving  thereby  thousands  of  human  beings  from  falling  a  prey 
to  the  epidemic,  A  stock  of  the  vaccine  sufficient  for  meeting 
any  emergency  is  maintained  in  the  Laboratory. 

The  Curative  Vaccines  produced  from  the  Laboratory,  include 
Auio-Vaccines,  simple  or  compound,  and  Stock  Vaccines,  Auto- 

Vaccines  are  rendered  available  for  a  variety  of  conditions  such 

as  boils,  abscess,  eczema,  bronchitis,  asthma,  urethritis,  cystitis, 
peurperal  fever,  etc.  Vaccines  prepared  from  Bacteria  obtained 
from  different  persons  suffering  from  the  same  or  allied  conditions 
are  pooled  together  as  Stock  Vaccines. 

The  other  miscellaneous  items  of  work  undertaken  at  the 
Laboratory  are  tho  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Vaccine  Lymph, 
Milk  and  Water  ;  preparation  of  Oils  Buch  as  Hydnocreol  for  in¬ 
jection  in  cases  of  Leprosy;  preparation  of  Solutions  of  Percain 
and  Novocain  ;  and  also  supply  of  Glassware,  Media  and  other 
diagnostic  outfits. 

The  Research  Section  is  carrying  on  a  useful  study  of  Enteric 
infection  in  the  State. 

Anti-Rabio  Treatment. — There  was  formerly  no  centre  for 
Ahti-Babic  Treatment  in  Travaneore  and  hence  all  the  patients 
used  to.  go  to  Coonoor  for  the  purpose.  But  in  1098,  this  treat¬ 
ment  was  started  in  the  Bacteriological' Laboratory,  Trivandrum. 
The  Vaccine  is,  however,  got  down  from  the  Pasteur  Institute, 
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Coonoor.  Indigent  persons  certified  ns  such  by  the  TahsSldnrs 
concerned  are  given  their  fare  to  and  fro,  admitted  into  the 
General  Hospital  and  are  treated  there.  Treatment  is  free  to  all. 
The  normal  course  of  Anti-Rabic  Treatment  lasts  two  weeks. 

Entomological  Laboratory  :  — 1 This  Section  of  the  Laboratory 
undertakes  the  examination  of  blood  films  for  filarial  and  malarial 
parasites  and  identification  and  dissection  of  entomological  speci¬ 
mens  which  aro  received  from  the  different  field  survey  parties. 
Researches  are  also  carried  on  regarding  the  entomological  aspects 
of  insect-home  diseases. 

Ohemioal  I  zcminer’s  Section,— This  Section  furnishes  reports 
upon  any  matter  or  thing  duly  submitted  for  examination  or 
analysis  in  the  course  of  any  proceedings_  under  the  Criminal  Pro¬ 
cedure  Code,  which  may  be  used  aB  evidence  in  any  criminal 
enquiry,  trial  or  other  proceedings.  A  set  of  rules  passed  under 
date  the  17th  May  1898,  regulates  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  by 
the  Medical  Officers,  Magistrates,  and  the  Police  in  regard  to  the 
transmission  of  substances  for  examination  to  the  Chemical  Exa¬ 
miner,  The  main  items  of  work  are  Chemico-legal  Examinations 
of  eases  of  human  poisoning,  cattle-poisoning,  blood  stains  and 
seminal  stains,  and  analyses  of  miscellaneous  materials  such  as 
liquor,  salts,  soils,  food-stuffs,  etc.  No  examination  of  a  miscel¬ 
laneous  nature  is  to  be  ordinarily  applied  for  to  be  done  by 
the  Chemical  Examiner,  except  through  Covemment. 

Public  Analyst’s  Section. — This  Section  undertakes  the 
analysis  of  articles  of  food  suspected  to  be  adulterated,  and  also 
issues  certificates  as  provided  for  in  Regulation  IV  of  1106  and 
the  Rules  framed  thereunder.  A  systematic  analysis  of  the  com¬ 
mon  food-stuffs  of  the  country  to  find  out  their  nutritive  value  as 
well  as  the  standard  applicable  to  local  conditions,  is  another 
work  included  within  the  purview  of  the  Public  Analyst’s  Section. 
At  the  request  of  the  Pudukkottah  Durbar,  the  articles  of  food 
seized  under  their  Food  Adulteration  Regulation  will  also  be 
analysed  by  this  Branch  of  the  Laboratory, 

Health  Unit,  NeyyaUinkara  —  The  Health  Unit,  Noyyattin- 
kara,  has  been  in  operation  for  over  6  years.  The  Poonamalle 
Health  Unit  in  Madras  and  the  Pratabgath  Health  Unit  in  the 
United  Provinces  are  much  younger  to  the  Neyyattinkara  Health 
Unit  in  this  State  which  is  the  first  to  inaugurate  the  system  of 
Health  Unit  work  in  India.  The  Neyyattinkara  Health  Unit  re¬ 
presents  the  intensive  type  of  health  organisation  needed  for  rural 
areas.  The  area  of  work  covers  about  40  square  miles  and  has 
a  population  of  73,340  according  to  the  Census  of  1931.  The 
District  Health  Officer,  Southern  District,  is  in  charge  of  the  Unit 
as  its  Ex-Officio  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  Unit  staff  under 
him  consists  of  one  Assistant  Surgeon,  four  Public  Health  Nurses, 
ten  Midwives  and  six  Sanitary  Inspectors  excluding  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Midwife  of  the  local  Municipality.  The  Sanitary 
Inspectors  undertake  a  correct  registration  of  vital  statistics. 
Vaccination  and  re-vaccination  against  smallpox  are  attended  to 
as  efficiently  as  possible. 
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Control  of  Communicable  Diseases  is  dealt  with  as  an  im¬ 
portant  activity.  The  Public  Health  Nurses  cenduct  home-visiting 
and  maternity  and  child  welfare  oKmies.  The  Midwives  register 
ante-natal  oases  and  attend  confinements.  The  Assistant  Surgeon 
carries  on  school  medical  inspection.  Hospital  treatment  for 
ordinary  ailments  and  attention  by  the  Dental,  Ophthalmic  and 
Ear-Nose-Throat  Specialists,  according  as  the  cases  would  require 
are  arranged  for  the  benefit  of  school  children  with  physical  defects' 
The  main  activities  under  Rural  Sanitation  include  the  installation 
of  boroe-hole  latrines  and  the  protection  of  public  wells  by  pro¬ 
viding  hand-power  Noria  water-lifts.  Health  Education  is  also 
carried  on.  The  Health  Unit  strives  to  establish  an  intimate 
contact  with  the  masses  and  to  make  the  villager  participate  in 
its  various  activities  by  the  organisation  of  Health  Leagues. 

Rural  Sanitation  —  A  campaign  is  in  progress  for  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  bore-hole  latrines  in  various  parts  of  the  State  where  the 
soil  conditions  would  suit  the  introduction  of  this  type  of  latrines. 
Besides  cleaning,  disinfecting  and  improving  the  existing  public 
wells,  new  wells  are  also  being  sunk  every  year.  Sanitation  in  Markets 
and  Conservancy  Stations  on  occasions  of  Festivals  is  attended  to 
properly.  There  are  42  Ma’or  Conservancy  Stations  and  2Q  Minor 
Conservancy  Stations  in  the  State,  where  Sanitation,  lighting, 
swooping,  and  vaccination  aro  being  carried  on. 

School  Medical  Inspection, — The  School  Medical  Inspection 
Scheme  has  been  in  operation,  as  an  experimental  measure,  from 
the  beginning  of  1936  in  the  Primary  Schools  in  the  Taluks  of 
Quilon,  Mavelikara,  Thiruvalla,  Changanacherty,  Kottayam, 
MeenaehiJ,  NeyyattSnkara,  and  Trivandrum,  The  programme  of 
work  consists  of  :  - 

(a)  a  complete  physical  examination  of  the  pupil, 

(b)  notification  of  defects  to  the  parents, 

(c)  treatment  of  students  found,  to  be  defective,  at  the 

nearest  District  Hospital  or  Government  Dispensary 

by  the  School  Medical  Officers, 

(d)  correction  of  defects  requiring  Specialists’  attention  by 

the  respective  Specialists, 

(e)  follow-up  of  cases  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  by 

revisiting  schools  about  six  weeks  after  the  first  visit, 

(0  inspection  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools,  and 

( g )  health  education. 

In.  the  case  of  Specialists’  Treatment  for  defective  school 
children  at  Kottayam  and  Trivandrum,  actual  conveyance  charges 
for  journeys  made  to  and  from  the  Hospitals  will  be  given  to  poor 
patients^students  and  one  attendant  each  — certified  so  by  the 
Headmaster  of  the  school,  from  the  Hospital  where  they  undergo 
treatment,  The  Ophthalmologist  will  visit  the  different  areas  of 
work  in  the  mofussil  once  in  two  months  and  treat  cases  requiring 
hfs  attention, 

'  Public  Health  Educa tion.—' The  Health  Education  Section 
undertakes  public  health  propaganda  by  means  of  lectures  with 
cinema  and  lantern  shows  and  publication  of  press  articles,  pamph¬ 
lets  and  bulletins.  The  Health  Propaganda  Van  lately  purchased 


lecturo  centres  allures  huge  concourses  of  people  espe- 
fillages  and  Festival  areas.  Musical  and  Lecture  Records 
,  and  Hygiene  are  played  through  the  Gramophone  Pick¬ 
ed  to  the  sound  Reproduction  Apparatus  which  is  also 
delivering  health  lectures  to  crowded  audiences.  A 
l  stock  of  Cinema  Filins  on  subjects  like  Hookworm, 
ilholcra.  Smallpox',  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Tuber- 
opros.v,  Personal  Hygiene,  Rural  sanitation,  Venereal 
Plague,  etc.,  is  used  for  demonstrations.  Health  Exhi- 
i  organised  with  the  aid  of  an  exhaustive  collection  of 
alth  Models,  Posters,  etc,  A  miniature  Health  Museum 
used  in  sthe  Central  Offico.  These  propaganda  materials 
potent  medium  for  appealing  both  to  the  Eye  and  the 
or  disseminating  health  knowledge  in  the  most  impres- 
er.

PUBLIC  SERVICE  RECRUITMENT. 

iuelory — The  question  of  recruitment  to  the  public 
b  long  bean  the  subject  of  persistent  agitation  in  Travan- 
3  policy  of  Government  to  afford  equal  opportunities  to 
of  His  Highness’s  subjects  without  sacrificing  efficiency 
vice  or  lowering  tho  standard  of  qualification  was  made 
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view  of  the  importance  of  the  problem,  Government  appointed  an 
officer  of  high  standing,  viz.,  Dr.  Notes,  Judge,  High  Court,  to  exa¬ 
mine  all  available  material  and  submit  a  report  on  the  principles 
to  bo  observed  in  laying  down  the  Government’s  future  policy. 
Dr.  Notes ’s  report  was  received  by  Government  in  March  1986,  and 
after  carefully  considering  the  same.  Government  announced  in 
June  1935  their  decision  to  appoint  a  Public  Service  Commissioner 
with  a  view  to  dispose  of  the  objections  raised  against  the  method 
of  recruitment  resorted  to  by  departmental  officers,  besides  facili¬ 
tating  uniformity  of  practice  and  gave  an  outline  of  their  future 
policy  with  regard  to  recruitment.  Dr.  G;  D.  Notes,  Judge,  High 
Court,  was  accordingly  appointed  as  Public  Service  Commissioner 
and  he  entered  on  his  new  duties  in  July  1935,  Necessary  rules 
for  recruitment  to  the  public  service  were  framed  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  and  passed  by  Government.  These  rules  came  into  full  oper¬ 
ation  on  the  16th  September  if>36  ;  and  with  effect  from  that  date, 
no  appointment- to  the  Public  Beiwico.is  to  be  made  except  on  the 
advice  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner.  But  Government  have 
reserved  to  themselves  the  power  to  recruit  to  any  appointment  in 
the  public  service. 

New  system— According  to  the  new  system,  all  communities 
whose  population  is  approximately  2  per  cent,  or  more  of  j,the  total 
population  of  the  State  or  about  1  iakh  are  recognised  as  separate 
communities  for  purpose  of  recruitment,  the  only  exception  being 
the  Brahmin  community.  The  classiScation  of  communities  is,  on 
the  above  basis,  as  follows  ; —

The  Military,  Devaswom  and  Archaeological  Departments  are 
excluded  from  the  purview  of  the  Rules. 

The  Rules  arenot  concerned  with  the  confirmation,  promotion 
or  transfer  of  persons  already  in  the  serviee,but  only  with  the  direct 
recruit  rent  of  persons  outside  the  service.  The  Rules  are  confined 
to  the  appointments  which  are  set  out  in  the  schedules  to  the  Rules, 
with  the  necessary  qualifications. 

,  _  Higher  Division — The  Public  Service  is  divided  into  three  di¬ 
visions,  of  which  the  first  is  the  Higher  Division.  This  includes 
appointments  on  Rs.  160  or  more  per  mensem.  The  primary  con¬ 
dition  for  selection  t:o  this.  Division  is  efficiency.  There  are  two 
sub-divisions  of  this  division,  the  technical  and  non-technlcal. 
Candidates  for  technical  appointments  ate  tp  be  judged  irrespective 
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of  their  community  and  solely  on  their  merits  ;  and  their  merits  are 
to  be  judged  by  their  technical  qualifications  and  experience.  The 
principal  method  of  selection  for  non-technical  appointments  is 
by  an  examination  ;  but  provision  is  also  made  for  nomination  of 
one-third  of  the  recruits  by  Government.  Asa  civil  service  exa¬ 
mination  scheme  is  intimately  connected  with  the  question  of  a 
general  cSvil  service  cadre.  Government  are  considering  the  pro¬ 
mulgation  of  a  set  of  rules  for  the  civil  service  cadre. 

Intermediate  Division,—' Tho  Intermediate  Division  consists  of 
posts  of  which  the  salaries  range  from  Rs,  20  to  Rs.  149  and  the 
Lower  Division  comprises  posts  with  a  pay  of  less  than  Kb.  20.  In 
these  Divisions,  preference  is  given  to  candidates  who  have  had 
three  years’  temporary  or  acting  service  bofore  the  order 
of  -June  1935.  Every  candidate  for  an  appointment  in  the 
public  service  who  can  satisfy  the  Commissioner  that  he  had 
the  necessary  long  service  is  to  be  registered.  Then,  whenever  a 
vacancy  arises  in  an  appointment  for  which  qualified  candidates 
are  registered,  the  Commissioner  will  advise  the  recruitment  of 
such  candidates  in  preference  to  aay  other.  As  between  themselves, 
seniority  primarily  depends  on  the  greater  length  of  service. 

The  principle  of  recruitment  to  the  Intermediate  Division  is 
based  on  efficiency,  subordinated  to  some  extent  to  adequacy  of  com¬ 
munal  representation.  Appointments  in  this  Division  are  made 
acoording  to  the  order  of  merit  of  the  candidates  determined  by 
means  of  a  Selective  Test;  provided  that  40  per  cent,  of  the  appoint¬ 
ments  will  in  any  event  be  given  to  tho  moat  meritorious  members 
of  the  inadequately  represented  communities.  That  is,  60  per  cent, 
of  the  appointments  in  this  Division  are  given  to  the  best  candi¬ 
dates  in  the  order  of  merit  irrespective  of  communities  to  which 
they  belong,  and  the  remaining  40  per  cent,  to  the  best  candidates 
from  the  inadequately  represented  communities.  All  communities 
other  than  the  Brahmin,  the  Nayar,  the  other  Caste  Hindu,  the  Ja¬ 
cobite  and  the  Marthomite  are  inadequately  represented  commu¬ 
nities,  as  the  above  named  communities  have  already  their  due 
share  or  more  of  the  appointments  in  superior  service.  The  rules 
for  the  Intermediate  Division  contemplate  that  the  number  of  pro¬ 
bable  vacanoiea  shall  be  estimated  and  advertised  half-yearly  and 
that  only  applications  sent  in  compliance  with  such  advertise¬ 
ments  shall  be  conffl  derad.  The  scale  of  fees  for  reoruitment  to  the 
Intermediato^Di vision  is  as  follows:  —

Whon  an  applicant  applies  for  more  than  ono  appointment, 
the  highest  oi-  higher  fee  should  bo  paid,  notwithstanding  that  the 
applicant  subsequently  withdraws  his  application  for  tho  appoint¬ 
ment  requiring  tho  highest  or  highor  foe. 

Tho  foe  for  the  renewal  of  a  valid  application  is  one  rupeo. 

In  the  selective  test,  marks  will  be  awarded  to  candidates  un¬ 
der  two  different  categories,  via., 

(1)  Marks  for  general  examination  qualification  possessed  by 
the  candidate  or  any  special  examination  to  be  conducted. 
The  maximum  marks  for  this  part  will  be  70  per  cent,  of 
the  total . 

(2)  Special  marks  (.30  percent,  of  the  total)  are  set  apart  for 
interview,  previous  approvod  acting  service,  special  quali¬ 
fication,  and  as  bonus  to  backward  communities. 

In  the  case  of  the  candidates  of  the  backward  communities,  the 
age  limit  lor  entry  in  the  Intermediate  Division  is  raised  to  28 

Zawer  division- So  far  as  tho  Lower  Division  is  concerned, 
appointments  are  made  with  a  view  to  secure  as  far  as  possible  their 
share  to  the  communities  which  have  been  hitherto  very  poorly  re¬ 
presented  in  this  Division,  provided  duly  qualified  candidates  are 
available  from  such  communities.  Tho  method  of  recruitment  is 
accordingly  based  on  the  following  rotation  of  communities.

Recruitment  to  the  Lower  Division  depends  upon_  preliminary 
registration,  Candidates  who  are  qualified  for  the  various  appoint¬ 
ments  are  required  to  apply  for  registration  to  the  Commissioner. 
A  fee  of  14  Chs.  is  levied  for  registration.  When  vacancies  arise, 
the  Commissioner  selects  a  number  of  communities  equal  to  the 
number  of  vacancies  in  accordance  with  communal  rotation. 
Once  the  community  is  chosen,  a  candidate  of  (hat  community  is 
selected  from  among  the  registered  candidates  according  to  the 
rules  of  seniority  laid  down,  the  principal  rule  being  that  a  candi¬ 
date  with  acting  sorvi  co  is  to  bo  preferred  to  one  who  has  had  no 
such  service. 

The  new  system  is  being  worked  for  threo  years  tentatively, 
at  the  ond  of  which  the  position  will  bo  reviewed  by  Government 
in  the  light  of  the  conditions  then  existing.

PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT. 

Petrol  Duty  and  Road  Development  Fund 

The  Government  of  India  enhanced  the  duty  on  petrol  imported 
into  India  by  2  annas  per  gallon  from  1923.  The  Road  Develop¬ 
ment  Committee,  in  their  report  recommended  inter  alia  that  a 
portion  of  this  income  derived  by  the  additional  tax  on  petrol 
should  be  apportioned  to  the  various  States  and  Provincial  Adminis¬ 
trations  to  be  utilised  by  them  for  road  development  Schemes  and 
that  the  balance  h6  kept  as  a  reserve  fund  called  ‘die  reserve  with 
Government  of  India  under  Road  Development  Account’  from 
which  financial  help  is  to  be  given  to  States  and  Provincial  Adminis¬ 
trations  for  schemes  involving  road  development,  subject  to  certain 
conditions. 

2.  This  recommendation  of  the  Road  Development  Committee 
was  approved  by  the  Government  of  India  who  decided  to  utilise  the 
revenue  derived  by  the  enhanced  taxation  on  petrol  for  schemes  of 
all-India  iinnpitanoe  under  road  development.  They  accordingly 
put  themselves  into  communication  with  the  various  States  and 
Provincial  Administrations,  and  on  the  basis  of  figures  collected  by 
them  from  the  firms  who  supply  petrol  in  India,  apportioned  a 
definite  share  of  tne  proceeds  of  the  increased  tax  among  the  various 
States  and  Provincial  Administrations.  The  Travancore  Govern¬ 
ment’s  share  for  the  period  ending  September  1930  came  to 
Re.  2,72,000.  This  was  the  first  allotaentthat  this  State  got  from 
the  Government  of  India.  Another  subvention  of  Rs,  2,68,906  was 
made  to  this  State  for  the  period  ending  March  1982.  In  the  first 
instance,  the  above  two  amounts  were  credited  to  the  General 
Revenues  :  but  subsequently  a  separate  account  called  the  Road 
Development  Fund  was  opened  in  1108  with  a  sum  of  Ra.  1,68,906 
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wtich  was  the  balance  of  the  two  subventions  received  from  the  Go¬ 
vernment  of  India  after  crediting  a  portion  to  the  General  Revenues 
of  the  State .  A  programme  of  works  on  which  the  above  sum  was 
to  be  utilised  was  also  submitted  to  Government  by  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer,  Thenceforward  every  year  as  Boon  as  a  subvention  is  advised 
by  the  Government  of  India,  a  programme  of  work  s  on  which  that 
sum  is  to  be  spent  is  being  submitted. 

3.  Unlike  the  allotments  on  ordinary  public  works,  this  Fund  will 
not  lapse;  that  Is,  the  unspent  amounts  of;  a  particular  item  will  he 
credited  to  the  Fund  at  the  end  of  each  year. 

4.  The  Fund  is  administered  by  the  State  Account  Officer  just 
like  other  State  public  fundB.

6.  The  Stats  has  requisitioned  assistance  for  the  following  three 
big  schemes  of  all-India  importance  from  the  Road  Reserve  Fund 
with  the  Government  of  India,  vie.(  1)  Bridge  across  the  Periyar  left 
branch  near  Alwaye  Crossing,  (2)  Bridge  at  Thottapally,  and  (3) 
Bridge  at  AroorMukkom  crossing. 

Travancore  and  the  Indian  Road  Congress. 

The  _  India  Road  Congress  was  inaugurated  by  the  Government 
of  India  in  December  1934.  Travancore  is  being  represented  on  the 
Council  of  the  Congress  by  Mr.  G,  B.  E.  Truscott,  Chief  Engineer. 
The  objects  of  the  Congress  are  generally  to  promote  the  soience  and 
practice  of  road,  construction  and  maintenance  by  annual  meetings 
for  the  discussion  of  papers  and  inspection  of  works  of  interest. 
The  second  session  of  the  Congress  was  held  at'  Bangalore  in 
January  1936  and  the  third  at  Luckuow  in  February  1937. 

The  objects  of  the  Congress  as  detailed  in  the  Memorandum  of 
Association  are :  y 

{a)  to  promote  the  science  and  practice  of  road  building  and 
maintenance ; 

(5)  to  provide  a  channel  for  the  expression  of  the  collective 
opinion  of  its  members  on  matters  affecting  roads  ; 

(o)  to  promote  the  use  of  standard  specifications  and  to  pro¬ 
pose  specifications ; 

(d)  to  advise  regarding  education,  experiment  and  research 
connected  with  roads ; 

(e)  to  hold  periodical  meetings  to  discuss  technical  questions 
regarding  roads ; 
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(/)  to  accept  subscriptions,  donations,  endowments  and  gifts 
in  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  the  Society  ; 

(g)  to  invest  and  deal  with  the  funds  of  the  Society  or 
entrusted  to  the  Society  and  to  acquire  and  hold  any  movable  Or 
immovable  property  for  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  the  Society 
and  to  sell,  lease,  exohange  or  otherwise  deal  with  same  ; 

( h)  to  grant  pay,  prizes,  honoraria  or  scholarships  (including 
travelling  scholarships)  for  meritorious  work  in  furtherance  of  the 
objects  of  the  Society  ; 

(i)  to  publish  or  arrange  for  the  publication  of  magazines  or 
other  writings  ;  and 

(j)  to  do  all  such  other  lawful  things  as  may  be  identical  or 
conductive  to  the  attainment  of  the  above  objects, 

Mr.  Truscott  was  also  a  memher  of  the  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Congress  to  report  on  the  question  of  standard  bridge  loading 
andpermi  ssible  stresses. 

The  Kodayar  Project. 

The  Kodayar  Irrigation  Dam  is  situated  in  theKalkulam  Taluk 
in  South  Travaneore  and  principally  afEects  the  country  south  of  the 
Kodayar  river  with  Cape  Comorin  as  its  extreme  limit. 

The  two  principal  traots  where  paddy  cultivation  is  largely 
carried  on  are  known  as  the  Nanjinad  and  the  Edanad.  The  Nanji- 
nad  is  most  suitable  for  paddy  growing  and  has  for  years  been  so 
cultivated.  The  average  rainfall  is  low  and  of  iteeif  qui  te  insuffi¬ 
cient  for  the  requirements  of  this, class  of  cultivation. 

When  irrigation  in  South  Travaneore  was  in  its  infancy,  the 
main  source  of  supply  was  a  considerable  stream  known  as  the 
Pazhayar  which  took  its  rise  on  the  water-shed  between  the  Veli- 
malal  Hills  and  the  end  of  the  Western  Ghate, 

Finding  that  the  supply  from  this  stream  Was  inadequate  to 
irrigate  the  area,  the  Pandiyan  Kings  determined  to  cut  through  the 
water-shed  and  divert  the  watorfrom  the  Paraliyar  for  irrigation  on 
the  east  of  Velimalal.  They  constructed,  about  a  thousand  years  ago, 
the  Pandiyan  Dam  and  the  Pandiyan  Kal  ;  and  subsequently  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  lower  down  another  dam  was  buiit  about  the  year 
1750  A.  D.  and  irrigation  channels  were  carried  from  these  dams 
along  both  tanks  of  the  Velimalal  HillB. 

As  usually  happens  in  irrigation  projects,  the  area  under  iiri- 
•  gat-ion  gradually  expanded  and  increased  year  by  year  until  the 
existing  sources  of  supply  proved  inadequate  to  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  irrigation  particularly  in  year3  of  partial  failure  of  the 
monBoon. 

On  the  20th  February  1837,  Captain  Horsely,  who  was  engaged 
on  Public  Works  in  Travaneore  under  an  arrangement  with  the 
Government  of  Madras,  wrote  to  the  Resident,  Colonel  J.  S.  Fraser, 
proposing  the  construction  of  a  dam  across  the  Kodayar  river  at  a 
place  called  Peohipara  and  a  channel  to  join  the  Paraliyar  river  a 
,Sh°rt  distance  above  the  Puthen  Dam.  The  remains  pf  an  old  pfam 
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nailed  tho  Cacaehel  Dam  and  (he  cutting  for  a  channel  lower  down 
the  Kodayar,  prove  that  the  idea  was  not  a  new  one  and  was  pro¬ 
bably  suggested  to  Captain  Horsaly  by  the  existence  of  the  Caoaehe- 
Dam,  Nothing  further  appears  to  have  been  done  with  this  Project 
for.  sonic  time. 

In  1877,  Dew, an  Nanoo  Pillai  revived  the  Kodayar  Project.  In 
1879,  Colonel  Mead  of  the  Madras  P.  \V.  Il,  who  was  specially 
ileputed  to  give  his  opinion  on  several  schemes,  came  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  the  Kodayar  scheme  was  premature  and  that  the  Pnthen 
Dam  might  be  improved.  The  improvements  as  suggested  by  this 
officer  were  completed  in  January  1885  during  the  reign  of  His 
Highness  ,Sri  Visakliom  Thirunal,  The  ceremony  of  formally  open¬ 
ing  the  combined  headwords  of  the  Pandian  M  and  Pndinannbha- 
puram  Puthanar  was  performed  by  His  Highness  on  the  5th  March 
1885.  In  the  speech  delivered  on  that  occasion.  His  Highness 
observed  “  When  events  shall  have  proved  that  after  the  waters  of 
the  Para-Hyarhave  been  economised  to  the  utmost  oxteni,  they  have 
fallen  short  of  the  demand  of  the  agricultural  population,  it  will  bo 
time  to  use  her  twin  sister  the  Kodayar  and  to  consider  at  what 
point  and  in  what  manner  she  might  be  best  coaxed  to  yield  up  her 
treasures  into  tho  common  coffers  which  these  headworks  consti¬ 
tute.” 

Mr.  A.  H.  Jacob,  then  acting  Chief  Engineer,  strongly  supporting 
tho  idea  of  Dowan  Nimoo  Pillai  Sent  up  the  first  carefully  prepared 
scheme  in  March  1880.  Dewan  Rama  Iyengar  ordered  this  project 
to  be  held  in  abeyance  until  it  was  reported  upon  by  a  professional 
officer  'tom  Madras. 

Between  the  years  1880  and  1894  Mr.  A.  H.  Jacob's  estimate 
for  the  Kodayar  Project  was  sanctioned.  In  1896  Mr.  W.  Jopp,  late 
of  the  Madras  P.  \V.  D  ,  was  appointed  Chief  Engineer.  At  that  time 
the  foimdations  of  the  Dam  had  been  partly  excavated  and  a  consi¬ 
derable  amount  of  earth-work  had  been  done  in  the  Left  Bank  lead¬ 
ing  channel- 

Mr.  Jopp  largely  expanded  and  revised  the  original  scheme  and 
in  August  1897  submitted  a  revised  estimate  for  the  main  Dam  and 
Headworks  and  for  the  Left  Bank  channel. 

In  1901  Mr.  Jopp  retired  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Smith  of  the  Madras 
P.  W.  D.  took  charge.  He  revised  the  scheme  further  and  submitted 
an  estimate  for  Rs  54  lakhs.  During  Mr  Smith’s  period  of  service, 
the  Project  made  good  progress  and  was  largely  developed-  On  tho 
31st  March  1905  he  handed  over  charge  to  Mr.  A.  H .  Bastow  under 
whose  auspices  the  Project  has  been  practically  completed- 

From  October  1896  to  September  1913  the  late  Mr.  H.  A. 
Minchin,  Executive  Engineer,  was  in  direct  charge  of  tho  Kodayar 
Project-  He  may  truiy  be  stated  to  have  devoted  his  life  to  the 
work  as  he  died  in  the  latter  year  from  a  general  break-down  in 
health  chiefly  attributed  to  hard  work  and  exposure. 

Tho  Project  has  developed  from  a  Dam  on  the  Kodayar  at 
Pochipara  and  a  loading  channel  to  the  Puthen  Dam  on  the  Paraliysr 
until  it  comprises  several  new  irrigation  .channels  including  many 
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important  subsidiary  works  such  as  a  syphon  5  it.  in  diameter  to 
convey  the  water  of  the  Thovala  channel  tinder  the  Thadaviav  river, 
many  bridges,  an  aqueduct,  and  two  tunnels  at  a  place  ea'led 
Mulagumud- 

The  Peehipara  Dam  which  was  commenced  in  1896  and  was 
completed  in  June  1906  has  been  constructed  mainly  of  concrete  in 
surki  mortar  with  skin  walls  of  rubble  masonry  ;  the  top  15  feet  of 
the  dam  are  built  entirely  oi  rubble  masonry.  The  two  under-sluices 
with  vents  4'-0"  X  lO'-O*  were  constructed  at  the  river  bed.  These 
vents  have  since  been  closed  permanently  with  masonry.  A  similar 
sluice  was  constructed  on  the  right  flank  of  the  dam  for  the  Right 
Bank  Channel.  This  vent  has  also  been  closed  permanently  as  the 
Right  Bank  Channel  has  been  abandoned-  For  the  Left  Bank 
Channel  a  head  sluice  with  2  vents  V -6“  x9'-6"  has  been  built. 

The  area  of  water-spread  of  the  reservoir  atF,  T,  L.  is  5*47  sq. 
miles.  The  dam  is  1396  ft.  long  ;  the  width  at  the  foundation  is 
105  ft.;  and  the  total  height  is  306  feet. 

The  catchment  area  is  80  sq.  miles.  The  average  annual  rain¬ 
fall  calculated  at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  the  Reservoir  was 
166  inches.  But  it  fa  seem  from  the  records  since  1907  that  the 
rainfall  varied  from  115  inches  in  1932  to  57  inches  in  1911  except 
in  the  year  1933  when  the  rainfall  was  150  inches.  The  average 
rainfall  observed  from  1907  to  1985  is  only  87*93  inches. 

The  gross  expenditure  on  the  Project  Up  to  the  end  of  1112  m.e. 
is  Rs,  87,33,208  and  the  revenue  exclusive  of  working  expenses  is 
Rs.  1,60,000.  The  net  expenditure  on  the  work  is  Rs.  80 "3  lakhs 
and  the  average  net  receipts  after  deducting  the  working  expenses 
amount  to  nearly  Rs.  1  lakh,  giving  a  return  of  1*20  per  cent, 

The  Kodayar  Project  as  finally  adopted  was  to  throw  a  dam 
across  the  Kodayar  at  Peehipara  with  two  feeding  channels  one  on 
the  right  for  the  Vilavaneode  and  Neyyattinkara  taluks  and  the 
other  cn  the  left  for  Edanad  and  Nanjinad.  During  the  execution 
of  the  work,  it  was  found  that  the  statistics  on  which  the  Project 
was  designed  wore  not  quite  accurate  and  therefore  the  Right  Bonk 
Channel  was  dropped  after  incurring  an  expenditure  of  Rs.  1*35  lakhs. 
So,  the  Project  as  it  now  stands  is  the  dam  across  the  Kodayar  at 
Peehipara,  which  commands  a  catchment  area  of  80  sq.  miles  and  a 
water-spread  of  5*47  sq.  miles  at  F.  T.  L.  The  Left  Bank  Channel 
taps  the  Kodayar  and  supplements  Paraiiyar  over  the  Puthen  Dam. 
The  Irrigation  System  i.e  distribution  of  water  beglns  at  Puthen  dam. 
Here  the  combined  waters  of  the  Kodayar  and  Paraiiyar  aro  distri¬ 
buted,  one  through  the  P.  P.  Channel  and  other  through  the 
Pandiyan  Kai.  The  P.  P.  Channel  bifurcates  at  Adayanmdai  taking 
a  new  channel  or  the  Thiruvancode  channel.  This  again  bifurcates, 
one.  called  'the  T.  Code  extension  and  the  other  E.  B.  C.  The1 
E.  B.  0.  itself  has  got  branches  and  sub-branches,  the  Neyoor 
channel,  Cheramangalam  major  and  minor  and  Colachel  channe's. 
The  P.  P.  Channel  which  goes  down  to  Villikiry  also  gives  water  to 
the  E.  K.  Kal  and  its  various  branches,  «&.,  Madathuttuvila,  Kan- 
danvila,  MuUancode,’-  KodappukuzhV’Rajakamangalimy  Santba- 
puram,  Azhagan  vila  and  Munchira  vila^and'Muttom  branch.  Thq 


Pandiyan  Kal  suppliea  water  to  the  Nanjinad  with  the  new  Head 
works  at  CheUanthuruthy  where  a  new  channel  to  serve  the  needs  ot 
Thovala  taluk  has  been  opened  on  the  left  side,  and  the  balance 
water  to  feed  the  existing  irrigation  systems,  vie.,  Anandanar, 
Pazhayar  and  N.  P.  Channels.  .  The  Thovala  channel  commands 
areas  which  have  not  been  irrigated  before  and  goes  right  up  to 
Kottaram.  The  main  channel  goes  up  to  Punnakulam  and  divides 
into  the  Nilapara  branch  on  the  left  and  the  Maruthuvamalai  main 
on  the  right.  The  M.  main  again  divides  itself  into  west  branch,  east 
major  and  minor  branches.  In  the  N.  P.  Channel  extensions  were 
made  from  Kottaram  up  to  Capo  Coroorin  with  a  system  of  8  new 
Bcheme  fet Is  to  supplement  the  tanks,  between  Maruthuvamalai  and 
Cape  Comorin.  In  the  Pazhayar  basin,  two  subsequent  dams  came 
into  existence  one  called  the  Pillapathu  dam  and  lower  down  the 
Mission  dam.  The  Anandanar  system  was  supplemented  by  new 
additions  and  extensions  from  Alampara  downwards,  the  west  Teal 
on  the  right  side,  and  from  the  A.  K.  Kal  the  Chenkulam  sohemo 
kal,  Krishnacoil  kal  with  its  Chottikulam  scheme,  kal,  the  Asaii- 
pallom  Channel,  Karavila  East  Main,  the  East  Main,  the  East  Main 
itself  dividing  into  8  branohes,  e«s.,  Athikadai,  ’Kottar  and  Then- 
gamputhoor. 

.  The  areas  to  be  irrigated  are  brought  under  blocks  surrounded 
by  natural  boundaries  controlled  by  sluices  at  the  ridge.  The  duty  of 
the  P.W,  Department  ceases  with  the  giving  of  the  required  water  at 
the  rear  of  the  sluices.  The  distribution  therefrom  has  to  be  made 
by  the  distributary  Teal  with  masonry  cross  bars  by  the  ryots  on  a 
Kandottu  system.  To  make  this  efficient,  block  boards  were  formed 
with  a  Central  Board  to  control  these  block  boards,  as  well  as  to 
offer  adviee  to  the  Irrigation  officers  in  the  matter  of  distribution  or 
any  other  matter  concerned  with  the  Project.  This  system  was 
found  a  failure  and  these  blook  boards  have  been  abolished.  Measures 
are  being  taken  to  re-model  the  boards  on  a  better  basis. 

There  are  two  crops  one  colled  the  Caur  and  Physanam 

The  first  one  starts  usually  in  Podi  or  dry  cultiva¬ 
tion  with  the  April  showers  when  the  lands  are  a .  bit  swampy. 
Wet  cultivation  is  also  resorted  to.  This  is  called  the  Kanni  crop 
and  is  harvested  before  the  end  of  Kanni,  having  a  period  of  ISO 
days.  The  second  crop  starts  immediately  after  the  harvesting  of 
the  Kanni  crop  which  is  done  in  Tholi  or  wet  cultivation  for  which 
nurseries  would  be  opened  in  specially  reserved.  placeB  6  weeks  in 
advance.  This  is  harvested  in  Kumbhom  and  is  called  the  Kum- 
bhom  crop,  having  a  period  of  180  days.  In  certain  a%a<Mt  lands, 
only  one  single  crop  is  raised,  «»*.,  the  Kumbhom  crop. 

Eor  purpose  of  irrigation,  the  Resesrvoir  will  he  opened  on  the 
20th  of  May  and  closed  on  the  15th  of  February.  The  watev.distri- 
bution  is  being,  done  under  the  direct  .supervision  'of  the  Irrigation 
Sub-Divigion  Oflioer. 

The  water- cess  is  Be.  1  per  acre,  on  the  old  a yaewt  lands  and 
on  the  converted  tank  beds.  On  the  dry.  lands  converted,  the  cess  is 
fts,  7  per  acre.  In  cases  of  irregular  conversions,  i.  other  thap 
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mose  contemplated  in  the  scheme,  a  cess  oi  Rs.  7  is  also  charged 
irrespective  of  the  fact  whether  it  is  single  or  double  croP  and 
whether  Irrigated  or  not.  On  ayacut  wet  lands  irrigated  by  baling 
water  from  the  charm- Is,  the  cess  is  21  cits,  per  acre.  Drylands 
converted  into  wet  are  exempt  from  the  levy  of  cess  for  the  first  two 
years  ;  a  cess  of  Rs.  4  is  levied  for  the  third  year ;  and  the  full  rate 
from  the  fouvth^ypar. 

There  is  no  fallow  remission  ;  but  remissions  will  be  granted 
on  account  of  Karivoo  and  floods, 

Irrigation  tanks,  major,  minor  or  petty,  within  the  commanded 
area  are  maintained  at  the  cost  of  Government  and  no  cess  is  reco* 
vered  from  the  ryots  on  account  of  the  cost  of  such  works.  Irriga¬ 
tion  tanks  outside  the  Project  in  the  taluks  of  Tovala,  Agastisvaram 
and  Kalkulam  and  the  old  Eraniel  taluk  are  also  exempt  from  the 
levy  of  half  contribution  by  custom,

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Execution  oi  private  works  in  the  P,  W,  D,  Workshops. 

Subject  to  the  orders  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  Govern' 
meat  and  the  Chief  Engineer,  private  work  oi  any  kind  that  can  be 
executed  in  the  P.  W  D.  Workshops,  Trivandrum,  either  in  wood  or 
metal,  including  repairs  to  motor  cars,  manufacture  of  furniture, 
turning,  shaping,  screw-butting  and  casting  work  in  metals  and 
different  alloys  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Sueprintondent,  Work¬ 
shops  and  Stores  Division. 

(1)  The  private  parties  requiring  work  to  be  executed  in  the 
Workshops  should  apply  to  the  Superintendent,  Workshops  and 
Stores  Division,  Tiivandrumin  writing  and  furnish  him  with  neces¬ 
sary  details  and  samples  if  needed. 

(2)  The  Superintendent  will  intimate  the  all-ir  cost  including, 
over-head  charges,  to  the  party  concerned,  with  plans,  if  necessary 
and  call  on  the  applicant  to  deposit  in  advance  the  whole  of  the 
estimated  cost. 

(3)  On  receipt  of  written  acceptance  by  the  party  concerned  of 
the  price  quoted  and  after  the  full  amount  required  is  deposited  by 
him,  the  Superintendent  will  undertake  the  work.  No  work  orders 
will  be  issued  by  the  Superintendent  till  the  full  estimated  cost  of 
the  work  is  deposited  by  the  party  concerned. 

(4)  If  the  Party  concerned  requires  any  a  lteration  in  the  work 
prior  to  completion,  the  full  amount  of  the  extra  cost  involved 
should  be  deposited  in  advance  before  the  alteration  is  effected. 

The  Workshop  is  equipped  wdth  necessary  Plant  and 
machinery  for  execution  of  works  of  any  description.

Ice  has  been  manufactured  in  the  P.  W.  D.  Workshops  for  the 
bast  over  20  years,  the  machine  having  been  installed  in.  a  cool 
shady  place  very  close  to  the  Workshops,  with  sufficient  facilities  for 
water  and  worked  by  electric  motors.  The  macliine  is  capable  of 
manufacturing  one  ton  of  ice  at  a  stretch  within  a  duration  of  80  to 
86  hours.  With  a  view  to  meet  she  requirements  of  ice  from  various 
departments,  firms,  distinguished  guest3  aod  private  parties,  the 
sale  is  conducted  both  day  and  night.  Ice  is  supplied.  at  one 
chuekram  six  cash  per  pound  to  Government  institutions,  viz  ,  Hos¬ 
pitals  Colleges,  etc  ,  who  regularly  get  ice  from,  the  Workshops  ;  and 
it  is  sold  to  private  parties  at  one  chuekram  twelve  cash  per  pound. 
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water  works  and  drainage  department. 

Willingdon  Water  Works,  Trivandrum. 

At  a  capital  cost  amounting  to  about  Bb,  56  lakhs,  Government 
have  provided  the  Trivandrum  City  with,  an  extensive  and  up-to-date 
water  works  which  is  one  ox  the  most  complete  and  up-to-date  of 
the  modem  water  supply  systems  in  India,  In  point  of  the  chemical 
and  bacteriological  purity,  safety  and  clarity,  the  water  distributed 
from  the  Willingdon  Water  Works  can  stand  comparison' wit-h  the 
water  distributed  from  any  other  town  supply  in  the  world  and  is 
decidedly  superior  to  the  water  distributed  in  many  of  the  towns  in 
India.  Before  the  in-auguration  of  the  water  supply  scheme, 
people  had  to  depend  mainly  on  wells  for  their  supply  of  drinking 
water.  The  wells  in  the  higher  regions  of  the  (own  were  deep  ones 
yielding  water  of  tolerable  potability  bnt-  not  in  sufficient  quantify, 
especially  during  summer,  while  those  in  the  lower  regions  were 
shallow  ones  yielding  sufficient  quantities  but  relatively  bad  In 
quality.  The  problem  became  more  acute  as  the  population  in¬ 
creased.  Government  have  at  their  own  expense  provided  the  town 
with  protected  water  supply. 

Favoured  by  nature  with  a  liberal  supply  of  fresh  water  from  a 
100  square  mile  catchment  area  consisting  of  virgin  jungle  and  so 
favourably  situated  aa  to  receive  the  south-west  and  the  north-east 
monsoons  amounting  to  an  annnal  rain  fall  of  about  160  inches, 
the  Karamana  river,  on  whose  bank  the  town  is  situated,  supplies 
all  the  water  that  is  now  required  for  the  city  and  will  without  any 
difficulty  meet  the  demands  of  the  city  at  its  maximum  growth. 

The  works  include 

Ci)  An  impounding  reservoir  of  148  million  gallons  capacity 
formed  by  constructing  a  low  over-flow  type  of  masonry  dam  across 
the  river  at  a  place  11  miles  above  the  city  called  Aruvikkara  which 
is  Picturesque  in  its  beautiful  landscape  sceneries.  Provision  is  also 
made  for  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  Keaervoir  in  future,  when 
the  necessity  therefor  should  arise,  by  the  installation  of  Stony’s 
shutters. 

(li)  A  settling  tank  where  the  grit  carried  by  the  river  water 
is  allowed  to  settle  down  by  natural  sedimentation  in  a  quiescent 
tank. 

(iii)  A  dry  feed  lime  application  plant  worked  with  water  power 
to  precipitate  and  remove  the  small  quantities  of  the  dissolved  fer¬ 
rous  salts  Present  in  the  water  and  to  prevent  tubereulatfon  in  the 
cast  iron  mains. 

(iv)  An  apparatus  to  pre-ohlorinate  the  water  with  liquid 
Chlorine  near  the  settling  tank, 

(v)  A  cast  iron  water  main  8  miles  long  33*  bore  for  4  miles 
and  80*  bore  for  tho  remaining  4  miles  with  necessary  sluice  Valves, 
air  Valvos  and  scour  valves  and  hatch  pipes  to  convoy  the  water 

to  the  town. 

(vi)  Paterson’s  coagulation,  filtration  and  sterilisation  with 
liquid  chlorine  plant  with  a  battery  of  6  mechanical  rapid  gravity- 
type  filters  whose  total  sand  area  exoeeds  2,300  square  feet. 
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(yil)  An  electric  pumping  station  whose  total  installed  horse 
power  amount8  to  150  B,  H.  P. 

(yili)  Service  reservoirs  and  clear  water.tanks  whose  total  cap¬ 
acity  exceeds  million  gallons, 

(ix)  A  distribution  System  of  oast  bon  water  mains  which  ex¬ 
ceeds  115  miles  in  length,  provided  with  efficient  fire  hydrants  and 
street  taps  for  the  gravitation  supply  of  water  from  which  house 
connections,  are;  taken, 

(x)  A  well-equipped  laboratory  for  testing  the  water  both 
chemically  and  baotoriologically. 

An  average  daily  consumption  exceeding  700,000  gallons  has 
been  maintained  during  the  last  One  yaar  but  tho  capacity  of  the 
scheme  03  worked  out  is  4^  million  gallons  per  day  at  33  1/3  gallons 
per  head  per  day  for  a  calculated  prospective  population  in  1961  of 
135,000  souls. 

The  consumption  in  the  city  is  increasing  steadily. 

The  Willingdon  Water  Works  are  worked  by  Government 
through  their  Water  Works  and  Drainage  Engineering  Department;' 
and  the  Trivandrum  Municipality  contributes  annually  towards  the 
working  expenses.  It  meets  .this  oost  by  levying  an  (water  tax) 
assessment  rating  of  3  per  cent,  on  the  aunual  rental  value  of  all  the 
buildings  situated  within  its  limits  and  from  the  metered  rating  rates 
from  house  connections  and  other  miscellaneous  water  receipts.  In 
return  for  this,  the  town  enjoys  a  gravitation  supply  exceeding 
400,000  gallons  Per  day  distributed  from  400  street  fountain  taps 
situated  in  public  roadB,  streets  and  lanes,  a  free  supply  of  water  for 
fire  protection  works  and  a  free  supply  of  water  for  domestic  pur¬ 
poses  to  houses  that  have  taken  water  connections  from  street  mains 
on  a  graduated  scale  as  follows; — 

(1)  65  gallons  per  day  for  house  or  Premises  whose  annual 
rental  value  does  not  exceed  Rs.  100. 

(2)  100  gallons  per  day  for  house  or  premises  whose  aan.ua  i 
rental  value  exceeds  Rs.  100  but  does  not  exceed  Rs.  240. 

(3)  125  gallons  per  day  for  house  or  premises  whose  annual 
rental  value  exceeds  Rs.  240  but  does  not  exceed  Rs.  480. 

(4)  140  gallons  par  day  for  house  or  premises  whose  annual 
rental  value  exceeds  Rs.  480  but  does  not  exceed  Rs.  960. 

(5)  160  gallons  per  day  for  houBe  or  premises  whose  annual 
rental  value  exceeds  Rs-  960  but  does  not  exceed  Rs.  1200. 

(6V 160  gallons  per  day  for  house  or  premises  whose  annual 
rental  value  exceeds  Rs.  1200. 

All  the  water  drawn  from  the  house  connections  is  metered,  the 
Water  Works  ft.  e  ,  Government)  providing  and  maintaining]  meters 
not  exceeding  1”  in  size  if  the  consumer  wishes  It  and  agrees  to  pay 
a  monthly  hire  of  half  a  Sircar  Rupee  (As.  7 — 10"3  Ps.).  All 
water  drawn  fnm  the  house  connections  for  domestic  purposes 
in  exoess  Of  the  quantifies  allowed  free  is  charged  at  the  rate  of  21 
chuekrama  (As  11m'47Ps)  per  1000  gallons.  Supply  of  wate 
for  purposes  other  than  domestic  omsumption  and  use  is  charged 
at  the  rate  of  Rs.  1-14-0  (Bh.  Re.  1-7-7)  per  1000  gallons  with  no  free 
allowance. 
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The  construction  works  were  started  in  1105  (early  1981)  and  the 
water  supply  was  inaugurated  on  11-12 1933)26-1-1109  by  His 
Excellency  Lord  Willingdon,  Viceroy  and  Governor  General  of  India, 
in  commemoration  of  which  the  Water  Works  were  named  “The 
Wlll'ngdon  Water  Works”. 

At  the  end  of  1110  and  with  effect  from  3-12-1110,  the  Water 
Works  and  Drainage  Engineering  Department  was  reconstituted  and 
entrusted  with  the  large  capital  schemes  of  the  Wiilingdon  Water 
Works,  the  Trivandrum  L  rainage  Scheme  and  the  ihree  Water 
Supply  Schemes  at  Nagercoil,  Shencotta  and  Alleppey,  with  the 
Water  Works  and  Drainage  Engineer  to  Government  as  the  Head,  of 
the  Department  in  administrative,  technical  and  financial  control  of 
the  schemes  with  all  the  powers  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  P.  W.  D. 


Nagercoil  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

Nagercoil  Is  situated  within  7  miles  of  the  Aramboly  pass 
through  which  runs  the  highway  from  Tinnevelley  to  Trivandrum 
and  is  the  only  important  town  south  of  the  Capital.  With  Nager- 
coll  as  the  nucleus,  the  town  comprises  a  number  of  suburbs,  viz  , 
Kottar,  Vadiveeswaram,  Ozhughanasseri,  and  Vadasseri,  of  which 
Kottar  and  Vadasseri  form  the  trading  and  manufacturing  centres. 
The  town  is  lighted  with  electricity  supplied  by  the  Nagercoil 
Electric  Supply  Corporation,  The  population  of  the  town,  as  per 
the  Census  of  1931,  is  42,950  souls, 

An  estimate  for  Rs.  16,85,000  has  been  sanctioned  for  the 
scheme  of  providing  the  town  with  protected  water  supply.  The 
construction  works  have  been  started  and  are  expected  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  within  two  and  a  half  years.  The  Municipal  Council  has 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Government  to  contribute  half 
ihe  capital  cost  which  will,  in  the  first  instance,  be  met  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  be  repaid  by  the  Municipality  in  85  annual  instalments 
bearing  interest  at  41  per  cent,  per  annum  and  to  undertake  the 
maintenance  work  after  the  inauguration  of  the  water  supply.  The 
other  half  o!  the  capital  expenditure  will  be  a.  free  grant  from  Gov- 
eminent*. 

The  scheme  proposed  is  more  or  less  on  the  model  of  the  water 
supply  scheme  for  the  Trivandrum  City  and  is  designed  to  serve  the 
entire  habited  and  habitable  portion  of  the  present  municipal  town 
with  its  calculated  prospective  population  of  77,800  souls  In  1971. 
The  average  supply  will  he  at  12  gallons  Per  head  per  day  with  an 
extra  allowance  of  4  gallons  for  the  summer.  The  supply  is  at 
present  restricted  to  domestic  purposes  alone;  but  it  may  not  be  diffi¬ 
cult  to  supply  water  for  non-domestic  purposes  as  well. 

An  impounding  reservoir  capable  of  holding  61  million  cubic 
feet  of  net  available  or  drawable  water  equivalent  to  one  year’s 
supply,  will  be  constructed  by  throwing  an  earthen  dam  (with 
puddle  core)  across  the  Mukkada!  valley  about  7j  miles  north  of 
the  town.  The  dam  will  be  1080  ft.  long  and  20 ft.  wide  at  Its  top 
and  314  ft.  at  the  lowest  ground  level  and  52  ft  high  above  .  thp 


lowest  ground  level.  From  the  reservoir,  water  will  be  conveyed 
through  a  16”  steel  pressure  pipe.  gravitation  main  about  7£  miles 
long  to  the  purification  plant  which  will  be  located  within  the  town 
and  is  proposed  to  be  of  the  rapid  mechanical  gravity  type  with  the 
necessary  chemical  dosage  apparatus,  coagulation  tanks,  filtration 
plant  and  sterilisation  plant. 

Close  to  the  purification  plant  will  be  constructed  the  olear 
water  service  reservoir.  This  tank,  designed  as  a  balancing  tank,  will 
Supply  water  to  the  low  level  zone  of  the  town  To  serve  the  needs  of 
the  high  level  area  of  the  town,  an  over-head  tank  will  be  con¬ 
structed  In  the  highest  part  of  the  town  ;  water  will  be  pumped  into 
this  tank  from  the  former  reservoir  through  a  12"  main  by  pump* 
located  in  a  pump  house  at  one  end  of  the  low  level  reservoir. 
The  pumps  will  be  of  the  centrifugal  type  run  by  electric  energy 
against  a  total  head  from  all  counts  of  about  185  ft, 

The  high  level  zone  covers  the  greater  part  of  the  town,  its 
area  being  about  60  per  cent,  of  the  whole  town.  All  places  ia  the 
town  below  95  ft.  contour  in  Kriehnankovil  and  90  ft.  contour  in 
other  parts  of  the  town  will  be  supplied  by  the  gravity  service  with 
a  minimum  terminal  pressure,  of  25  ft.  head  of  water.  Portions 
above  these  levels  will  be  served  by  pumping 'and  from  the  overhead 
tank,  The  whole  town  is  divided  into  9  water  supply  divisions,  each 
division  with  its  districts  being  served  by  its  independent  division 
main  branching  off  from  the  trunk  main .  The  minimum  size  of 
pipes  in  the  distribution  system  will  be  4”  in  interna!  diameter. 
Neceesary  control,  scour  and  air  valves  will  also  be  provided.  It  is 
also  proposed  to  provide  about  360  street  fountains  fitted  with  waste 
not  taps  for  the  whole  town. 

Alleppey  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

Alleppey,  the  second  largest  town  in  Travaneore  and  the  most 
important  commercial  centre  in  the  State,  haa  few  of  the  amenities 
of  a  modem  town.  The  greatest  drawback  is  in  respect  of  good 
drinking  water.  Duo  to  geographical  position,  the  town  is  cqt  off 
from  fresh  water  rivers  audthe  physical  features  and  soil  formation 
of  the  country  render  the  supply  of  water  from  Wells  and  ponds  un¬ 
wholesome.  Tne  town,  4-97  square  miles  in  extent,  Is  built  over  a 
Sandy  belt  of  land,  barely  3  miies  broad.  On  the  west,  there  is  the 
sea  and  on  the  east  the  Vembacad  lake  and  Pallathurutky  river. 
The  water  in  the  lake  and  that  in  the  river  fora  distance  of  20  miles 
above  Alleppey  town  is  brackish  during  the  ho  t  weather  and  unfit 
for  drinking  purposes  and  continues  so  for  about  five  months.  The 
existing  source  o!  supply  is  from  shallow  wells  and  ponds.  The  soil 
consists  of  hard  dark  brown  ferruginous  sand  and  humus  overlaid 
with  fine  white  sand.  Bain  water  readily  soaks  into  the  porous  soil 
and  appears  as  BUb-soil  water  in  the  wells  and  ponds.  The  water, 
though  not  brackish,  Is  in  the  case  of  the  majority  of  the  wells  co¬ 
loured  dark  brown,  disagreeable  both  to  taste  and  appearance  and 
unsatisfactory  both  from  chemical  and  bacteriological  standpoints. 

:  The  question  of  protected  water  supply  for  domestic  purposes 
began  to  engage  the  attention  of  Government  from  'he  year  9925.

Shencotta  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

The  need  for  a  good  and  plentiful  atffply  of  drinking  water  fo  r 
Shenco-tta  had  been  koenly  felt  for  a  long  time . 

The  difficulty  m  Shencotta  is  that  there  are  no  streams  with 
perennial  flow  and  the  sub-soil  is  hard  ™  JlfbSk- 

tbe  ground  surface.  The  wells  m  the  to wnsh  p  -  -.yvaie r  Works 
ish  water  and  they  totally  dry  up  m  the  summer.  The  Water  works 


and  Drainage  Department-  mvestigatsd^aevei'il  localities  as  possible 
sources  for  the  water  supply  and  a  site  lor  the  head-works  was  fixed 
by  about  the  middle  of  1936  to  extract  tho  underground  water 
through  a  sub-surliaco  heading  and  a  pump-well.  The  designs  and 
estimates  have  been  sanctioned. 

As  tho  water  is  found  to  contain  no  suspended  matter  and  is 
quite  clear,  no  filtration  is  required.  Hence  the  only  treatment 
proposed  is  chlorination, 

The  Service  Rsservoir  will  bo  a  masonry  one  situated  at  ground 
levol  at  the  highest  point  of  the  town  at  Moloor.  Though  the  resor- 
voir  site  is  at  a  sufficiently  high  level  -with  regard  to  the  main 
portion  of  the  town,  it  is  found  that  a  small  area  would  not  get-  suffi¬ 

cient  pressure  in  the  mains.  For  this  a  small  Overhead  reinforced 
concrete  tank  will  be  constructed  above  the  main  reservoir  and 
separate  distribution  maim  would  be  laid  for  serving  this  area. 

Tho  distribution  mains  are  to  bo  of  Everite  asbestos  cement 
pipes  and  the  totallongth  of  the  same  would  be  about  11  -J  miles. 
For  purposes  of  calculation,  the  average  supply  per  head  pel-  day  is 
12  gallons  with  an  increasod  daily  allowance  of  4^  gallons  per  head 
during  the  hot  weather.  The  scheme  has  been  designed  to  supply,  at 
the  above  rato,  the  calculated  prospective  population,  !n  1971, 
D»s.,  22,700  souls.  The  supply  will  ba  restricted  to  domestic  pur¬ 
poses  alone,  Government  have  been,  pleased  to  extend  the  scope  of 
the  undertaking  to  include  house  connections  also. 

The  total  cost  of  the  scheme  as  per  the  estimate  is  Rs.  3,02,800. 
According  to  an  agreement  entered  into  by  the  Municipal  Council 
with  the  Government,  tho  entire  cost  of  the  scheme  will  be  initially 
met  by  Government,  One-half  of  this  will  be  treated  as  a  loan 
advanced  by  Government  to  the  Munioipal  Council.  The  loan  is  to 
bear  interest  at  41  per  cent,  and  it  is  to  be  repaid  together  with 
interest  in  35  equal  annual  instalments.  The  maintenance  of  the 
scheme  would  devolve  on  t-be  Municipal  Council  after  tho  inaugura¬ 
tion  of  the  water  supply.  It  is  hoped  to  inaugurate  the  water  supply 
by  the  end  of  1113  m.  e,,  August- 1938. 


Water  Supply  to  the  Kuttanad  Area. 

Kuttanad,  surrounded  on  all  sides  with  water,  is  an  unfortunate 
country  in  respect  of  the  supply  of  pure  water  for  domestic  purposes. 
The  brine-aSecied  portion  of  Kuttanad  covers  an  area  of  about  80 
square  miles.  There  are  a  number  of  small  densely  populated  islands 
in  this  fenland  of  Travancore,  The  lot  of  these  people  is  not  tmiike 
that  of  the  ancient  mariner  who  cried  for  water  with  water  every¬ 
where  around  aim.  The  on,ly  solution  of  the  problem  of  supplying 
good  drinking  water  is  through  deep  bore  wells.  The  whole  area 
will  have  to  be  divided  into  such  blocks  that,  by  providing  a  bore 
well,  more  or  less  centrally  in  a  block,  the  people  living  in  that 
block  may  have  the  benefit  of  the  water  drawn  from  the  bore  well. 
In  large  islands,  and  there  ar?  bine  of  them,  ohe  or  two  centra,!  b°re 
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wells  will  have  to  be  constructed,  equipped  with  automatically  worked 
pumps  driven  by  the  hydro-electric  power  from  the  Pallivasal  Soheme 
the  pumps  delivering  water  into  over-head  tanks  from  which  pipes 
are  to  be  laid  with  public  stand-post  taps  to  cover  the  islands.  An 
estimate  for  the  above  scheme  has  been  prepared  ;  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  is  getting  down  a  Boring  Plant  and  rig. 


Other  Mofussll  Schemes. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  raw  water  to  the  villages  of  Bhutha- 
pandy,  Tittuvilai,  etc.,  from  a  branch  of  suitable  size  from  the  near¬ 
est  and  most  convenient  point  of  the  main  leading  from  the  Mukkadal 
Reservoir  to  the  Nagercoil  town.  The  Panehayat  has  agreed  to  meet 
the  annual  charges  for  the  working  of  the  scheme. 

The  investigation  of  a  scheme  ior  the  provision  of  tube  welis  for 
the  supply  o f  water  in  certain  parte  of  the  taluks  of  Kalkulam  and 
Vilavankod  is  in  progress. 

The  Department  is  also  engaged  in  investigating  the  supply 
of  good  drinking  water  to  the  coastal  regions  in  the  Karunagapaili 
and  Shertala  taluks. 

The  Trivandrum  Drainage  Scheme. 

A  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  provision  of  underground 
sewerage  and  for  the  disposal  of  surface  storm  water  so  as  to_  avoid 
stagnation  and  flooding  of  certain  areas  for  the  Trivandrum  City  has 
been  sanctioned,  which  is  estimated  to  cost  aabout  46  lakhs  of  rup¬ 
ees.  The  construction  works  were  Btarted  late  in  1111  M.  e, 
(July  1936).  The  works  are  in  good  progress,  flow  in  Block  .A  con¬ 
stituting  about  two-thirds  of  the  town;  and  are  expected  to  reach 
such  a  stage  as  to  bring  the  scheme  into  service  in  1115  M.  e  .  The 
rest  of  the  scheme  in  Blocks  B  and  0  is  expected  to  be  carried  out 
in  the  subsequent  two  years. 

The  scheme  provides  connection  to  the  underground  sewers  for 
more  than  10,000  houses  so  that  practically  every  residential  building, 
permanent  or  semi-permanent,  would  get  connected  to^  it,  This 
would  give  facility  to  provide  the  most  desirable  and  hygienic  form 
of  flush-out  water  olosets  throughout  the  town.  The  soheme  pro¬ 
vides  also  for  the  construction  of  public  flush-out  latrines  and  urinals 
all  over  the  town-  It  is  hoped  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  to  do 
away  completely  with  the  present  unsatisfactory  method  of  hand 
scavenging  and  transport  in  vehioles. 

The  sewage  from  the  flush-out  latrines  and  the  sullage  from 
honses  would  gravitate  to  Pumping  stations,  where  special  automatic 
sewage  pumps,  electrically  driven,  would  be  provided  in  sufficient 
number  and  capacity  to  pump  the  varying  flow.  The  sewage  is  to 
be  pumped  to  sewage  treatment  works  in  Paravankunnu  near  the 
Thiruvallam  canal.  Sewage  is  expected  to  be  clarified,  digested  and 
the  effluents  therefrom  led  on  to  a  sewage  farm  for  secondary  treat¬ 
ment,  so  that  a  final  effluent  of  great  purity  and  innocuou8ness  is  at¬ 
tained.  The  gases  evolved  in  sludge  digestion  are  proposed  to  be 
consumed  for  development  of  power;  and  together  with  the  sewage 
farm,  the  sewage  treatment  works  are  expected  to  bring  in  a  fai* 
income.

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Rural  Reconstruction  Centre  at  Martandam  in  South 
Travancore  has  pioneered  in  the  Rural  Reconstruction  Movement  until  it  is 
looked  up“n  ss  a  guide  for  Rural  Reconstruction  which  is  spreading. 

It  demonstrates  uiultiplj-ing  throughout  India,  Burma  and  Cc-yion  and  Beyond, 
and  praotis’s  methods  which  bring  a  complete  upwartf  change  toward  a  more 
abunduut  lif?  for  rjral  people— spiritually,  mentally,  physically,  sooially,  and 
economically.  Since  1926  nine  hundred  young  m  n  and  wuju'-d  have  come 
from  v  lious  parts  of  India,  Burma  and  C  ylou  to  ieurn  these  methods  and  to 
go  baofc  to  th  *ir  home  ar  -as  to  put  them  into  prac’iee. 

Oh?*r  oentres  are  b  dug  establish  d  in  various  places,  copying  as  much  of 
the  Marandam  method  as  suits  the  local  need  and  condiiion.

On  the  Slat  January  1875,  the  Government  sanctioned  “the 
organisation  of  a  Law  Class  in  connections  with  His  Highness’s 
College  at  Trivandrum  to  enable  candidates  from  Travancore  to 
present  themselves  for  the  Law  Examinations  of  the  University 
of  Madras  and  to  encourage  others  to  pursue  the  study  of  law 
Systematically.”  The  order  sanctioning  the  scheme  directed  that 
it  should  be  worked  on  the  same  lines  as  the  class  attached  to  the 
Presidency  College  at  Madras.  Dr.  W-  E.  Ormsby,  Barrister-ap 
law,  then  a  .Judge  of  the  Sadr  Court  of  Travancore,  was  appointed 
Professor  of  Law  in  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja’s  College. 
Dr.  Ormsby  opened  the  class  on  the  9th  of  February  of  the  same 
year,  and  in  1877,  His  Highness’s  College  was  affiliated  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Madras  in  the  Faculty  of  Law  also,  the  University  agree¬ 
ing  to  accept  Dr.  Ormsby’ s  certificate  as  qualifying  for  admission 
to  University  Law  Examinations.  In  1891,  ain  Assistant  Professor 
of  Law  was  appointed  the  Professor  and  his  Assistant  each  working 
tvvo  hours  a  week. 

The  clfl3S  was  thus  worked  till  1894,  when,  in  conformity  with 
important  alterations  in  the  bye-laws  of  the  University  re.  the  B.  L. 
Dejree  Examination,  the  institution  was  reorganised  on  an  entirely 
different  footing .  The  Law  Class,  which  till  then  was  worked  as  a 
part  of  His  Highness’s  College,  and  the  Professors  whereof  were 
treated  as  members  of  the  staff  of  that  College,  was  raised  to. the 
status  of  an  independent  College  under  the  designation  of  “His 
Highness  the  Maharaja’s  Law  College,  Trivandrum.”  The  staff 
was  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  a  SeDior  and  two  Junior 
Professors  each  working  two  hours  a  week.  A  Lecturer  in  Medical 
Jurisprudence  working  an  hour  a  week  was  added  to  the  staff  in 
February  1897.  In  1900,  Government  sanctioned  certain  important 
alterations  in  the  scheme  of  the  College  as  settled  in  1894,  and 
with  a  view  to  meet,  tire  altered  conditions,  again  reorganised  the 
College.  In  addition  to  the  Principal,  the  appointment  of  tiro 
permanent  Professors  and  two  Elective  Professors  was  sanctioned. 
The  classes  which  were  till  then  held  In  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja’s  College  were  removed  to  the  upstairs  rooms  of  the 
School  of  Arts,  In  order  to  make  the  institution  self-support¬ 
ing,  the  scale  of  fees  was  raised  to  that  levied  in  the  College* 
till  the  end  of  the  academic  year  1930-31,  The  permanent 
Professors  were  drafted  to  the  general  service  and  from  January 
1905 1  the  College  staff  wa3  oomposed  of  a  Principal,  two  Senior 
Lecturers,  two  Junior  Lecturers  and  a  Lecturer  in  a  Medical  Juris¬ 
prudence.  In  1908,  the  two  Junior  Lecturerships  in  the  Law- 
College  were  converted  into  two  Elective  Lecturerships  on  the 
same  salaries,  tenable  for  two  years  subject  to  re-appointment,  In 
1911,  a  Commission  from  the  University  of  Madras  inspected  the 
College,  and  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  contained  in  their 
report,  the  staff  was  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  two 
additional  Elective  Lecturers  with  effect  from  July  1912.  In  1920, 
the  staff  was  reorganised,  and  the  designation  “  Senior  iAturers  ” 
and  “Elective  Lecturers  ”  was  converted  into Senior  Professors  ” 
and  “  Junior  Professors  ”  respectively  though  the  elective  system 


still  held  gond  in  the  case  of  the  Junior  Professors.  In  1923,  the 
Pleadership  Classes  were  separated  from  the  B.  L.  and  F.  L. 
Classes,  and  three  additional  Junior  Professors  appointed  to  cope 
with  the  additional  work  entailed  thereby.  Till  1926,  the  European 
Judge  of  the  High  Court  was  invariably  the  Principal. 

In  1929,  a  Commission  from  the  University  inspected  the  Law 
College,  and  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in 
their  report.  Government  sanctioned  the  conversion  of  the  College 
from  a  part-time  institution  working  in  the  morning  and  the 
evening,  into  a  fali-time  institution  working  between  10  a.  m,  and 
4  p.  m.  with  a  free  interval  of  one  hour  between  1  and  2  p.  w.,  with 
effect  from  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  1931-1932.  The 
stiff  was  reorganised  by  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  Principal, 
two  full-time  Professors,  five  Eleeii  ye  Lecturers  and  a  Lecturer  in 
Medical  Jurisprudence.  The  Elective  Lecturers  were  to  be  appoint¬ 
ed  from  year  to  year,  with  permission  to  practise  at  the  Bar,  A 
College  Council  also  was  instituted.  The  scale  of  fees  was  revised 
to  Rs.  144  per  annum  for  the  B.  L,  and  iL  L.  Classes  and  Rs,  108 
for  the  Pleadership  Classes. 

In  1933,  'Government  sanctioned  the  suspension  of  the 
Pleadership  Classes  for  a  period  of  five  years  with  effect  from  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  tho  academic  year  1933-34,  and  reduced  two  Elective 
Lecturers  and  temporarily  abolished  the  post  of  the  Lecturer  in 
Medical  Jurisprudence.  The  tenure  of  appointment  of  the  Elective 
Lecturers  was  extended  to  a  period  of  three  years.  The  scale  of 
fees  for  the  B.  L.  and  F.  L,  Classes  was  raised  to  Rs.  160  per 
annum. 

Till  the  end  of  1908,  the  management  of  the  College  was  vested 
in  the  Principal  acting  directly  under  the  orders  of  the  Dewan  of 
Travancore,  In  January  1909,  a  slight  modification  was  mads  by 
placing  the  Law  College  under  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction. 
Th’s  arrangement  was  Subsequently  altered  when,  in  April  1910,  it 
was  finally  placed  under  the  control  of  the  High  Court, 

The  teaching  staff  now  consists  of  a  Principal,  two  ProfessorB, 
and  three  Elective  Lecturers.  The  services  of  the  Principal  and  the 
two  Professors  are  pensionable.  The  appointment  of  the  three 
Elective  Lecturers  is  temporary,  they  being  appointed  for  a  period  of 
three  years  at  a  time. 

The  Law  College  had  no  separate  building  of  Its  own  till  1916. 
Till  then  it  occupied  certain  rooms  on  the  first  door  of  the  School  of 
Arts.  The  accommodation  thus  provided  being  insufficient,  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  3912  Sanctioned  the  construction  of  a  separate  building 
lor  the  Law  College.  The  new  building  was  completed  and 
occupied  in  1916. 

The  Law  College  Hostel  is  located  in  a  rented  building  near  the 
Law  College.  The  Wills  Hostel  accommodates  a  fewr  of  the 
Christian  students  of  the  Law  College.

B.  L.  Examination  of  the  Madras  University,  preference  always 
beiuft  given  to  the  candidate  passing  the  M.  L.  Examination. 

The  Sadasimn  Pillai  Law  Prize.  The  Sadasivan  Pillai  Law 
Prize  of  Es.  40  to  the  student  who,  being  a  subject  of  His  Highness 
the  Maharaja  of  Travancore,  passes  highest  at  the  Examination  for 
the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws  or  Bachelor  of  Laws  of  the  University 
and  who  does  not  get-  the  Cullen  Law  Prize,  preference  being  given 
to  the  candidate  who  passes  the  M.  L  Degree  Examination  when 
there  are  both  M .  L.  and  B.  L.  candidates  in  the  same  year. 

The  Justice  Muihunayagom  Memorial  Prise.  Mr.  Justice 
Muthunayagom  Memorial  Prize  of  books  for  the  amount  accruing 
from  the  fund,  annually  to  the  first  student  of  the  Trivandrum  Law 
College,  who,  appearing  for  the  F.  L.  Examination  of  the  Madras 
University  held  immediately  after  the  completion  by  him  of  the 
E.  L.  course,  passes  highest  in  that  examination  from  the  College, 

The  Justice  JBjimhiraman  Nair  Gold  Medal.  The  Justice 
KunKraman  N&ir  Gold  Medal  is  awarded  every  year  to  the  Nayar 
student  of  the  Trivandrum  Law  College,  who,  appearing  for  the 
B.  L.  Degree  Examination  of  the  Madras  University  hold  immedi- 
ately  after  the  completion  by  him  of  the  B.  L,  course,  passes  highest 
in  that  examination. 

The  strength  of  the  College  at-  the  end  of  1112  was  260,  of 
which  119  were  in  the  F.  L.  Class  and  141  in  the  B,  L,  Class. 


The  Training  College. 

The  Government  Normal  School,  Trivandrum,  was  founded  in 
the  year  1895.  Teachers  who  had  passed  the  F.  A.,  Matriculation 
or  Vernacular  Examinations  were  trained  in  this  institution  till  May 
1911.  On  the  19th  June  1911,  the  Training  College  was  opened,  and 
the  Normal  School  ceased  to  exist  From  that  date.  Graduates  and 
Undergraduates  are  being  trained  in  the  institution.  At  first, 
only  24  Graduates  and  24  Undergraduates  were  trained  annually. 
During  the  year  1924-26,  the  strength  of  the  Graduate  and  the 
Undergraduate  sections  was  raised  to  60  each.  The  period  of  train¬ 
ing  for  Undergraduates  was  reduced  from  two  years  to  one  from 
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1923-24.  In  1924,  women  undergraduates  were  admitted  for 
the  first  time  to  the  College  after  the  abolition  of  the  English  Sec¬ 
tion  in  the  Higher  Grade  Training  School  for  Women.  Prom  tho 
year  1934-35,  the  strength  of  tho  L,  T.  section  has  been  raised  to  SO. 
Non-st-ipendiaries  /(private  students  i.  e.,  those  not  employed  as 
teachers  in  recognised  schools  in  the  State  are  admitted  on  condi¬ 
tion  that  their  numbers  in  each  year  should  not  be  so  large  as  to 
shut  out  the  chances  of  untrained  graduates  in  departmental  and 
private  schools.  Only  those  who  have  obtained  at  least-  a  second 
class  in  the  Jd.  A.  Oegree  Examination  are  admitted  as  non-stipen¬ 
diaries.  The  Silver  Jubilee  of  the  College  was  celebrated  at  the 
close  of  tho  academic  year  1936-37. 

Besides  the  three  common  subjects  for  the  L.  T.  course,  viz  . 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Education,  Teaching  of  English  and  a 
Special  Subject,  tho  College  is  affiliated  in  the  following  optional

2.  Observation  cias=e-,  where  the  pupil-foachers  in  tho  L,  T.  and 
Undergraduate  sections  observe  tho  teaching  of  the  senior  teachers 
in  the  school. 

3.  Criticism  classes,  where  the  pupil-teachers  teach  a  class' in  the 
presence  of  their  colleagues  who,  after  the  class  is  over,  offer  helpful 
criticism  on  the  lesson  taken. 

4.  Model  lessons,  given  by  the  Lecturer  or  the  Headmaster  or 
the  senior  teachers  in  the  School. 

5.  Library  work,  consisting  of  supervised  reading  and  independ¬ 
ent  work  done  according  to  tho  plan  chalked  out  in  the  lectures 
by  those  in  charge  of  the  various  subjects. 

At  tlie  end  of  the  course  of  training.  Diplomas  are  issued^  to  the 
students  showing  in  detail  their  work  in  tho  College  during  the 
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Fees.

There  is  no  scholarship  tenable  in  the  College,  but  teachers) 
from  departmental  schools  (who  entered  service  before  1-4-34 
if  Belected  for  training,  are  given  a  stipend  of  Rs.  30  or  Mis.  15  in 
the  case  of  Graduates  and  Undergraduates  respectively,  or  their  sub¬ 
stantive  pay  or  acting  or  S  p„  T.  allowance  which  they  drew  priorto 
their  deputation,  whichever  is  greater.  Managers  of  private  school 
are  given  a  grant  of  half  the  stipend  they  pay  the  teachers  selected 
from  their  school,  provided  the  teachers  entered  service  prior  to  1st 
Aprii  1934.  The  grant  is,  however,  limited  to  a  maximum  of  Rs,  171 
and  Rs.  8-14-0  in  the  case  of  Graduates  and  Undergraduates  respec¬ 
tively. 

Fee  concessions  are  granted  according  to  the  new'  rules  dated 
13th  July  1937,  framed  by  Government  recently.

II.  H,  The  Maharaja’s  College  of  Arts,  Trivandrum, 

This  institution  was  formed  by  the,  separation,  in  1924,  of  the 
Arts  and  Science  Departments  of  H.  II.  the  Maharaja’s  College, 
Trivandrum.  It  is  accordingly  a  continuation  of  the  Arts  aide  of 
the  former  Maharaja’s  College,  which  was  founded  in  1834  as 
H.  H.  the  Maharaja’s  Free  School  with  the  object  of  providing  edu¬ 
cation  in  English  for  the  people  otTravancore.  The  College  was 
opened  on  the  4th  July  1924.  The  History  and  Economics  Depart¬ 
ment  was  first  instituted  in  1901  and  tin  Sanskrit  and  Dravidiau 
Languages  Department  in  1914.  The  Honours  Department  in 
English  and  in  History  and  Economics,  opened  inH.H  JheMaha- 
raja’s  College  in  1914,  were  transferred  to  this  institution.  The 
Philosophy  Department  wea  re-opened  in  1925 .  The  College  was 
affiliatod  for  the  Honours  Course  in  Malayalam  from  1935-36  and 
a  Post-Graduate  oourse  in  Sanskrit  was  started  in  1936. 

The  administration  of  the  College  is  vested  in  the  Principal, 
subject  to  the  general  direction  and  control  of  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction  and  the  Government.  A  College  Conned  was 
constitut’d  in  June  1925,

The  modal  is  awarded  annually  to  the  student  who  stands  first 
in  Philosophy  among  the  successful  candidates  of  the  B.  A.  Dogreo 
Examination  presented  from  the  College,  Provided  he  or  sho  (1)  has 
nndergono  the  entire  course  for  the  Degree  Examination  in  the 
College  of  Arts  and  has  not  spent  more  than  a  year  either  in  the 
Junior  B.  A.  or  in  the  Senior  B.  A.  class,  (2)  passes  in  the  same 
year  all  tho  Paris  o?  the  B.  A.  Degree  Examination,  and  (3)  is 
placed  in  a  class  not  below  the  second  in  Branch  IV  (Psychology, 
Logic  and  Eihics).

It 
is  awarded  by  the  College  Council  to  the  student  who  takas 
Malayalam  and  Sanskrit  as  his  Opt-iotoal  Group  in  the  B  A.  course 
and  who  in  passing  ail  the  parts  of  tho  B.  A.  Degree  Examination 
after  the  minimum  period  of  study  In  the  B.  A.  class,  secures  at 
least  a  Second  Class  in  that  group  and  the  first  place  among  the 
students  of  the  College  taking  that  optional  group.

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Degree  course  must  have 
passed  the  Intermediate  Examination  of  the  University  of  Madras, 
oi  some  other  examination  accepted  by  the  Syndicate  as  equivalent 
thereto. 

3.  All  candidates  for  admission  must  present,  at  the  time  of  ad¬ 
mission,  transfer  certificates  from  the  School  or  College  they  have 
last  attended,  and  in  the  case  of  candidate*  for  the  Junior  B,  A. 
class  their  certificates  of  medical  inspection  also. 

4.  Students  who  had  their  education  outside  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  University  of  Madras,  peeking  admission  to  the  College 
must  produce  (a)  A  Migration  Certificate  from  the  Umvers'ty  at 
which  they  were  educated  ;  and  (6)  a  University  Certificate  qualify¬

His  Highness  the  Maharaja’s  College  of  Science,  Trivandrum. 

This  institution  was  founded  in  1834  aB  His  Highness  the  Baja’s 
Free  School  with  the  object  of  providing  education  in  English  for 
Hfe  Highness’s  subject-.  In  1869,  the  standard  of  instruction  was 
raised  to  the  First  Examination  in  Arts  and  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 


Coursed  of  tho  Madras  University  and  {he  institution  (hence  came  to 
bo  called  “His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja’s  College,  Trlvandrmn.” 
'ihs  College  was  affiliated  for  the  B  A.  Degree  course  of  the  Madras 
University  successively  in  Philosophy,  Mathematics,  Chemistry, 
History,  Physios  and  Sanskrit  and  Uravidan  Languages.  The  Col¬ 
lege  was  also  affiliated  for  B.  A.  Honours  Degree  in  English  and 
History  in  1914.  Provision  for  the  study  of  Natural  Soienoe  in  the 
Intermediate  course  was  made  in  M22.  It  was  at  this  stage  that 
the  Government  of  His  Highness  tho  Maha  Raja  decided  to  separate 
tho  Arts  and  Science  Departments  and  retain  the  latter  in  its  old 
habitation.  The  bifurcation  was  given  effect  to  in  May  1924  and 
tho  institution  was  thence-forth  called  “His  Highness  the  Maha 
Baja’s  College  of  Soienoe,  Trivandrum”.  Since  the  bifurcation,  the 
College  was  affiliated  for  B.  A.  Honours  course  in  Mathematics  in 
1925  and  for  the  B.  A.  Pass  coarse  in  Botany  and  Zoology  in  the 
years  1924  and  1931  respectively. 

The  administration  of  the  College  is  vested  in  the  Principal  in 
consultation  with  the  College  Council  subject  to  the  general  direc¬ 
tion  and  control  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  and  tho  Gov¬ 
ernment.

Only  Nayar  students  who  are  subjects  of  H.  H.  the  Maharaja 
are  eligible  for  the  scholarships.

One  scholarship  of  the 'monthly  value  of  Bh,  Rs.  (T)  seven  is 
awarded  to  the  Nayar  student  in  the  Junior  Intermediate  class  of 
H,  H.  the  Maharaja’s  College  of  Science,  Trivandrum  who,  among 
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the  students  who  take  up  Group  I  or  Group  II  as  their  optional  sub¬ 
ject  has  secured  the  best  English  School  Leaving  Certificate,  judged 
by  the  moderated  marks,  in  the  immediately  preceding  school  year 
alter  remaining  one  year  only  in  Form  VI.  This  scholarship  is 
tenable  for  two  years  and  is  subject  to  forfeiture,  if  the  holder  fails 
to  secure  promotion  at  the  end  of  the  first  year. 

Another  scholarship  of  the  monthly  value  of  Bh.  Rs.  (9)  nine 
is  awarded  to  the  Nayar  student  in  the  junior  class  of  the  Pass  course 
of  the  B,  A,  Degree  Examination  who,  among  the  students  who  take 
up  Branch  I  (Mathematics)  or  Branch  II  B  (Physics)  or  Branch  H 
C  (Chemistry)  as  their  option?!  subject,  has  secured  the  highest 
number  of  marks  in  English  and  in  Group  I  or  II  put  together  of  the 
immediately  preceding  Intermediate  Examination  in  Arts,  and  who 
has  passed  the  Intermediate  Examination  aa  a  whole  within  two 
years  after  joining  the  Intermediate  Class.  This  scholarship  is 
tenable  for  two  years  and  is  subject  to  forfeiture,  if  the  holder  does 
not  socure  promotion  at  the  end  of  the  first  year. 

XI.  Read  Scholarships. 

The  scholarships  are  awarded  to  deserving  students,  who  are 
natural  born  or  domiciled  Travancorean  and  who  after  completing 
the  Intermediate  course  in  any  of  the  Colleges  in  the  Madras  Presi¬ 
dency,  join  H.  II.  The  Maharaja’s  College  of  Science,  Trivandrum, 
for  the  B.  A.  course  taking  Chemistry,  Physios,  Botany  or  Zoology  as 
main  optional  subject.

The  prize  is  in  the  form  of  bookB  on  English  Literature,  Mathe¬ 
matics  or  Science  to  the  value  of  Bh.  Ra.  50. 

XIII,  BotLe  Memorial  Prize, 

The  prize  of  the  value  of  Bh,  Rs,  50  (fifty)  is  awarded  annually 
to  the  student  who  does  best  in  English  in  the  Junior  B,  A,  Class  on 
the  results  of  the  regular  College  examinations. 

XIV.  Maeadeva  Iyer  Good  Conduct  Prize. 

The  prize  is  in  the  form  of  a  gold  pendant  of  the  value  of  Bh. 
Rs.  (35)  thirty-five  with  the  following  motto  engraved  in  the  centre 
in  Sanskrit  and  English  on  either  side: — ‘‘Sathyam  Vada,  Dharmam 
ehara.”  Speak  the  truth.  Do  your  duty’’. 

The  prize  is  awarded  annually  io  a  student  in  Class  IV  (second 
year  of  the  B.  A.  Pass  as  well  as  Honours  Course)  of  H.  H.  The  Maha 
Raja’s  College  of  Science,  Trivandrum  selected  by  the  votes  of 
the  students  in  the  class  subject  to  approval  by  the  Council  of  the 
College. 

Only  lust  year  students  of  Class  IV  are  eligible  for  the  prize. 
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XV.  Ross  Gold  Medal. 

This  medal,  of  the  value  of  Bh.  Rs.  (56)  fifty-six,  is  awarded  an¬ 
nually  to  the  studont  from  H.  H.  The  Maha  Rajah’s  College  of 
Science  Trivandrum,  or  from  II,  H,  The  Maha  Rajah’s  College  of 
Arts,  Trivandrum  who  occupies  the  highest  place  among  Travan- 
c-oreans  who  pass  the  B,  A.  Honors  Degree  Examination  from  either 
of  these  Colleges  and  is  placed  in  the  first  or  second  class. 

XVI.  Natesa  Aiyar’s  Sri  MuLa  Rama.Varma 
Maha  Raja  Medal, 

Tbe  Medal  is  awarded  annually  in  H,  II.  The  Maha  Raja’s 
College  of  Science,  Trivandrum,  to  the  student  who  passes  highest 
from  the  Collego  in  the  B,  A,  Honors  Degree  Examination  of  the 
Madras  University  in  Mathematics  after  the  minimum  period  of 
study  and  in  the  first  year  of  his  appearing  for  the  examination.

Training  classes  for  teachers  were  opened  in  January  1904,  and 
continued  to  be  attached  to  the  College  till  the  end  of  1920,  when 
they  were  separated  from  the  college  and  accommodated  in  a  build¬ 
ing  of  their  own.  In  June  1921,  the  High  .School  also  wag  separated 
from  the  college,  and  now  the  college  works  alone  under  its  new 
name,  H.  H.  the  Maharaja’s  College  for  Women,  The  present 
buildings  were  occupied  in  June  1923. 

In  July  1928,  the  College  was  further  affiliated  in  Natural  Sci¬ 
ence  of  the  Intermediate  course  and  in  the  B.  A.  degree  course  in 
Part  I,  English  Language  and  Literature,  and  Part  II,  Group  IV, 
A.— History  and  Economics,  and  Group  V-  Malayalam  &  Sanskrit, 
In  July  1929,  farther  affiliation  was  obtained  in  Indian  Music  of 
the  Intermediate  Course  and  in  Group  (1--B)  Mathematics  with 
Astronomy  and  Analysis  as  special  subjects  of  the  B.  A.  Degree

Sanskrit  College. 

The  Institution  wa=>  started  in  1889.  Instruction  was  originally 
imparted  in  Veda,  Iiayya  and  the  Sastra  Branches  of  study.  The 
management  of  the  Veda  Section  was  from  11:0  transferred  to  the 
Devaswom  Department.  Till  1094  the  College  was  housed  within 
the  Fort  and  the  students,  only  Brahmins,  were  all  given  free  board¬ 
ing,  Later,  free  boarding  was  discontinue  i  and  scholarships  were 
awarded  instead. 

Tho  courses  of  studies  were  reorganised  in  1917  and  the  College 
was  p'aced  under  a  graduate  Principal  conversant  with  Sanskrit  and 
Malayalam.  The  Co]  ege  was  made  accessible  to  all  classes  of 
people.  The  Coliege  continued  to  work  as  per  the  reorganised 
scheme  till  its  affiliation  to  the  University  of  Madras  in  July  1936. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  following  courses  of  studies  in  the 

College. 
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A.  College  Section. 

(1)  Entrance  Course  The  entrance  class  is  instituted,  for 
the  purpose  of  coaching  Pupils  for  the  Siromani  course  of  the  Mad¬ 
ras  University.  The  course  extend?  fora  period  of  one  year. 

(.2)  Siromani  Course.  The  course  extends  over  4  years.  Pro¬ 
vision  has  been  made  at  present  only  for  imparting  instruction  in 
the  Preliminary  classes  I  and  XI. 

(S'1  Mahopadhyaya  Course ■  Only  the  second  and  third  year 
classes  are  taught  at  present  since  the  first  year  .Viabopadhyaya. 
class  was  abolished  with  the  affiliation  of  the  College  to  the 
Madras  University. 

B.  Kavya  Section. 

The  Kavya  or  Lower  Department  has  a  course  extending  over 
6  years.  A  Final  Examination  called  the  Government  Sastri  Test 
Examination  is  conducted  annually  for  qualifying  the  students  for 
admission  to  the  entrance  course.  The  Sastri  course  is  designed  to 
give  the  candidates  a  grounding  in  fa]  Sanskrit  Literature,  Practi¬ 
cal  Grammar,  Elementary  Dialectics  and  Ku.Jiments  of  Poetics  and 
Prosody,  the  instruction  being  given  in  Sanskrit;  (b)_  Malayalam 
Language  and  Literature  ;  History,  Geography  and  Arithmetic  are 
taught  in  Malayalam:  Cel  English  Language.  Grammar  and  Compo¬ 
sition  commencing  from  the  III  year  class. 

The  strength  at  the  end  of  1112  was  280  in  the  Kavya  Section 
and  72  in  the  College  classes. 

Scholarships,  Prizes  and  Medals. 

hetem  Kama  Bom  Sanskrit  College  Prize—  The  interest  ac¬ 
cruing  from  t-he  endowment  of  the  value  of  Re.  600  unplaced  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Principal,  Sanskrit  College,  for  awarding  a  prize  in 
the  form  of  suitable  books  to  the  candidate  who  gets  the  highest 
rank  in  the  MahoPadhyaya  Examination  till  1114  and  afterwards  to 
the  candidate  who  stands  first  in  the  Siromani  Examination  of 
the  Madras  University  among  those  presented  for  the  Examination 
from  the  institution.

pupils  of  the  third  year  Siromani  Class  ; 

(Hi)  Five  scholarships  to  the  pupils  of  the  Mahopadhyaya 
Claes  first  year  at  Rs,  5  each  per  mensem  to  be  given  to  the  pupils 
of  the  second  year  Siromani  Class  ;  and 
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(iv)  Five  Scholarships  to  the  pupils  of  tho  Siroraaui  Class  first 
year  at  Ks.

RujjEs  of  Admission. 

Admission  to  the  Entrance  class  is  given  only  to  boys  oi-  girls 
who  have  passed  the  Sastri  Test  Examination  conducted  by  the 
Tiave.ncoi-e  Government. 

Admission  ti  the  i’rell.minai'y  class  is  given  to  those  who  have 
Passed  the  Travaneore  or  Madras  Government  Entrance  Examina- 

Admisaion  to  theKavya  Section  is  restricted  to  those  who  liave 
satisfactorily  completed  the  course  of  instruction  prescribed  for  Class 
III  of  a  vernacular  school. 

Entrance  Board. 

The  Advisory  Council  oi  the  Sanskrit  College  was  abolished  in 
the  academic  year  1938-37  and  the  Sanskrit  College  Entrance  Board 
was  constituted  instead  with  the  Superintendent  of  studies  in  In¬ 
dian  Languages,  H.  H  the  Maharaja’s  College  of  Arts  as  :ex-officio 
Chairman!  and  the  Principal,  Sanskrit  College,  as  ex-officio  Secre¬ 
tary  aud  5  nominated  members. 

The  functions  of  the  Entrance  Board  are  (1)  to  recommend  text¬ 
books  for  the  various  classes  of  Sanskrit  Schools  and  the  Entrance 
Course  attached  to  the  Sanskrit  College,  (2)  to  recommend  exa¬ 
miners  for  the  Government  Sanskrit  Examinations,  and  (3)  to  ad¬ 
vise  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  on  matters  relating  to  Sans¬ 
krit  School  Education, 


The  Union  Christian  College,  Alwaye. 

The  Union  Christian  College,  Alwaye,  was  founded  in  June 
1921,  as  the  result  of  a  desire  among  some  of  the  Christian  Churches 
in  Travaneore  and  Cochin  for  co-operation  in  educational  work.  The 
institution  is  managed  by  a  Council  including  members  from  ‘'The 
Matankara  Syrian  Church,”  “ThoMarThoma  Syrian  Church”  and 
the  Diocese  of  Travaneore  and  Cochin  in  the  Church  of  India  Burma 
and  Ceylon. 

The  College  began  work  in  June  1921,  with  the  Junior  Interme-. 
diate  Class  in  Group  iii  (Histories,  Logic  and  Malayaiam)._  It  is  now 
affiliated  to  the  Madras  University  in  Groups  i,  ii,  and  iii  (Mathe¬ 
matics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Natural  Science,  Ancient  History, 
Modem  History,  Indian  History  and  Logic;  of  the  Intermediate 
Course  and  in  Or  i-a  (Mathematics  ,  Gr.  iii-a  (Philosophy!,  G >•  iii-b 
(.Philosophy  and  History),  Gr.  iv-a  (History  and  Economics  )  and 
Gr.  iv-b  (Economics  and  History)  of  the  B.  A.  Degree  Course. 

The  College  is  an  almost  entirely  residential  institution,  only 
students  living  with  their  parents  or  guardians  being  normally  ex¬ 
empted  from  the  obligation  to  reside  in  the  hostels. 

It  now  owns  about  50  acres  of  land  including  the  20  acres 
which  were  originally  granted  to  it  by  the  Government  of  Travan- 
core,  2  blocks  of  College  buildingB-  one  for  Science  and  the  other 
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for  Arts-  and  5  blocks  of  hostel  buildings,  besides  several  mess 
houses  for  students  and  residential  quarters  for  Wardens. 

The  total  strength  of  the  College  is  362,  of  whom  249  are  in  tire 
Intermediate  Classes  and  113  in  the  B.  A  Classes.  _  Of  these, 
2a  1  live  in  the  College  Hostels  and  the  rest  in  homes  with  parents 
or  guardians  or  in  lodgings  approved  by  the  College. 

Games  and  other. athletic  activities. are  a  special  feature  of  tho 
life  of  the  hostols. 

The  Alwaye  Settlement,  a  school  for  Depressed  Classes,  con¬ 
ducted  by  old  students  of  the  College  in  close  association  with  some 
of  the  members  of  the  College  staff,  serves  as  an  inspiring  example 
of  devoted  social  service,  to  all  present  students  of  the  College. 

From  the  time-  of  the  starting  of  the  College  and  especially 
since  its  development-  as  a  First  Grade  College,  the  Church  Mission¬ 
ary  Society  has  been  taking  a  been  interest  in  the_  institution  and 
helping  it  with  men  and  money.  The  Society  is  maintaining  one  of 
its  missionaries  to  work  as  a  member  of  the  College  Staff.

st.  Berchmaii’s  College,  C-hanganacherry. 

The  St  Berchman’s  College  is  a  First-  Grade  College  affiliated  to 
toe  University  of  Madras  This  College  is  the  crowning  achieve¬ 
ment  of  the  Catholics  of  the  State  in  t-he  field  of  education.  It  tops 
tho  list  of  the  numerous  Catholic  educational  institutions  of  the  State 
comprising  about  25  High  Schools  and  numerous  middle  and  pri¬ 
mary  schools . 

The  High  School  section  of  the  College  was  started  in  1891  by 
Mgr.  Charles  Lavinge  S.  J.,  first  resident  Bishop  in  Changancherry. 
About  the  year  1920  the  public  began  to  agitate  for  more  facilities 
for  higher  education.  The  Government  authorities  called  for  private 
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agencies  to  undertake  the  task  and  remised  financial  aid. 
Dr.  Kurialaeherry,  Bishop  oi  Changanaobetty,  encourged  by  the 
favourable  attitude  of  the  Government,  took  active  steps  to  start  the 
College. 

The  College  was  affiliated  in  Group  III  oi  Intermediate  course 
in  11122.  In  19-5,  Groups  I  and  II  of  the  Intermediate  were  started. 
J,n  19s7,  the  College  was  raised  to  the  First  Gr  de  with  Botany  and 
Zoology.

Bai  who  mad©  substantial  endowments  m  iurtheranee  of  the  enter¬ 
prise,  the  most  notable  of  these  endowments  being  the  gift  of  a 
large  tract  of  land  known  as  the  Munro  Island,  This  educational 
work,  which  was  originally  carried  os  in  the  buildings  now  known 
as  the  Old  Seminary,  was  transferred  in  183S  to  the  buildings  on 
the  present  site.  The  School,  which  was  usually  spoken  of  as  a 
College,  was  affiliated  to  the  .Madras  University  soon  after  its  in¬ 
corporation  in  1857,  Tne  first  batch  of  students  for  the  Matricu¬ 
lation  Examination  was  sent  up  in  18  i2.  With  the  spread  of 
education,  the  demand  for  a  College  became  insistent  and  repre¬ 
sentations  were  made  to  the  C.  M.  S.  Home  authorities  by  the  old 
students  an<l  friends  of  the  Institution  to  raise  It  to  a  First  Grade 
College,  The  C .  M,  S.  granted  this  request ;  and  as  a  first  step, 
affiliated  the  institution  as  a  Second  Grade  College  and  the  F.  A. 
class  was  started  in  1892  and  the  College  and  School  classes  were 
held  in  the  same  buildings.  In  1909,  with  the  organisation  of  the 
Intermediate  course,  a  separate  block  of  buildings  was  erected  for 
the  College  section  and  in  1910  the  College  classes  were  transferred 
t-hithor.  The  College  was  then  affiliated  for  giving  instruction  in 
English,  Malayalam,  Sanskrit,  Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry, 
Ancient  History,  Modem  History  and  logic.  In  1928,  the  College 
was  further  affiliated  in  Natural  Science  ;  and  in  1927,  Indian 
History  was  also  added  to  the  subjects  of  instruction. 

The  ultimate  responsibility  as  regards  policy  and  finance 
rests  with  the  Church  Missionary  Society  in  London  which  has 
entrusted  the  management  to  a  local  Governing  Board.

This  institution,  which  was  opened  in  1819  as  a  School  under 
the  name  of  ‘  Nagercoll  Semiimy,’  gradually  developed  and  beoam  e 
a  Second  Grade  College  in  18E3.  It  is  open  to  students  of  all  classes. 
It  is  managed  and  maintained  by  the  London  Missionary  Society 

The  College  buildings,  in  a  large  opeu  compound,  are  commodi¬ 
ous  and  up-to-date.  The  two  hostels  can  accommodate  over  fifty- 
students  in  single  rooms,  and  are  situated  in  a  fine  compound  of 
about  fivo  acres  at  the  top  of  a  hill  about  half  a  mile  from  the 
College, 

The  College  rvas  early  affiliated  in  Groups  I  and  III  of  the  old 
Intermediate  Course,  Group  II  was  added  in  1926.  The  College  is 
at  present  affiliated  in  the  Intermediate  Course  as  follows  :  —

There  are  scholarships  and  prizes  endowed  to  t-he  memory  of 
the  Rev.  J.  Duthie  and  the  Rev.  G.  Parker,  former  Principals,  and 
Mr.  Nanoo  Pillai  and  Mr.  Hama  Rao,  old  students  of  the  College, 
who  became  Dewans  of  Travancore.  There  are  also  the  Bayliss- 
Haeker  Scholarships  available  to  Christian  stud<  nts  from  the  Neyyoor 
District-,  and  the  Paul  Memorial  Prize  for  Mathematics.  The  Whitely 
Fund  enables  Christian  students  living  in  the  hoittls  to  pay  reduced 
rents  for  their  rooms.

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RURAL  LIBRARIES. 

With  a  view  to  the  development  and  expansion  of  the  Library 
movement  in  the  State  and  the  provision  o£  facilities  for  adult 
education.  Government,  In  December  1935,  sanctioned  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  Rural  Library  System  In  the  State.  In  each  of  the  four 
Educational  Divisions,  15  suitable  Departmental  Primary  Schools 
were  se'eeted,  pri  dominantly  in  rural  area?,  where  library  facilities 
did  notexist ;  and  a  'ibrary  and  reading  room  was  started  in  each- 
of  these  schools  towards  the  middle  of  llll  m.  E.  Of  the  60  rural 
libraries  started  during  that  year,  57  are  Malayalam  libraries  and  3 
Tamil  ones.  An  allotment  of  Ils.  100  was  made  for  each  library  for 
furniture  and  appliances. 

The  Headmasters  of  the  schools  In  which  Rural  Libraries  are 
housed  are  the  Honorary  Librarians.  The  Honorary  Librarians  are 
assisted  by  a  Committee  of  3  members  nominated  by  tho  Assistant 
Inspector.  Tho  nominated  members  of  the  Committee  hold  office 
for  3  years,  but  are  eligible  for  re-appoir, taient.  The  Committee 
meet?  as  often  as  the  Honorary  Librarian  may  consider  necessary 
for  tho  transaction  of  business,  Tho  Honorary  Librarian  beeps  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  such  meetings.  The  Committee  may 
make  suggestions  and  proposals  for  the  better  working  of  the 
Library.  The  correspondence  of  the  Committee  is  carried  on  by 
the  Honorary  Librarian.  The  Division  Inspectors  and  the  Assistant 
Inspectors  inspect  the  libraries  in  their  usual  tours  and  report  on 
their  working  to  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction. 

The  use  of  the  Library  and  Reading  Room  is  free  to  the  men 
and  women  of  the  locality.  Applications  for  admission  as 
Subscribers  should  be  addressed  to  the  Honorary  Librarian  in  the 
Prescribed  form.  Subscribers  to  the  Library  shall  pay  a  monthly 
subscription  of  Chs.  2  or  3  according  as  they  borrow  1  or  2  boots 
respectively  at  a  time.  Subscription  for  each  month  shall  be 
payable  in  advance.  Subscribers  may  suspend  their  subscription 
for  one  month  or  longer,  provided  that  previously  they  give  notice 
in  writing  to  the  Honorary  Librarian  and  return  all  books  in  their 
possession  and  pay  all  outstanding  dues.  Subscribers  shall  deposit 
Chs.  14  with  the  Honorary  Librarian  before  taking  out  books  from 
the  Library.  The  balance  of  the  deposit,  if  any,  after  deducting  all 
dues  to  the  Library  will  be  returned  to  the  subscriber,  when  be  or 
she  ceases  to  be  such. 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  shall  be  open  between  5  P.  M, 
and  7  P.  M.  during  working  d.aye  for  the  school  and  between  8  A.  M. 
and  11  A.  M.  and  between  3  P.  M.  and  7  f.  M.  during  other  days 
(including  Sundays)  except  a  few  specified  holidays. 

The  Librarians  are  paid  a  monthly  allowance  of  Re.  3  oaeh 
for  their  work.  A  fixed  grant  of  Rs.  4l|2  per  mensem  ir'also 
sanctioned  to  each  library  for  meeting  the  contingent  charges.  In 
1112,  six  additional  libraries  were  started  (5  Malayalam  libraries  and 
1  Tamil)  and  additional  books  supplied  to  each  library.  A  set  of 
about  250  books  has  been  purchased  and  supplied  by  the  Department 
(o  each  Malayalam  Rural  Library.  Besides  this,  a  large  number  of 


Tamil,  Malayalam  and  English  books  are  also  being  distributed  to 
these  libraries  fr-un  the  office  of  the  Text  Book  Committee  free  of  Cost. 
Contributions  of  books)  aro  also  beiDg  received  from  the  public  fh  a 
number  of  centres.  As  many  a3  29  out  of  the  66  libraries  have 
received  such  contributions  of  books  numbering  in  all  978.  The 
Department  is  subscribing  for  a  daily  paper  and  a  monthly  magazine 
for  each  library.  The  selection  of  these  is  left  to  the  Library  Com¬ 
mittee.  Copies  of  the  Almanac  and  Directory  and  the  Public 
•  Health  Bulletins  i  ublished  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  aia 
also  supplied  free  of  cost  to  each  library. 

A  savings  bank  account  is  opened  in  the  name  of  the  Honor¬ 
ary  Librarian  in  the  nearest  Treasury  to  remit  the  deposits  collected 
frrm  the  subscribers.  The  accounts  are  pledged  to  the  Assistant 
Inspector  of  the  District.  Amounts  collected  as  deposits  are  ontered 
both  in  the  deposit  register  and  in  the  co?h  book  and  remitted  into 
the  Treasury  to  he  credited  in  the  Pass  Book.  The  monthly  fees 
collected  from  the  subscrit  era  are  entered  In  the  subscription  register 
and  in  the  cash  book  and  remitted  into  the  Treasury  twice  a  month. 

A  monthly  statement-  of  accounts  showing  the  daily  receipts  and 
payments  supported  by  vouchers  and  chajans  is  Submitted  to  the 
respective  Assistant  Inspectors  for  scrutiny  and  record. 


Aided  Libraries. 

There  are  at  present  49  Heading  Rooms  and  Libraries  which 
are  aided  by  the  Education  Department.  Apart  from  the  amount 
received  from  Government  in  cash,  as  grant,  these  institutions  are 
also  allowed  certain  concessions  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  Govern¬ 
ment-  publications.  Such  of  those  institutions  as  are  situat'd  in 
urban  areas  are  supplied  with  copies  of  the  following  publications 
free  of  cost :  — 

1.  Budget. 

2.  Administration  Report. 

3.  Almanac  and  Directory. 

4.  Statistics  of  Ti  avancore. 

5.  Annual  reports  of  all  the  Departments  of  the  State. 

6.  Malayalam  Calendar. 

Such  of  t-hom  as  are  situated  in  rural  areas  are  supplied  with  a 
copy  each  of  the  Malayalam  Calendar  free  of  cost.  All  these  aided 
institutions  (both  Urban  and  Rural)  are  also  supplied  with  the  Tra - 
vancore  Government  Gazette  at  half  the  usual  rates. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  leen  a  distinct  increase  in  the  number 
of  new  Reading  Rooms  and  Libraries. 

As  regards  the  actual  amount  of  grant  to  be  sanctioned,  the 
following  facts  have  been  invariably  considered  as  the  deciding 
factors ;  — 

(a)  the  general  progress  of  the  institution  judged  by  its  mem¬ 
bership,  the  number  of  volumes  of  useful  books  it  possesses,  the 
number  of  persons  benefited  by  'the  institution  during  the  year 
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lb)  the  amount-  advanced  by  the  management  towards  the 
purchase  of  new  books  and  for  subscribing  for  newspapers  for  the 
use  of  the  institution. 

The  Rules  for  the  award  of  grant  in  aid  to  Reading  Rooms 
and  Libraries  and  a  list  of  the  institutions  that  have  been  awarded 
grant  this  year  are  subjoined. 


Rules  Relating  to  Grants  for  Libraries  and  Reading  Rooms. 

1.  Definit  ion.  Under  these  rules ‘Library’  means  a  collection 
of  books  that  may  be  issued  to  persons  for  perusal.  ‘Reading 
Room  in  addition  to  all  that  is  included  by  ‘Library’  implies  the 
existence  of  a  room  on  the  premises  iu  which  persons  may  read. 
Libraries  and  Reading  Rooms  may  or  may  not  be  supplied  with 
periodicals  and  newspapers. 

2.  Conditions  of  eligibility  for  grant.  Libraries  and  Reading 
Rooms  iu  the  State  Bhall  be  eligible  for  grant-in-aid  from  Govern¬ 
ment,  Provided  they  satisfy  the  following  conditions 

{a)  They  shall  be  under  the  management  of  a  committee 
and  office-bearers  approved  by  tho  Director. 

(b)  They  shall  be  freely  open  to  the  public  for  purposes  of 
consultation. 

(c)  They  shall  be  entirely  undenominational, 

( d )  The  Library  and  Reading  Room  Rules  should  have  bec-n 

approved  by  the  Director, 

(e)  Each  Library  or  Reading  Room  shall  contain  a  minimum 

of  200  approved  books. 

(f)  The  minimum  guaranteed  annual  income  from  sub¬ 

scriptions  should  not  hs  Jess  than  Rs.  40. 

8.  Accommodation  for  Libraries.  Separate  buildings  are  neces¬ 
sary  to  accommodate  Libraries  and  Reading  Rooms. 

Authorities  of  aided  Reading  Rooms  and  Libraries  areexPected 
to  exercise  the  greatest  care  in  granting  the  use  of  their  buildings  or 
premises  for  meetings  of  any  kind  which  are  not  connected  with  the 
ordinary  purposes  of  the  institutions.  Permission  should  only  be 
given  on  reoeipt  of  a  written  application  from  a  responsible  party, 
stating  the  hours  within  and  the  purpose  for  which  the  meeting  is  to 
be  held.  In  no  case  shall  the  building  or  premises  of  any  aided 
Reading  Room  and  library  be  granted  for  a  meeting  in  connection 
with  any  political  agitation  directed  against  the  authority  of  Govern¬ 
ment,  orfor  the  discussion  of  subjects  which  are  calculated  to  cause 
ill-feeling  between  different  sections  of  the  community. 

4.  Accounts,  records  and  Registers.  Complete  accounts,  registers, 
and  records  should  be  maintained  in  the  Library  and  Reading  Room 
and  these  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  Assistant  Inspecting 
Officer. 

5.  Books  and  Periodicals.  Books  and  periodicals  vetoed  by  the 
Director  shall  not  find  a  place  in  any  Library  or  Reading  Room  aided 
by  Government. 
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6.  Applications  for  grant,  in  the  form  prescribed,  shall  be  made 
not  later  than  the  1st  Itarau  each  year  to  the  Assistant  Inspecting 
Officer,  a  copy  of  the  application  being  simultaneously  sent  to  the 
Director.  The  Assistant  Inspecting  Officer  shall  forward  the  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  Director  through  the  Chief  Inspecting  Officer. 

Eaoh  application  for  grant  shall  be  accompanied  by— 

(i)  a  copy  of  the  Library  and  Keading  Room  Rules. 

(ii)  a  complete  list  of  books  in  the  Library  or  Reading 
Room  and  of  periodicals  subscribed  for. 

Note.  The  Assistant  Inspecting  Officers  enneemed  shall  inspect  the  Libraries 
and  Reading  Rooms  and  report  on  the  applications  for  grant,  submitted 

7.  Maximum  amount  of  grant.  The  maximum  amount  that 
may  be  sanctioned  as  grant  for  an  institution  shall  not  in  any  one 
year  exceed  Rs.  (200)  two  hundred. 

8.  Building  grants  and  furniture  grants .  Building  grants  and 
furniture  grants  to  Libraries  may  be  awarded  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  XV  of  the  Education  Code. 

9.  The  authority  competent  to  sanction  grant  under  these 
rules  is  the  Direotor  of  Public  Instruction. 

10.  Payment  of  grants.  The  annual  grant  shall  be  paid  in  four 
instalments  ordinarily  in  Tulam,  Makaram,  Medom  and  Karlada- 
gom  on  bills  countersigned  by  the  Assistant  Inspecting  Officers. 

11.  Infringetnent  of  rules.  Gran's  are  liable  to  be  withdrawn 
rules.

The  sea  water  that 
was  thrown  by  the  action  of  the  waves  into  the  adjoining  Thatue 
rippu  Odai  was  the  only  souice  of  brine  supply  for  the  allow,  with 
the  advent  of  the  ICodayar  Reservoir,  fr=Bh  water  percolation  set 
in  into  the  Odai  and  diluted  the  brine.  For  want  of  a  source  of 
good  brine  supply,  the  factory  was  abandoned  in  about  L091  M.  E. 
Many  attempts  at  reviving  the  factory  proved  abortive,  till

1.  The  Bnngrlows  are  maintained  by  Government  in  the  interests  oi  the 
travelling  public  and  are  in  the  charge  of  the  Tiavanoore  P.  W.  D.  Com¬ 
plaints  as  to  any  negligouoe  or  inefficiency  of  the  servants  employed  in  these 
Bungalows  should  be  addressed  to  the  Executive  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  ih'vi.

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2.  Subject  to  the  provision  in  rule  <1)  other  travellers  also  may  oocupji 
carnpsheds  and  have  them  also  reserved  on  application  to  the  P.  W.  D.  Division 
Officer  concerned.  The  foil  amount  of  the  occupation  fees  for  the  peroid  of 
reservation  should  be  sent  along  with  the  application  for  such  reservation.  No

RULES  FOR  THE  OCCUPATION  OF  FOREST  BUNGALOWS 

*  AMD  REST  HOUSES. 

(a)  Forest  bungalows  and  rest-houses  are  under  the 
immediate  charge  of  the  respective  Divisional  Forest  Oncers  of  the 
Division  in  which  they  are  situated,  but  their  management  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Conservator  of  Forests, 

(5)  A  Forest  Officer,  may  occupy  a  bungalow  or  rest-house  or 
portion  thereof  as  a  residence,  with  the  permission  of  the  Conserva-- 
tor  of  Forests,  subject  to  the  payment  of  rent  at  8  per  cent,  of  the 
officer’s  monthly  pay,  or, -3^  per  cent  per  annum  of  the  outlay  on 
the  building  so  occupied,  whichever  is  less. 

*  P.  W.  D.  Campahed  in  compounds  of  T.  Bs. 
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(c)  No  rent  or  feo  is  levied  from  officers  or  subordinates  of 
the  Forest  Department  for  the  temporary  occupation  of  bungalows 
and  rest-houses  for  periods  not  exceeding  10 days. 

(d)  Forest  bungalows  and  rest-houses,  when  not  in  use  by 
members  of  the  Forest  Department,  aro  available,  free  of  charge, 
for  temporary  occupation  by  officers  of  othor  departments  of  grades 
corresponding  to  those  of  the  controlling  staff  of  the  Forest  Depart¬ 
ment. 

(e)  Forest  Officers  have,  howevor,  the  prior  rightof  occupation, 
and  all  other  Government  Officers  eligible  for  occupying  such 
bungalows  and  rost-bousoa  should  obtain  permission  from  the 
respective  Divisional  Forest  Officers  before  making  use  of  them, 
except  in  cases  of  emergency,  when  they  should  not  only  intimate 
the  fact  to  the  Divisional  Forest  Officer,  but  should  also  vacate  the 
buildings  directly  they  are  required  by  Forest  Officers. 

(f)  The  Conservator  of  Forests  may  allow  a  Forest  bungalow 
orrest-houee  to  be  used  by  private_  individuals,  subjoct  to  the 
condition  that  they  should  vacate  it,  if  required  by  a  Government 
Officer  on  duty.  Private  individuals  so  occupying  a  bungalow  or 
rest-house  will  be  charged  at  the  following  rates  for  a  d ay  j-or  por¬ 
tion  of  a  day  of  24  hours  : — 

For  single  person ,  For  a  family. 

Forest  bungalows  12  annas  Re.  1 

Forest  rest-houses.  8  annas  12  annas 

(p)  The  Conservator  of  Forests  may  reserve  any  bungalow 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  a  Forest  or  other  Government  Officer  either 
temporarily  or  permanently. 

(ft)  Half  the  fee  levied  for  the  use  of  a  bungalow  will  be 
charged  for  pitching  tents  in  the  compound  of  tho  building.  An 
officer  occupying  a  bungalow  has  a  prior  claim  to  the  use  of  the  out¬ 
houses  and  stablos  attached  to  the  bungalow,  subject  to  the  condi¬ 
tion  that  they  are  available  without  further  charge  for  the  use  of 
officers  occupying  tents  in  tho  compound. 

(0  Rent  will  be  charged  only  for  the  days  an  officer  actually 
stays  in  a  bungalow,  rest-house  or  tent  in  the  compound.  The  date, 
of  arrival  and  despatch  of  saman  will  not  affect  the  charge. 

(?)  All  officers  and  persons  occupying  these  buildings  or 
premises  shall  pay  the  rent  due  before  vacating  thorn. 

(*)  Servants,  travelling  separately  from  thoir  masters  with 
horses  or  luggage,  may  have  accommodation,  provided  there  is 
room  ;  and  they  will  be  charged  half  rates. 

(1)  The  following  will  be  sufficient  notice  to  any  occupier 
to  vacate  a  building  under  temporary  occupation  (and  not  occupied 
as  residence)  ;  — 

(1)  A  Gazetted  Officer  should  vacate  in  favor  of  another 
Gazetted  Officer  on  receipt  of  24  hours’  notice. 

(2)  A  non-gazetted  officer  should  vacate  (o)  in  favour  of 
Gazetted  Officer  on  receipt  of  6  hours’ notice  and  ih)  in  favour  of 
another  non-gazetted  officer  on  receipt  of  24  hours’  notice. 
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(3)  A  non-official  should  vacate  (a)  in  favour  of  an  official 
on  receipt  of  6  hours’  notice  and  (b)  in  favor  of  another  non-official 
on  receipt  of  24  houi'B’  notice. 

(»i)  The  bungalow  watchers  cannot  be  expected  to  cater 
for  the  occupiers.

RULES  FOR  THE  OCCUPATION  OF  REST  HOUSES 
IN  THE  STATE, 


1  Tho  Rest  Houses  in  the  Sta'e  are  intendod  primarily  for 
the  use  of  Government'  Officers  travelling  on  duty,  who  may  there¬ 
fore  occupy  them  without  limit  of  time  and  have  thorn  rasorved  in 
advance.  Application  for  reservation  should  be  made  in  advance 
to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Sub-Division  in  whoso  jurisdiction  the 
building  lies. 

2.  Officers  of  tho  Public  Works  Department  who  are  in  charge 
of  the  building  bavs  a  preferential  claim  for  its  occupation  at  all 
times.  No  fee3  are  leviable  from  Government  Officers  for  the  occu¬ 
pation  of  the  buildings. 

3.  When  not  required  for  the  use  of  Government  Officers, 
private  gentlemen  may  occupy  Rest  Houses  for  periods  not  exceed¬ 
ing  3  days  at  a  time.  The  following  fees  shall  be  levied :  —

Note:— 1.  Members  of  tho  same  family  shall  pay  only  one

4.  Occupation  for  periods,  longer  than  3  days  re  Quires  tho 
special  permission  of  the  Executive  Engineer,  who  may  give  per¬ 
mission  not  exceeding  15  days  in  exceptional  cases.  Occupation  in 
excess  of  15  days  requires  the  sanction  of  the  Ohiof  Engineer. 

5.  Every  occupant  is  expected  to  take  due  care  for  the  build  - 
ing  and  furniture  and  other  belongings  of  the  Rest  House  and  shall 
bo  responsible  to  exercise  reasonable  care  in  using  them.  Persons 
found  defacing  the  walls  or  damaging  the  belongings  are  liable  to 
expulsion  besides  tho  payment  of  the  cost  of  rectification  of  the 
damages.

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MOTOR  TRAFFIC. 

The  law  governing  motor  vehicles  in  the  State  is  contained  in 
the  Trnvancore  Motor  Vehicles  Regulation  VI  of  1091  and  the  rules 
and  notifications  issued  thereunder.  No  motor  vehicle  owned  by 
a  person  ordinarily  residing  outside  the  State,  which  is  not  duly 
registered  under  the  Regulation,  shall  be  used  or  driven  by  any 
person  in  this  State,  unless  tuich  motor  vehicle  bears  Such  mark 
of  identification  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  officer  competent  under 
the  rules  In  force  for  the  territory  in  which  the  owner  thereof 
ordinarily  resides. 

Where  any  such  motor  vehicle  is  kept  in  this  State  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  ten  days,  any  person  holdiug  a  current  motor  driving 
license  granted  by  a  competent  authority  elsewhere  recognised  as  such 
by  any  British  Indian  motor  licensing  authority  may  use  or  drive  the 
same  for  such  period  ;  but  where  the  period  oxoeeds  ten  days  at  any 
one  time,  no  person  shall  use  or  drive  the  same  unless  authorised 
to  do  so  Under  a  permit  issued  in  this  behalf  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Police. 

The  owner  or  person  in  charge  may  apply  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Police  for  a  permit  and  shall  furnish  him  with  a  description  of  the 
motor  vehicle  and  such  other  particulars  as  may  be  required  by  that 
officer. 

The  Commissioner  of  Police  may  thereupon  issue  to  the  applicant, 
in  such  firm  and  tor  Such  period  as  tlmt  o nicer  may  deem  expedient, 
a  permit  to  use  the  said  vehicle  iu  this  State. 

The  Commissioner  of  Police  may  from,  time  to  time  extend  the 
period  of  such  permit  or  for  reasons  recorded  cauce)  the  same. 

Nothing  contained  in  the  above  rules  shall  apply  to  Rulers  of 
other  Indian  States  or  to  motor  vehicles  owned  by  them  or  by  the 
British  Go  vernment. 

Toe  authorities  competent  to  issue  licenses  and  permits  are 
the  Commissioner  of  Polios,  or  the  Traffic  luperinttndent  of 
Police.

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INLAND  NAVIGATION  IN  THE  STATE. 

The  main  back  water  route  in  the  State  is  the  Trivandruru-Sho- 
ranur  canal  from  Trivandrum  to  northern  limits  of  Travaneove  about 
.148  miles  in  length. 

The.  administration  of  the  above  backwater  routes  in  tho  State 
is  governed  by  the  Travancore  Public  Canals  and  Public  Ferries  Re¬ 
gulation,  VI  of  1096,  and  the  rules  framed  thereunder.  The  work¬ 
ing  of  the  above  Regulation  and  the  Rules  and  the  control  and  re¬ 
gulation  of  traffic  in  the  public  canals  devolve  on  tho  officers  «  f  the 
P.W.D.,  the  Chief  Engineer  being  the  controlling  officer  Tho  Assist¬ 
ant  Engineers,  Sub-Engineers,  Supervisors,  Overseers  and  Look 
Superintendents  are  ex-off ic io  Canal  Officers  working  under  tho  res¬ 
pective  Executive  Engineers,  Alwayo,  Kottayam,  Quilon  and 
Trivandrum ;  and  .they  are  empowered  _  to  regulate  and  control 
traffic  and  to  stop  any  vessel  from  navigating  etc  The  licensing  and 
registering  of  vessels  are  being  attendod  at  by  the  Canal  Supervisors 
at  Trivandrum,  Quilon,  Kayonkulam,  Alleppoy,  Vaikorn,  Shertala 
and  Parnr  Besides  the  above  Officers,  the  Lock-Superintendent, 
Thottapalli  is  also  empowered  to  issue  licenses  to  rafts. 

As  per  the  provisions  in  the  above  Regulation  and  Rules,  every 
steam  or  motor  boat,  country  crafts  or  mllams  and  rafts  navigating 
in  the  above  public  canals  in  the  State  except 

1,  Vessels  belonging  to  the  Palace  and  the  Travancore 
Government; 

2.  Vessels  that  have  been  licensed  or  registered  in  Mala¬ 
bar  under  the  provisions  of  tho  Madras  Act  II  of  1890  ; 

3’  Vessels  licensed  or  registered  in  Cochin  under  the 
Coohiu  Regulation  I  of  1092  as  amended  by  Regulation 
X  of  1096; 

4  Vessels  belonging  to  the  British  Government;  and 

5  Vessels  less  than  one  ton  registered  tonnage 

have  to  be  registered  or  licensed-  In  the  case  of  vessels  registered 
or  licensed  in  Cochin  or  Malabar,  they  will  be  exempted  from  licen¬ 
sing  in  this  State,  only  if  the  owners  of  those  vessels  reside  or  have 
their  principal  place  of  business  in  those  Districts  and  only  if  they 
do  not  ply  for  service  exclusively  within  Travancore  lhnits  Vessels 
plying  for  public  passongor  or  goods  service  or  for  purpose  of  trade 
have  to  be  licensed  annually,  while  vessels,  other  than  steam  vessels, 
intended  for  the  personal  use  of  the  owners  and  not  plying  for  hire, 
need  be  registered  only  once  so  long  as  the  person  in  whose  name  it 
has  been  registered  continues  to  be  the  owner.

The  licenses  of  steam  vessels  will  be  issued  only  on  production 
of  these  certificates  of  inspection  and  the  license  will  be  in  force  only 
for  the  period  for  which  the  certificate  holds  good  Although  the 
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Steam  vessels  intended  lor  public  passenger  service  are  required 
to  t-cuoh  the  jetae  or  wharves  on  the  route.  Jetty  Mae  tries  are

Tnere  are  no  rates  f  fares  authorised  or  prescribed  by  Govern¬ 
ment.  Owners  of  vessels  wishing  to  run  their  boats  for  passenger 
service  prescribe  a  li  -t  of  fares  for  the  sevotal  classes  between  the 
terminal  and  each  of  the  intermediate  stations  and  submit  it  to  the 
Executive  Engineer.  The  lares  charged  for  the  same  mine  by  different 
boat,  owners  the-efote  differ  But  no  boa*  owner  shall  collect  fees 
in  excess  of  the  fee  prescribed  by  him.  Any  intention  of  an  owner 
to  change  the  rates  of  fares  once  fixed  should  bo  intimated  to  the 
Executive  Engineer  seven  clays  in  advance. 

A  statement  showing  the  different  routes  in  which  public  pas¬ 
senger  steam  vessels  ply  and  the  rate  of  fare  for  each  route  is  given 
at  the  end  of  this  note . 

The  number  of  oountry  crafts  licensed  to  end  of  1112  M.  B. 
is  9,100  approximately. 

The  administration  of  canals  in  Cochin  and  British  India  is 
governed  by  Regulations  aud  Rules  of  the  respective  Go-  emments 
similar  to  those  in  Travaucore.  The  backwaters  of  Travancore, 
Cochin  and  Malabar  are  inter-connected  and  there  is  considerable 
commercial  intercourse  among  these  States,  There  is  therefore  a 
mutual  understanding  recognise  i  by  the  throe  States  that  toe  vessels 
registewd  or  licensed  in  one  State  should  not  be  registered  or  licensed 
in  the  other  States,  subject  to  the  conditions  il;  that  the  vessels  shall 
be  registered  ur  licensed  in  the  State  in  which  the  owners  reside  or  in 
which  they  have  their  principal  place  oi  business  if  they  reside  in 
more  than  one  area  rad  (2;  that  the  vessels  do  not  ply  for  service 
exclusively  within  the  limits  of  ono  territory  in  which  cas:  they  shall 
be  licensed  in  that  State,  There  is  also  another  mutual  under-land¬ 
ing  that  vesssls  which  have  to  be  licensed  in  one  Slate  as  per  the 
above  principle  shall  be  allowed  to  ply  in  the  waters  in  the  other 
States  during  the  first  month  of  the  year  even  if  they  do  not  possess

To  afford  better  faoilitioa  for  loading  and  disoharp  ing  cargo  by  rendering 
safe  and  speedy  ctmraunioation  between  ship  and  shore,  the  Alleppey  Landing 
and  Shipping  Fees  Committee,  at  its  meeting  held  on  22ud  October,  1 93b,  con¬ 
sidered  that  a  Tug  capable  of  towiug  three  lighters  loaded  with  40  tons  of 
cargo  each  and  powerful  enough  to  operate  in  monsoon  weather  as  well,  was 
tnecessary  for  the  Alleppey  Port.  The  proposed  Tug  was  to  be  purchased,  con¬ 
trolled  and  run  by  the  Committee,  the  cost  of  the  Tug1  which  was  then  esti¬ 
mated  at  Us.  25,000  being  met  by  obtaining  a  loan  from  Government. 


The  loan  requested  by  the  Committee  was  sanctioned  by  Government  on 
certain  conditions  which  were  agreed  to  by  the  Committee.  Tenders  for  the 
supply  of  a  suitable  Tug  for  the  Alleppey  Port  were  invited  and  examined  by 
the  Committee  at  its  meeting  In  Id  on  Slst  May,  1937.  The  Committee  accept¬ 
ed  the  offer  of  Messrs.  Geo.  Bruntou  and  Co.  Engineers  Lid.,  Cochin,  for  the 
supply  of  a  Tug  44' X 10' X 4’  3",  and  powered  by  a  66  H.  P  Kelvin  l-iescl 
Engine,  at  a  total  cost,  of  Br.  Rs  2L800  subject  to  Government  confirmation.'

8.  Measurements  are  to  be  taken  where  merchandise  is  stored  ready  for 
shipment  or  at  such  other  place  or  places  as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the 
Chamber  from  time  to  time .

13-  Two  weigh-bridgos  have  been  installed  one  on  either  side  of  the  base 
of  the  Pier  and  weighments  should  be  effeoted  at  these  weigh-bridgos.
